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This index embraces all the regular City Documents which have been numbered and bound together 


at the end of each year, from 1834 to 1885, inclusive. 


They were arranged in alphabetical and chron- 


ological order. Previous to 1834 very few documents were printed, and, as they were not numbered 


nor bound together, it would probably be impossible to make a complete collection at this time. 


The 


first Mayor’s Address which appears among the regular documents is Samuel A. Eliot’s, delivered at 
the inauguration of the Government of 1838. The first Fourth of July Oration is Jonathan Chap- 
man’s, deliveredin 1837. The Auditor's ‘‘ Twenty-second Annual Report ”’ is contained in the volume 


for 1834, and the list of reports is complete from that date. 
The Annual Report of the City Marshal [see Police and Watch] was printed in 1834. 
The next printed report does not appear until 1849. From that date the list is complete. 
the correctional and reformatory institutions are nearly complete from 1834 to the present time.

First among 
the numerous documents relating to the introduction and distribution of water is Loammi Baldwin’s 
report, made in 1834. The only report of any value upon the question of water-supply, made pre- 


vious to that date, was Professor Daniel Treadwell’s, in 1825. 


Mr. Nathaniel J. Bradlee’s history of 


the water-works, printed for the use of the City Government in 1868, and Mr. Desmond FitzGerald’s 
Supplementary history, printed in 1876, are not included among the numbered documents. 

Appended to this index is a list of the City’s publications not included among the regular docu- 
ments, copies of which are preserved at the City Hall or the Public Library.

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Gentlemen of the City Council: — 


To-day we assemble to take charge of an im- 
portant trust, placed in our hands by our fellow- 
citizens. On our joint action, in a great degree, 
the growth and prosperity of the city depend. 
Let peace and harmony prevail in our councils. 
Let us not forget that our city stands at the 
head of municipal governments. The reputation 
of our public school system must be maintained. 
The health of the city must be preserved. Our 
business and manufacturing industries must be 
promoted and encouraged. We must have effi- 
cient fire and police departments. We want good 
streets, good sewerage, and pure water. Our 
poor, our insane, and our criminals must be taken 
care of and provided for. You will be called 
upon during the year to consider questions in- 
volving all these interests, requiring large expen- 
ditures of money, and every appropriation should 
be closely scrutinized and fully considered. As 
the legislative branch it is your duty to furnish 
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the means, and as the executive branch it is 
my duty to see that what money you ap- 
propriate is properly, economically, and faithfully 
expended. 

The new departure will be in full force during 
the year, and if our work is done as it ought to be 
done, free from all selfish purposes, the year 1886 
will be a memorable one in our municipal history. 
The fact that aldermen are elected by districts and 
councilmen by wards should have no weight with 
you. ‘he entire city is under your charge, and 
every district and every ward should be fairly and 
equitably dealt with. J have no hesitation in say- 
ing here, what I have said many times before, that 
aldermanic districts are no improvement on our old 
municipal system of electing aldermen at large. 
If the members of the Common Council look only 
after the interests of the wards they represent, 
and the aldermen after their districts, we can 
scarcely expect that loyalty to all sections of the 
city which is so desirable in a city government. 

The new City Charter places great respon- 
sibility on the Mayor of Boston. The faithful 
performance of his duty requires good judgment, 
close attention to business, a thorough knowledge 
of the work, and courage and determination in 


its performance. If the Mayor stops waste and 
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extravagance he makes determined and unscru- 
pulous enemies of men whose sole object is 
public plunder, and who do not hesitate to resort 
to any means to accomplish their ends. Regard- 
less of threats, regardless sometimes of adverse 
criticism from parties who do not understand the 
true facts, I have given no quarter the last year 
to any who have abused the trusts confided to 
them, and with such an emphatic indorsement 
from my fellow-citizens I feel encouraged to go 
on with the work. Political tricksters, who have 
merely some selfish purpose to gratify, will receive 
no countenance from me no matter what party 
they may be identified with for the time being. 
It is by yielding to these men, on account of 
the few votes that they control, that municipal 
governments, in all the large cities of the country, 
have become a synonyme for waste and extrava- 
gance and corruption. ‘This is strong language, 
but I know that every word of it is true. If 
political parties put unscrupulous men to the 
front they ought to be voted down. If political 
parties make combinations with men whose morality 
and integrity are questionable, such combinations 
should be discouraged and discountenanced by 
every good citizen. If no quarter is given to 
men who have no moral principle behind them, 
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who connect themselves with leading parties 
merely for plunder, they will soon be stamped 
out, and the business of the city will be con- 
ducted like any other large corporation, on 
business principles. I believe that the new charter 
will accomplish this work, if faithfully administered. 

This charter went into operation on the 26th of 
last June. It cannot be said to have had a fair 
trial as yet. Most of the heads of departments have 
cheerfully conformed to the new order of things, 
and hold more independent positions than under 
the old charter, when directed and controlled by 
committees. They are required to do all work in 
a substantial and economical manner, and _ live 
within the limits of their appropriations. As long 
as they do this their tenure of office should be 
secure. The departments are no longer political 
machines, but must be run, like any other cor- 
poration in the city, solely on business principles. 

I repeat, that the City Charter has hardly had a 
fair trial during the past six months, because an 
unusual percentage of last year’s appropriation was 
placed, early in the financial year, by contract or 
otherwise, before it went into operation. This was 
rather embarrassing to commence with, but the 
difficulty has been met and overcome. I know 
that a large sum of money has already been sayed. 
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Contracts have been given to the lowest responsible 
bidders in all instances, and supplies have been 
purchased at the lowest market rates. I might 
make a comparison with previous years, but it 
is sufficient to say that, with a tax-rate of $12.80 
per $1,000, all necessary work has been _per- 
formed. The coming year the charter will have 
full force, and, if faithful and honest work is 
done in the departments, the results cannot help 
being a substantial gain to the city. I cannot 
recommend any alteration or change at present. 
If defects exist, time will develop them more 
fully. It places power in the hands of the Mayor 
to hold even the City Council in check, if that 
body is derelict in the performance of their duty, 
and, if the Mayor is a true Bostonian, he will 
not hesitate to take the responsibility.

It will be seen that the net debt is now about 
$4,000,000 less than in 1875, and that since that 
date important and expensive public improvements 
have been carried on, notably: improved sewerage, 
the Sudbury-river water supply, including a new 
conduit, the establishment of parks, besides large 
expenditures for construction. This speaks well 
for the financial condition of the city.

These figures show that the City Government 
will have to be run economically the coming 
year to keep within the limit, and that the ex- 
penses of departments must be cut down to the 
lowest possible figures. The highest amount that 
can be taxed in the next year cannot now be 
definitely determined, because of the lack of an 
estimate of income. An estimate of the receipts 
from taxation and income on investments of the 
sinking-funds, exclusive of water-debt funds, dur- 
ing 1886, is $1,350,000. | 

By Chapter 178, Acts of 1885, the limit of tax- 
ation, exclusive of State tax and the require- 
ments of the debt, was fixed at $9, on a basis 
of the average valuation for five years, while, by 
Chapter 312, Acts of 1885, the limit for other cities 
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was fixed at $12, 0n a basis of the average valua- 
tion for three years. Another item in favor of 
the outside cities was the exemption of the county 
tax, which, with Boston for the last year, was 
$375,000, and this, less estimate of county in- 
come, was 27 cents of the tax-rate of $12.80 
of the present year. Notwithstanding all this 
special legislation, so far as Boston is concerned, 
I am satisfied our municipal work can be done 
within the limit. 

The valuation of the city, the new property 
built up, and the tax-rate, since January, 1874,

Taxation now has a limit; the indebtedness 
of the city has a limit, and the citizens of Boston 
have an assurance that in no year in the future 
can taxation be unreasonable or eur indebtedness 
exceed two per cent. on valuation. This, I am 
confident, gives us an ample margin. ‘The law 
limiting indebtedness was imperfect without a - 
similar law limiting taxation. With these safe- 
guards the financial condition of the city is 
beyond question now or in the future. It was 
very gratifying to know that no other city in 
the Commonwealth could carry on its munici- 
pal work on so small a margin as the city 
of Boston. This was quite manifest during the 
discussion in the Legislature last year. In New 
York the limit of indebtedness is ten per cent. 
on the assessed valuation of real estate subject 
to taxation, and with this limit that city finds 
it difficult to carry on the large improvements 
now in progress. 

Some years ago, when I had the honor to 
call attention to the necessity of a law limiting 
taxation in the Board of Aldermen, and offered 
an order to petition the Legislature for such a 
law, it was voted down almost unanimously; but 
I am now satisfied that every large city in the 
country will be compelled to follow the example 
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of Boston, and ask for similar laws to check 
municipal taxation and municipal indebtedness. 
These checks, however, do not prevent waste or 
extravagance. No matter how large or small our 
annual appropriation may be, it can be wasted 
by incompetent or unscrupulous heads of depart- 
ments, unless checked by the Mayor with all the 
foree and power conferred upon him by the new 
charter. | ) 

I shall always consider it a great honor that 
a Republican Legislature intrusted me with such 
great power. I have also received excellent advice 
and encouragement, during the year, not only from 
the press, but from some of our best citizens and 
largest tax-payers, and I trust that this advice 
and support will be continued during the coming 
year. JI have endeavored to enforce the law. dis- 
creetly and firmly. 

Some sections of our city are growing rapidly, 
notably the Back Bay district, Dorchester, and 
West Roxbury, and require large expenditures 
for streets and sewers. When capitalists are 
ready to plant large sums of money in improve- 
ments, adding very materially to our taxable 
property, it is the duty of the city to encourage 
them by providing good streets, sewerage, water, 


and other improvements that are under our charge. 
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For every dollar judiciously expended in this way 
the city treasury is benefited by an increased 
amount of taxable property. Some of the im- 
provements demanded are large and _ costly, and 
would be embarrassing if placed in the tax levy. 
These improvements should be commenced on 
some systematic plan, and not as a temporary 
expedient. n the past, sewers have been built 
without giving due consideration to the subject, 
and the consequence has been that we have been 
creating nuisances instead of remedying them. 
To meet this demand it has been found neces- 
sary to do some of this work by a loan rather 
than to check building operations and the growth 
of the city for the time being. It is wise policy 
to pay as we go for all necessary improvements; 
but when they are costly and permanent there 
is no good reason why the tax-payers of to-day 
should pay for the entire work. It should. be 
remembered, also, that our limit of indebtedness 
is a check and safeguard on these loans. If we- 
could pay off our debts without incurring new 
loans, and, at the same time, carry on all the 
improvements required for a city that is growing 
rapidly, our financial condition would be perfect. 
I am satisfied, however, that, notwithstanding all 
the improvements in contemplation, there will 
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be a material reduction in our debt during the 
next. ten years. 

I am aware that the delay in widening Boylston 
street has already interfered with building opera- 
tions. It has also prevented us from building a 
police-station and an engine-house, so necessary for 
the safety of that section, for which an appropria- 
tion has already been made. Now that the money 
has been obtained the work on the Boylston-street 
extension, and also the Beacon-street extension, 
will be commenced in earnest as soon as the 
weather will permit. Humboldt avenue was laid 
out nearly three years ago, the owners of prop- 
erty contributing the land. The property on the 
line of that avenue has been assessed at a higher 
valuation, on account of the contemplated improve- 
ments, and the owners of property have been 
put to great distress because they could neither 
sell their land nor erect buildings until the city 
lived up to their agreement. Good reasons can 
be given for all the improvements contemplated 
in the loan passed at the close of the year, but the 
way in which it was engineered through . the 
Council, and the amount of trading to obtain the 
necessary two-thirds vote, was, to say the least, 
highly objectionable. 

The banks in the city of Boston, with the 
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exception of six, have paid the tax assessed by 
authority of the laws of this Commonwealth, 
for the year 1885, under protest, alleging that 
the tax assessed on them was not at the same 
rate assessed on similar moneyed capital. The 
total amount of bank tax received and paid by 
the Collector to the City Treasurer was $773,- 
478.40; of this sum, $720,723.20 was paid under 
protest; $35,685.52 received from those banks 
which made no protests, less commission for col- 
lecting, has been paid by the City Treasurer to 
the State, leaving due the State of Massachu- 
setts $547,193.98 received with protests, which 
payment has been withholden from the State by 
the City Treasurer, under advice of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel; and the State Treasurer, in conse- 
quence, withholds the payment to the city of the 
corporation tax, bank tax from other cities and 
towns, “the tax on vessels engaged in foreign 
trade,’ and a portion of the reimbursement of 
the amount paid by the city for State aid to 
soldiers, etc., in all about the same amount which 
the city withholds. It has prevented the settle- 
ment of the accounts between the treasurers of 
our city and the State. The counsel having in 
charge the suits of protest will, it is understood, 
press them for trial. Therefore, it will probably 
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be some time before the final decision of the same 
will be reached. In the meantime the Legislature 
of our State will undoubtedly, at its coming ses- 
sion, devise means by which the moneys can be 
paid by the city, and the city receive the amount 
due it from the State, and protection guaranteed 
from loss if any money is recovered from the 
city in the suits brought by the banks. 

While on the subject of taxation I cannot help 
again alluding to the taxation of our manufactur- 
ing and industrial pursuits. In my inaugural last 
year I stated that “there are many manufacturers 
whose salesrooms and warehouses are in Boston, but 
who manufacture their goods in other places, for 
the reason that not only are the tax-rates lower, 
but they are also able to make arrangements with 
the local assessors for a certain definite valuation 
of their property. It would be more convenient 
for them to manufacture their goods in Boston, 
but the high rate, with the excessive valuation, 
prevents. It is well worth considering whether it 
would not be wise policy to revise the methods 
of assessment so as to draw these manufacturers 
into the city. . . . The extent of our de- 
pendence on neighboring States for many articles 
of large consumption can scarcely be realized. 


If we could guarantee lower rates of taxation, and 
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a cheaper supply of water for manufacturing — ur- 
poses, I am satisfied it would build up our industrial 
and manufacturing interests, and largely increase 
the wealth of the city.” I consider this a matter of 
great importance, and the question should be agitated 
until the necessary reforms are brought about. 
The City Treasurer has so managed his de- 
partment that he was enabled to meet all the 
payments of the city of Boston during the year, 
with the promptness which has always character- 
ized its financial affairs, by borrowing the smallest 
amount of temporary loan, in anticipation of the taxes, 
since 1880, — viz., $1,3800,000,—at the lowest rate 
money has ever been borrowed by the city of Bos- 
ton, the rate being two per cent. per annum. ‘The 


time for the principal portion of it was four months. 


THE COLLECTOR’S DEPARTMENT. 


The Collector’s department has done excellent 
work during the year, and I feel that - particular 
attention ought to be called to it. The collection 
of taxes shows a large increase in_ percentage 
over any previous year for thirty-one years; but 
what is most noticeable is the collection of sewer 
assessments, amounting to $82,286.95, against 
$13,198.41 last year. By a special message early 
in the year I called attention to this matter, nd 
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it is gratifying to know that it produced such 
good results. The collections for the previous 
ten years were only $196,736.56. The collections 
this year in nine months have been $82,286.95, 
and before the close of the financial year the 
amount may equal one-half the amount collected 
the previous ten years. ‘The assessments levied 
in the ten years referred to were $539,795.48; 
the amount collected $196,736.56, — leaving a 
balance of $343,058.92 to account for. What 
has become of this large sum? Has it been 
abated? It appears to me a matter that ought 
to be looked into and all the facts ascertained. 

The assessments committed to the Coilector for 
the current financial year, beginning May 1, 
1885, amount to $10,097,397.41. 

Of this amount there has been collected to 
December 1, 1885, $7,807,441.75, or 77x per cent.; 
abated, $84,643.76, or avs of 1 per cent.; and re- 
mains uncollected, $2,205,311.90, or 211% per cent. 

This amount committed includes the State, City, 
and County tax of 1885, $8,815,787.24, of which, 
to December 19, 1885, $7,282,415.58 has been 
collected; bank tax, $773,478.40, all of which has 
been paid; and sewer assessments, $123,274.59, 
of which, to December 19, 1885, $82,286.95 has 


been collected. The percentage of taxes and 
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sewer assessments collected this year greatly ex- 


ceeds that of any other year to the same time. 


The total amount of collections for the eleven months, 
beginning January 1, 1885, and ending November 30, 1885, 
is $12,466,535.08, divided as follows: —

The change in the ordinances transferring the 
entire labor of the collection of water-rates to 
the Collector’s department will require an ad- 
ditional appropriation for extra clerk-hire. ‘The 
additional expense is estimated at $2,000. This

will be chargeable to the revenues from Cochituate 
and Mystic water-rates, and may be considered 
in the light of a transfer, and not as an additional 
expense. ‘The work has formerly been done in the 
office of the Water Registrar. 

The annual increase of business, the demands 
for the proper accommodation of the public, and 
care of the records and accounts, require a much 
larger room for this department. I do not see 
how this can at present be allowed, but I have 
taken the liberty of calling attention to the sub- 
ject as among the most imperative prospective 


wants of the department.

THE GROWTH OF THE CITY. 


The population of Boston in 1860 was 177,840; 
in 1870, including municipalities annexed, 292,499; 
in 1875, by State census, 341,912; in 1880, by 
United States census, 362,839; and in 1885, by 
State census, 390,406. The last census was a 
surprise to our citizens, and also to experts, who, 
from year to year, keep well informed on this 
subject. The work was done under the direc- 
tion of Carroll D. Wright, Esq., a gentleman of 
large experience in collecting such information, 
and whose intelligence and ability cannot be ques- 
tioned. This will stand as the official census for

the next ten years. Some months ago I called 
the attention of the City Council to this matter, 
and suggested that we had material connected 
with the City Government to ascertain our popu- 
lation at a very small expense. I had an inter- 
view with the Chairman of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, and also with the chairman of the 
Board of Assessors, and they agreed to under- 
take the work if the City Council would appro- 
priate $1,000 to print proper blanks and to pay 
clerical assistance. These blanks would have been 
placed in the hands of our large police force, and 
in a very few days the facts could be collected, 
and then the clerical force in the assessors’ 
department would aggregate the returns. I believe 
that this would be an easy and economical way 
of obtaining the population of the city at inter- 
vals, apart from any State or United States census. 
It would not interfere with the regular duties of 
the police, and would be desirable information to 
obtain. The last City Council, however, refused 
to appropriate the $1,000 asked for. I still believe 
the work ought to be done, and recommend it to 
your favorable consideration. The population of 
our city has been estimated as high as 425,000, 
or near 35,000 more than the recent official 
census. 
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SURVEY OF VACANT LANDS. 


The growth of the city also calls my attention 
to another important matter. In my inaugural 
address of last year I stated that there were 
large tracts of vacant land in the outlying dis- 
tricts not yet improved, and recommended that a 
survey be made and a comprehensive plan of 
prospective streets be adopted for those districts. 
If found necessary, additional legislation should 
be obtained to authorize the city to carry out 
such an improvement. Although no special sur- 
vey has been made for this purpose during the 
year, one step in furtherance of it has been 
taken in the right direction. Plans have been 
prepared by the City Surveyor showing several 
proposed systems of streets through vacant land 
in the suburban districts, which plans are on file 
in the Surveyor’s office, where they may be ex- 
amined by parties interested. These plans are 
intended only to be preliminary to more accurate 
ones which will follow, and are subject, of course, 
to modification from time to time, as circum- 
stances shall warrant. They have been drawn for 
the purpose of enabling the city and the owners 
of lands to codperate in laying out a systematic 
plan of streets. It is hoped that the land-own- 
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ers will see it for their interest to meet the city 
fairly in so important an improvement, otherwise 
it may be necessary to ask for additional legis- 
lation to enable the city to carry out such an 


improved system of streets. 


VACANCIES IN DEPARTMENTS. 


One of the most difficult and perplexing duties 
the Mayor has to perform is the selection of 
proper heads of departments to fill vacancies 
caused by dismissal, resignation, or death. <A 
vacancy no sooner occurs than large numbers 
apply for the position, some of them entirely 
incompetent. They are indorsed by numerous 
friends, and the Mayor has no peace until the 
vacancy is filled. I have offered positions to men 
who have had all the requisite business qualifi- 
cations and experience for the work, but have 
found it a very difficult matter to obtain their 
services. The risk of confirmation is also a bar 
against acceptance. Such men generally do better 
in business outside of city employment. The 
salaries paid city officials will not command the 
best business talent, and the uncertain tenure of 
office is also a bar against the acceptance of such 
positions. There is no work done by the Mayor 
that is so much criticised as his appointments. 


x 
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Why don’t he select men who are well-known 
engineers, financiers, and business managers? — is a 
question that is frequently asked,—men who have 
already made their mark in the community? Few 
of these men would look at a position in City 
Hall with the salaries now attached to them. We 
have had some of the best engineers in the 
country connected with the building of our Water- 
Works and Improved Sewerage, but their services 
have been lost to the city because they were found 
to be far more valuable elsewhere. Hven Mr. 
Wightman, if he had lived, would not have re- 
mained City Engineer for any length of time, 
because I am aware that he was offered almost 
double the amount of salary elsewhere. 

When our present young City Engineer builds 
up a reputation his services will also be in de- 
mand. ‘Take any one of our departments ex- 
pending $1,000,000 per year, what business man 
of large experience will take charge of it for 
the salary paid’ You are forced to take younger | 
men, of untried ability, energy, and integrity; but 
in many instances these men are objected to by 
the confirming power because their capacity has 
not been developed by practical business experi- 
ence. Honesty and integrity are essential require- 


ments at the head of every department, but 
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business ability is also a necessity. Incompe- 

tent men, no matter how honest they may be, 

will demoralize any department, and are expensive 

men to the city, even if their services were given 
gratuitously. 

Take, for instance, our Improved Sewerage, one 
of the greatest works of engineering in this country, 
and requiring great engineering skill in its manage- 
ment. This work was placed under the Super- 
intendent of Sewers, last year, by a vote of one 
branch of the City Council, and referred to the 
next city government at the end of the year by 
the other branch. The salary of the Superintend- 
ent of Sewers is only $3,500 per year, when 
engineers in almost every city in the country 
obtain from $6,000 to $10,000 per year. — 


THE NEW COURT—HOUSE FOR SUFFOLK COUNTY. 


The commissioners appointed by authority of 
the City Council in February last to make pre- 
liminary arrangements for the erection of a new 
court-house for Suffolk county were in_ the 
following month of June vested by the Legisla- 
ture with the power to take land, with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, and to erect thereon a 


court-house for the use of the courts of the 
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Commonwealth within and for the county of 
Suffolk. 

Acting under this authority the commissioners, 
on the 3d day of August, took, in Pemberton 
square and Somerset street, twenty-one estates, 
containing 72,502 square feet of land, the assessed 
value of which was $685,400. To guide them 
in their settlements with the owners of the property 
taken the commissioners had a careful appraisal 
made of the same by five competent experts in 
the value of real estate. 

Of the 72,502 feet of land taken payment has 
been made for 37,418 feet, the assessed value of 
which was $524,900, while the appraised value 
was $368,900, and the amount paid by the com- 
missioner to the owners, $368,740; the owners in 
all cases giving deeds to the city and paying 
the taxes assessed for the current financial year. 

To meet the expenditures, in part, for this long- 
needed public building a loan of $850,000, 
having fifty years to run, was negotiated at 
three per cent. interest, and one-fiftieth of the 
principal was made payable annually, instead 
of accumulating the usual sinking-fund for the 
payment of the debt at maturity. A further 
loan of $1,000,000 will be required as the 
work progresses; and, by authority of the last 
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City Council, the Legislature will be asked at its 
coming session to grant authority to the city to 
exclude from the operations of the law relating 
to municipal indebtedness the amount of the Suf- 
folk county court-house loans, as is the case 
with loans for county buildings in other portions 
of the State. 

The general plans for the new structure are 
nearly completed, and it is expected that the 
demolition of the buildings now on the site will 
commence early in the coming spring. 

The plans for the new building do not make 
provision for the Registry of Deeds or Probate 
Court. 

I am confident that the work done by the 
Court-House Commission has been excellent, that 
good progress has been made, and that a new 


court-house, so long wanted, is now a fixed fact. 


THE DIVISION OF WARDS. 


It was the duty of the City Council of 1885 
to make the decennial division of the city into 
new wards. This division becomes necessary be- 
cause the voting population of the city during 
each ten years has been extremely migratory. 
The southern wards have gained largely and the 
northern wards have diminished. Hence it becomes 
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necessary, as often as once in ten years, to be- 
gin with a new apportionment into wards of equal 
size. Heretofore the city has been allowed to 
make its own census, but on this occasion the 
figures were collected by the Bureau of Statistics 
of Labor. The result was that the census returns 
were not received by the City Clerk until October, 
instead of July, as in previous years; but I am 
not aware that any real harm ensued. The basis 
of returns rendered, nearly 90,000 legal voters, 
seems large in view of the registered vote of the 
city; but it was fixed by law and was beyond 
our control. It is the same throughout the State, 
and gives Boston a proper representation propor- 
tionately in the House, the Senate, and the 
Council. 

The ordinance passed by the last City Council 
accordingly divided the city into twenty-four 
wards, as nearly equal in the number of legal 
voters as could be arranged. I find not only 
this rule has been followed, but that the new 
wards are substantially the old ones, even to the 
matter of the numbering. As compared with 
previous divisions there is much less change, and 
the convenience of the public will be greatly 
subserved by the conservative action of the 
Council. 
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Finding, therefore, that the wards were uniform 
in population, except Charlestown and East Boston, 
bounded by wide and prominent streets, and more 
compact and convenient than those of the pre- 
vious division, I approved the ordinance. I have 
regarded it as no part of my duty to consider 
the political effect of this division. The law does 
not put that duty upon me, nor is the public 
interest affected by it. I should have unhesitat- 
ingly vetoed any improper division, any attempt 
to gerrymander the city. But in the present 
ordinance I see no such improper aim. So long 
as the wards are equal in population and compact 
in boundaries I have no right to inquire into 
the political preferences of the voters. If all of 
the members of one political party choose to dwell 
in certain portions of the city I presume that 
their reasons are satisfactory. So long as every 
citizen has an uninterrupted opportunity to vote, 
so long as he is free every year to select his 
residence, with a view to the exercise of his 
power as a voter, I hold it. to be my duty to 
regard the ward lines as a part of our municipal 
system founded solely upon the requirements of law. 

I have heard many comments on this division, 
but I have failed to notice any definite proof of 


injustice or bad intent. Vague charges should be 
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entirely put aside, for no man or set of men can 
do any injury in a case of this kind unless the 
result be immediately apparent. 

I may even venture to add that, should the 
result of this division be as usual the breaking up 
of old political cliques and combinations, the city 
will be a gainer. The greatest curse of popular 
government is the apathy of the individual voter. 
The long continuance of ward lines is apt to lead 
to the management of political affairs by local 
committees. Ward meetings are cut and dried; 
_ candidates are selected by secret cliques; and the 
voter who wishes only the public good becomes 
disgusted and ceases to attend to his duties. The 
outcry against the present division, as in former 
cases, proceeds entirely from the politicians. After 
an election in which party lines have been so 
largely disregarded, I may be allowed to ask the 
public to continue to rely upon their own judg- 
ment, and not to discredit the apparently honest 
work of last year upon the random assertions of 
interested witnesses. 

It has even been threatened that an appeal will 
be made to the Legislature to set aside the ordi- 
nance. As chief magistrate of this great city I 
deprecate any such course. Boston has already 
suffered in the past from the unwise course of a 
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minority influential at the State-House. Laws 
depend for their efficiency upon the moral belief 
in their wisdom and fixity. If every act of the 
majority, made in good faith and in conformity 
with law, is to be overruled and repealed by the 
Legislature, this city sinks below the level of the 
smallest village in the State. I do not believe 
that Boston has given any cause for such an 
appeal, and in the interests of conservatism and 
of self-government I trust our citizens will frown 
upon all attempts to place us in a_ position of 
tutelage or guardianship. Boston is still able to 
manage its own affairs wisely and prudently. The 
first step in its downward career will be taken 
when the State is requested to interfere in the 


management of its local affairs. 


THE PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


This department is one of the most important 
in the City Government, and one in which there 
have been more waste and extravagance than in 
any other. I have no hesitation in saying that it 
was under bad management during the first six 
months of the year 1885, and that it has been 
more or less used as a political machine for many 
years. ‘he laborers in this department have been 


employed to-day and discharged to-morrow, with- 
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out any system or without any regard for either 
the interests of the city or the men employed. 
The way the laborers have been used in this de- 
partment I consider nothing more nor less than 
heartless. This force should be made as_ per- 
manent as possible. No man should be discharged 
except for cause, and no one should be employed 
unless he is capable of doing a fair day’s work. 

Early in 1885 more than three times the number 
of men were on the rolls of the department than 
could be employed for any length of time, and 
these men were deceived by promises of work that 
prevented them from seeking employment  else- 
where. The men for some months past have been 
working half-time, rather than cause distress and 
suffering by making a radical change. 

Since the new charter went into operation the 
number of yards has been reduced to ten, and 
it 1s proposed to employ an average of fifty men 
at each yard, making a permanent force of five 
hundred men. ‘To this force the department can 
give reasonable assurance of permanent employ- 
ment. If at times extra work is to be done it 
should be understood as such. 

A considerable change has also been made in 
the number of foremen and sub-foremen. This 
force was largely increased early in the year,

and thousands of dollars have been paid in salaries 
to men who rendered very little service to the 
city. ‘The reorganization of the department has 
not been fully completed. It has taken time to 
remedy all the abuses that existed, but it is now 
no longer a_ political machine, and during the 
year 1886 will be run on a strictly business basis. 
The department will also be able to live within 
the limits of the appropriation, and will not prob- 
ably require more than $700,000 to do the work 
during the next financial year. 

The amount of money appropriated for this de- 
partment in April last was $800,000, together 
with an unexpended balance of $186,917.07 for 
1884. 


The expenditures have been as follows: —

Of this amount $583,562.08 was expended 
prior to August 1, leaving a balance on hand 
December 15 of $61,857.32 to carry on _ the 
department till May 1, 1886. This amount is 


reduced to this figure on account of a large 
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contract for paving-blocks that cannot be _ used, 
and is dead material in the hands of the de- 
partment. We have paid $47,241.33 for paving- 
blocks, and an additional sum of $69,968.73 is 
to be paid on contract. 

In some previous years the department has 
done all necessary work with a less sum than 
the above $61,857.32. In order that the expendi- 
tures may be kept within this amount the de- 
partment must be, and has already been, put 
upon the most economical basis. Many deserving 
men of long service have been suspended from 
labor and the expenditures have been reduced to 
the minimum. The expense of removing snow, 
which has varied in the past from $5,000 to up- 
wards of $100,000 in a single season, should always 
be a matter for special appropriation; as it would 
be folly to reserve the larger amount for that 
purpose. While the needs of the department for 
the coming financial year will not probably ex- 
ceed that of the present year, and may be re- 
duced to $700,000, a much larger sum would 
have to be expended if all the demands on the 
department were met. Our citizens will never 
be satisfied until our business streets are repaved 
with more modern style of pavements. The 
avenues leading to our beautiful suburbs should be 
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‘kept in good condition, and public expenditures on 
our streets should ever keep pace with private 


improvements. 


DEPARTMENT OF PARKS. 


The work in this department has steadily pro- 
gressed during the year, but the present genera- 
tion scarcely has a_ practical idea, from their 
present appearance, how much our parks will 
add to the beauty of the city, and to the pleasure 
and sanitary condition of our people some twenty- 
five or fifty years hence. The cost of the land 
for the Back-Bay park has been but a_ small 
percentage of the cost of construction. The 
land has been purchased on a thirty-year loan. 
The construction comes out of the annual tax 
levy. The cost of the Charles-river embankment 
will be almost wholly one of construction. I do 
not see any good reason why this generation 
should. pay the whole expense of an improve- 
ment that will be of much greater benefit to 
future generations. With the West Roxbury, or 
the Franklin park, as it is now very properly 
named, it is different. It is already a _ natural 
park, and tens of thousands of our citizens, 
sometimes estimated at 25,000 in a single day, 


have enjoyed its beauty and pure and _ bracing 
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air during the summer. In this park no large 
expenditure is necessary; but some improvement 
ought to be made every year. The grounds 
should be cleared, and the avenues and_ paths 
commenced on some systematic plan. In Appen- 
dix O will be found a brief statement of the 
work done during the year. The Back-Bay 
park ought to be completed as soon as possible. 
Private enterprise is surrounding this park with 
beautiful and costly dwellings, and the city should 
encourage the men who are adding so largely 
to our taxable valuation. The attention of the 
City Council is called to the closing remarks of 


the commissioners: — 


It would be well to put the parks in condition by a loan 
rather than by adding the annual expense to the tax levy. 
The present cost to the citizens would be no more while 
the citizen of to-day would receive the immediate and full 
benefit thereof. By this means whatever of benefit and what- 
ever of prosperity is to come from the parks will accrue to 
our present citizens rather than to those who will flock in 
to take their places, and the parks themselves put in con- 


dition at the least expense. 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


The Main Drainage Works, or the “ Improved 
System of Sewerage,” as they were formerly 
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called, have been in continuous operation during 
the past two years with very satisfactory results. 
The sewage of the city having been removed 
to Moon Island, and discharged into the outer 
harbor, the condition of the bays and docks in 
the city is constantly improving. 

These works cannot, however, be utilized to 
their full capacity in relieving the city of the 
sewage nuisances until the radical defects of the 
present common sewers be remedied. A complete 
survey of these sewers should be made, and, 
after a careful study of the subject, plans should 
be devised and adopted for the correction of the 
existing defects. These defects can never be 
ascertained so long as two departments have 
~charge of our sewerage system, and under any 
circumstances the carrying out of these plans 
must necessarily be gradual. | 

The works were designed and built with a view 
of ultimately disposing of the sewage from the 
high portions of Dorchester, Roxbury, etc, by 
means of a high-level intercepting sewer, which 
will convey the sewage, without pumping, to 
Squantum. For some years to come the low-level 
intercepting sewers will receive the sewage from 
the low and high level sections of the city, but 


it is important that a plan should be definitely 
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decided upon in order that the common _ sewers 
of these districts may be built to conform to the 
completed Main Drainage System. In this way 
economic and satisfactory results can be obtained 
which would otherwise be impossible. 

The total amount of appropriation available for 
the “Improved Sewerage” is $111,922.64, and the 
amount expended to Dec. 21, 1885, is $5,389,- 
649.18. 

The Main Drainage System should remain under 
the immediate supervision of the Engineer’s De- 
partment, as its successful operation depends upon 
intelligent engineermg care, which can _ be best 
given by those who have constructed it. In fact, 
the entire system of sewerage of the city should 
be controlled by some single department, and as 
the care, design, and construction of the system 
is purely a matter of engineering the Engineer’s 
Department is the proper one to be called upon 
to do the work, and be held responsible for its 
construction. The office of Superintendent of 
Sewers need not be abolished, but his work 
should be done under the direction of the City 
Engineer. [For further information about our 
Sewerage System I refer to Appendix M.| 
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THE HEALTH OF THE CITY. 


It is gratifying to know that the health of the 
city shows some improvement over previous years. 
It was generally believed early in the year that 
our city would be visited by the cholera, and prep- 
arations were made to meet this threatened in- 
vasion. Some fifty of the leading physicians were 
called together last January, and, after considering 
the matter, a committee was selected to advise 
with the Board of Health as to the best means 
to meet this emergency. ‘The city was immedi- 
ately placed in the best sanitary condition pos- 
sible, and the year has proved to be one of the 
healthiest on record. ‘The distinguished physicians 
who were so ready to codperate with the Board 
of Health, and whose practical experience and ad- 
vice were of such great value, deserve the thanks 
of our citizens generally. The watchful care of 
the Board of Health has also prevented the spread 
of small-pox, that has been so disastrous in the 
neighboring city of Montreal; and I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that this Board has done excel- 
lent work during the year. The city was never 
in better sanitary condition than it is to-day, and 
I am satisfied the Health Commissioners will continue 
their actual and vigilant work the ensuing year. 
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There will be almost money enough left from the 
appropriation to build a new and larger boat to 
take the place of the one now in use. [For 
further particulars of the work in this direction 


see Appendix P.| 


THE PUBLIC SOHOOLS. 


The public schools of the city comprise: 1 
Normal, 10 Latin and High Schools, 50 Grammar 
Schools, and 455 Primary School classes. Besides 
these there are the following special schools, viz., 
1 School for Deaf Mutes, 1 for Licensed Minors, 1 
Evening High School, 13 Evening Schools, 5 Even- 
ing Drawing Schools, and 1 Manual Training . 
School. 

The average number of pupils belonging to all 
these schools during the past year was 59,706, 
and the number of teachers employed to instruct 
them 1,418, the cost of maintaining them $1,665,- 
878.38, while the further sum of $278,114.05 was 
expended by the City Council for school buildings. 

The average cost per pupil during the past 
year was $27.90, or $1.35 per pupil more than 
the average cost during the previous year. This 
increase is in great part accounted for by the 
decrease in revenue from the sale of books, ete., 


the amount being in 1883-84 $79,364.66, while 
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in 1884-85 the amount was only $39,574.76,—a 
loss of $39,189.90. This loss was caused by the 
legislative enactment which went into effect on 
the Ist day of August, 1884, making it obliga- 
tory on school committees in towns and _ cities 
throughout the Commonwealth to loan books and 
furnish supplies free of charge to the pupils of 
the public schools. The next financial year, end- 
ing April 30, 1886, will make a better showing. 

The past year witnessed the dedication of a 
new Grammar School for girls, — the Hyde School, 
—a magnificent building, elegant in its structure 
and commodious in all its arrangements. The 
truant-officers have been rendered much more 
efficient than formerly, by a wise and judicious 
reorganization of that force. The sanitary con- 
dition of the schools has been provided for by 
' the creation of the office of Professor of Hygiene, 
and a new study added by the adoption, as re- 
quired by law, of a text-book on physiology. 

It is with sincere pleasure I bear willing testi- 
mony to the zeal and ability with which this 
important department of the City Government has 
been administered. The high standard which our 
schools have attained bears ample proof to the 
fidelity with which this great trust confided to 
the School Board has been discharged. 
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MANUAL—TRAINING SCHOOLS. 


During the past year manual training has 
taken more definite form in the work of our 
schools. ‘There is now a carpenter-shop and two 
cooking-schools carried on in connection with 
the schools in the city proper. All the public- 
school pupils of the city proper can attend these 
schools. ‘he School Committee propose to recom- 
mend the establishment this year of a cooking- 
school in South Boston and a _ carpenter-shop 
in Roxbury. ‘They propose to keep pace with 
the public demand, and hope in time to be jus- 
tified in the establishment of a central school — 
for manual training parallel with the Latin and 
High Schools. 

In 1635, five’ years after the settlement of 
Boston, the public Latin School was founded, and 
since then the lawyer, the clergyman, and the 
like have been conducted up to the doors of the 
college. In my opinion it will be a great benefit 
to the community if some of the public money 
be devoted to manual training. We owe “the 
worker with his hands” a greater debt than we 
owe all the professions put together; for “the 
worker with his hands” makes up over seventy 
per cent. of the community. specially is this 
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true when we remember that it is not the hand 
alone we train, but both hand and mind. Through 
both the hand and mind we can more easily and 
naturally build up our boys and girls into broad 
and good citizens. To my mind no branch of 
education develops the honesty and character of 
boys and girls equal to “manual training.” Com- 
pelled to depend upon themselves to a _ great 
extent, — compelled to see that every mistake made 
is their own, and that any one mistake entails 
failure, more or less absolute in their work, they 
receive lessons which always live in their minds. 
Honest, careful, thorough men and women will 
be the results. 


THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


It would take too much space and occupy too 
much of your time to notice all the good work 
done in the City Hospital, one of the greatest of 
Boston’s charitable institutions. The trustees, I 
am satisfied, have given more attention to the 
wants of the institution than in any previous year, 
and a systematic way of conducting the business 
has been arranged and carried on successfully 
throughout the year. An examination of the work 
done and the business methods adopted, it ap- 


pears to me, would be an advantage to other 
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institutions. The accommodation for out-door pa- 
tients is altogether inadequate. 47,000 have been 
attended to during the year, and more room and 


better facilities are wanted. [See Appendix Q. ] 


BOARD OF PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The Board of Directors of Public Institutions 
have carried on the work economically and with 
good business ability, but will find it difficult to 
live within the limit of their appropriation. I 
regret to say that this is in consequence of the 
largely increased number of mmates that have had 
to be provided for. The State imstitutions are 
crowded, and insist that we must provide for all 
our paupers and insane, while, at the same time, 
every available space in our institutions has been 
occupied. There is no alternative but to provide 
for them. I still feel that all our poor and all our 
criminals ought to be under one management; 
that our insane asylum should be a branch of the 
city hospital; and that our truant-children should 
be separated from the criminals by whom they are 
now surrounded; but it takes time to bring about 
reforms, and I regret to say that we have made 
very little progress since the subject was first agi- 
tated. [For a detailed statement of the work 
done see Appendix J. | 
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THE WATER—-SUPPLY. 


It will be remembered that early in the year 
the consumers of water were surprised, on re- 
ceiving their water-bills, that the rates were ad- 
-vyanced without any previous notice. The reason 
assigned for this advance was a _ probable defi- 
ciency in the revenue. The advance was so un- 
expected and uncalled for, and caused so much 
dissatisfaction, that the Water-Board were com- 
pelled to reconsider their action, and return to 
old rates. It is gratifying to know that this 
course has been justified by the facts. The rev- 
enue from water has not only been sufficient to 
pay all expenses, but will leave a large surplus 
in the treasury at the end of the year. With 
this favorable condition of the revenue, the Water- 
Board have decided to deduct six per cent. from 
the water-bills due for year 1886 to all con- 
sumers by schedule rate, and later the meter 
rates will be revised. This will be gratifying 
news to water-takers. 

An application has been made to the Legis- 
lature for the waters of the Shawsheen, and, if 
this application is granted, it is proposed to give 
up such parts of the Mystic supply as are lable 
to excessive deterioration. I am satisfied that it 
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is only a question of time when the whole 
Mystic supply will have to be abandoned on ac- 
count of its impurity. |For interesting information 
as to the condition of our water-supply see Ap- 


pendix L. | 


STATE DRAINAGE COMMISSION. 


The report to be submitted to the incoming 
Legislature by the State Commission appointed in 
1884 to consider the subject of the protection 
of the public health as endangered by the drain- 
age or by the pollution of the water-supply in 
the Charles river, Mystic, Neponset, and Black- 
stone valleys will be of especial interest to the 
citizens of Boston... Among the recommendations 
of the commission will be one for the removal 
of the dangers which have so long threatened 
the purity of the Cochituate and Sudbury river 
water-service from the drainage of the towns of 
Natick, Framingham, Westboro’, and Marlboro’, — 
all of which have systems of public water-supply 
without provisions for sewerage. | 

The commission will also recommend that the 
main intercepting sewer of Boston be continued 
from its present terminus on the Back Bay to 
Waltham, for the purpose of receiving the sewage 
of Brookline, Brighton, Cambridge, Somerville, 
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Charlestown, Watertown, Newton, and Waltham. 
This report, affecting as it will so many interests 
of our city, should be carefully examined by the 
City Council. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND ARCHITECT’S DEPARTMENT. 
The work of the department of Public Build- 
ings has been confined to the repairs, altera- 


tions, fitting and furnishing, of public buildings 


‘and school-houses. The repairs, care, and clean- 


ing of the county buildings are controlled by 
this department also. ‘The appropriation was 
$137,354.09 for public buildings and $187,000 for 
school-houses. The expenditures for the year 
will come within the amount appropriated. Five 
new school-houses have been completed the past 
year, namely: — 


Grammar School-house, Hammond street. 
Grammar School-house, Minot District. 
Primary School-house, Blossom street. 
Primary School-house, Harrison avenue. 
Primary School-house, Porter street. 
Primary School-house, Brighton District. 


Primary School-house, Irving Hill avenue. 


In regards to the wants of the department for 
the coming year no extraordinary expenditure 


beyond the usual amount appropriated will be 
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required except for school-houses, which must 
be increased on account of the demand made 
by the Board of Health for new sanitary ar- 
rangements in many of the buildings, and the 
demand of the School Board for improved heat- 
ing and ventilating apparatus in many of the 
older houses. 

There have also been completed during the 


year : — 


For the Trustees of the City Hospital, a house for 
nurses on Springfield st. 

For the Directors of East Boston Ferries, a new head- 
house for the South Ferry, and alterations for the North 
Ferry head-house. 

A large hospital building on Deer Island. 

A ladder and hose house in Ward 24. 

A repair-shop for the Fire Department, on Albany st. 

An addition to station-house on East Dedham st., for the 
Police Department. 


There are now in process of erection :— 


A Grammar School-house on Dudley st. 

A Grammar School-house on Huntington ave. 
A Grammar School-house on Winship pl. 

A Primary School-house on Medford st. 

An Engine-house on Saratoga st. 

An Engine-house on Boylston st. 


A Police-station on Boylston st. 
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A house for paupers on Long Island. 
A dead-house on Deer Island. 


A building for contagious diseases for City Hospital. 


These facts indicate that our Architect’s depart- 
ment is fully employed. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


I have placed in an appendix the remarks of 
the President of the Trustees of the Public Library. 
Generally speaking, I may say that the Library 
and its branches have continued to afford the 
public those facilities for which the public 
money is granted. It was deemed necessary in 
1885 to reduce the annual appropriation by one- 
twelfth part; and, as the expense of administering 
the Library is almost a fixed sum, this reduction 
has been felt mainly in the necessity to stop all 
intended improvements. Various portions of the 
city haye desired delivery stations or branch 
libraries, but I cannot advise their establishment 
until our revenues are more ample. 

As to the new building for the Reference Li- 
brary on Copley square, for which the State and 
the city have made such generous provision, a 
delay has occurred which has caused unfavor- 


able comment. I am assured by the trustees that 
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this delay has been caused by a change in plans 
consequent upon the financial troubles of the past 
two years. The first plans for a building contem- 
plated the present construction of an edifice large 
enough to contain the presumed growth of the 
library for fifty years. The City Architect pre- 
sented a sketch plan based on these lines, but 
costing $700,000 or $800,000. 

As the appropriation is only $450,000, and there 
is no reason to think that a larger sum ought 
to be voted, the trustees decided to reduce their 
estimates of expense. They believe that at pres- 
ent it would be better to build only enough to 
provide for the present library with twenty years’ 


increase, so arranging, however, that future build- | 


ings can be added as needed without altering 
the main plan. The City Architect has instruc- 
tions to design a building to cover the Dartmouth- 
street front to accommodate all the present 
library, and to complete the work within the 
present appropriation. It is expected that this 
plan will be prepared early next spring. 

I must, however, call to your attention the 
fact that the new charter removes the two offi- 
cial members from the Board of Trustees, here- 
tofore appointed from the City Council. It is a 
step of doubtful wisdom, although in harmony with 
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the letter of the charter. There is a great dif- 
ference between having departments managed ex- 
clusively by committees of the City Council, and 
having a minority representation of the City Council 
placed on permanent Boards. It is a great gain 
to have a department represented at the City 
Council by members interested in the subject. 
This remark applies not only to the Public Li- 
brary, but to the City Hospital, the Directors of 
Public Institutions, and the ‘Trustees of Mount 
Hope Cemetery. All of these are public bodies, 
expending the public money, and requiring large 
annual appropriations. 

It is clearly proper that these special acts be 
revised so as to make the number of directors 
or trustees conform to the fact. It is absurd, for 
example, to state in one section of an act that 
there shall be seven trustees of the Public Library, 
and then allow only five to be appointed. 

If, however, the City Council is to be excluded 
from the management of the Public Library and 
the City Hospital it may be well to increase these 
Boards.. Nine members, one-third renewable every 
year, would constitute a Board none too large for 
the exclusive control of such great enterprises. 
The larger number and more frequent changes 


would also give the necessary infusion of new 
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energy and practical ideas. Small Boards holding 
for long terms are unsuited to our institutions, as 
they almost invariably degenerate into close corpora- 
tions. These great Boards require annual appro- 
priations, and their management should truthfully 
represent the constituencies which provide the 
means. I suggest, therefore, that some action be 
taken promptly in the line of one improvement or 


the other. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


A radical change was made in the management 
of the police force during the past year, by the 
creation of a Board of Police appointed by the 
Governor of the Commonwealth. 

The new Board entered upon its duties on the 
23d of July last. The number of officers and 
men in the department is 791, and there are now 
no vacancies. During the year 12 members were 
discharged, 3 resigned, 5 died, 13 were pensioned, 
and 28 new members were appointed. Six pension- 
ers died, leaving 79 remaining on the pension-roll. 

There were 15 promotions made during the year, 
viz., One superintendent, one deputy superintend- 
ent, one chief inspector, two captains, one in- 
spector, four lieutenants, and five sergeants. All 


appointments and promotions were made in accord- 
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ance with the civil-service rules of the Com- 
monwealth. 

Capt. Samuel G. Adams, who was superintend- 
ent of police from the date of the reorganiza- 
tion of the department in 1878, was retired at his 
own request, and the vacancy was filled by the 
promotion of Capt. Cyrus Small, who had served 
as Deputy Superintendent for the same period. 

The station-houses are, with the exception of 
that in Division 1, in good condition. The 
remarks made in the last inaugural address rela- 
tive to Station-house 1 are still applicable, viz.: 
“The house used by Division 1 is very poorly 
ventilated, besides being, on account of defects 
in construction, wholly inadequate to accommo- 
date the large number of prisoners detained 
therein during the year. ‘The abandoument and 
Sale of this house is recommended, and _ the 
erection of a new building, with modern con- 
veniences, off the main thoroughfare; and it is 
believed that a sufficient sum could be realized 
from the sale to meet the expenses to be incurred.” 

The plans for a new _ station-house on _ the 
corner of Boylston and Hereford streets, the 
erection of which was authorized by the last 
City Council, were completed, and some progress 


was made towards erecting the building. It is 
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expected that it will be completed ready for 
occupancy during the present year. 

Measures are being taken to introduce the 
police signal system into this city. It is the 
intention of the Board of Police to give the 
system a_ practical trial in two or three of 
the divisions, and then, if it is found to work 
satisfactorily, to extend it as the necessities of 
the service require and means will permit. I am 
happy to say that there has been perfect harmony 
between the Board of Police appointed by the 
Governor and the Mayor of the city, and that 
the work in that department has been. satisfac- 


torily performed. 


HORSE-—-CARS AND STREET—BLOCKADES. 


During the entire year 1885 a committee of 
the Board of Aldermen had under consideration 
the blockade of our principal business streets by 
the different horse-railroad companies, but failed 
to bring about any satisfactory results. Block- 
ades still continue, and horse-cars, partially filled, 
block our principal streets, to the annoyance of 


common carriers and citizens generally. I have 


no hesitation in saying that, as now allowed to 


run between Cornhill and Boylston street, in- 
cluding Scollay and Dock squares, they have 
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become a public nuisance. The Board of Alder- 
men have shown conclusively that they are not 
able to cope with this question. Every attempt 
on their part has been a failure, and the failure 
of the past year has been more pronounced than 
in any previous year. I am satisfied that this 
blockade of our streets could be easily abated if 
the running of horse-cars was placed in the hands 
of a permanent commissioner, appointed by the 
Mayor, and held responsible to the Mayor, the same 
as the heads of the city departments. The principal 
nuisance now exists between Cornhill and Boyl- 
ston street, including Scollay and Dock squares, 
and special legislation would have to be obtained 
to enable the commissioner to perform his duty. 
With such legislation, and a commissioner re- 
sponsible to the Mayor, horse-car blockades could 
be stopped, and the interests of the public better 
served. 

The Metropolitan, the Highland, the South Bos- 
ton, the Middlesex, the Union, and the Charles 
River horse-railroads now compete with each 
other for the passenger traffic of the city. Why 
should there be so many competing lines? If these 
roads were under one management, if they could 
be consolidated with proper regulations and restric- 
tions, the public would be better served and the 
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work more economically performed. Cars partially 
filled, under such conditions, would not block our 
principal streets. I have no fear of a_horse-rail- 
road monopoly. 

The present system is also an expensive one 
to the city. We are now compelled to employ 
a large force of police to look after horse-rail- 
roads exclusively, who have no other duty, and 
this force will have to be increased if the present 
system is allowed to go on. ‘The horse-railroads 
are a public necessity; but as long as so many 
companies are allowed to compete with each other 
they will continue to be, to some extent, a 
public nuisance unless consolidation is brought 
about, or until a permanent commission, with 


special powers, is appointed to regulate them. 


THE LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


This department is constantly increasing. Pe- 
titions for new lights have been more numerous 
than :in any previous year, and the number that 
have been placed shows a very large increase. 
This work has been done without any additional 
appropriation. The total number of lights added 
in 1885 was 371. The total in 1884 was 186, 
showing an increase this year over last year of 
185. [See Appendix hk.| 
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INSPECTION OF MILK. 


Excellent work has been done in this depart- 
ment, and its importance is not fully appreciated 
by our citizens. Since May 1 the department has 
been reorganized, and the inspection of the im- 


portant food products with which the office is 


charged has been rendered more complete, sys- 


tematic and effective. Up to the present date 
there have been 7,600 inspections of milk, 1,500 


inspections of butter, and 107 complaints have 


been made for violations of the statute in relation 
thereto. The percentage of adulterated samples 
at the beginning of the year was 38,5 per cent. 
This has been reduced to 1445 per cent., and it 
is hoped to make it still lower. It is confi- 
dently claimed that the quality and purity of the 
milk supply of the city of Boston have never 


been better than at the present time. 


REGISTRATION OF VITAL STATISTICS. 


The work in this department has progressed in 
the same accurate and thorough manner that has 
characterized it in previous years. In regard to 
the prospective wants of the department, it is 
desirable that there should be classified indices 


made to the Births, Marriages, and Deaths for 
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the years 1850 to 1881, inclusive. The number 
of persons who have occasion to consult the rec- 
ords is so great—and the number is constantly 
increasing—that it seems to be necessary that the 
new system of indexing should replace the old. 
Early last year the Registrar addressed a com- 
munication to the City Council recommending 
this work; but, owing to the illness of the chair- 
man of the committee to whom the communi- 
cation was referred, the subject failed to receive 
attention. The suggestion of the Registrar was 
a good one, and I trust it will receive your at- 


tention the coming year. 


BOARD OF REGISTRARS OF VOTERS. 


This department is in excellent working condition, 
and is performing the various duties assigned to 
it under the laws of the Commonwealth in a 
manner satisfactory to the citizens. The legislative 
enactments of the past two years, which apply to 
this department, have proved fully adequate to the 
demands of the public for a thorough and honest 
registration of the voters; but, if the registration 
of women is to increase in the proportion that it 
has this year, additional legislation and increased 
facilities will soon be required to meet the new 


conditions occasioned by the change. 
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DEPARTMENT OF PRINTING. 


This department -has furnished all the different 


documents, memorial volumes, blanks, and_sta- 


tionery required for the use of the City Coun- 
cil and the various departments of the City 
Government, together with the Record Commis- 
sioners’ Reports, and the Index to the Minutes 
of the twelve volumes preceding 1880. ‘These 
volumes are very important, and have _ been 
prepared with great care and at _ considerable 


expense, and will prove of value to all who have 


an interest in the past and present government 


of the municipality and town. 

Owing to the increased demand for copies of 
the City Documents, by members of the City 
Council and the public generally, it will be neces- 
sary to print a larger edition of each document 
for the ensuing year, and I would recommend that 
the edition be increased from 500 copies, the 
number now printed, to 600 copies. 


RECORD COMMISSIONERS. 


The Record Commissioners have completed 
their tenth year of service, and their published 
volumes have been, as_ usual, distributed to our 


citizens. The large number of regular recipients 
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of these books, including all the colleges, public 
libraries, and learned societies of the country, is 
a proof of the economy with which the distri- 
bution is made. The warm approval of all stu- 
dents of our history convinces me that the ex- 
penditure is a wise one, and worthy of continuance. 
Other cities and towns are following our exam- 
ple, and Boston has again had the honor of lead- 
ing in a great public enterprise. The town records 
have now nearly reached in publication the period 
of our Revolution, and our citizens will soon 
have the opportunity of reading the official ac- 
count of the patriotic and wise course adopted 
by our predecessors in that momentous struggle 
with the power of Great Britain. I commend 


the project to your most favorable consideration. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This is one of our most important departments. 
The property of our citizens depends on active 
and vigilant work. It is useless to disguise the 
fact that numerous complaints have been made 
during the year about the management, but not 
of sufficient importance to require special action. 
The material in the department is excellent, but 
there have not been that harmony and discipline 
that ought to exist among its members. The

attention of the commissioners has been called to 
these complaints, and there is already a favorable 
change. The Fire Department might very properly 
be compared to a military organization, and I 
believe that if the responsibility were placed under 
a single-headed commission we would have a more 
perfect organization. [For details of the work 


done see Appendix K.] 


NEW CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE. 


The new Cambridge bridge failed to receive 
the approval of the City Council last year, but 
its necessity and importance cannot be overlooked. 
Cambridge is closely connected with Boston, and 
a new avenue is demanded to accommodate and 
facilitate our trade and_ business relations with 
that city. When, Cambridge is ready and willing 
to pay one-half the cost of the structure, it 
appears to me that Boston should not hesitate. 
I recommend that a special committee be ap- 
pointed to take the matter into consideration. 


BRIDGES. 
The Albany-street bridge, over the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, should be rebuilt. The condition 
of the bridge is such that no repairs are prac- 
ticable or advisable, and the sidewalks on the 
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bridge have been closed to travel as unsafe. It 
is believed that the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Company will pay a part of the cost of rebuild- 
ing this bridge. 


THE COMPLAINT—BOOK. 


It has been frequently remarked that citizens 
who have had business with the department, or 
who have been compelled to make complaints, 
fail to secure any satisfaction. Since the new 
charter went into operation a complaint-book has 
been opened in the Mayor’s office, where all com- 
plaints are entered. ‘This has been found to work 
admirably. When the complaint is made in writ- 
ing, signed by some responsible party, it will be 
looked into and investigated, and the evil, if 
any, remedied. I have always found the dif- 
ferent departments ready to cooperate with me in 
this work, and it has very frequently happened 
that in this way we have received information 
that is desirable to know. The system will be 
continued. The officials at City Hall are the 
agents of our citizens, and when their requests 
or complaints are reasonable they will secure 
proper and prompt attention. 
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CONCLUSION. 


I have referred to various matters that you 
will be called upon to consider during the year, 
and trust that the legislative and executive branches 
of the City Government will work in harmony 
and for the best interests of the city. We should 
remember that we represent a city whose credit 
and standing are second to none in the country, 
and every member of the City Government should 
feel that the responsibility rests on him to use 
his best efforts to keep Boston where she now 


stands, in the front rank of American cities. 
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APPENDIX A. 


Assessors’ Orrice, City Hatt, 
Boston, December 19, 1885. 


Hon. Hucu O’Brien, Mayor City of Boston : — 


Sir, —In answer to your request for a statement in relation 
to the work of the Assessors’ Department, I would say, that, 
omitting all reference to a very large amount of detail in 
its operations, the principal incidents of the work of the 
present year may be stated as follows: The valuation of 
the city, as determined by the assessment of the current 
year, was $685,579,072. Of this sum $495,973,400 was the 
estimated value of the real, and $189,605,672 of the per- 
sonal estate. This is a gain of $2,922,415 over the total 
valuation of the preceding year. The whole sum ordered 
to be raised for State, county, and city taxes for 1884 was 
$11,288,369, and for 1885, $8,693,747; a decrease of $2,594,622. 
This increase of valuation, and decrease in the amount of 
money raised, caused the rate of taxation to recede from 
$17 per $1,000 in 1884, to $12.80 per $1,000 in 1885. The 
average rate of taxation for the past ten years has _ been 
$13.96 on each $1,000. The question of a better method 
of selecting assessors and assistant-assessors has for many 


years occupied the attention of the City Council, with but slight 
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change in the ordinance in relation to such elections. But, 
by the new charter, changes more radical than any ever 
considered by the government of the city have now the force 
of Jaw. Under its provisions the assessors are to be appointed 
by the Mayor, subject to the confirmation of the Board of 
Aldermen, and their assistants are appointed by the Board of 
Assessors, subject only to the approval of the Mayor. 

The assessment of national bank shares is controlled in a 
large degree by the laws of the United States. Under the 
limitations that Congress has imposed the laws of the State 
require the assessors of the place where any bank is located 
to assess all its shares. When the assessors of Boston 
have assessed all the shares of the Boston banks, and after 
the collector has received the taxes, the treasurer of the city 
must pay to the Commonwealth the proportion of such taxes 
that attach to shares belonging to other than citizens of \ 
Boston; and the officers of the State credit and pay over the 
amount received to the several cities and towns where the 
share-holders reside. The laws of the State, and the methods 
of the assessors, in taxing this class of property, were sub- 
jects of some controversy in former years; but, since the 
passage of Chapter 315 of the Acts of 1873, all the Boston 
banks have acquiesced in the law and its administration until 
the current year. ‘The law, as it now stands, requires the 
banks to pay the taxes of each of their share-holders. All 
but six of the Boston banks have this year paid these assess- 
ments under protest, and have given notice of an intention 
to recover the same by suit. 

As the judgments, if they prevail, would run against the 
city of Boston, unless the treasurer retains the money thus 
collected [amounting to more than $575,000], the city, after 
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it has been compelled to respond to the judgments of the 


-courts, would be powerless to recover this sum which has 


been assessed and collected by its officers only as agents 
for others. It would seem that legislation is needed, in order 
that the city may safely pay over this money, and that those 
who are interested in defending their right to have, and to 
retain it, should pay the expense of litigation in the United 


States courts.

The work has 
been done entirely by contract at exceedingly low figures, 
and it is the experience of this department that almost 
all its work is taken by contract at a much lower price 
than private parties are paying for similar work.

For the past two years there has been a marked improve- 
ment in the construction of the city buildings in many par- 
ticulars; elaborate ornament and finish of exterior and interior 
have been sacrificed for solid and safe fire-proof construction 
and for the introduction of the most approved appliances for 
heating and ventilating and sanitary plumbing. As _ regards 
the important questions of the ventilation of our public school- 
houses, the report of the State Board of Health, Lunacy, and 
Charity, for 1884-85, says : — 


‘¢ A very important change has been begun within the past 
year, namely, the introduction of forced ventilation by steam- 
fans into several houses now building. Credit is due to the 
present City Architect for this step, which was taken in ac- 
cordance with the advice of Dr. Billings. An engine of four 
horse-power, with a fire-pot fourteen inches in diameter, runs 
two fans, one for propulsion, the other (at the educt shaft) 
for expulsion. The cost for the plant, for a house of eight 
rooms, is said to be $2,800; the engine can be safely run by 
an average janitor, and the cost for fuel is trifling. The 
success of this measure will be «a great credit to the city, for 
all systems dependent on heated flues for the sole motive- 
power are at times ineffective. In the case of one new school- 
house, a test of the power exerted in moving one of the fans 
gave as a result 2.014 horse-power. The calculated power of 


the machine (disregarding friction in the flues) is such as to 
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enable it to extract all the air from the school-room and the 


play-grounds in the cellar once in four minutes.” 


A change in the manner of securing land for public build- 
ings is a matter requiring immediate attention, and an ordi- 
nance passed, ordering the City Architect to approve of all 
lots for public buildings, will obviate the purchase of land 
that has been found by past experience totally unfit for 
building purposes. 

The plans for the new public library building have _ pro- 
eressed as rapidly as the diversified opinions of the trustees 
would admit. The question of the location of the book- 
stacks has been settled, and, as the City Council have lately 
granted the Architect increased facilities for forwarding the 
work, there is no reason to doubt that the plans will be 
pushed forward and the work of construction begun in the 
early spring. The City Architect proposes to associate with 
him in the work some of the best architectural talent in the 
country, and to erect a substantial fire-proof library within the 
limits of the appropriation. 

I would call attention to the fact that public buildings con- 
structed under the new ordinance for building lately passed 
by the State Legislature will require much larger appropria- 
tions for their erection than have heretofore been necessary, 
on account of the increase in thickness of masonry and the 


large amount of fire-proof material required to be used.

Hon. Hueu O’Brien, Mayor : — 


Dear Sir, —In compliance with your request, that I furnish 
you a brief statement of the work accomplished by this 
department during the present municipal year, also a state- 
ment of the wants of the department, prospectively, for the 
continuation of its work, I have the honor to submit the 


following : — 


There has been an increased activity in the building interest 
in all sections of the city,—a decided increase over the 
previous year. 

This has been uniform, and we are constantly adding palatial 
residences and family hotels, sightly warehouses, large manufact- 
uring establishments, stately mercantile buildings, and imposing 
public edifices... In addition to these, there has been a very 
large increase in the number of moderate-cost dwelling- 
houses erected in our suburban wards, which indicates that 
the citizens of Boston seeking investments in real property 
have unlimited confidence in the future of our city. 

The tables herewith annexed will show the number of 
buildings for which permits have been issued during the 
years 1884, 1885, material of construction, and their ward 
locations; also the number of completed buildings upon 
which final reports have been rendered, and their estimated 
cost (during the year). 


The numerous and extensive alterations in our prominent 
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buildings have required on the part of the department much 
time, thought, and attention, have involved large expenditures 
of money, and given employment to a small army of skilled 
workmen and laborers, and have not only beautified and embel- 
lished the property, but have also added large increased 
valuations to the taxable property of Boston. 

By the new Building Laws of our city, which passed the 
last Legislature and received the signature of His Excellency 
the Governor on the 19th of June last, together with the 
Special and Public Statutes and Ordinances of the city, the 
enforcement of which devolves upon this department, thle 
duties of the department have been largely increased. 

The entire work of the department has been performed 
with untiring energy, and, notwithstanding the great draw- 
backs, it has been accomplished with comparatively small 
friction; and I take pleasure in saying that the department 
has uniformly received the sympathy and hearty codperation 
of architects and master-builders in the enforcement of the law. 

As to the future wants of the department for the prose- 
cution of its work, I am thoroughly persuaded that the 
interests of the city will be best served, and more accurate 
and efficient work rendered by the department, could the area 
in the districts to which the assistant-inspectors are severally 
assigned be decreased. 

As it now stands they are unable to accomplish the work 
demanded of them by the statutes and ordinances of the city. 

In order to accomplish this work it will be necessary to 
increase the force of assistant-inspectors by at least two. 

The annual report will be submitted early in the year, will 
contain a complete detail statement of the work accomplished, 


together with such suggestions in relation to the future con- 
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struction of our city as experience may demonstrate as 
essential. 

The number of completed brick buildings upon which final 
reports have been rendered during the year is 350, at an esti- 
mated cost of $6,118,400. 

The number of completed wooden buildings upon which final 
reports have been rendered during the year is 1,439, at an 
estimated cost of $4,478,203. 

The number of alterations completed during the year is 1,895, 
at an estimated cost of $2,367,027. 

Thus it will be seen that a capital of $12,963,630 has been 
invested in the building interests of Boston, as shown by the 
records of completed work of this department for the year 
1885. 

The number of permits granted to perform plumbing to De- 
cember 18 is 2,855. 

The number of buildings in which plumbing has been com- 
pleted to December 8 is 2,870, at an estimated cost of

Pusriic LIBRARY OF THE CiTy oF Boston, 


Boston, December 21, 1885. 


Hon. Hueco O’Brien, Mayor: — 


Sir, — In conformity with the request contained in your 
favor of the 16th inst. I have the honor to make the fol- 
lowing ‘‘ brief statement” :— 

By the new City Ordinance the Trustees of the Library 
are required to make their annual report in January, instead 
of the end of the financial year of the city. 

The condition of the institution for the first four months 
of the year was embraced in the totals of the Annual Re- 
port made to the City Council. (City Document No. 105.) 

Separating the details of the use of books to the first of 
May, it gives a total of 419,212 volumes. Since that date 
the issues to the first of December have been 509,391, 
which, with the estimated deliveries of December, will give 
a total of 1,030,706 volumes. 

The expenditures for the first four months under the old 
appropriation of $120,000 per annum were $41,179.73. For 
the last eight months, under the reduced appropriation, there 
has been withdrawn from the city treasury $69,987.45, which 
is within the monthly average that the Trustees were author- 
ized to expend. The reduction has mainly fallen upon the 
purchases for popular reading. 

On the first of May there were in the Bates Hall Library, 
inclusive of bound newspapers and duplicates, 289,917 vol- 


umes, and in the popular libraries 164,030 volumes. ‘The 


84 APPENDIX. 


total increase since has been 8,265 volumes, making the 
whole number of books in the whole collection 462,212. 

The salaries paid for the library service are uniformly 
moderate, and in many instances too low. The city has 
every reason to be satisfied with the quality of the work 
done. 

By the general terms of the donations to the library of 
the trust-funds their interest is expended in books of per- 
manent value, which are added to the Bates Hall collection. 

Negotiations are in progress for a rearrangement of the 
contract with the Trustees of the Fellowes Athenzeum, at 
Roxbury, by which it is expected that the expenditures for 
the Roxbury branch will be reduced. 

It is to be hoped for the usefulness of the institution that 
the appropriation for expenditures of $10,000 per month, 
or $120,000 per annum, will be restored from first of May. 
Its popularity with the larger number of readers in the city 
and districts depends mainly upon its ability to purchase the 


current books of interest of the day. 


LIBRARY BUILDING. 


By the order of the City Council, approved by the Mayor 
on the 31st March of the present year, ‘‘ the City Architect 
is directed to prepare plans for a library building to be 
erected on the lot of land on Dartmouth street held by the 
city for that purpose, and to submit the same to _ the 
Trustees of the Public Library for their approval.” 

The problems of the construction of this most important 
edifice appear to be in a fair way of solution, the larger 
difficulty having apparently been overcome. It is hoped 
and expected that work will be begun in the early spring,

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and that a fire-proof building, well ventilated and warmed, 
and well lighted throughout, with sufficient storage for books, 
and with such convenience of access and use as will meet 
its large requirements, will be constructed without exceeding 


the amount of the proposed loan for this object. .

Dear Sir, —In response to your request for a statement 
regarding the work of this office the past year, etc., I have 
to say that the work itself is mainly of a clerical nature, and 
involves attendance upon the various committees of the City 
Council, the keeping of records for them, and the preparation 
of their reports and papers to be presented to the City Council. 
In addition to these, that might be termed regular duties, the 
clerk is expected to furnish information and service of varied 
character to individual members of the City Council, city offi- 
cials, and to a certain extent to the public at large. 

We have had charge of 94 committees this year, which may 
be classified as follows: Standing, 32; special, 31; nominat- 
ing, 31. Number of committee meetings attended by the clerk 


and his assistants to the present time, 521. 
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Among the more important matters that have been considered 
by the committees may be mentioned the Revised Ordinances, 
as prepared by the commission appointed to make the changes 
that were required under the ‘*‘ new charter” (Chap. 266, Acts 
of 1885); the investigation of the action of the Water Board 
regarding the purchase of land on Fisher Hill as a reservoir 
site for the high-service system, one of the most protracted 
and extensive investigations ever conducted in City Hall; the 
investigation of the contract of the Water Board for purchas- 
ing pumping-machinery of the Worthingtons, of New York; the 
horse-car blockades; the memorial services in honor of Gen. 
U. S. Grant, arranged by a special committee; the decennial 
division of the city into wards. 

The consolidated index to the City Council proceeedings, pre- 
pared by Mr. W.H. Lee, the former clerk, has been completed 
and published this year. 

The work of superintending licensed minors, receiving their 
applications, etc., formerly carried on by the truant-officers, 
has been placed upon this department on account of the School 
Committee relinquishing it the past summer. 

The ‘‘new charter” has in a great measure abolished the 
powers formerly exercised by committees, and their labors have 
been proportionately reduced, but the business of the office has 
not been lessened in consequence, although its character has 
been changed somewhat on account of the new law. 

I should not consider our present force more than will be 
necessary to enable us to properly perform the labor required 
of us.

Previous to May 1, 1881, all portable scales, weights, and 
measures were brought to the Sealer’s office, for sealing and 
adjusting, free of expense. This system was unsatisfactory 
to merchants of the city, inasmuch as all their scales could 
not be spared from their places of business at the same 
time, and several trips to the Sealer’s office were thereby 
necessitated. With a view to remedying this inconvenience 


the Committee on Markets, Weights, and Measures changed 
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the system so that those that preferred sealing at their places 
of business could be accommodated by payment of the fees 
provided in the Public Statutes. 

Now the merchants that aim at keeping their scales, 
weights, and measures correct, complain much at the payment 
of any fees for inspecting and sealing, especially when they 
are found by the Sealer to accord with the standards. They 
claim that the purchasing public are protected by sealing 
against incorrect or false weights, while they must pay, not- 
withstanding their scales, weights, and measures are found 
to be correct. 

I would respectfully recommend for Your Honor’s consid- 
eration that all fees be abolished, and that all testing, adjust- 


ing, and sealing be done free of expense to owner of same.

Dear Sir, — Mount Hope Cemetery contains one hundred 
and six and three-fourths (106%) acres of land, one-half being 
converted into lots, graves, avenues, walks, and borders, seven 
(7) miles of which are avenues and walks, and fourteen (14) 
miles borders. The avenues and walks are to be kept clean 


and in repair, and the borders are lawn-mowed once a week 


ee 
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through the season. We have raised and planted one hun- 
dred and fifteen (115) thousand plants, and cared for the 
same. We have six hundred and seventy-five (675) lots to 
care for, one hundred and seventy-five (175) of which are 
under perpetual care. Nearly two acres of filling have been 
completed from four (4) to eight (8) feet deep. This, with 
the usual number of graves to be prepared for the public lot 
and city poor, with the partial completion of fifty-two (52) 
lots, constitutes the most part of work performed thus far. 
There are a number of incidentals, such as foundations for 
head-stones and monuments and repairing of various kinds. 
That part of the cemetery known as the city poor lot is 
nearly consumed for the burial of the city poor, and it would 
be advisable for the city to look ahead to its future needs. 
The time will come, and at no distant day, when we must 
have more land for our city ‘poor, and the longer the delay 
the greater the price. There is land that we can get at a 
fair price to-day; what the price will be a year from now 
none can tell. I hope I have given you the desired informa- 


tion; if not, I shall be pleased to enlighten you further in 


‘the matter, if I can.

Dear Sir, — In reply to your circular of December 16, 
requesting a statement of the work done by the Health 
Department the past year, I have to report that the work 
of collecting ashes and garbage, cleaning streets and cess- 
pools in the city proper has been performed in a satisfactory 
manner; but few complaints have been received. In the 
outlying district the work has not been satisfactory. The ashes 
and garbage should be removed with more regularity. To do 
this work additional teams and men will be required for the 
coming year. 

The estimates of expenditures of the Inspector of Milk 
have always been placed with those of this department. 
They have been small until the last two years, not over 
five hundred dollars above the salaries. Now they call for 
several thousands. I believe they should conduct their depart- 


ment independent of ours. 


‘This department has employed three teams for conveying | 


prisoners from the several station-houses to the court-house, 
jail, and boat. These teams should be under the charge of 
the Police Department, and I would suggest they be trans- 
ferred to said department, the expense to be charged to 
them.

Dear Sir,— The Board of Directors, in reply to your 
request, submit the following : — 


A question of vital importance, as it affects the government 


ON RE ER Ee eS ee a ee 
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of the institutions, is the question: Of how many members 
the Board shall consist. By the original act of incorpo- 
ration, the first section of Chapter 35 of the Acts of 
1857, it is provided that the Board shall consist of twelve 
resident citizens of the city, and Section 4 of the same act 
prescribes the manner in which they shall be chosen, viz.: 
nine citizens at large, one member of the Board of Aldermen, 
and two members of the Common Council. 

By the provisions of the new city charter any representation 
of the City Council on any Board is directly prohibited. This 
act of course vitiates, in part, Section 4 of the act of incorpo- 
ration of our Board, and still does not repeal the first section, 
which declares the Board shall consist of twelve, except by 
inference. 

This uncertainty can only be removed by appropriate legis- 
lation, which we would respectfully suggest you should 
recommend. 

During the year just closing the capacity of the institutions 
has been severely taxed. At the present time beds have been 
placed in the corridors of two of the pauper institutions, and 
Deer Island has never been crowded as it now is; while the 
Lunatic Hospital, at South Boston, is so very much over- 
crowded as to be of no practical benefit for hospital purposes, 
thus making it almost impossible to effect a cure. 

With every inch of available space taken up, the inability 
of the institutions to furnish proper accommodations for Boston’s 
charges becomes every day more apparent, and the advisability 
of pushing forward with all possible speed the erections of 
buildings on Long Island to accommodate all Boston’s paupers, 
male and female, cannot be questioned. 

The removal of the female paupers from Austin Farm to 


Long Island, when the proposed building is completed, will 
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relieve, in some measure, the Lunatic Hospital by the removal 
of the chronic cases. 

A very important matter is the question of appropriations. 
For years the Board has been reducing its expenses as well 
as could be done with the ever-increasing number committed 
to their charge, and this year they asked for a much less 
sum than was asked the year before. The amount was exactly 
what it cost to run the institutions for the year previous; 
but when it was submitted to the Government it was cut 
down indiscriminately, far below a living figure. Then came 
the Limitation Act of the last Legislature, and a horizontal 
reduction of ten per cent. was again made, though the reduc- 
tion might better have been made in other directions. The 
result is there is not money enough to pay the expenses for 


the year. Our appropriations have suffered in like manner 


before, and as our expenses are in all cases entailed on us’ 


by the Court, they of course must be met; and, as the 
result of the present system, we are obliged to make re- 
peated demands on the Government. It does appear to us 
that some other method of making appropriations for what 
are practically fixed charges should be recommended. 
Boston sets the example for most of the institutions of the 
country ; but while her system is excellent, her humanity 


unsurpassed, and her care of the needs and: comfort of her 


unfortunates unequalled, yet her buildings are far below the 


standard of many of our sister cities. And we feel that 
when this want is met Boston’s poor and unfortunate will 
be better taken care of for less money than in any other city 
in the Union.

Srmr,—In reply to your request of the 16th inst., the 


Board of Fire Commissioners herewith submits a brief. state- 


ment of facts concerning this department the past year. 

The organization of the department during the year has 
not materially changed. It consists of, besides the Board of 
Commissioners, the Chief Engineer and Assistants, 32 Engine 
Companies, including the Fire-boat Co., 14 Ladder Cos., 
10 Independent Hose Cos., 6 Chemical Engine Cos., a Water 
Tower, and Aerial Ladder Co., a force of 336 permanent 
and 309 call-men. 

By the resignation of Engineer Cunningham, of District 3, 
Engineer Abbott, of District 6, was transferred to that dis- 
trict, and under the civil-service rules Capt. John A. 
Mullen, of Engine Co. 15, was promoted to fill the vacancy. 

The houses of the department are in good condition, and 
have received from time to time the necessary attention to 
keep them in comfortable and good order. During the year 
the new house, for the accommodation of Ladder Co. 9, and 
Hose Co. 1, on Main street, Charlestown, has been completed 
and occupied. The new house on Saratoga street, East 
Boston, is fast approaching completion, and is expected to 
be ready for occupancy by March next. 

The foundation for the new house to be erected on _ the 


corner of Boylston and Hereford streets is being laid. 
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A lot of land has recently been purchased for an engine- 
house on Monument street, Charlestown, and it is proposed 
to locate Hose Co. 4 there when completed. 

The Apparatus Repair-Shop, located at the corner of 
Albany and Bristol streets, has been completed, and thoroughly 
fitted with new machinery of improved pattern; the building 
is also used as a storehouse for supplies and spare apparatus. 

The apparatus is in general good condition. Contracts 
have been made for building a new chemical engine to be 
located in East Boston, also for a new ladder truck. 

The hose, about 70,000 feet in all, is in serviceable condi- 
tion. Contracts for some 6,000 feet have been recently made. 

The horses, some 166 in number, are in good condition. 
No serious epidemic has appeared during the year. Old 
age or other troubles necessitates a renewal of about 12 
per cent. of the horses annually. 

The city has been remarkably free from extensive fires. 

The total number of alarms was 778, and the loss on 
buildings and contents about $1,200,000. The number of 
fires whose loss exceeded $20,000 was 11. 

The Fire Alarm Telegraph branch of the department is 
under the charge of a superintendent, who is assisted by the 
following subordinates : one assistant-superintendent, three 
operators, one foreman of construction, ten linemen, and 
one battery-man. 

Some new apparatus has been added and other improve- 
ments made at head-quarters, and reconstruction of the circuits 
completed at the South End, North End, and Roxbury, with 
several new gong circuits, and extended telephones requiring 
the use of 84 miles of new wire, with the necessary equip- 


ment of insulators, etc., and 183 poles. There are about 
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350 miles of wire, making 49 bell-strikers, 96 gongs, 42 
tappers, and 59 telephones.

In response to your circular of the 17th inst., the Boston 
Water Board present the subjoined summary of the condi- 
tion of their department. 

Of the works of construction, which were in progress at 
the date of the last report of the Water Board to the City 
Council, the Dam and Basin No. 4 are completed within 
the estimates. 

The conduit across Farm Pond should have been com- 
pleted, according to the contract, October 1, 1885, but, 
ulthough an extension of two months was granted to the 
contractors, they failed to complete the work. It is, how- 
ever, so far advanced that it can be finished, ready for use, 
by June 1. 

The high-service works, for which the City Council of 
1884 appropriated $765,000, and for which the principal 
reservoir site has been located at Fisher Hill, may be so 
far completed by the end of 1886 as to put into use the 


reservoir at the point named, provided there be no _ hin- 
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drance as to the construction of reservoir and pumps. You 
are aware that there is an unsettled question as to the 
pumps, upon which the action of the City Council is 
required. 

The condition of the reservoirs and supply is such that 
the contemplated cleansing of Basin 3 can be safely and 
advantageously done during the coming season. 

The existing appropriations for additional supply will un- 
doubtedly meet the cost of this work. 

It is not expected that any new works of construction or 
repair requiring any considerable expenditure of money will 
be undertaken during 1886, unless they arise from legisla- 
tion respecting new sources Of supply, or as a sequence of 
the drainage projects, which are also to be the subjects of 
legislative consideration. 

As estimated at the beginning of the financial year there 
will be a considerable surplus of revenue in the. Cochituate 
department, if the prescribed water-rates are maintained. 

The supply is at present ample, and promises to be so 
during the coming year. ‘The consumption per capita has 
fallen off gradually to an average of less than 70 gallons per 
head per day. This is due to several causes, among which 
are the use of waste detectors, the surveillance of inspectors, 
the discrimination of rates against wasteful fixtures, and, to a 
very limited extent, the application of meters. 

The Meter Division has for some time labored under the 
disadvantage of operating with a large number of faulty 
meters, and some months may elapse before we can _ place 
matters in this division on a satisfactory footing. In that 
division, and also in that of inspection and waste, the 
expenses have been unnecessarily large. We have made some 


reductions of force. 
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The quality of the water has been considerably improved, 
and it is to-day fully equal to that of any large city in 
America. But the possibilities. of improvement are not ex- 
hausted, and we shall continue our efforts in this direction. 

As the City Council has authorized an application to the 
Legislature for the waters of the Shawshine, they are sub- 
stantially advised that it is hoped to substitute these waters 
for such parts of the Mystic supply as are liable to excessive 
deterioration. If a legislative grant shall be obtained the 
matter of methods to be adopted in making available the 
new supply will be the subject of timely communication. By 
authority of the City Council special surveys in the line of 
this inquiry have been authorized, and under our direction they 


have already been begun by the City Engineer.

Hon. Hues O’Brien : — 


Dear Sir, —In answer to your request for a statement in 
relation to work done by the Sewer Department during the 
past year, I would say that the department has built about 
124 miles of sewers, and expended $319,864.98. 

A main sewer has been built in Washington street, from 


Forest-Hills station to Roslindale, to- drain a district which 
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has needed a system of sewerage for a number of years. 
Also a main sewer in Dorchester District across the low land 
lying between Washington street and Blue-Hill avenue, which 
has opened for building purposes some five hundred acres of 
land, upon which considerable building has been done during 
the past year. 

Also two large main sewers have been built in the Brigh- 
ton District, which will drain a district heretofore undeveloped. 

There are at the present time a considerable number of sew- 
ers draining into that portion of Stony Brook between Hunt- 
ington avenue and Beacon street, which should at once be 
removed. | 

There has been an unusual number of small sewers built 
during the year. The demand for these sewers in districts 
not covered by a loan has been so great and the appro- 
priation so small that the committee have not felt warranted 
in taking any action on a number of petitions now on file 
in this office. 

There have been about 155 catch-basins built during the 
year to take the surface water from the streets, and the 
amount needed yearly for this kind of work should not be 
stinted if we wish to have our streets kept in good condition. 

The department is now at work on an intercepting sewer 
between Crescent avenue and Greenwich street, in the Dor- 
chester District, to take the drainage now emptying into Dor- 
chester Bay. This will not be in operation until next summer. 

It will be necessary the coming year to drain the district 
about Ashmont station, and to accomplish this a main sewer 
should be built from Neponset avenue to Ashmont station. 

As the care and maintenance of Stony Brook are in charge 


of this department there will have to be a separate appropria- 
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tion, or an amount included in the regular one, to keep the 
walls in repair; and as a greater part of the brook is an 
open channel, it becomes necessary to clean the same about 
twice a year. 

This department has, in accordance with your recommenda- 
tion, made a survey of all the old sewers in the city proper, 
East and South Boston, and Charlestown districts, and, with 
the aid of a generous appropriation, will put the sewers in 
those districts in a suitable condition. Some of these will 
have to be rebuilt; but the greater part of them can be 
repaired at a moderate cost, so as to be made serviceable for 
a number of years to come, and are not so defective as some 
people imagine. 

This department has constructed and under its control about 
238 miles of sewers, while the Engineer’s Department con- 
trols the main outlet, about 134 miles. While the duty of 
providing for the successful drainage of the whole city falls 
directly upon the Sewer Department, and it is held respon- 
sible for all shortcomings, the ultimate disposal of sewage is 
beyond its control. 

The Board of Aldermen passed an order giving this depart- 
ment control of the whole, and the Common Council voted to 
refer the subject to the next City Government. I can only 
add that, in my judgment, this department should have entire 


control of the whole system.

the Board of Street Commissioners submit the following 
statement of their work during the municipal year now 
ending : — 

In the city proper streets have been widened by taking 
9,388 square feet of land, the estimated damages therefor 
being $3,865. 548 feet in length of private ways have 
been built out as public streets of the city. 

In Roxbury, widenings, extensions, and alterations have 
been made to the extent of 6,896 square feet of land taken, 
the estimates being $10,522.25. 1,643 feet in length of 
private streets have been made public. 

Dorchester: street widenings have taken 53,883 square feet, 
estimated $2,200. 7,735 feet of private ways have been 
accepted as public streets. 

West Roxbury has had widenings made of 1,071 square 
feet, estimated to cost $1,121. 4,278 feet of private ways 
have been made public. 

Brighton has had private ways, of a total of 1,695 feet 
in length, accepted as public streets. 

East Boston: 2,282 square feet taken for street altera- 
tions, estimated damages being $4,307. 2,450 feet of private 
streets accepted. 


In South Boston 1,326 feet of private streets made public. 
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Discontinuances have been made of 37,190 square feet of 
old Warren Bridge, at Charlestown, and of the streets at 
South Boston Point east of Q street, and in the park land, 
aggregating 5,830 feet in length. 

An addition of the foregoing shows a total of 72,449 square 
feet, or about 12 acres, taken for street improvements in the 
whole city during the year, the estimated damages therefor 
being $20,894.25, and 19,695 feet, or about 32 miles of private 
streets made public, with 5,830 feet, or about 1;), miles of pub- 
lic streets discontinued. 

A large part of the laying out of new streets during the year 
has been to meet the immediate calls for water-supply and 
drainage. 

The Commissioners are not aware of any projected street 
improvements for the ensuing year that will require a large ex- 
penditure of money, and the usual appropriation for the ordi- 
nary work of laying out and widening streets is probably all 
that will be called for in the annual estimates.

APPENDIX O. 


DEPARTMENT OF Parks, City oF Boston, 
December 23, 1885. 


To His Honor Mayor O’Brien : — 
Dear Sir,— This Board has received your communication 
inquiring what has been accomplished by this department up 


to the present time, and its prospective wants. 
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The Back Bay Improvement has progressed, fulfilling the 
expectations of the Commissioners and the Engineers. Situated 
in marsh lands and flats, the place was formerly a great 
nuisance by being also the receptacle of the drainage of a 
considerable population. It is rapidly assuming a somewhat 
comely appearance. The nuisance formerly existing there has 
been entirely removed, and by means of ample and skilfully 
constructed conduits the waters of Stony Brook and Muddy 
River are under control; the waters of the basin can be 
changed at will, and the bay kept in a condition to add to 
instead of militating against the health of the city. 

The Commissioners desire, if the means can be afforded 
them, to complete during the coming year the lower basin 
approached from Beacon street, Commonwealth and Westland 
avenues, and to build the bridge opposite the Westland 
avenue entrance to Audubon road. This will add to the 
value of the lands in the vicinity on the city side and bring 
into use lands beyond. 

The purchase of lands for the Muddy River Improvement 
goes on, but slowly. This has not proved a loss to the 
system of parks, as all the money the City Government has 
been disposed to allow for construction has found outlets in 
other directions. 


Not much money has been expended in Franklin park, 


formerly West Roxbury park. Still, in the summer it is 


visited daily by thousands of our overtaxed people in search 
of rest and recreation. Though the Commissioners have felt 
much gratification at the benefit to the public of this park 
in its present comparatively wild condition, they still are 
desirous that some of its features may from time to time 


show themselves. They would accordingly like to clear the 


is 
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grounds of that part which has been called the Playsted, 
complete the overlooking terrace, and the roads around the 
Playsted. 

Bussey park and Arnold arboretum, by the joint labors 
of the city and Harvard College, give evidences of the 
beautiful spot it is destined to be. The city has already 
expended $60,000 of the $75,000 it is required to expend 
upon the roads of this park by its contract with Harvard 
College. There is no provision for any completion of these 
roads except by the city. The expenditure of a larger than 
the contract sum is necessary, and no expenditure can be 
put to a better use than to complete these roads, where all 
else will be done by others to make it one of the most in- 
teresting places in the country. 

At the Marine park, City Point, the Commissioners are con- 
structing, of wood, what they have called a temporary pier, 
because it is intended in the end to be supplanted by solid fill- 
ing. It is also intended to construct an iron pier beyond the 
temporary one. This is so important a feature of this park 
that the Commissioners think nearly everything else can await 
its completion. 

Neptune road, leading to Wood Island park, has been graded 
and loamed for trees. The desire of the Commissioners is to 
build the bridge over the railroad, thereby connecting Neptune 
road with the park itself. 

The Charles-river Embankment will require an expenditure 
for roads, paths, planting, *etc., after it has been graded. 

If permitted, the Commissioners would suggest that it would 
be well to put the parks in condition by a loan rather than by 
adding the annual expense to the tax levy. The present cost 
to the citizens would be no more, while the citizens of to-day 


would receive the immediate and full benefit thereof. 
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By this means, whatever of benefit and whatever of prosper- 
ity are to come from the parks will accrue to our present citi- 
zens, rather than to those who will flock in to take their places, 
and the parks themselves be put in condition at the least ex- 


pense.

APPENDEXSE: 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Hon. Hucu O’Brien, Mayor of Boston: — 


Drar Sir, — At your request we herewith transmit a brief 
statement of the work of the department for the past year and 
the sanitary condition of the city at the present time. In antici- 
pation of a possible visitation of cholera to this country the 
spring cleaning of the streets, courts, alley-ways, yards, and 
vacant lots, and the removal of all winter collections of filth 
and rubbish in and about dwellings, were begun earlier than 
usual and have been vigorously prosecuted throughout the 
season. 

A large number of ponds of stagnant water have been 
drained off and spaces left covered with gravel. 

Many thousands of feet of drain have been built by the 
Board where neither the Sewer Department could do the work 
nor the individual owners be made to agree to do it them- 
selves. 

Many wells have been found in the built-up parts of the city, 
the waters examined, and, wherever found unfit for domestic 


purposes, the wells have been condemned and filled up. 


i i i i 
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At the instance of the Board of Health last winter the 
Legislature passed an act authorizing the Board to cause the 
abolishment of all privy-vaults where there are sewers in the 
streets adjoining; and under this law the Board has already 
caused to disappear hundreds of the worst nuisances that our 
city has ever had to contend with. 

The Board will renew its work of destroying privy-vaults 
early in the spring. 

The work of removing foul and waste materials beyond the 
limits of the city is now well provided for by the recent 
purchase of a patent scow, which is especially adapted for this 
work. 

School-houses, tenement-houses, and other places occupied 
by large numbers of persons have been systematically visited, 
and wherever faults have been found they have been corrected 
as far as the Board has found it practicable to do. 

Quarantine has been administered with uninterrupted vigi- 
lance, and no case of cholera, yellow fever, or any other exotic 
disease has found entrance into our city during the season. 

A large amount of additional work has been done in quaran- 
tine, owing to the examination of all vessels from Canada and 
the Provinces, and there has been a corresponding increase in 
the income for that department. 3 

The general health of the city during the past year has been 
good, and for the last six months exceptionally so. 

The mortality from preventable diseases has been almost 
unprecedentedly low, and compares most favorably with that of 
other large cities in this and foreign countries. | 

Contagious diseases, the bane of all large cities, have been 
dealt with to the full extent of the means given to the Board 
of Health. 
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Small-pox prevailed in this city almost continuously from 
1840 to 1873, when, in the midst of a great epidemic of this 
disease, the Board of Health was given full power and facili- 
ties for suppressing the epidemic. The almost complete 
absence of small-pox from our city during the following twelve 
years, the feeling of security against this pestilence by our 
people, and its effect upon the business interests of the city 
are too well known to need further comment here. 

The Board of Health complains that, while ample provision 
is made for the care of small-pox patients, almost no means 
are afforded for the isolation of scarlet fever and diphtheria, 
and that the Board is almost helpless in its desire to prevent 
the spread of these two diseases. The number of deaths from 
scarlet fever and diphtheria in Boston last year was 515, and 
the average for the last five years is 695. 


The Board thinks that this mortality from two contagious 


and preventable diseases is not creditable to our city, and need _ 


not occur if sufficient hospital accommodations are furnished 
in which to isolate the patients. 

The Board has repeatedly asked for the hospital accommoda- 
tions; but as yet the means for isolating those diseases have 
not been supplied. 

There is reason to believe that the thorough sanitary work 
performed during the year has been a large factor in reducing 
the mortality. 

The Board of Health will not only keep its expenses within 
its appropriation, but hopes to provide from it a portion of the 
cost of the new steamer for quarantine.

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APPENDIX Q. 


City HospiraL, Boston, 
December 22, 1885. 


Hon. Hueu O’Brien, Mayor of Boston: — 


Sir, — In the absence of the president of the trustees, 
Hon. T. J. Dacey, I give on his request a brief statement 
of the facts of the work done in this department during 
the hospital year, May 1, 1885, to date. 

The amount of the annual appropriation for this fiscal 
year was $165,000. There was a balance of trust funds 
not used last year of $1,810.55, which gave us a total 
credit for the year of $166,810.55. The expenditures so 
far during this year, including the draft of January 1, 1886, 
will amount to $121,370.72. This expenditure is well within 
the limits of allowance for the nine months now past, and 
will show a pro rata surplus for that period of $3,737.19. 
I estimate that the balance for the remaining three months 
will be adequate to meet the expenditures for that period. 
I do not anticipate, however, that there will be any surplus 
at the end of the fiscal year. The average number of 
patients during these three coming months is always the 
largest of the year; our expenditures for subsistence, fuel, 
light, and other supplies are also larger. These demands upon 
us will undoubtedly consume the accrued surplus; but I feel 
warranted in saying that this department will not call for 
any further appropriation for maintaining the hospital during 
the rest of the fiscal year. 

In regard to the amount of work done, in the care and 


treatment of the sick, this year has proved no exception to 
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the last three or four years in this respect, that the hos- 
pital each year has a larger average number of patients 
treated than each previous year. The number for the year 
1883-4 averaged sixteen more daily than 1882-3; the year 
1884-5 was twenty more than in 1883-4; our daily average 
for the nine months of this year has been twenty-one more 
than last year, or forty-one more than two years ago. 

The class of cases treated is each year more closely 
restricted to the more acute and severe cases, the move- 
ment of the ward population is more rapid, and the _ hos- 
pital serves more closely its real purpose in giving its 
benefits to the greatest number of people. 

The event of the hospital year has been the completion 
and occupation of the new dormitory for nurses. The build- 
ing now accommodates 69 nurses, and has been in use 
long enough to prove its utility, and to demonstrate the 
desirability in placing the nursing force in apartments outside 
the wards. The health of the nurses has been improved, and 
the hospital is benefited by receiving not only more constant 
but a better quality of labor. i 

The rooms vacated by nurses are nearly all devoted to 
the use of patients. Our accommodations have been increased 
by 48 beds; not only can we accommodate this increased 
number, but we can do our work better and more humanely. 
It particularly enables us to place in isolating rooms patients 
who are dangerously ill, delirious, or dying, who formerly 
were treated in the open wards. Our accommodations for 
contagious diseases are likewise increased by 20 beds, and 
so far this year we have rejected no applicant with contagious 
disease for want of room. 


Much work has been done during this year in the way of 
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renovating and general repairs. The amount of wear and 
tear in a building occupied by five and six hundred people 
of the class we receive here is always very great. A more 
frequent renovating is required here than in ordinary public 
buildings, because our wards and rooms are sooner polluted, 
and the very object of the hospital is the restoration to health. 
Again, we cannot safely treat the sick except by classifica- 
tion and separation. This involves a large number of build- 
ings, which are more expensive to maintain and repair than 
if the patients were aggregated in one structure. 

Several of the wards have been vacated in turn, and 
thoroughly cleansed and renovated. 

As a whole our buildings are probably in a better condi- 
tion of repair than at any time in the history of the 
hospital. 

One of our greatest needs is the enlargement of our build- 
ing where out-patients are treated. ‘This has long been an 
urgent want, and allusion has been made to it in the last 
seven consecutive annual reports. Twice a special appropria- 
tion has been asked of the City Government, and both times 
refused. 

Last year 47,000 visits were made to these various depart- 
ments by out-patients. On nearly all days the rooms are 
crowded; the physicians and surgeons are illy accommodated, 
and have not sufficient room in which to properly do their 
work. In many instances patients have gone away untreated, — 
in some instances going voluntarily, and in others sent away 
by the staff. 

The apartments have no ventilation, and the rooms soon 
become foul, and in certain conditions of weather are intoler- 


able. Several departments, for want of space, are compelled 
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to use the same room,—in some instances contracted and 
encumbered with necessary apparatus for treatment,—on the 
same day, at different hours. ‘This delays and obstructs the 
work. 

The building should be twice its present size, rearranged 
and yxeconstructed. Our want is more apparent since the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, the Boston Dispensary, and 
other out-patient departments possess new and commodious 
rooms. An expenditure in this direction need not be large. 
The benefits rendered to the poor of the city would be great 
in comparison, and it would be sound economy, as many cases 
could be treated at a nominal expense, which now, by reason 
of this want, require admission to the hospital. The trustees 
and the staff are unanimous in their views upon this sub- 
ject, and the trustees request me to urge of Your Honor a 
careful consideration of this our special need. 

Our stable is in a dilapidated condition, and the poorest 
amongst all the departments of the city. A new structure is 
much needed. 

The work of the present year has been free from any 
unusual accident, friction, or calamity. The hospital, in its 
various departments and services, is in efficient condition, and is 
doing an excellent work in the purposes for which it was 
founded.

During the year 80 lights have been discontinued, from 
various causes, principally the introduction of electric lights, 
and a large number of oil lamps in the outlying districts 
have been changed to gas.

Should the same amount of work be done next year, and 
should a liberal spirit be shown in regard to electric light- 
ing, it will be necessary, in order to provide for the in- 
creased expenditures, that the appropriation for this depart-

To His Honor Mayor O’Brien : — 


Dear Sir, —In obedience to your request I beg to submit 
for your consideration a synopsis of the condition of the De- 
partment of Common and Public Grounds at the present time, 
together with its principal wants and requirements for the 
ensuing year. 

The improvements that have been made during the past 
year on the Common, Public Garden, Commonwealth avenue, 
Blackstone and Franklin squares, East and West Chester 


park, etc., are so well known and so fully appreciated by 


—_— 
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the public that I deem it unnecessary to enlarge upon their 
improved condition. 

For years past the development of the department has been 
circumscribed, and to a degree crippled, for want of suit- 
able quarters for its natural growth. During a long period 
we have been compelled to pay for the temporary use of 
greenhouses from twelve to fourteen hundred ($1,200 to 
$1,400) dollars per year, and for the partial storage of settees, 
tools, etc., seven hundred and twenty ($720) dollars per 
year, besides being obliged to mar one of the most sightly 
and interesting portions of the Common by the storage of 
hundreds of thousands of plants, that are indispensable for 
the ornamentation of the public grounds. 

As a relief from this dilemma, and as an illustration of 
their wisdom, the City Government voted us 22 acres of land, 
known as the Roxbury Canal land; and also twenty-five 
hundred ($2,500) dollars for its improvement. With this 
amount I have built a substantial and ample storehouse, 
246’ X 30’, for the sum of fourteen hundred and forty-one 
and 55°; ($1,44155°,) dollars; and have also surrounded the 
whole area with a matched-board pine fence 1,496 feet long 
by 8 feet high, for nine hundred and twenty ($920) dollars. 
Thus it will be seen that the rent of a partial storage for 
two years covered the cost of the new building. It may 
also prove of interest to state that the highest estimate for 
the work of the building and fence was forty-nine hundred 
and twenty-one ($4,921) dollars,—a difference of twenty-five 
hundred and fifty-nine and 359, ($2,559,59,) dollars between 
the highest and lowest bids. 

The extra requirements of the department for the ensuing 


year will be the erection of suitable but inexpensive green- 
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houses and frames upon the newly acquired land; the imme- 
diate removal in the early spring of all the unsightly 
encumbrances from the Deer park on the Common, and its 
speedy transformation into a grassy sward; the renovation 
of the five lower sections of Commonwealth avenue, between 
West Chester park and Dartmouth street, in the same manner 
as we improved East and. West Chester park. <A. similar 
treatment should be given to all the parks in East Boston, 
to enable them to grow healthy trees or grass. 

The iron fence surrounding Independence square has been 
in a dilapidated condition for years, and should be either 
removed or put in proper repair. 

The shade-trees upon our public streets, which have been 
neglected for the past four years for want of funds, should 
receive immediate attention, and a liberal appropriation should 
be made next year to place them in a condition satisfactory 
to real-estate owners and the tax-payers in general. 

I beg to call particular attention to the necessity of em- 

ploying a Special Police force for the protection of the prop- 
erty of this department. 
- With these and a few other minor improvements the de- 
partment will be in a healthy, progressive, working condition, 
and must prove to the citizens of Boston a source of pleasure 
and delight.

The Municipal REGISTER was first issued in 1841, in which year it 
appeared as a City Document of 104 pages. Its contents were: Rules 
and Orders of the Common Council; Joint Rules; Ordinances of the 
City ; Statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City; City Govern- 
ment of 1841, with Committees; Departments (comprising at that time 
the Treasury ; Law; Police; Health; Public Land and Buildings, Lamps 
and Bridges; Fire ; Public Charitable Institutions) ; Public Schools, and 
a list of the Ward Officers. From that date to the present time the 
MUNICIPAL REGISTER has been published annually. In 1848 a list of 
members of preceding city governments was added, with a necrologi- 
cal record. During a number of years it was also customary to publish 
in this volume the ordinances enacted during the year preceding, and 
the special statutes relating to the City of Boston. In 1876 statistics 
‘of registration and voting made their appearance, and since 1879 these 
have been given in tabulated form. In 1883 the custom of publishing 
portraits of the Mayor and presiding officers of the two branches of the 
City Council was established.

The establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O. 8.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 1821, c. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a:'town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as a city on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
ce. 95), and annexed to Boston 6th Jan., 1868 


' (St. 1867, c. 359; accepted 9th Sept.). Dorches- 


ter was named by the Court of Assistants in the 
same order in which Boston was named; and it 
retained its town organization until annexed to 
Boston on the 3d Jan., 1870 (St. 1869, c. 349; 
accepted 22d June). Charlestown was founded 
4th July, 1629; incorporated as a city in 1847

A CODIFICATION

The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the 
City of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citi- 
zens of Boston, March 4, 1822. It is chapter i10 of the acts of 1821. 
The present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was 
passed April 29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 13, 
1854. It is chapter 448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith 
presented is a codification of the original enactment of 1854 and the 
general and special acts since then adopted. ‘The sections in pica 
are unchanged from the text of 1854, except §§ 25 and 60. Words 
in italics show verbal changes. Sections in small pica give the pre- 
sumed state of the charter as affected by subsequent legislation. 

This codification includes the legislation of 1884. ‘The ‘* Act to 
Amend the Charter of the City of Boston” (Stat. 1885, chap. 266, 
is not included, but is given entire on page 42 et seq., together with 
the ‘‘ Act to limit the Municipal Debt and the rate of Taxation in 
the City of Boston” (Stat. 1885, chap. 178). Marginal references 
to these acts indicate sections of the charter which they are sup- 
posed to affect. 


SectTion.1. The inhabitants of the City of 
Boston, for all the purposes for which towns and 
cities are by law incorporated in this common- 
wealth, shall continue to be one body politic, in 
fact and in name, under the style and denomina-

the different departments. Every contract made as 
aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds two 
thousand dollars shall require the approval of the mayor 
before going into effect; and no expenditure shall be 
made nor liability incurred for any purpose beyond the 
appropriation duly made therefor. 

Sect. 7. The mayor shall, once a month or oftener, 
call together the heads of departments for consultation 
and advice upon the affairs of the city; and at such 
meetings and at all times they shall furnish such infor- 
mation as to matters under their control as the mayor 
may request. 

Secr. 8. The heads of departments, and all other 
officers and boards having authority to expend money, 
shall annually furnish an estimate to the mayor of the. 
money required for their respective departments and 
offices during the next financial year.

Sect. 9. When an ordinance, order, resolution, or 
vote of the city council, or of either branch thereof, in-

Sect. 12. Neither the city council nor either branch 
thereof, nor any member or committee thereof or of 
either branch thereof, nor the board of aldermen acting - 
In any capacity in which said board may act separately 
under special powers conferred upon it, nor any member 
or committee of said board acting in any such capacity, 
shall directly or indirectly take part in the employment 
of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of mate- 
rials or supplies, the construction, alteration, or repair 
of any public works, buildings or other property, or the 
care, custody and management of the same, or in the 
conduct of any of the executive or administrative business 
of the city, or in the expenditure of public money, ex- 
cept such as may be necessary for the contingent and

The “Ordinance to Establish the City Seal,” passed Jan. 
2, 1823, provided as follows:—“That the design hereto 
annexed, as sketched by John R. Penniman, giving a view 
of the city, be the city seal; that the motto be as follows, to 
wit : ‘SICUT PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NoBIS ;’ and that the inscrip- 
tion be as follows, to wit: ‘Bosronra conpita A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1&22.’” The design by 
Mr. Penniman now appears on the treasury checks, and a 
fac-simile of the original sketch is given in the Municipal 
Register of 1883 and 1884.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the Board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Ruue 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order ; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board, by motion regularly seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on appeal shall 
have been decided. ' 

Rute 3. The chairman shall declareall votes ; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative and in the negative, with- 
out debate on the question. 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Rute 5. When the chairman of the Board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call any 
member to it; but such substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment.

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MOTIONS. 


Ruxe 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, the 
chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and nays, 
provided any member shall so require. And every ordi- 
nance, resolution, or order, except orders of notice, papers 
from the Common Council, orders of inquiry, and orders 
relating to the Department of Health, after being read, 
shall be laid on the table before its consideration by the 
Board, and no such resolution or order, except as above, 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is offered. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time 
shall be put first. 

Rute 8. After a motion is stated or read by the chair- 
man it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Board, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may withdraw 
it at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rute 9. When a question is under debate the chairman 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, lo amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equiva- 
lent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Rute 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to ad- 
journ as always in order, except on an immediate repetition ; 
and that motion, and the motion to lay on the table, or to 
take up trom the table, shall be decided without debate. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rcre 11. When a vote has been passed it: shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration thereof at 
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the same meeting; or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular mecting; in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers 
until the next regular meeting; and, when a motion for re- 


consideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Ruin 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. — . 

Rutz 13. No member speaking sball be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to a call to order, or for explanations. 

Rute 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committec, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest.

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes.

‘They shall audit 
and examine all bills and vouchers for expenditures charge- 
able to such appropriation, authenticate the same, if correct, 
by the signature of their chairman, and send the same to the 
City Auditor on or before the twentieth day of each month, 
to be paid in accordance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1885. 

They shall report in print to the City Council, on the first 
of every month, the Auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
and the Clerk of Committee’s Department and the City 
Messenger’s Department. 

4. A Committee on Finance, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all appli- 
cations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the Reserved Fund. 

5. A Committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
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consist of two aldermen and three councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. : 

6. A Committee on Legislative Affairs, to consist of two 
aldermen and three councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the city. of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of cither branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committec. 

7. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the Corporation 
Counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 25, § 3. 

They shall also constitute the Standing Committee on the 
Law Department. 

8. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the City 
Council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
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dental expenses, and the supply of all. stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the City Council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as Superintendent of Printing under the provisions 
of Chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the Superintendent of Printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution 
of the same by the City Messenger. | 

They shall constitute the Standing Committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 3. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee shall be its chairman ; and, 
in case of his resignation or inability, the other members of 
the same Board in the order in which they are named, and 
after them the members of the Common Council in the order 
named, shallact as chairman. ‘The chairman shall call meet- 
ings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written re- 
quest of » majority of the members. 

‘Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose ; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 
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Rute 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. Any Joint Committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for Contingent Expenses an amount not exceeding: 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 
carriage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; the reference of a 
matter by cither branch to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, or a reference with instructions, shall require con- 
current action. The report back upon a matter so referred 
to a joint committee, and the action of the branch thereon, 
shall be noted on the record, but shall not require action 
by the other branch. The report of a committee upon any 
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subject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch 
in which the order of reference originated. It shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 

Ruut 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to whieh it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, » 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings.. He shall post.daily in the corridor of the City. 
Hall, and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, and in 
the City Messenger’s office, a list of the committee meetings 
to be held that day. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


» Rove 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 
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Rute 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 3 

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 14. Whenever the City Council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
-addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. | 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

Rute 15. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rue 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed unless two-~ 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rute 17. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rutz 18. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
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members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the City Council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the City Council incurring the same; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 

All carriages shall be ordered through the City Messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor, within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, and if containing items incurred more than three 
months previous to the date of their presentation to the | 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 19. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 20. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
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further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Ruie 21. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print.. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council present and voting thereon. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. The regular meeting of the Common Council 
shall be held on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock 
P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall 
be called to order. In the absence of the President the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a 
President pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an 
election is not effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials 
a plurality vote shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rue 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Rue 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
Council Chamber during a session. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF COMMON COUNCIL. 69 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- ° 
ord of all decisions of the Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board. of 
Aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto ~ 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. Nomembershall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, or, with the consent of 
the speaker, to ask a question of him; in which cases the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member cf the 
Council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 

QUORUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever, on arising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain 
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and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present he shall immediately declare the Council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the Standing Committee on Elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the Council shall 
be notified of the change; and thé same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on Joint Committees. 

Rue 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. If, 
however, any such report has been ordered to be printed 
without having been previously read, the President may de- 
lay such printing until the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, at which time he shall give notice of his action. 

Rute 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
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ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. . 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Ee Ake Orders and resolutions that are to be referred, or 

e to take their first reading only. 

“Third. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Fourth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Fifth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Stxth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Seventh. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Highth. Reports of @ommittee on Finance. 

Ninth. Reports of Committees, which shall be SCONES for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the second 
order of business, during which time no debate shall be in 
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order. Papers shall be called for by divisions in numerical 
order, and only one member in a division shall be recognized 
until each division has been called. 

Rue 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Ruxte 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Rue 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MOTIONS. 


Rute 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

~Ruue 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rue 23. . When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive any of the following niotions, but no others : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

4: To close debate at a specified time. 

5. To especially assign to a time certain. 


Oo nmw re 
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To refer to a committee. 

— To amend. 
To refer to another Board. 
To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rue 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rue 25. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Rue 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rue 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 


VA 
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on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RuiE 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 7 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has deen decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 32. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. ‘The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 33. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
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to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays, shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Rute 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk before ten 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 
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Rute 388. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions ; — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Rue 40. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects if an in- 
eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is insession. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
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so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the anteroom on 
the westerly side, while the Council is in session and after 
the seats provided for spectators have been occupied, except 
members of the City Government and reporters, without 
the permission of the President; and the President shall 
order such accommodation on the floor for reporters and 
spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that 
no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the 
Council. No person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side during any session of the Council. 

Rute 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 
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REFRESHMENTS. 


Rue 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the Common Council, except 
in the discharge of official duty, and by the vote of the Com- 
mon Council, or a Committee thereof, specifying the duty to 
be performed, the amount to be expended, and the method. 
All such votes of the committees shall be reported in detail 
once a month to the Auditing Committee hereinafter provided. 
All carriages shall be hired through the City Messenger, 
who shall obtain and verify the bills within twenty days 
from the date when they were incurred. When the Com- 
mon Council is in session at eleven P.M., the City Mes- 
senger is directed to provide carriages to convey members to 
their respective homes, if they so desire. The President is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire while in the discharge of his official duties. The prices 
paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in conform- 
ity with the rates established by the Board of Police. All 
bills so incurred shall be charged to the Contingent Fund of the 
Common Council, and shall be audited, before presentation to 
the City Auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
Common Council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves of 
the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and amount, 
and may require evidence before approving them for pay- 
ment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on or before 
the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill shall be con- 
sidered unless presented within three months of the date of 
incurring the same. 

The Auditing Committee shall report in print every three 
months, giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes 
authorizing the same.

PROPOSED NEW BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. — By Chap. 155 of the Acts of 1882 the cities 
of Boston and Cambridge were authorized to construct a bridge and avenue across 
Charles river from a point on Beacon street, in Boston, to a point in Cambridge west 
of the westerly line of the Boston and Albany Railroad. Plans for such bridge, pre- 
pared by the late Henry M. Wightman, City Engineer, have been accepted. The 
estimated cost of the structure is $450,000, of which the City of Cambridge has appro- 
priated its share, $225,000; the City of Boston to build the bridge.

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings in the City of 
Boston, and under provisions of the City Ordinances relating to build- 
ings, the department has supervision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute provi- 
sions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimensions and 
range, outside of the building limits, under the provision of the city 
ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, with 
especial reference to their compliance with the present requirements 
of the building-law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full power to 
require the securing or removal of the same, and in cases of immediate 
danger, where the security of the public is imperilled in life and limb, 
authority to enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may 
require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, with authority - 
to enter upon the premises and investigate the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe flues and 
heating apparatus. ; 

The supervision and the protection of the building-limits ; the district in 
which the erection of independent wooden buildings is prohibited by 
statute law, with certain limitations as to wharves, market buildings, 
and elevators for grain and coal. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to issue permits 
for wooden and frame sheds for special purposes, within the building 
limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications of all proposed 
buildings. 
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The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tenement-houses, 
public and family hotels, with especial reference to their compliance 
with special] statute provisions, regulating area for light and ventilation, 
material of construction of water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height 
of habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construction of stair- 
ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the buildings as regulated by the 
width of the street upon which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-escapes upon cer- 
tain buildings in which operatives are employed, in factories, mills, 
or manufactories, tenement-houses and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the act relating 
to the inspection and construction of buildings in the City of Boston 
in buildings used for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door- 
ways, passage-ways; their width, construction, and number, . and 
obstructions that may be placed therein; the arrangement of the 
seatings, and the use of combustible materials, draperies, scenery, 
properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-ways and elevators in buildings, with reference 
to their construction and use in conformity with the requirements of 
the Public Statutes, authority being invested in the Inspector of Build- 
ings to prohibit their use if unsafe or dangerous, or not conforming 
to the requirements of law, a notice of said action to be placarded on 
the door or entrance of cab or car. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. The building of furnaces for 
melting iron, glass, or other metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, ete. The setting of heating apparatus in 
all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar-bottoms of buildings built upon 
filled land; reporting violations of the same to the Board of Alder- 
men. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in whole or 
in part as dwellings, situated within the building-limits of the city. 
Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used for stables 
are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, under the direction of the 

Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to regulate the number 
of watchmen, red lights, gongs, etc., and require any further provi- 
sions he may deem necessary for the protection of life in hotels, boatd- 
ing and lodging houses.

The inspection of all steam-boilers, so that the facts and returns relative 
to them, required to be made, may be returned to the Tax Commis- 
sioners. 

The projection of electric lights throughout the entire city. 

The construction, management, and inspection of hoist-ways and eleva- 
tors throughout the entire city. 

The occupancy of streets for building purposes. 

The regulation of plumbing. 


BUILDING—LIMITS. 


[Stat. 1885, Chap. 874. Rev. Ord., Chap. 48, § 1.] 


Among other restrictions imposed by the law and ordinances on the 
erection of buildings, it is provided that no wooden building shall be 
hereafter erected within the following limits: — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre lines of Dover and Albany 
streets, and thence running east through the centre of said Dover street 
to the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence by the said Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line around the northerly portion of the ‘‘ City Proper ” to a point 
on Charles river at the intersection of said line with the boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary line to the 
centre of Longwood avenue; thence through the centre of said avenue 
to the centre of Bumstead lane; thence through the centre of said lane 
to the centre of Ward street; thence through the centre of said Ward 
street to the centre of Parker street; thence through the centre of said 
Parker street to the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre 
of said Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street; thence through 
the centre of said Washington street to a point opposite the centre of 
Palmer street; thence through the centre of said Palmer street and 
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through the centre of Eustis street to the centre of Hampden street; and 
thence through the centre of said Hampden street and the centre of 
Albany street to the point of beginning. 


CITY CLERK’S DEPARTMENT. 
[Charter, § 30. Stat. 1885, Chap. 266, § 2. Rev. Ord., Chap. 8. ] 

The City Clerk, chosen annually in January by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the City Council, has the care 
and custody of the City Records, and of documents, maps, 
plans, and papers of the city. He also records chattel 
mortgages, assignments of wages, liens upon vessels, and 
performs other duties imposed by statute. . 

The City Clerk is, ex officio, clerk of the Board of Alder- 
men, and attends in the same capacity all meetings of both 
branches of the City Council when met in convention. 

The Assistant City Clerk is appointed annually by the City 
Clerk, subject to the approval of the Mayor, and discharges 
the duties of the City Clerk in his absence or in case of a 
vacancy in that office [Rev. Ord., Chap. 8, §§ 3,4]. By Stat., 
1869, Chap.

December 17, 1869, the city 
voted to purchase the ferry property and franchise for the 
sum of $250,000; and the property was delivered to the 
city, April 1, 1870.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain hours 
of duty, during which time he is responsible for the correct working of 
the apparatus in giving alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other 
details pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should be 
suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing his duties. No 
operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly re- 
lieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and of 
the station from which it originates, and all other necessary informa- 
tion. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal Stations, 
or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The police-officers and one 
other person resident near each station have keys to the boxes. There 
are 354 fire-alarm boxes in connection with the head-quarters, num- 
bered variously from 2 to 812. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box upon the 
alarm-bells, and upon the gongs in the engine-houses, for three rounds. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the time the box 
is operated. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows, followed by box 
number. Zhird Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows twice, fol- 
lowed by the box number. 

In cases where the entire department is required, alarms are sounded 
by striking twelve blows twice, followed by the box number. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are wanted, the 
signal is given by striking fifteen blows once, with the number of the 
Company struck twice, thus: Hook and Ladder No. One, 15 —1—1. 
Hook and Ladder No. Four, 15— 4 —4. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the signal is 
given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 15 —1—1—3—23. Hook 
& Ladder Two and Four, 15 —2—2—4— 4. 

Of other signals given on the fire-alarm bells, 189 indicates a fire 
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at Deer Island; 198 indicates a call from Chelsea for assistance; 22 in- 
dicates no school; eleven blows indicates Police call. 

MERIDIAN BELLS, at their various locations on churches, school- 
houses, in engine-houses, and R.R. depots, are struck from the Fire- 
Alarm office precisely at noon (Standard time), every day. Correct 
time is furnished by telegraph from Cambridge Observatory, so that 
absolute accuracy is secured.

1New Lrprary Bormpine.— By Chap. 222 of the Acts of 1880, amended 
by Chap. 141 of the Acts of 1883, the Commonwealth granted to the City of 
Boston a lot of land on the southerly corner of Dartmouth and Boylston 
streets ‘‘for the purpose of erecting and maintaining thereon a building for 
the use of the Public Library of said city.’ By Chap. 143 of the Acts of 
1882 said city was authorized to take, by purchase or otherwise, land “for 
the erection thereon of a Public Library, and for a yard for the same,” with 
authority to “appropriate and use therefor any land now owned by it.” Under 
the provisions of the last-named act, by an order approved April 17, 1883, 
certain lands adjacent to the land granted by the State were taken, and 
by order, approved April 14, 1883, loans were authorized as follows, viz.: 
$180,000, to pay for the land taken as above, and $450,000 for the erection 
of a Library building. Plans are now in preparation.

The Arnold Arboretum contained originally 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard University. This, together with about 45 acres of other land, 
was taken by the Park Commissioners for a Public Park, and 122 of the 
whole area of 167 acres were leased to the university, under perpetual 
lease, to be used only for the purposes of an arboretum. 

By votes of the City Council, December 16, 24, 28, 1881, loans were 
authorized for a park in West Roxbury, $600,000; for a park at City 
Point, South Boston, $100,000; for a park at Hast Boston (‘* Wood 
Island Park”), $50,000; for the Charles-river Embankment, $300,000 ; 
for the improvement of Muddy river (‘‘ Riverdale”), near Brookline, 
$200,000; for the Arnold Arboretum, at West Roxbury, $60,000, and 
$75,000 for drive-ways. (See Doc. 134 of 1881.) 

An additional loan of $120,000, for the park at City Point, South 
Boston (‘‘ Dorchester Point”), was authorized by an order approved 
April 17, 1883; and an additional loan of $500,000, for the further pur- 
chase of land for the West Roxbury Park, was authorized by an order 
approved January 4, 1884.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT.

By Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1885, all the powers vested 
in the Board of Police Commissioners of the City of Boston 
by Stat. 1878, Chap. 244, are conferred upon a Board of 
Police appointed by the governor, with the advice and consent 
of the Executive Council. This Board is composed of three 
citizens of Boston, chosen from the two principal political 
parties, and the full term of office is five years from the first 
Monday in May. The present Board assumed office July 
23, 1885. 

The Board of Police has authority to appoint and establish 
and organize the police force of the city of Boston, and make 
all needful rules and regulations for its efficiency ; to grant 
licenses for the sale of liquor, and to license and regulate 
billiard tables, bowling alleys, auctioneers, hawkers and 
pedlers, carriages, wagons, and other vehicles, intelligence 
offices, itinerant musicians, pawnbrokers, and dealers in 
second-hand articles and old junk. | 

In case of tumult, riot, or violent disturbance of the public 
order, the Mayor has the right to assume control, for the 
time being, of the police, first issuing his proclamation to that 
effect.

MAIN DRAINAGE. 


By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 1875, the 
Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific commission of three 
members to examine the present system of sewerage in this city, 
and to suggest any improvements which can be made therein. Accord- 
ingly, the following persons were selected by the Mayor for such com- 
mission: E. S. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, 
and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report 
(City Doc. No. 8 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercept- 
ing sewers, at a cost of over $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 

In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of this project; 
and on August 9, 1877 a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles river 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. A further 
sum of $1,500,000 was appropriated for this object in May, 1882, and 
$200,000 in June, 1885. On the first of January, 1884, construction was 
sufficiently advanced to permit the works being put in operation. The 
work is in charge of the City Engineer.

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WARD BOUNDARIES. 


In accordance with the provisions of Chap. 243 of the Acts of 1875 
(charter, §3), the City Council divided the city into twenty-four wards 
by an ordinance approved Dec. 23, 1885. The basis of this division is 
the number of legal voters (7.e., resident male citizens of the legal 
age and otherwise qualified to register as voters) according to the 
enumeration of the State census of 1885. [Stat. 1884, Chap. 181.] The 
number of such legal voters returned by the census bureau was 89,909. 
The ward divisions, as established by ordinance, are given below, to- 
gether with the number of legal voters in each ward. 


Warp No. 1. All that portion of the city commonly called East 
Boston which lies northerly or easterly of the following line: Beginning 
at the water at the intersection of Front street and Porter street ex- 
tended; thence by the middle of Porter street extended and Porter 
street to Central square; thence across Central square to Border street ;

1879, 
Chap. 163 (Charter, § 3), the Board of Assessors of Taxes made a division 
of the twenty-four wards of the city into voting precincts. The basis 
of this division is the number of registered voters in the city in the year 
. 1885, which was 58,765. The division, which was made Jan. 25, 1886, 
created 121 precincts, whose boundaries, together with the number of 
registered voters in each, are given below.

ELECTION OFFICERS. 


By Chapter 299 of the Acts of 1884 the Mayor appoints, with the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, between the first and twentieth 
days of September, annually, a Warden, a Deputy Warden, a Clerk, a 
Deputy Clerk, two Inspectors of Elections, and two Deputy Inspectors, 
for each precinct, who serve for one year from the first day of November — — 
following their appointment. These officers are paid at the rate of 
$5.00 per diem for actual service, with the exception of the Clerks of 
Precincts, who are paid at the rate of $7.00 per diem on condition that — 
their records are kept to the satisfaction of the City Clerk.

Prior to the date when the seven Selectmen became regular offi- 
cers, similar officials had served. The earliest entry preserved in 
the Town Records is dated Sept. 1, 1634. We cannot, therefore, 
learn when the custom began of choosing selectmen, or townsmen. 
We find at that date, however, a board of ten citizens in office, — 
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John Winthrop, William Coddington, John Underhill, Thomas 
Oliver, Thomas Leverett, Giles Firmin, John Coggeshall, William 
Peirce, Robert Harding, and William Brenton. 

Oct. 6, 1634.— Richard Bellingham and John Coggan were 
chosen in place of Firmin, deceased, and Harding, now in Virginia. 

March 1, 1686.—Chosen: Thomas Oliver, Thomas Leverett 
William Hutchinson, William Colburn, John Coggeshall, John 
Sanford, Richard Tuttell, William Aspinwall, William Brenton, 
William Balston, Jacob Eliot, and James Pen. 

Sept. 16, 1636.—Hutchinson, Oliver, Leverett, Colborn, 
Coggeshall, Sanford, Brenton, and Balston reélected, and two new 
men added, — Robert Keayne and John Newgate. 

March 20, 1637. — Eight reélected; Eliot and Pen returned in 
place of Keayne and Newgate, and Robert Harding added. Jn 
all eleven. 

Oct. 16, 1637.— Eleven chosen: ten reélected, and William 
Aspinwall in place of Brenton. 

April 23, 1638.—Seven chosen: Oliver, Leverett, Keayne, 
Colborn, Newgate, Pen, and Eliot, —all having served before. 

Nov. 5, 1638.—Seven chosen: six reélected, with Robert 
Harding in place of Newgate. 

April 29, 1639. — Nine chosen: Oliver, Leverett, Keayne, Col- 
born, Harding, and Eliot; Pen dropped; Edward Gibbons, Wil- 
liam Tyng, and John Cogan added. , 

Dec. 16, 1639. — Nine chosen: Colborn, Harding, Eliot, Gib- 
bons, Tyng, and Cogan reélected; Gov. John Winthrop, Richard 
Bellingham, and William Hibbens, new members. 

Sept. 28, 1640. — Nine chosen for the next six months: Colborn, 
Eliot, Gibbons, Tyng, Winthrop, Bellingham, and Hibbens, old 
members ; with John Newgate and Atherton Hough added. 

May 27, 1641.— Nine chosen: the seven old members, with 
John Oliver and James Pen for Newgate and Hough. 

March 6, 1641-42. — Nine chosen: eight reélected, and Valen- 
tine Hill in place of Hibbens. 

Sept. 2, 1642. — The same nine reélected for six months. 

March 20, 1642-43. — Winthrop, Bellingham, Tyng, Gibbons, Col- 
born, Eliot, Hill, and Oliver reélected ; Hibbens put in place of Pen. 

Sept. 25, 1643. — Same nine reélected. 

May 17, 1644. — Eight reélected, with Pen for Bellingham. 
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April 10, 1645.—Kight reélected, with Edward Tyng for 
William Tyng. 

Dec. 26, 1645. — Winthrop, Hibbens, Gibbons, Colborn, Hill, 
Khot, and Pen reélected; Oliver and E. Tyng dropped; Robert 
Keayne and Thomas Fowle added. 


No election is recorded in 1646, though all but Fowle were 
serving Feb. 25, 1646-47. Probably some change had taken 
place about this time, as March 13, 1646-47, we find a board of 
seven acting, and the same seven were chosen five days later at a 
‘¢ general town’s meeting warned from house to house.” From 
this time it seems to have been a settled custom to elect seven 
selectmen in March for the year ensuing, though occasionally this 


number was exceeded.

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The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. ‘There were not less than eight several 
ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But, upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 


city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded _ 


and made; and, it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipak year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.” 
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ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, reélected ; 
and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, de- 
clined. 

George Blake, fanlected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was Aegean one of the 
Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been elected, died before his 
qualification. 

In 1855 John M. Clark resigned, and was appointed Sheriff of 
Suffolk County. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, 
and soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

In 1885 Edwin F. Leighton died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight 
difference in the number of ballots cast for other candidates who 
failed of election. A recount of the ballots cast for Mayor 
and Aldermen was thereupon demanded in legal form. A com- 
mittee of the Board of 1880, having made the recount, 
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reported, Dec. 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, having received 
a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn took the 
seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also 
of Mr. Haldeman who had received the next greatest number of 
votes. A committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to con- 
sider the matter, and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document 
No. 38, of 1881), the majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the 
seat held by Mr. Flynn, with two minority reports. The majority 
report was accepted, March 21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One 
peculiar incident in this case was the reception of a numerously 
signed petition asking the Board to examine and recount the bal- 
lots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and Flynn, sitting members, 
and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, and George 8. Dexter, 
standing next highest on the precinct returns; another was the 
fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in Precinct 3 
of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of 154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in 
due legal form, a committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount 
of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. 
Whitten was elected over Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the 
seat. Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called 
for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. Such examination was 
made by a new committee, which reported, January 17, that 
William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,825. 
On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen see 
City Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns Of the pre- 


cinct officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by . 


a plurality of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due 
legal form a committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots 
cast for these two candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph 
Caldwell appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14; and that in 
addition there were found 3 ballots for ‘ Caldwell,” 1 for 
‘* i. F. Leighton,” 18 for ‘* F. Leighton,” and 11 for ‘' Leigh-

ton ;” also, that, ‘‘ with the exception of the name ‘ E. F.. Leighton,’ 
which was written, the abbreviated names above recited were plainly 
legible beyond the edges of ‘ stickers,’ or ‘ pasters,’ which covered 
and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. Caldwell and Leighton, 
those stickers having been pasted upon an adjoining name, but being 
of such length as to partly cover the names in question.” The com- 
mittee further reported that there was plainly no intent to cancel the 
names over which the stickers extended. Mr. Caldwell, who was 
a member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated his intention of 
not appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 1883, and introduced 
an order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion of the 
Board, the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. 
The Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the 
seat at the first meeting, Jan. 1. 
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COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, reélected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September , 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874, 

Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 

Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 
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Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
elected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881, and was 
appointed Assistant City Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned Oct. 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 

Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned March 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 18, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 

James J. Flynn, of Ward 13, resigned in June, 1883, and was 
chosen Superintendent of Streets. 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and 
Waste Division of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, 
and was appointed clerk in the, City Collector’s Department. 

George E. Bacon, of Ward 4, resigned March 6, 1884. 

Francis P. Maguire, of Ward 8, resigned February 20, 1884. 

William J. Kilduff, of Ward 19, died in office, Dec. 7, 1884. 

William M. Osborne, of Ward 21, resigned Aug. 27, 1885, and 
was appointed a member of the Board of Police. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections : — 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘* closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 


_ other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 
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The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers) ' 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 

of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government-elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted dond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 
_.The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 38, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. : 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 


3 This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 138, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for thé same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared by the Common Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872. ] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected.

The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 3, 13, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen. From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
instead of there being a tie vote fora third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in 
Ward 13 are, that some of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by 
the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were either mislaid or stolen at 
the polling place ; and that the Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
of 1880, who examined the ballots for Common Council in that 
ward, erroneously reported that the sitting member had been duly 
elected. [See City Doc. 54 of 1881.]

containing a synopsis of the work, together with a list giving 
the name, age, sex, residence, offence, court where tried, 
and the result of all probated cases disposed of, have been 
submitted to the Prison Commission at the end of each 
month, and to the Superintendent of Police at the end of 
each quarter. 


First OFFENCES. 


A large proportion of those placed on probation were 
convicted of minor offences, and for the first time. In 
offences of greater magnitude the parties were mostly young 
persons, and probated i in the Superior Court. 


SENTENCES. 


About 50 per cent. of those placed on probation the sen- 
tence would have been to prison direct, and the remainder to 
pay fine and cost; 90 per cent. of the latter could not have 
paid at the time of conviction, and would have gone to prison 
for their poverty. 


COUNTRY AND CHARITY HomEs. 


Of the 505 females who have been arrested during the 
year for night-walking and idle and disorderly conduct 149 
have been placed on probation. Of these, 79 have been 
sent to their country homes, parents being sent for when 
practicable. Most of these were mere girls, who had been in 
the city but a short time, and the reports received from them 
and their friends are truly encouraging. Fifty-one who had 
no homes were taken by the matrons of private charitable 
institutions, and are well cared for, and 19 have been de- 
livered to their parents living in the city. Of the 149 pro- 
bated 17 have been surrendered and sent to prison.

About 93 per cent. of persons under my care the past year 
have done well, and have been discharged from Court after 
being under my charge from term to term, while most of 
them would have gone to prison, on account of their poverty, 
for non-payment of fine, if they had been sentenced on day 


of trial. 
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At the request of the Board of Directors of Public Institu- 
tions, 7 applications for release from prison have been inves- 
tigated, of which 6 were reported favorable, and, on the con- 
currence of Court, the prisoners were released, and are now 
doing well. . 

Reports containing the age, sex, residence, offence, Court 
where tried, and result, have Neer Shea to ine Board 
of Directors for Public Institutions, and the Superintendent 
of Police, in all the cases disposed of during the year. 

In reviewing the record of the past year in this ‘district, the 
unpleasant fact is presented that 18 who were placed on pro- 
bation did not give up their vicious ways, and were sur- 
rendered to Court for sentence ; but when we consider this 
number is only about 7 per cent. of the whole number dis- 
posed of, and that 229 have so conducted themselves as to 
merit the approval of the Court, and have been honorably 
discharged, while many have shown good evidence of great 
reformation, and are now living temperate lives, and are 
good citizens in this community, would imprisonment have 
shown as good a result in these cases? Iam led to say No. 
While we have kept them from prison and at home with their 
families, we have tried to inculcate in them a degree of re- 
sponsibility, and the result has been most gratifying to the 
officer, and, while the results of probation in the past have 
been good, we are looking forward to greater achievements in 
the future.

In Common Councit, January 7, 1886. 


Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be instructed to peti- 
tion the Legislature, at its present session, for amendments 
to the City Charter, substantially in accordance with the 
annexed draft of an act. 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE 
CLES OR CBOSTON: 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall annu- 
ally appoint, subject to confirmation by the branch of the city 
council to which such members shall belong, the aldermen 
and councilmen heretofore provided to be members of the 
following boards in such city, viz., the Public Library, the 
City Hospital, the Directors for Public Institutions, the 
Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery, the Commissioners of 
Cedar Grove Cemetery. 

Sect. 2. Such official members shall serve for the fea 
specified in the acts or ordinances creating the said offices, 
and shall possess all the powers, and be subject to all the 
duties of the other members of said boards, any provision 
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of chapter of the acts of 1885 to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing; and they shall continue members of said city council 
at the same time and without prejudice to their powers as 
such members, anything in said chapter to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

Secor. 3. Whenever the mayor shall appoint, subject to 
confirmation by the board of aldermen, any officer or board 
under the provisions of section one of chapter two hundred 
and sixty-six of the acts of eighteen hundred and eighty-five, 
such appointee shall enter upon the duties of his office at the 
date specified in his appointment,and, shall receive the salary 
or emoluments belonging to such office during the time he 
holds it, subject, however, to the following restrictions. 

Whenever the beginning of the term of office of the 
appointee is fixed by law or ordinance the nomination shall 
be communicated to the board of aldermen at a session called 
at least eight days before such date. In all other cases the 
nomination shall be so communicated within not less than 
two nor more than eight days of the date named in the 
appointment. 

If the nomination be rejected, the mayor shall within the 
next eight days again make an appointment and communi- 
cate it to the board of aldermen. The third rejection of 
any one candidate shall be final, and such person shall not 
again be eligible to nomination for that office during the re- 
mainder of that civic year.

POWERS AND DUTIES 


OF 


CITY COUNCILS. 


In Common Covuncit, Jan. 4, 1886. 


F” Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be instructed to peti- 
tion the Legislature, at its present session, for the passage of 
an Act regulating the powers and duties of City Councils in 
general, or of the City of Boston specially, substantially in 
accordance with the draft hereto annexed. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH PARLIAMENTARY LAW 
\ FOR CITY COUNCILS. 


Section 1. Except when otherwise provided, the city 
councils of all cities shall assemble annually at ten o’clock on 
the day appointed for organization, and no person shall take 
part therein excepting those who have received their notifi- 
cation of election to such council, as provided in Chapter 159 
of Acts of 1885. ) 

Sect. 2. The oldest senior member present of each 
branch of a city council shall call such body to order at such 
first meeting, and shall preside therein until a permanent 
president is chosen. He shall have all the powers given by 
law to moderators of town meetings. 

Secr. 3. Either branch of a city council may designate 
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its presiding officer by any suitable name, any provision of 
its charter to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Snot. 4. The board of aldermen of any city may annually 
elect a clerk of such body to serve for one year, and until 
his successor is appointed, and may fill temporary vacancies 
in such office, and remove such clerk at any time. In the 
ease of such election of a clerk he shall discharge all clerical 
duties belonging to such position, in place of any other 
official now required by any law so to act. 

Secr. 5. The term “ordinance” shall be confined to such 
by-laws as have been or may be passed by city councils of 
cities in accordance with law. Wherever boards of aldermen 
have heen empowered to pass ordinances, these shall here- 
after be termed “General” or “Standing Orders” of such 
boards respectively, as such orders may be general, or 
special in their nature. All by-laws of towns, "and ordi- 
nances of cities, on subjects whereon they may be lawfully 
passed, shall remain in force until repealed by the towns or 
cities enacting them, or disallowed by the authority pre- 
scribed by statute. 

Sect. 6. In cities the city government thereof may in 
any year provide for the appointment or election of offi- 
cers in such manner as their charter shall prescribe, to 
hold office for a period not exceeding one year from the date 
of such appointment or election, and until their successors 
are appointed or elected, or until such office be abolished by 
vote of the existing city government. 

Sect. 7. In cities the city government may in any year 
provide for the election or appointment of two or more 
persons to act as a board or commission to discharge any 
executive duties devolved upon such city vovernment, and 
may appoint or elect any member of such board for a term 
not exceeding three years, and until his successor be ap- 
pointed or elected, or until such board be abolished by vote 
of the existing city government. 

Secr. 8. The city council of any city may prescribe by 
ordinance the method in which ordinances shall be published, 
and the enacting style thereof. All fines and penalties 
arising from the ‘breach of any ordinance, or of the general 
or standing orders of the board of aldermen of any city, shall 
be paid into the treasury thereof for its use, unless otherwise 
provided by statute or ordinance. 

Srot. 9. Every ordinance of any city shall take effect 
upon its approval by the mayor thereof, if such be necessary, 
or on its passage by the city council, unless a different date 
18 specified therein. 

Secor. 10. Either branch of a city council may expel a 
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member of such branch by the vote of two-thirds of its 
members, taken by a yea and nay ballot, on definite charges 
made, after the accused has had a reasonable opportunity for 
defence. No member shall be allowed to resign pending 
proceedings for his expulsion. 

The seat of any member may be declared vacant by the 
vote of a majority of the whole number of members, upon 
proof that he has been convicted of felony, or has been ad- 
judged to be hopelessly insane, or that he has removed his 
legal residence from the city. 

Any member of a city council convicted under the pro- 
vision of Section 12 of Chapter 205 of Public Statutes shall 
thereupon cease to hold such office, and shall be ineligible 
to reélection for the space of ten years. 

Either branch of a city council may provide reasonable 
rules for maintaining order at its meetings, aud may prevent 
a member from speaking or voting if he refuses to conform 
to such rules. 

Sror. 11. The resignation of a member of a city council, 
except as before provided, shall take effect whenever received 
by the presiding or recording officer of the branch to which 
he belongs. Such notice shall be promptly communicated 
by the recipient to the body of which he is an officer. The 
resignation of any public officer who is elected or confirmed 
by a city council or either branch, shall be effective when 
accepted by the electing or confirming body. ‘The resigna- 
tion of any salaried municipal officer, chosen by popular 
vote, shall take effect when received by the city clerk of 
such city. 

Secr. 12. Either branch of the city council of a city may 
at its organization adopt temporary rules, and, at any time 
after its second regular meeting, may adopt standing rules, 
one of which, if accepted by two-thirds of the whole number 
of members by a yea and nay vote, may prescribe that no 
standing rule shall thereafter be suspended without the 
consent of two-thirds of the members present and voting, 
nor amended nor annulled without the consent of two-thirds 
of the whole body. 

Secr. 13. Whenever it shall appear by the record, at any 
meeting of either branch of a city council, that less than a 
quorum of such body has voted, it shall be the duty of the 
presiding officer to put the question a second time, if re- 
quested to do so during the same session, and such request 
shall be a privileged motion. If no quorum then votes the 
question shall stand referred to the next meeting of such 
body. 

The question of ascertaining the presence of a quorum 
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shall be decided by the presiding officer in either branch of 
a city council, and he shall not count any one as present who 
is not actually within the room in which the session of such 
body is in progress. 

Sect. 14. The mayor of any city may be joined as mem- 
ber of any committee of the city council of such city, or of 
either branch thereof, by vote of the body which establishes 
such committee. 

Sect. 15. Whenever a ballot is taken in either branch ofa 
city council on the election of any officer, or on the confirma- 
tion of a nomination made by the mayor, the election or con- 
firmation shall be final, after the result of such balloting has 
been ascertained, if the requisite plurality or majority has 
been obtained. Provided, however, that no balloting shall be 
considered as of any éffect wherein the number of votes cast 
and ascertained exceeds the number of persons present, legally 
entitled to vote at such balloting, and taking part therein. If 
the members vote in response to a roll-call, “such list shall be 
conclusive evidence of the number entitled to vote. Blanks, 
and ballots irregular in substance or not germane to the sub- 
ject of the balloting, shall be announced, but shall not be 
considered in computing the total nnmber for the purpose of 
ascertaining the required plurality or majority. No recon- 
sideration of such balloting shall be legal or allowable by any 
ordinance, rule, or custom. 

Srct. 16. No member of a city council shall hold any 
other office the salary of which is payable directly or indi- 
rectly from the treasury of such city, and the acceptance of 
membership in such city council shall terminate his occu- 
pancy of such salaried office. 

No member of a city council shall, after resigning his mem- 
bership, be eligible during the remainder of the current 
year for appointment to any salaried office, which has been 
created or its salary or emoluments increased, during his term 
of service in such year. 


No member of a city council shall hold at the same time. 


any salaried office under the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
or the government of the United States. Upon proof of his 
tenure of such salaried office the branch of which he is a 
member shall declare his seat vacant. 

Secor. 17. At all elections in cities, the warrants shall 
run in the name of the mayor, and reasonable notice shall be 
given by the city clerk in such manner as the mayor may 
direct. Whenever a vacancy shall exist in either branch of 
a city council or in the board of school-committee of any 
city, such body shall send notice thereof to the City Clerk. 
An election to fill such vacancy shall be ordered by the 
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mayor, provided that more than two months of the term 
will remain, after the date when the new member could be 
sworn into office. Such special election shall take place on 
the Monday next following the fourteenth day after the date 
of the above-named notice of the vacancy. The hours and 
places of voting at such special election shall be appointed in 
accordance with the requirements for general elections. 
The voting-lists to be used shall be those used at the last 
previous election, state or municipal as it shall happen, 
except that the same shall be open to revision by the officers 
in charge of preparing them, for at least one week during 
the time between the said notice of a vacancy and election 
day. 

The mayor shall also order an election to fill a vacancy 
when the unexpired term would be less than above provided, 
if he deem the public interests so demands; but the date 
and other conditions of such special election shall be as 
herein stated. é 

Sror. 18. Whenever a vacancy exists in the number of 
members of either branch of a city council or of the board of 
school committee of a city, the number requisite for a quo- 
rum or for estimating the proportionate vote in such body, 
shall be calculated on the number of actual members remain- 
ing. In such computations fractions less than one-half shall 
be disregarded, and fractions of one-half or in excess thereof 
shall be counted as a whole number. 

Sror. 20. No city council, or branch thereof, and no com- 
mittee or member of a city council or branch thereof, shall 
be authorized or ordered to discharge any duty in virtue of 
such membership, whereby any expense shall be incurred for 
which such city shall be liable, unless provision for the pay- 
ment thereof shall first have been made by such city council, 
and such duty shall have been set forth in the votes or rules 
of such city council or branch thereof. Neither branch of 
a city council shall appropriate any money for the expendi- 
tures of a member thereof or of a committee of one branch 
only, for any services to be performed outside of the limits 
of such city. 

Secor. 19. The quorum of any executive board or depart- 
ment of any city, whether created by ordinance or statute, 
shall in no case consist of less than a majority of the actual 
numbers as defined by the preceding section. 

Secr. 21. The mayor of any city shall call a special meet- 
ing of either branch, on reasonable notice, whenever requested 
in writing, by one-third of the members of such body, so 
to do. 

Sect. 22. Chapter two hundred and twenty-nine of the

GENTLEMEN, —In compliance with the ordinance relating 
to Public Buildings I have the honor to submit the following | 


REPORT: 


The Public Buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the city of Boston, number 138, together with 11 leased 
buildings, variously occupied for city purposes. The City 
Hall is occupied entirely by the various departments and 
offices of the city. 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 57 
buildings, occupied as follows : — 


32 Engine-houses. 
5 Chemical Engine-houses. 
9 Hose-houses. 
7 Hook and Ladder houses. 
1 Repair-shop, Stable, and Storehouse. 
3 Fuel-houses. 
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The buildings in use by the Police Department number 18, 
14 of which are in use for Police station-houses, and the re- 
mainder for lock-ups. . 

This department also has the charge of the City Hall, 
Charlestown District, Public Library building, Faneuil Hall 
and Faneuil-Hall market-house, Charity Bureau, Old 
State-House, and stables of the Health and Paving Depart- 
ments. 

Estates numbered 2, 5, 7, 30, and 32 Pemberton square 
are occupied wholly or in part for city offices. 

The Park Commissioners occupy rooms in the New Eng- 
land Life Insurance building, and the Probation Officer, con- 
nected with the Police Commission, has a room in Niles block, 
School street. 

The amount expended the past year for rents, taxes, and 
heating for this outside property has been $18,132.61. 

Public Library accommodations are paid for by this 
department for buildings hired in South Boston and Rox- 
bury. 

The above-mentioned buildings occupy 1,294, 559 square 
feet of land, and their assessed value is 36, 500, 000. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 173, occupy- 
ing 3,145,401 square feet of land, the valuation of land and 
buildings being $8,750,000. 

In addition 16 buildings were leased for school purposes, 
at a rental of $6,616.91, “and containing 25 school-rooms. 

The Court-House, Probate building, and County Jail are 
used for county purposes alone. 

The Municipal District Courts number 6, and occupy rooms 
in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The County buildings cover 162,728 square feet of land, 
and are valued at $1,925,500. 

The expenditures for repairs, alterations, improvements, 
heating, furnishing, care, and cleaning have been as fol-

FOR 1885. 


The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and Prison- 
Point Bridges submits for himself and associate the Fifteenth 
Annual Report of the matters pertaining to the West Boston 
and Canal bridges and the Ninth Annual Report on Prison- 
Point Bridge. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


A new bulkhead three hundred and twenty feet in length 
has been built on the north side of the bridge on the Boston 
end, and thirty new braces have been bolted on to replace 
those broken by the ice during last winter. 

The bulkhead for the entire length from the draw to the 
Cambridge end is so much decayed and the planking under- 
neath the sidewalk is in such poor condition that it will not 
be safe to let it remain any longer in its present state. It 
should be replaced by new material early next year. 

The iron work under the draw has been scraped and 
theroughly painted. 

The engine and machinery are in good condition. 

The electric lighting of this bridge and the Canal bridge 
has been continued throughout the past year, and has given 
entire satisfaction. 
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CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


This bridge was closed to teams and horse-cars on Satur- 
day, April 18, at 10 P.M., so as to remove all the old timber 
from the draw, which was very rotten, and in a dangerous 
condition. 

The old timber was replaced by laying down hard pine 
four inches thick, planed and jointed to make an even sur- 
face. The seams were calked, and a coat of tar spread over 
all. 

Advantage was taken at this time to widen the roadway of 
the draw twelve inches. 

The work progressed very rapidly, by having relays of 
men, and was continued from 10 P.M. Saturday until 4 
A.M. Monday, when teams and horse-cars were again al- 
lowed to pass over the bridge. 

There was no interruption to foot travel, and the Cam- 
bridge Horse Railroad Company, by having cars on each 
side of the draw, and sending others over Third street, 
accommodated the public very satisfactorily. 

The iron work under the draw of this bridge has also been 
scraped and painted. 

The Commissioners have settled a claim which has been 
long pending on this bridge, and now have the property in 
their possession. 

Repairs will have to be made on the Cambridge end of this 
bridge next season. 

It has been found, upon examination, that the piles that 
are there now, and have been there for nearly seventy years, 
are very much decayed at their tops, so that the bridge has 
settled somewhat. It can be remedied by putting trusses 
underneath, so as to support it without distur bing the road- 
way. 

The piers will need new planking and some new piles, and 
part of the sidewalk bulkhead will have to be rebuilt. 

In other respects the bridge and machinery are in good 
order. 

For the safety of the public this bridge and the West 
Boston are now patrolled by the police both day and night. 


Prison—Point BRIDGE. 


Only slight repairs have been made on this bridge during 
the past year. 

The draw has been replanked, and the PCRS 
house has been painted.

Which would be less than the cost of maintaining last year 
by $7,300, and less than the amount asked for in the begin- 
ning of the year. 

The appropriation for the institutions is different from the 
others asked for in this: it is never possible to tell how 
many people are to be clothed and fed and sheltered, for we 
have to take what the courts and the laws commit to our 
care; and when the number increases, as has been the case 
this winter, no law limiting ‘the expenditures within the 
appropriation can be operative. Increased cost of subsist- 
ence, clothing, bedding, and, as important almost as either, 
increased force of officers to maintain order, have made it 
impossible, even by the careful economy of the Board, to 
live within the amount given us. 

We, therefore, respectfully ask for the above amount. 

One other matter of very great importance also invites 
your attention. 

The last City Council granted an appropriation of $80,000 
to erect a female pauper institution on Long Island. There 
is but one wharf on the island, and in winter, when the ice is 
flowing out to the sea, no boat could land on the west side 
of the island if the wharf were a safe structure, which it is 
not, and it must be rebuilt before it can be used, and also a 
wharf on the east side of the island, so that a landing can be 
made somewhere, no matter what the weather may be. For 
this purpose an appropriation of $30,000 is needed, and 
without which all other expenditures on the island are thrown 
away.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 6, Chapter 374, of the Acts of the Year 1885, I have the 
honor to submit the fifteenth annual report of the depart- 
ment, embracing its operations for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1885. 

By reference to the tables annexed the large increase of 
work over previous years will be easily recognized ; and this 
additional work has been performed in a thorough and satis- 
factory manner, by reason of the personal familiarity of the 
department with the system, and methods adopted, together 
with the readiness on its part to assume any additional bur- 
dens necessary to meet the requirements of the law and the 
demands of our fellow-citizens for a faithful and efficient en- 
forcement of the laws and ordinances appertaining to building 
in the city of Boston. 

I recognize as the most essential factor for efficient and 
acceptable service to the city the retention of gentlemen 
whose experience and qualifications are unquestioned, and 
who were selected as possessing natural aptness and fitness 
for the service required. 
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Under the direction of the Clerk of the Department. both 
the corps of deputy inspectors and the clerical force have 
performed their work in a very efficient and _ satisfactory 
manner. 

The new building law, upon which the department devoted 
much time, thought, and careful study, was passed by the 
Legislature last June, is now in full operation, and meeting 
with the unqualified approval of all who have business with 
the department. <A digest of this law is now being printed, 
and the first edition will be ready for circulation about 
February 1, 1886. 

Correspondence with this department and the officials of 
other cities relative to this Jaw has been extensive, and 
where possible they have been furnished with a copy of the 
said acts. 

Their commendations have been of high character, and the 
bill (in a modified form) has been adopted as one requisite 
to meet the wants of their cities. 

In order to meet the requirements of the law for a faithful 
and efficient execution of the duties imposed upon the de- 
partment it will be necessary to increase the force of assist- 
ant inspectors by four. Jam convinced that this would be 
as economic as essential. 

I would respectfully call your attention to my last annual 
report, wherein I suggested the propriety of including 
Charlestown and the most compact portion of South Boston 
in the building limits. 

I also at this time wish to thank the committee of last 
year for the gentlemanly and considerate attention they gave 
to the work of the department. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


Under the head of Special Reports are included all reports 
of special detailed examinations which require immediate 
attention. 

They consist of a jena of the location and material 
of building, its size and occupation, a statement of the names 
of owner, lessee, or agent, and occupants, of the cause of 
examination, followed by a minute report, and diagram de- 
scriptive of same. 

It is the system of the department, where defect is found, 
to not only point out the defect but to show the remedy ; this 
applies to all matters of construction. 

Lawyers wishing to get the advantage of the written opin- 
ions of expert mechanics seek the information these reports 
give. Requests for special examinations and reports are fre- 
quently made by real-estate brokers, who desire to obtain 


r 
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reliable information relative to some building in which they 
are interested. . 

By insurance agents, desiring the opinion of the department 
as to the safety of a building and its liability to total loss in 
case of fire or accident. 

By owners, architects, and builders, desiring the opinion 
of the department on some complicated form of construction. 
By speculators who seek for the information the department 
affords, of the character and quality ofa building. 

By tenants, who wish to feel assured of the safety of their 
homes. By merchants or manufacturers, wishing to enlarge 
their business, and desiring the opinion of the department as 
to the ability of their buildings to carry the additional load 
either of merchandise or machinery which they wish to intro- 
duce in furtherance of their business schemes. And by many 
others, who desire some pointed information applicable to 
their particular case. 


FINAL REPORTS. 


Upon an application being made to erect a building, before 
a permit is granted the plans are submitted for approval. If 
approved a copy is taken and a permit granted. From the 
time of excavation for a foundation to the entire completion 
of a structure minutes are taken by the deputy inspectors 
of the materials used and mode of construction, and these 
minutes compiled form a final report, The first items are 
relative to location, ownership, architect, and mechanics, size 
and height of building, thickness of foundation, party, 
external, “and partition walls, gerade of street, piling, if on 
filled aa and general dena, of construction. These are 
followed by a minute and accurate description of all walls, of 
girders, trimmers, and headers, and general framing, ot 
columns, posts, piers, and studding, and a description of the 
location and method of setting steam-boilers, engines, fur- 
naces, and heating apparatus, and the detail pertaining 
thereto. After this follow the location and construction of 
stairways, extra facilities for escape in case of emergency, 
general particulars, remarks, plans, and last, bat by no means 
least, the plumbing and sanitary arrangements, which include 
a description of the system of drainage and ventilation, loca- 
tion and construction of traps, tanks, and all other fixtures. 

The object of this form of report is to procure for the 
city a complete transcript of buildings erected, and although 
requiring much time and exactness, has already proved very 
beneficial. 

What is true of special reports is also true of final reports ; 
therefore many calls for these reports have been made the 
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last year by parties who wish to take the advantage of the 
information these records afford. 

There are two other classes of reports, namely, elevators 
and boilers, both of which are made in detail, and with 
especial reference to their value as records. 

For particular information relative to them see the annual 
report of the inspectors having charge of this branch of the 
department work. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the many fearful 
and fatal accidents that have occurred from the use of ele- 

ators and hoistways, in consequence of gross carelessness or 
neglect in the running or management of them. 

By the returns made by the inspectors in charge of this 
branch of the department work I find that seventy- =five (75) 
per cent. of elevators used in this city are run by irresponsi- 
ble persons. 


ELEVATOR REPORTS. 


ELEVATOR DEPARTMENT, January 1, 1886. 
To the Inspector of Buildings : — 


Dear Str,— We herewith submit a report setting forth 
the number of elevators and other hoisting apparatus exam- 
ined by us during the year ending December 31, 1885, also 
suggestions relative to the care and management of elevators, 
hoistways, trap-doors, guard-rails and other apparatus in con- 
nection with hoisting machines that come under the inspec- 
tion of this department, to the end that such hoisting apparatus 
may be made safe by adopting and using such improvements 
and appliances as may be recommended by the Inspector of 
Buildings. The whole number of elevators and_ hoisting 
machines inspected during the year is 1,918, and may be 
designated as follows : —

This total represents the number of regular annual. exam- 
inations made. The whole number of examinations made 
during the year may be obtained by referring to the docu- 
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ments upon which complaints are entered, where it will be 
seen that many reéxaminations were made. The number of 
reéxaminations added to the annual examinations gives the 
regular total. In addition to the examinations already re- 
ferred to, twenty special reports were made, nearly all of 
which relate to accidents whereby persons were killed or 
injured by elevators or hoistways. We have also visited 
premises to advise with parties contemplating the construc- 
tion, repair, or alteration of elevators and hoistways, as 
well as to explain to some the intention of the law as it re- 
lates to hatch covers and guard-rails, especially the latter, 
which some erroneously believe are to be kept in position at 
night only. The inspection of elevators and hoistways began 
in August, 1882. Since that time every elevator and _ bhoist- 
way in the city, of which we have any knowledge, has been 
inspected at least once in each year, many of them several 
times. By reference to the reports of 1882, as compared 
with those of 1885, it will be seen that a marked change and 
improvement have taken place in the condition of elevators 
and hoistways. The authority of this department, under the 
law, has been almost invariably recognized and its require- 
ments cheerfully conformed to. Many new elevators have 
taken the place of old ones condemned by this department, 
and in addition many new ones are added yearly, all of 
which are supplied with the modern safety appliances and 
improvements. The guarding of hatches is a question of 
much importance. To establish a uniform system, would 
in many cases be an inconvenience and a hardship. This 
is so by reason of the various employments, the sizes of 
packages handled, and the location of elevators or hoistwavs. 
But there is no elevator or hoistway at which some kind of'a 
safeguard could not be used. Hatch covers now in general 
use are of four kinds, automatic lifting (carried on cross 
head of car), automatic hinged covers, ‘automatic horizontal 
sliding, and the ordinary hinged cover to be opened and 
closed by hand. Of these various kinds of covers something 
might be said in favor of each, but on the whole we are of 
the opinion that the common hand cover is the safest, for the 
reason that it never interferes with the free operation of the 
car; while the automatic covers, which are operated by me- 
chanical contrivances, have many parts which are subject to 
wear and derangement, therefore they are liable to interfere 
with the operation of the car; and such an occurrence at any 
time would be dangerous. The importance of automatic 
stops on hoisting machines has been fully recognized by par- 

ties using them, and there are few elevators in the city which 
are not thus provided. The same may be said of dog-stops 
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on the shipper rope. There is a patent device called eleva- 
tor-stop, which is attached to many cars in this city. It is 
designed to grip the shipper rope and stop the car at any 
floor landing. We have observed its working, and thus far 
are of opinion that it is a convenient and economical ar- 
rangement. Almost every elevator in the city has a safety 
device of some kind. Since the inspection of elevators be- 
gan many improvements have been made, and at present 
they are nearly all in good order. In the discharge of our 
duty we seldom meet with obstruction or delays, except nec- 
essary ones, such as the loading or unloading of goods, the 
carrying of passengers, or awaiting the convenience of the 
engineer or janitor. The expedition of inspection has been 
somewhat retarded by foot travel, especially in the districts 
outside of the business centre, where journeys are now made 
on foot, which heretofore were made by horse car. In con- 
clusion, I would recommend that all elevators be operated by 
an experienced person of not less than eighteen years of age. 


On Friday, January 2, 1885, at about 10.30 A.M., Wm. L. 
Keough, a carpenter, stood on top of the guard gate at the 
sidewalk entrance of building 34-386 Hamilton street and 
Wendell street, to raise the vertical sliding door; after rais- 
ing it he fell back into the well, a distance of about eleven 


feet. He was removed to the City Hospital. 


In March, 1885, Henry Von Emden was caught between 
the floor of the passenger elevator and the frame of the 
transom window of building 40-46 Avon street. The 
frame broke, allowing him to fall a distance of about fifteen 
feet. His leg was badly fractured; he was removed to the 
City Hospital. | 


Anaccident occurred on premises 35 Hawley street, corner 
Hawley place, in March, 1885, to John Oeffinger. He came 
to the hatch or scuttle in the sidewalk, called to the fireman 
below, and expressed a desire to go down. ‘The fireman 
told him there was no admittance. A few minutes later he 
fell to the brick floor of the fire-room, a distance of fifteen 
feet. The fall rendered him insensible ; he was removed to 
the City Hospital, where he died the next morning. 


J. E. Barnes, 48 years of age, went to Pier No. 4, rear of 
55-63 Water street, to pump the waste oil from the elevator 
well; ten minutes later he was found dead under the plat- 
form. 

There is room enough for one to lie down between the 
bottom of the car and bottom of the well.

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The elevator is an upright hydraulic plunger, and operates 
from the first to the second floors only. 


In May, 1885, Mary Mahoney, an employé upon premises 
66-68 Utica street and 237 South street, while engaged in 
hoisting bales fram the lower floor lost her balance and fell 
through the hatch in the second floor to first floor, a distance 
of about twelve feet. One arm was broken. She was re- 
moved to the City Hospital. 


In June, 1885, Thomas J. Thurston stood upon the auto- 
matic hatch covers at first floor of building 55-57-59 High 
street, and 237-241 Purchase street. Believing he was on the 
ear he pulled the shipper line to ascend. The car, which 
was immediately below the hatch covers, threw them open so 
suddenly that he became confused, and was crushed between 
the hatch covers and the machinery by which they are 
operated. He was taken to the Massachusetts Hospital, 
where he expired. 


An accident occurred at premises, Market street, Brighton, 
August 6, 1885, to Thomas Rowan : — 

He was found in a dying condition, his head and part of 
his body hanging over the lower rail which guards the elevator 
well. 

Upon examination it was found that his skull and jaw- 
bones were broken. 

The car was ascending when he was killed. 

The theory is that Rowan undertook to get on the car by 
pissing between the rails, which are about 24 inches apart ; 
his head was caught between the platform of the car and the 
top guard-rail, causing almost instant death. 


September, 1885; premises, East»Newton street, corner 
James street ; accident to Alexander McClusky : — 

The freight elevator was descending; reaching the third 
floor it landed on a truck which had been left carelessly pro- 
truding over the hatch; the drum continued to unwind the 
hoisting ropes, but was soon discovered by an employé, who 
stopped the machine. 

At this juncture McClusky stepped upon the platform and 
extricated the truck, whereupon the car fell a distance of 
about 4 feet, striking McClusky on the head, throwing him 
from the car to the floor beneath, a distance of about 9 feet. 
He was severely bruised, and taken to the City Hospital. 


An accident occurred to Frank Wilson in September, 1885, 
on premises 233 Boylston street : — 
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In absence of the elevator boy Wilson acted as substitute. 

About 5.15 P.M. he took a gentleman to the third floor ; 
the gentleman, being near-sighted, requested Wilson to un- 
lock his door; meanwhile the elevator, which had not been 
properly shut off, continued to ascend. 

When Wilson returned to take the car he fell through the 
hoistway to the first floor, a distance of about 27 feet. He 
was removed to the City Hospital. 


Accident to John Purcell, October 9, 1885, at 72 School 
street, corner Tremont street : — 

He had ascended on the elevator car, and left it (while in 
motion) at the eighth floor, and came in contact with a 
scaffold which sent him back, when he fell to the level of the 
first floor, striking on empty lime casks. No bones were 
broken. He was taken to the City Hospital. 


On the 26th of October, about 10 o’clock A.M., James 
Higgins, while attempting to get on an ascending elevator in 
premises 171-77 Friend street, Canal street 80-98, was 
caught between the platform of the car and the guard-rail. 

In this position he was jammed until the rail broke, when 
he fell from the fifth floor to the bottom of the hoistway, a 
distance of about 55 feet. In falling he struck a hatch cover. 

Upon examination his leg, arm, and shoulder were found 
to be broken. 

He was taken to the City Hospital. 


Edward Barnett, while ascending an elevator in premises, 

Franklin street, Ward 10, had his neck caught between the 
platform of the car and a vertical sliding door at the third 
floor. The car continued to ascend, having dragged his head 
from the jamb, and carried him to the fourth floor, where the 
elevator stops. : 

He was removed to the City Hospital. Upon examination 
his neck was found to be broken. 

He died ina few moments. 


Accident to John Wall, November, 1885; premises 292 
Franklin street, corner Broad street : — 

Wall was riding on the elevator; he stood with one foot 
projecting over the platform when the car reached the 
second floor his foot was jammed between the bottom of the 
hatch and the platform. He was taken to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, and some of the toes were amputated. 


Accident to Francis Garraughty, November, 1885, on 
premises, Troy street, Ward 16: — 
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While the car was ascending he stood with face toward 
the centre, and projected his foot backward over the car. 
When the car reached the second floor his foot was jammed 
between the platform and a piece of thin plank which formed 
part of the landing; the plank gave way, thus saving his 
foot from serious injuries. He was taken to the City Hos- 
pital. 


Accident to Cornelius Shannahan, November, 1885, at 
premises on West street, Ward 10 :— 

He was seen near the elevator, and immediately after was 
found at the bottom of the hoistway. He was removed to 
City Hospital, where he died shortly after his arrival; his 
skull was fractured. It is thought that he took the elevator 
to ascend and fell from the platform when between the 
first and second floors. 


Accident to Patrick Brown, December 16, 1885, at prem- 
ises 29-31 Bedford street : — 

While passing premises he stopped at the elevator shaft, 
and, leaning his arms upon the guard gate, looked down to 
the botton of the well. While in this position the car de- 
scended upon him, catching the head between the top of the 
guard gate and the bottom of the car. He was slightly in- 
jured and removed to the City Hospital. 


Accident to Albert Ballou, December 16, 1885, at 108 
Arch street : — 

Ballou was discovered at the bottom of the elevator shaft, 
and removed to the City Hospital. His case not considered 
dangerous. Ballou was a fireman on the premises; his way 
to the fire-room was through a small hatch in the regular 
hatch cover, thence down a ‘ladder to basement. -It appears 
that the hatch covers were not closed, and it was thought 
that Ballou unconsciously stepped off. 


Accident to Wm. Horden: 

On the evening of DeraniGent 29, 1885, he fell through the 
hoistway from the second floor to the pavement of the drive- 
way, a distance of eighteen feet six inches. He was removed 
to the City Hospital, seriously injured. It has been the cus- 
tom to locate the elevator at the second floor at night. The 
afternoon preceding the accident an occupant of the building 
moved out, and had occasion to use the elevator later than 
usual, and, when done, it is thought sent the elevator to the 
top floor. Horden took it for gr ‘anted that the car was at the 
second floor, and stepped off.

SpeciAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 21 of Chapter 374 of the Acts 
of 1885 prohibit the erection of independent wooden build- 
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ings and wooden additions within the boundaries of the 
district known as the building limits of the City of Boston, 
with certain exceptions as to sheds on wharves, sheds used 
for market purposes, for builders’ use at building sites, and 
elevators for coal and grain. 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority ; and by an ordinance approved December 
14, 1885, were defined as follows : — 


CHAPTER 48. OF THE REGULATION OF BUILDING. 


SecTION 1. The limits within which all buildings hereafter erected 
shall be required to conform to the provisions of chapter three hundred 
and seventy-four of the statutes of the commonwealth of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and of the acts in amendment thereof, 
and in addition thereto, are hereby established and defined as follows: 
All that portion of the city which is included within a line beginning at 
the intersection of the centre lines of Dover and Albany streets, and 
thence running east through the centre of said Dover street to the Harbor 
Commissioners’ line; thence by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line 
around the northerly portion of the ‘‘ city proper” to a point on Charles 
river atthe intersection of said line with the boundary line between 
Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary line to the centre of 
Longwood avenue; thence through the centre of said avenue to the 
centre of Bumstead lane; thence through the centre of said lane to the 
centre of Ward street; thence through the centre of said Ward street 
to the centre of Parker street ; thence through the centre of said Parker 
street to the centre of Rugeles street ; thence thr ough the centre of said 
Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street ; “thence through the 
centre of said Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of said Palmer street, and through 
the centre of Eustis street to the centre of Hampden street; and thence 
through the centre of said Hampden street and the centre of Albany 
street to the point of beginning; the said district being shown ona plan 
made by the city Surveyor, dated June 28, 1881, and deposited in his 
office.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RELATIVE TO 


ESTABLISHING NEW ALDERMANIC 
DISTRICTS. 


City oF Boston, Executive DEPARTMENT, 
Jan. 11, 1886. 


To the Honorable the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — During the last week of the last civic year 
I received an order establishing the new aldermanic districts. 
It passed the Board of Aldermen on December 30, the Com- 
mon Council the same day, and reached me on the day fol- 
lowing. 

The plan was based upon the new division of wards, and 
established the following districts: Wards 1 and 2; 3, 4, and 
2: 0, teauaeo :.oand 12; 13.and14; 15 and 20; 16 and 
17; 10 and 18; 19 and 21; 11 and 22; 23 alone; 24 alone. 

I found that these districts, in every case, were composed 
of contiguous wards; but that, instead of 12 districts com- 
prising two wards each, there were two districts made up of 
three wards each, and two of one ward each. 

In the brief time afforded me for the consideration of the 
order I was struck with the great inequality of this division. 
On consultation with the Corporation Counsel he stated that 
he could not, on so brief an examination, say that the order 
_was clearly illegal, but that certainly the objections raised to 
it were serious, and worthy of careful consideration. 

Finding that the question was an intricate one, and that 
by the terms of the order it would not go into effect for some 
ten months, desiring also to give the matter a thorough in-

vestigation, I decided to avail of my privilege, and, by re- 
taining the bill unsigned, to allow it to fail. 

As, however, the matter is one which requires speedy 
action, if obtainable, I have considered it carefully, and now 
submit to your honorable body the conclusions at which I 
have arrived. 

In the first place it seems to me that the law of 1884 con- 
templated 12 aldermanice districts of two wards each. The 
division was to be made after the city had been divided anew 
into wards substantially of equal population. The words of 
the act (Chapter 250 of 1884) are to divide the city “into 
12 aldermanie districts, in such manner as to include in such 
districts whole and contigaous wards, . . . and an equal 
number of voters and inhabitants as nearly as convenience 
permits.” 

It seems to me that this means that each district shall con- 
tain whole and contiguous wards; that is, two wards in each 
district. The further direction is that the district shall con- 
tain “an equal number of voters and inhabitants.” The last 
City Council construed the words “as nearly as convenience 
permits” to mean that the districts were to be as nearly 
equal as they deemed it“ convenient.” They voted that it 
was “convenient ” to put three wards into one district and 
one ward into a district by itself. It is to be regretted that 
anybody should find it “convenient,” even if legal, to favor 
one section of the city at the expense of another. 

I cannot doubt that such a division would be very unfair, 
and a complete perversion of the system of districts con- 
templated by the act, as the following figures will show :—

The division into aldermanic districts is made for the con- 
venience of voters. Hence I have taken the voters as the 
basis of comparison. I have taken 1878 as the earliest date 
when the previous division of wards had gone into full effect, 
and I compare it with the presidential year of 1884, when 
the largest registration is recorded. These fivures com- 
pletely disprove the claims that Wards 23 and 24 are growing 
at an exceptional rate. The Charlestown wards, which have 
been singled out for a diminished aldermanic representation, 
have the unusually high increase of 22 per cent. gain. 
Ward 14 has 23 per cent. gain as compared with Dorches- 
ter’s 23% per cent., while Ward 20 can place its 27} per cent. 
gain against Ward 23 with 28 per cent. gain. 

In the other wards the variation has been more marked, as

It is evident then that, though inequalities show them- 
selves in every period of ten years, it is not true that West 
Roxbury and Dorchester are the only sufferers. It is true 
that the five wards on Beacon hill have not increased in pro- 
portion to the rest of the city ; but it is by no means certain 
that such will be the case in the next ten years. During 
the last ten years population was attracted to the southerly 
wards, but the special advantages open to the first comers 
no longer exist in the same degree. It must be remembered, 
moreover, that our laws do not allow us to take into account 
the future increase of any voting district. It is so in our 
representative districts, national and State. Towards the 
end of each period there are inequalities, but they are rarely 
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of great extent. We cannot keep readjusting every year, 
and our system works substantial justice. 

I sincerely trust that the new City Council will proceed 
promptly to deal with the subject. I hope that the facts I 
have presented may lead them to the like conclusion that 
there should be two wards in each aldermanie district, and I 
am prepared to sign any order so constructed. A cursory ex- 
amination of the map has convinced me that such an order 
ean be framed, which will fairly represent even the present 
political views of the voters. 

Lastly, I would suggest that the new order should take 
effect from its passage, instead of a future date. The former 
order seemed to leave a chance for unfortunate complications 
in case of a vacancy in the Board of Aldermen prior to 
November next. 

Allow me to recall also to your minds these words of the 
act of 1884: “It shall be the duty of the City Council, after 
any new division of said city into wards, to cause a new 
division of the city to be made into 12 aldermanic districts.” 
This duty thus, placed upon you, I trust you will approach 
in a spirit of forbearance, and with a view to the public 
benefit. A wise performance of it will greatly strengthen 
the cause of popular government, as showing that even in 
dealing with political questions you are willing to sink local 
jealousies, and to legislate for the good of the whole city.

In the foregoing tables comparisons have been made with 
the last report submitted on May 1, 1885, and, while in 
most cases the comparisons are favorable, they are not to 
be considered a fair test, they not being for corresponding 
seasons of the year. 

Such as they are, however, they show one thing conclu- 
sively: that while the institutions cannot be supported on 
the appropriation passed by the City Council, still, had the 
government given us the appropriation asked for we would 
be several thousand dollars under the amount spent the 
previous financial year. ‘This, too, while maintaining the 
well-known high standard of Boston’s institutions. 

During the year the Board visited the institutions of 
New York City which, it is true, cost less per capita than 
in Boston. But we venture the assertion that no citizen of 
Boston wishes to have her standard of excellence lowered ; 
and in no other way could the institutions be run for less 
money. JBoston’s poor and unfortunate are better clothed 
and fed than in the New York institutions, and the condition 
of their buildings would not be tolerated here. It is a 
wise economy which keeps the buildings at all times in 
proper repair; and this has always been the policy of the 
Board. 

The average number of inmates for the calendar year 1885 
was 3,014, or 177 more than for the last financial year, and 
is the greatest number ever supported. 

The number of city patients supported in the State 
Lunatic Hospitals, April 30, 1885, was 622, and on Decem- 
ber 31, 1885, 618, distributed as follows: Danvers, 1393 
Worcester, 114; Taunton, 126; Northampton, 18; Asylum 
for Chronic Insane at Worcester, 194; Receptacle for Insane 
at Tewksbury, 27. These are not included in the average of 
inmates. ‘The cost of maintenance has been paid from the 
appropriation for pauper expenses. 
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DrER ISLAND. 


The number of inmates was never so large on Deer 
Island as at the present time. The number of commitments 
for the calendar year was 10,796, or 127 less than for the 
financial year of 1884-85, but the average number of inmates 
was 1,588, or 189 more than was shown in the last report, 
while for the eight months from May 1 to December 31, 
inclusive, the average number was 1,656, or 207 more. 

The cause of this large increase in our average was the 
repeal by the last year’s Legislature of what was known as the 
“10-day law,” being the punishment for first offences for 
drunkenness, and the reénactment of the 30-day law for the 
same offence. This has caused this institution to be crowded 
as it never was before, from 150 to 200 inmates being obliged 
to sleep on mattresses on the floor. This largely increased 
number has necessitated increased help and cost of-subsistence. 
During the year we have endeavored to carry out as well as 
our means would permit the recommendations of his Honor 
the Mayor with regard to the children. ‘The truant chil- 
dren and those sent to the House of Reformation we have 
not the power to remove, both the Truant-School and House 
of Reformation having been established under the law by 
the City Government at Deer Island. . The City Government 
can provide another location for them; but until that is done 
we must receive them where the court orders them to be 
sent. Besides those children sentenced by the courts there 
were 47 children under four years of age, — pauper children 
who have all been removed from the island, none remaining 
except those whose mothers are in the institutions. 

In October the new hospital, which had taken about a 
-year for its construction, was occupied, and one of the most 
urgent wants of Deer Island for ten years past was met. 
Boston has every reason to be proud of this building; built 
on new and improved plans, it is believed by those who have 
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examined it to be a model one; the ventilation and heating 
of it being almost perfection, and the large number of in- 
mates who need hospital treatment can receive it properly 
now, which in the old quarters was almost impossible. 

The greater number of those committed are sent here for 
non-payment of fine and costs, many of them, as will be 
seen by the report of the Superintendent, coming here over 
and over again, and the only means of preventing their 
coming is to put them to work. About 100 men are employed 
in. the stone department, with beneficial results to the insti- 
tution and profit to the city. But this is only a small pro- 
portion of the inmates, and as that is the limit of the stone 
department, other labor must be supplied. Men and women 
are employed in the manufacture of clothing, which yields an 
income of $10,877.55, and does not seriously interfere with 
honest labor outside. More prisoners could be employed and 
this income,doubled had we the means of employing them, but 
every machirte is occupied, and we have reached our limit 
here unless money be given us to increase our plant. Large 
numbers of men are employed in out-door labor, useful in 
itself, but only to be done during good weather, and in bad 
weather 400 to 500 men are crowded together in a large 
room, to their own detriment as well as that of the institu- 
tions, and preventing by this herding together all hope of 
reformation. Steady employment is what is needed for 
them, and the cost of the plant for giving it to them would 
be amply repaid. 

Rainsford Island, like Deer Island, has the same record as 
the rest of the institutions in Massachusetts — crowded. 
On the 31st of December there were 375 inmates. The 
building in which the inmates sleep, while very crowded, is 
not as much so as some other institutions, but the hospital is 
not a proper place for sick people. It is a very old building, 
used years ago for a small-pox hospital, then vacated for a 
while, and then again used for hospital purposes, and has long 
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outlived its usefulness, and, unless the City Council should 
intend to speedily construct a male pauper hospital on Long 
Island, a hospital will have to be built here, or the invalids 
must be removed to Deer Island or elsewhere, to secure bet- 


_ ter accommodations. Those men who are considered by the 


physician to be fit for work, are employed cutting stone and 
other duties around the island, but the greater number are 
old or infirm, and but little work of any kind can be done 
by them. , 

The stone department of Deer and Rainsford islands fur- 
nishes one of the chief sources of income, and has also been 
the means of keeping away from both institutions a great many 
who have a dread of work, and so give these institutions a wide 
berth. All the work done in this department is for the City 
of Boston only. More has been done in the stone-yard than 
ever before, but, owing to the inactivity of the Paving and 
Sewer departments, the income is not as large as usual; but 
when the departments are running regularly the stone cut 
this year will make a very handsome showing. ‘The amount 
of stone cut during the eight months from May 1, 1885, to 
January 1, 1886, reduced to edgestone, amounted to 32,847 
feet as against 36,641 feet for the twelve months from May 
1, 1884, to May 1, 1885. 

There has been sold to the Paving and Sewer departments 
during the year stone to the amount of $15,643.81, and 
there was remaining on hand Jan. 1, 1886, rough and fin- 
ished stone to the amount of $14,887.07. 


Lunatic Hospirau. 


Twenty-five years ago the Board recommended that the 
present building be torn down, as, in their opinion, it was 
unfit for use for a Lunatic Hospital; but the building still 
stands, and although many alterations and improvements 
have taken place, the verdict of the present Board must be, 


; 
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that the building is not fitted for its present purposes. With 
improved ventilation, and the addition of wings for dining- 
rooms, which have been added within the last two years, the 
building, as will be seen by the report of the Superintendent, 
can only accommodate 168, while there are crowded within 
the walls of the institution 229. Nor is this the worst feature 
of this institution: many cases sent here might be cured by 
proper treatment; but bow can proper treatment be given 
where it is almost impossible to make a classification? and 
yet it has gone from bad to worse, caused by the alarming 
increase of insanity. The State lunatic hospitals are all 
crowded, and unless speedy relief be given it is difficult to 
imagine what the outcome may be. 

By a recent act of the last Legislature the State and local 
Boards were authorized to board out harmless cases, and 
some progress has been made in this direction by the State 
Board, but with how successful a result it is too early to 
determine. 

This Board, however, does not feel that public sentiment 
of our citizens would warrant them in availing themselves of 
the privilege of that act. The insane are not paupers, and 
should not be treated like them; indeed, the fact apperurs to 
us, that instead of boarding them, and thus removing them 
farther from their relatives and friends, a wise and humane 
policy would bring them nearer home and kindred. It is 
true this might be done by boarding them with relatives or 
friends, —a policy in our eyes no less objectionable than the 
other, as it would practically create a new, and we fear, a 
numerous class of pensioners on the government. The 
people of to-day are too prone to wish to get rid of the old 
father or mother, old father-in-law or mother-in-law, or 
other near relatives, when they become helpless in their old 
age, and we should hesitate ere we removed the barrier of 
fear of public opinion which alone prevents many a person 
advanced in years, in their second childhood, from being 


=~ — 
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thrown on the care of the State or city; for if the boarding- 
out plan with relatives be approved, their would be so little 
chance of the knowledge of aid received becoming known 
that it would cause a very marked increase in the annual 
outlay. We believe that the unfortunate insane should be 
well taken care of, and that suitable accommodations for 
their maintenance should be made within a very short distance 
of Boston, if it cannot be done within the city limits; but 
under no circumstances, in our opinion, should the policy of 
boarding out insane be tolerated ; a much-needed relief will 
be had when the Home for Female Paupers on Long Island 
shall have been completed, and the inmates of Austin Farm 
removed thereto, leaving that institution to be used for the 
chronic insane, which can be done at a very small expense. 

The actual cost per week for each inmate is $4.72 for 
1885, as compared with $5.51 for 1884-85, a very marked 
decrease and due in a great measure to the payment of a few 
large bills for board of patients, covering periods of two or 
more years, and also to the increased number of inmates. It 
is expected that within a year the relief so much needed 
will be given the crowded condition of this institution. 


HouskE OF CORRECTION. 


The number of inmates January 1, 1885, was 518; com- 
mitted during the year, 1,031; discharged during the year, 
1,043 ; leaving the number of inmates January 1, 1886, 518, 
or a decrease of 12 during the year. 

The average number for the year was 493 as compared to 
510 for the financial year 1884-85. | 

While, however, the number of inmates has decreased the 
income has increased from $56,146.78 for the financial year 
1884-85 to $57,550.30 in the calendar year, and a like 
creditable showing is made in the cost per inmate from $2.00 
per week to $1.55. The cost for 1884-85, however, was 
larger than usual on account of extensive repairs and alter- 
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ations which were made, and there is but little doubt that 
the cost for the financial year 1885-86 would reach the low 
figure of 1883-84 ; but the calendar year 1885 has to take 
a large share of the heavy outlay of the financial year 
1884-85. 

At present there is plenty of work for all the inmates, 
and there is every indication of its continuance, in which 
event the year 1886 will be a bright one in the financial 
history of this institution. 

The inmates, as a rule, have enjoyed excellent health, and 
discipline and good order are maintaived in all its depart- 


ments. 


MARCELLA-ST. Home. 


April 30, 1885, there were in the Home 320 children, and 
December 31 the number had increased to 370, a gain of 50, 
largely caused by the transference of the infants from the 
nursery at Deer Island. This transference has practically 
added a new department to the institution, causing additional 
expense for care and maintenance. Good health, as a rule, 
has been enjoyed by the children, although it looked as 
though scarlet-fever was about to infest the institution, but, 
thanks to a merciful God, an ever-watchful superintendent, 
and the visiting physician, we have been spared any sad 
results from this disease. The few cases that did appear, by 
prompt attention were speedily and favorably cared for, so 
that no deaths occurred among them. 

Homes have been provided for 115 children during the 
year. There are at present in homes provided for them 
325 children, all of whom have been placed by the agents of 
the Board, and are visited by them as frequently as possible. 

Valuable aid has been given the Board in this department 
by the managers of the Home for Destitute Catholic Children, 
and a number of children have been placed in homes through 


them. 
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The transfer of the nursery children from Deer Island, 
while it increased the cost of maintenance, also necessitated 
some additional accommodations, which are now approaching 
completion. During the year the institution has been painted 
outside, and now presents a very creditable appearance. 


AUSTIN Farm. 


The average number of inmates for the calendar year was 
231, and for the financial year 1884-85 the average was 230, 
—anet increase of but 1. Thisis the only institution where 
there has not been a large increase, the reason being that 
it has reached its limit. The beds are pushed close together, 
and every available space occupied. 

Austin Farm, like Deer Island, has suffered by the poor 
hay crop, and the sale of farm products has decreased ; but 
the total income for the year is $8,905.23 as compared with 
$8,573.41 for the financial year 1884-85. 

The cost per inmate has increased since the last report; 
for the calendar year 1885 it was $1.75 per week, while for 
1884-85 it was but $1.63. 

This increase is caused by increased cost of subsistence, the 
a very much needed 


painting of all the buildings outside, 
work, —and, also, the increased cost of the medical department. 

When an institution reaches, as this one has, its limit, any 
extraordinary expense, like those just enumerated, or any 
falling off in the income, causes the net cost to increase 
rapidly ; and, while the other institutions have hadt he same 
experience in their expense account, their large increase of 
inmates has reduced the actual cost per inmate, so, while 
Austin Farm shows a net increase in the cost per inmate, 
it is exactly the same as for the financial year 1883-84 and 
19 cents less than the cost for 1882-83. 

The inmates of this institution are most of them old or 
infirm and need constant medical attendance, and the build- 
ing on Long Island cannot be completed too soon for the 
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benefit of these poor people, one-third of whom need hos- 
pital treatment. 

The inmates are well fed with plain, wholesome food, and 
a more contented community it would be difficult to find. 


CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


On the first day of May, 1881, this institution had 20 in- 
mates, and they were but illy accommodated, and so poor 
an opinion did the Board have of it as an institution that the 
City Council was petitioned to abolish it, which they refused 
to do. In the fall of 1881 a change took place in the Super- 
intendent’s office, and the present incumbent assumed charge. 
Since then improvements have been made, and the numbers 
increased until on the 3ist day of December, 1885, there 
were 199 inmates; no institution has made so marked an in- 
crease, and yet no addition has been made to the building. 
Some repairs are now under construction, and when com- 
pleted the building will accommodate 235 people. At pres- 
ent there are 20 beds in the corridors, but, thanks to the new 
steam-heating apparatus,—the introduction of which was 
authorized ‘by the last City Council, —they are as comfortable 
as if they were in rooms, and there is no doubt that the 
present number (199) are more comfortably clothed, fed, 
and cared for, than were the 20 inmates who occupied the 
institution May 1, 1881. There will be required next year 
at this institution new fences all around. The inmates being 
all old, and very few able to do anything, there is very little 
income, but, owing to the increase in numbers, the net cost 
per week has decreased from $2.36 for each inmate to $1.74 ; 
a very creditable showing. 


STEAMBOAT. , 
When the Directors of the Ferries took away the steam- 


er’s berth at Eastern-avenue wharf a berth was hired at Lin- 
coln’s wharf; but a slip of the South Ferry being discon- 
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tinued, the Board asked and obtained an appropriation of 
$5,000, for constructing a new berth at Sargent’s wharf. 
The work was pushed forward rapidly and the berth occupied 
August Ist. The appropriation was sufficient for the com- 
pletion of the wharf, and the Board have now under their 
control an excellent wharf, and the city receives a rental of 
$2,000 a year from the Board, which, in two years and a 
half will pay the expense of building it. The appropriation 
for the steamboat was very inadequate. This is one place 
where there are no varying expenses; they run the same, 
year after year, and the boat has always been economically 
managed. 

The various institutions of the Board are in excellent con- 
dition, and but very little money comparatively will be re- 
quired for repairs during the coming year. Good health, as 
a rule, has been enjoyed by the inmates, and, excepting 
relief from the crowded condition, there is little to be wished 
for. 

There can be no doubt that the consolidation of the pauper 
institutions should be accomplished as soon as possible, both 
for the sake of economy and also for the better accommoda- 
tion of Boston’s charges. During the month of September 
a portion of the Board with two of the superintendents at- 
tended the Prison Congress held at. Detroit, the proceedings 
of which were presided over by ex-President Hayes, of 
Ohio. Many subjects of interest were discussed, chiefly re- 
lating to labor and discipline; one matter, especially, which 
greatly interests us in Boston, viz., What shall we do to 
keep people out of our institutions? This is an important 
subject to every citizen and tax-payer. Our institutions are 
crowded, and still they come knocking at our doors. Men 
and women are sent, time and time again, for the same of- 
fence to our institutions, those who have been sentenced 
forty and fifty times receiving no longer sentences than first 
offenders. ‘This, of itself, has a tendency to belittle the law 
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and make its operations a farce. The laws are inoperative, 
as they neither prevent the recurrence of the offence nor 
sufficiently punish its frequent repetition. An amendment 
to the law authorizing the detention for a period of six 
months or a year of all persons sentenced three times dur- 
ing any twelve months would, at least, prevent the law from 
being regarded with indifference and contempt. 

But those who are sent there are not all bad, and many of 
them need but the helping hand to retrieve their errors. 
The Board does what it can for these unfortunates ; many of 
them are pardoned and assisted to home and friends. An 
agent of the Board, one for males and one for females, visits 
them in prison and gives kind advice and often pecuniary 
assistance, but what most of those capable of reformation 
need is work; on this point the Board does the best it can, 
but it is here that the citizen, the tax-payer, and the philan- 
thropist can extend their sphere of usefulness and codéperate 
with the Board. Help these people procure work, and one- 
half the problem of how to keep people out of our institu- 
tions is solved. 

But there is another side of our institutions, —the poor 
department, 
the demands on us are becoming more and more urgent 
every day. ‘ 

In his last inaugural message His Honor the Mayor rec- 
ommended the placing of all the poor under one department. 
Without expressing an opinion on this question it is evident 
that the Overseers of the Poor and this Board, each in its 
respective field, accomplish a large amount of good work. 
But the important thing to always bear in mind is that 
people should be kept out of institutions. Boston takes 
good care of her poor, —many people think she takes too 
good care of them,—they are all comfortable, which is 
more than can be said of thousands outside. But to keep 
the number from growing too rapidly we think it better

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policy to spend two dollars a week on a person outside 
temporarily, than to send them to an institution for the same 
time, where they can be supported for one dollar and a half. 
While they have not been inmates of institutions they have 
some pride in that fact, and will struggle hard to keep out of 
it; and it is this pride, which should be encouraged at all 
times, that alone prevents the number of poor charges being 
triple their present number. It is the lack of pride in this 
respect in North Carolina which caused a gentleman from 
that State to say, at the Prison Congress, “that unless some- 
thing was done quickly they would have to fence in a whole 
county for a poor-house.” 

Now, whether the encouragement of this feeling of pride can 
as well be fostered by one consolidated Board better than by 
two separate ones, is the problem to answer before the question 
of reorganization is acted on. In comparison with New York 
and some other large cities it costs Boston more to support the 
inmates of her institutions per capita; but one reason is, that 
in other cities the numbers underone management are much 
larger, and of course average less. 

The spiritual wants of the inmates of all the institutions 
are fairly well provided for. At Deer and Rainsford islands 
Protestant services are conducted by the chaplain, Rev. Mr. 
Dadmun. The Catholic services are conducted at these same 
places by the Rev. A. M. Mandalari, 8.J., who, in addition 
to celebrating Mass at each institution once a week has 
organized a Sunday-school among the boys and girls, which 
we hope will be productive of much good. This untiring 
clergyman, who, like the rest of the Catholic clergymen, 
give their time and services without compensation, also looks 
after the spiritual wants, at Austin Farm, of the Catholics, 
while the Rev. Daniel W. Waldron takes care of the Protes- 
tants, likewise without compensation. At South Boston, Cath- 
olic services are conducted under the direction of the Rey. 
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Michael F. Higgins, and the Protestants are taken care of by 
the chaplain, Rev. Jonas B. Clarke. 

At Charlestown those who wish can attend the Catholic 
services, a short distance from the institution, and frequent 
visits are made by Father Keyes and Father Eagan; repre- 
sentatives from the different Protestant churches in the 
district visit the institution every Sunday afternoon. 

At Marcella-st. Home Catholic services are conducted by 
the Jesuit fathers from Boston College, and a Catholic 
Sunday-school, under the charge of Mr. John C. Crowley. 
Protestant services are conducted Sunday afternoons by 
Rev. Daniel W. Waldron. 

The schools of the different institutions are as well con- 
ducted as is possible, taking into account the constantly 
changing pupils. The teachers are earnest and energetic, 
and perform their work faithfully. 

During the year past economy in expenditure has been the 
guiding star of the Board. They have endeavored in every 
way to codperate with the. City Council in the reduction of 
expenses, and while it is not possible to maintain the 
institutions on the amount granted by the City Council, yet, 
when it is considered that if the amount asked for had been 
granted we would have spent six thousand five hundred 
dollars less than we spent the previous year, it will be seen 
that this Board have done their duty towards the tax-payers 
in the economical management of the trust committed to 
them. 

The reports of the Superintendents and other officers of the 
institutions are annexed hereto, giving full and interesting 
details of the year’s work; and to them we invite your care- 
ful attention. 

Changes have been made in the superintendents at Mar- 
cella-st. Home and Austin Farm, both prompted by the 
desire for better management at those institutions. 
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While we have faithfully worked to humanely and eco- 
nomically administer the trusts committed to us during the 
year, we shall keep a watchful eye on all expenditures, so 
that, if possible, they maybe still further reduced.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
AND RAINSFORD ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


Deer Istanp, Boston HaArpsor, Jan. 1, 1886. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 

GENTLEMEN, — In conformity with ordinances recently 
adopted whereby “ Annual Reports” are to be submitted the 
first of January instead of the first of May, I have the honor 
to submit the following report of the Deer and Rainsford 
Island institutions, from May 1 to December 31, 1885, in- 
clusive, — the last report being made up to April 30 ; also in- 
cluding items for the year to enable one to make comparison 
in the future. As formerly, we have the House of Industry, 
House of Reformation, Truant-School, Hospital for Pauper 
Women, and Nursery at Deer Island, and Almshouse for 
Pauper Men, at Rainsford Island. 

The most important event since May first —date of the 
last report — has been the completion of the new hospital. 
It was occupied about the middle of October, and is in every 


sense a great improvement over former accommodations, but - 


at considerable increased expense, as it requires more paid 
nurses and supervisors, as well as heating, lighting, and the 
many odd jobs such a building requires. | 

By the removal of patients from the old hospital wards our 
House of Industry sleeping accommodations have been so 
much increased, and very opportunely, as the large number 
of inmates necessitated crowding all available spaces even 
to the chapel, which was occupied early in August, since 
which time our House of Industry has been overrun, a 
larger average by far has been cared for than-ever before, 


— 


a 
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— the result, partially, of the change made by the last Legisla- 
ture whereby “first drunks” are held thirty days instead of 
ten as formerly, for non-payment of fine and costs. 

By the removal of many of the larger children from the 
nursery to Marcella-st. Home we were enabled to abolish 
one of the nurseries, which will account somewhat for decrease 
in the number of paupers, and also of neglected children ; the 
numbers in House of Reformation and Truant-School are 
slightly decreased, while the total average in all departments 
from May 1, 1884, to April 30, 1885, was 1,449, the total 
from January 1 to December 31, 1885, has been 1,588, and 
from May 1 to December 31, 1885, 1,656, quite an increase 
over the number contemplated when estimates for appropri- 
ation were made for this financial year. 

About the middle of September “hog cholera” made its 
appearance in the piggery, raging for two months, during 
which time there were buried 491 hogs and pigs that died or 
were killed, being affected with that disease. We saved 145 
of the several sizes and ages, some of them having evidently 
had a touch of sickness, but now appear to be well, —a 
diminished income and increase of item for provision are the 
results. "We have, however, slaughtered 3,361 pounds of 
pork. 

The stone department has employed more men than for- 
merly, and, had the Paving and Sewer Departments used 
their usual amount of edgestones, catch-basins, etc., would 
have made a good showing of income. ‘The large amount of 
stock on hand, however, will show a favorable result. An 
additional shed has been built to cover the men while at 
work. 

No large expenditure has been made in alterations or re- 
pairs, but many small and odd jobs have kept mechanics 
busy ; the cow-barn,'ice-house, old quarantine-house, lumber- 
shed, and boatman’s house were painted outside, and gen- 
erally, buildings and wharves were kept in condition. 
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Employment of inmates has continued as_ formerly. 
Grading around new hospital, taking down the hotel build- 
ings at Long Island, and excavating a cellar for contem- 
plated building for the poor, have given many days of employ- 
ment for the men. Should our present numbers continue, 
arrangements ought to be made for employment for both 
men and women.

There were produced from the cows, from January 1 to 


April 80, 67,643 pounds of milk; from May 1 to December 
31, 149,902 pounds of milk. Total for the year, 217,545 
pounds of milk. There were made 888 pounds of butter. 
From the henery we have received, since May 1, 7944 doz. 
eggs and 20 pairs of chickens. 
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Some action should be taken to protect the island from 
encroachments by the sea. The very heavy seas of late 
have washed the beach from the westerly end of the sea- 
wall to Shirley Gut. Some considerable amount of material 
has been deposited about the Shirley Gut wharf, and con- 
siderable damage was done to the government sea-wall around 
* Money Bluff.” 

Nine hundred and thirty-four have paid fines and costs 
since May, amounting to $7,150.57, which amount has been 
paid over to the City Collector. 

The usual statistics and tables will be found on the follow- 
ing pages, also reports of Dr. Schwab, Resident Physician, 
and Rev. John W. Dadmun, Chaplain and Superintendent of 
Schools. To them I would invite your attention.

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The work performed in the medical service of the various 
departments during the year, extending from Jan. 1, 1885, 
appears in detail in the preceding statistics. 

We have been fortunately free from any serious epidemics, 
and, notwithstanding the extraordinary crowding due to the 
increased number of admissions within the past four months, 
it can be stated, that at present the sanitary condition of 
the institution is better than it has been for years. 

The removal of the patients from the main institution to 
the new hospital, which took place on October 18, is the 
only important event of the year which we have to record. 
This change was effected without detriment to any of our 
cases, and the patients were soon comfortably established in 
their new quarters, which certainly presented a striking 
contrast to the cheerless and unhealthy dormitories from 
whence they had come. The many benefits resulting from 


i 
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so complete a change cannot be estimated, and the increased 
advantages which we now possess for the proper care and 
treatment of our sick must be apparent to you in your 
regular daily visits to the wards. There was some doubt as 
to the possibility of heating a wooden building covering so 
large an area and located in such an exposed position. The 
heavy gales which we have had during the past month, ac- 
companied by extremely cold weather, have, however, satis- 
factorily settled this question, and at no time has it been 
necessary to use more than two boilers. 

The ventilation system, by means of the aspirating shafts, 
upon which we depend entirely at this season of the year, 
works very successfully. The wards are free from all odor 
and the air is constantly fresh and pure; in the almshouse 
ward occasionally, usually late in the night, some evidences 
of vitiated air can be detected. There is here considerable 
crowding, and, owing to the peculiar nature of these cases, 
this cannot be obviated. 

The improved facilities for the preparation of food for our 
patients are one of the chief features of the hospital. The 
kitchen is in charge of a matron appointed for this purpose 
alone, and being able to devote her whole attention to the 
inspection of the supplies and to the supervision of the 
cooking, the result has been all that could be desired. The 
food is better prepared, and served in a much more palatable 
form. It also has enabled us to have a greater range of 
diet. 

The corps of attendants now employed in the hospital 
consists of five nurses, — including two for night duty, —an 
engineer, the kitchen matron, and the house-keeper of the 
Administration building. 

The appointment of an undergraduate to act as interne for 
a term of six months was authorized by the Board, and this 
position is now filled by Mr. Chas. G. Dewey (Dart.), who 
went on duty November 14. The drug department and the 
hospital records are under his charge, and with his assistance 
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this part of our duty is performed with a thoroughness which 
heretofore was impossible. 

Some months must still elapse before we can consider the 
hospital as thoroughly organized. Certain minor details in 
regard to the furnishing cannot be foreseen or supplied until 
the necessity for them occurs ; some changes may also become 
necessary, as suggested by emergencies which may in time 
present themselves. 

The insufficient accommodations for the increasing numbers 
of sick at Rainsford Island are a subject to which I would 
respectfully direct your earnest attention. Some other means 
than the temporary relief which has been afforded in moving 
a number of the patients from the hospital to the dormitories 
of the main institution, must soon be devised. Distributed 
as these patients are in so many different places, their 
proper care and treatment are seriously interfered with. A 
large number of the men coming to this Island are suffering 
with diseases requiring hospital treatment. By reason of the 
overcrowding which exists at present they are denied the 
ordinary comforts to which every sick person is entitled. 

It is doubtful whether the old hospital building, which has 
sheltered the sick for over forty years, could be altered, or 
whether it would be advisable to insure its permanency by 
any further additions. 

After three years of service on this Island, Dr. Dunham 
tendered his resignation, which resulted in the appointment 
of Dr. Jos. I. Mclaughlin (Harv.), who has been in charge 
since October 15. 

No other changes have occurred among us. Dr. Griffin 
still continues associated with me, and his advice and judg- 
ment have been of great value in the many trials incidental 
to the hospital management. 

Mindful of the kind consideration and courteous treatment 
which have always marked your official relations with me,

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To Cou. Jonn C. Wurron, Superintendent of Deer Island 
Institutions : — 


Sir, —I hereby respectfully submit my report for the 
balance of the year 1885. The new order, requiring all 
reports of officers of Public Institutions to be made up to the 
1st of January instead of the 1st of May, as heretofore has 
been the custom, makes the present report cover only eight 
months. My report will therefore be correspondingly brief. 

Religious services have been continued as heretofore, with 
apparent interest and profit to the inmates. 

One thing has occurred worthy of special mention, and 
that is the completion of the new hospital, and the removal 
of the patients from the attics and dormitory of the main 
building to their new and commodious quarters. The good 
results which were anticipated when this new enterprise 
was started are now being realized by officers and inmates. 
It is a pleasure to visit the sick in their well-appointed wards 
in the new building, and find them surrounded with so many 
additional comforts. 

For the past year the aged and infirm, particularly at Rains- 
ford Island, have been supplied with daily papers from the 
Hospital Newspaper Society, which has imparted life and 
cheerfulness to the old men as well as the young men of that 
department. They often express their pleasure and gratitude 
for the abundant supply of reading matter afforded them. I 
have also received from the same source, and distributed, 
eight hundred Christmas and New Year’s cards, which were 
thankfully received by children and adults. 
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. SCHOOLS. 


No changes have been made in the general arrangement of 
the schools. Mr. Herbert L. Green, head teacher of the 
Truant-School, resigned soon after the annual examination, 
which occurred April 7, 1885. Mr. A. E. Payson was pro- 
moted to the position of head-teacher, and Mr. James E. 


Hayes, a graduate of Boston College, was made teacher of — 


the primary class, and is succeeding admirably. All the 
teachers are doing good work. 

The boys and girls now sent to the Island are much younger 
than those committed ten or twenty years ago, their ages 
averaging about twelve years. Three-fourths are committed 
for truancy ; and many of them know but little or nothing 
about even the first principles of a common-school education. 
The average length of time they remain on the Island is 
about one year. 

Musical instruction is continued under the direction of the 
Chaplain and Prof. Ripley, the latter having charge of the 
band, consisting of twenty boys. Last January Miss Etta 
W. Parker, who had very acceptably served as organist for 
about nine years, resigned to take the position of teacher of 
music in an adjoining State. Miss Marion C. Whiton con- 
sented to accept the position,— at first temporarily,— and has 
continued to perform the duties promptly, faithfully, and 
with accomplished taste and ability. 

The children continue to receive books from the City 
Library, exchanging them every month.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
LUNATIC HOSPITAL, 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN,—By a recent ordinance, the City Government 
has directed that all reports of departments and public insti- 
tutions shall be made at the beginning of the calendar year. 
This change is no doubt desirable as far as the City Govern- 
ment is concerned, giving the incoming Mayor and the new 
members of the Board of Aldermen and Common Council in- 
formation necessary for a correct knowledge of city affairs. 

From the hospital point of view, the change is less desir- 
able. The labor of preparing an annual report, with all the 
usual tables of statistics, in the midst of the press of work 
entailed on us by the holidays, is not calculated to make us 
enthusiastic over it. All the officers and employés in our 
lunatic hospitals are now deprived of the usual holidays. 
They never leave the hospital on those days,.and always do 
extra duty for many days before and after. Such recrea- 
tion as they can enjoy in company with the inmates is 
allowed, and no other. For these reasons, unusual demands 
on their time at such periods are not welcome. 

The statistical year no longer coincides with the financial 
year, which ends April 30, and another statistical review must 
be made then on which to base our estimate of expenses for 
the ensuing year; neither does it coincide with the statistical 
year of the State institutions, which ends September 30, so 
_ that we are obliged to furnish the Board of Health, Lunacy, 
and Charity with special statistics at that time. Our tables

never compare properly, year for year, with those of the 
State insane hospitals. In addition, we furnish statistics 
twice a year to the Committee on Prisons and Houses of 
Detention, although we rather resent the association implied 
in the name. 

No doubt these disadvantages will prove trivial, when com- 
pared with the benefits which will result tous. The new 
City Government will certainly be in possession of a knowl- 

| edge of the wants of each institution in season to devise 
means of relief during their term of office. Our great and 
urgent want, like that of every hospital in the State, may be 
expressed in two words—more room ! 

It would be easy to explain the situation at length ; but lit- 
tle can be said in addition to the statements made in my last 
report for the year ending April 30, 1885. Everything 
therein affirmed can be reaffirmed with redoubled emphasis. 
The history of the hospital for the past eight months has ful- 
filled all my predictions. 
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The following table, for better comparison next year, will 
cover the whole of the last calendar year. The statistical 
tables to be found in the appendix will, however, be com- 
piled for eight months only, as their value would be destroyed 
if allowed to overlap those of last April.

1 This is calculated on the admissions less the emergency cases not treated here. 
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It will be seen by this table that we began the year with 
201 patients. The hospital will properly accommodate, 
without crowding, 28 patients in each of its six wards, 
making 168 patients in all. It was agreed two years or 
more ago, in consultation with your Board, that, owing to the 
crowded condition of the State hospitals, we would allow this 
hospital to fill up to the limit of 200 patients. This limit 
was reached a year ago, and it was hoped that it would not 
be passed. The pressure was so great, however, — owing 
to the still greater crowding of the State hospitals, — that 
the limit was disregarded, and we now have 229 patients, 
and see no stopping-place short of absolute incapacity to 
put up another bed. 

With about 60 patients sleeping in attics never intended 
for their use, and a dining-room capacity of only 180 seats, 
and not a single vacant place for the additional attendants, 
required by the increased number of patients, we are indeed 
nearly at the limit of our capacity. When a hospital be- 
comes crowded to this extent its usefulness largely disappears. 
It no longer fulfils its proper function as a hospital, and 
becomes « mere lodging and feeding place for the insane. 
The surplus of patients who sleep in the attics must be dis- 
tributed in the day-rooms of the other wards by day. This, 
in a small hospital like ours, destroys what little attempt at 
classification we can make in our three wards for each sex. 
Objectionable patients, harmful to each other, are forced to 
remain closely associated. Whenever changes from ward to 
ward or room to room are made, — such as are constantly 
required by the changing condition of our inmates, — half-a- 
dozen patients must be moved to make temporary provision for 
a single one. In this way patients are annoyed and irritated, 
and their recovery retarded in many cases. The insane, as a 
rule, object to change when once accustomed to their immedi- 
ate surroundings. More restraint, chemical and mechanical, 
is required in a hospital crowded as ours is. Excited patients 
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whose noise deprives those of sleep whose very life may 
depend on it must be quieted at some rate, if drugs will do 
it. Suicidal patients forced to sleep in single rooms, or 
dangerous patients forced to sleep in associated dormitories, 
must be sometimes restrained by the camisole, when a proper 
classification would prevent this unwelcome necessity. 

The hospital is not only crowded but is becoming choked 
with chronic cases, as always happens when there is no in- 
crease of accommodation or chance of transfer. The per- 
centage of recoveries has diminished from 39.53 in the year 
ending April 30, 1884, to 30 per cent. in the last calendar 
year. For the eight months ending December 31, 1885, it 
is still less. 

In spite of our numbers the emergency cases have not 
perceptibly diminished. There are sure to be at least 50 
cases of noisy, violent, excited, and dangerous patients of 
this class annually, who must be received and cared for re- 
gardless of our lack of room. The lower ward in each wing 
for this class is already full of cases of the same description, 
all unfit to associate with the quiet patients in the middle and 
upper wards. ‘These wards have long been encroached on 
by patients unfit for them, and altercations and accidents are 
only avoided by constant vigilance and too frequent seclusion 
of patients who should have constant exercise in the wards 
or out of doors. No one can realize the harm resulting 
from this state of things unless he has had actual experience 
of it. 

It is remarkable that we have succeeded in doing as good 
work as our percentage of recoveries shows. It is still 
higher than in the State hospitals. But the overcrowding 
has only been serious the past three months. The residuum 
of chronic cases will inevitably increase, and the percentage 
of recoveries diminish, in spite of the few curable cases 
which may occasionally be sent. The number of deaths for 
the calendar year has been 10 per cent. on the whole number 
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under treatment. ‘This is about our usual percentage, and it 

is higher than in most other hospitals, for reasons which I 
have given in former reports. For the last eight months the 
percentage has fallen to about 74, which may be due to 
chance, or may imply a larger proportion of chronic cases. 
The summer and fall months’ are the healthiest part of the 
year. 

Very urgent appeals have from ‘time to time been made 
by the Board of Health, Lunacy, and Charity and the 
Trustees of the Danvers Hospital for relief from the pressure 
of city cases. It has been in contemplation for some time 
to return a hundred or two of the chronic insane from Dan- 
vers to Boston, but the entire lack of accommodation for 
them has prevented the State authorities from actually making 
the transfer. In my last report I advised the construction 
of two buildings at Austin Farm suitable for the care of the 
chronic insane, and suggested that, when the inmates there 
had been provided for at Long Island, the whole farm should 
be devoted to the same use. 

It was at first thought feasible by the Board to renovate 
and remodel the old hotel at Long Island for the reception 
of the inmates at Austin Farm. By this plan immediate 
possession could be taken of the buildings at the farm for 
the purposes of an asylum for the insane. I was requested 
by your president to examine these buildings to determine 
how well suited they were for their proposed use. 

I found an old mansion-house, well adapted for an admin- 
istration building, and, connected with it by a corridor, a 
three-story wooden building of recent construction, in excel- 
lent condition. Connected with this by another corridor 
was a similar three-story building of still more recent date. 
These two buildings now contain, in associated dormitories, 
nearly two hundred and fifty inmates. They are heated by 
steam, ventilated, and supplied with fire-escapes. ‘There are 
kitchens and a laundry suitable for the needs of the present 
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inmates. A very small sum would cover all the alterations 
necessary to fit them for the care of the quiet insane. There 
would be required screens for the upper windows, locks for 
the outer doors, a few urinals, two or three strong rooms, 
and some rearrangement of the fences. I should think 
$1,000 to $1,500 would be sufficient to fit them for the care of 
two hundred insane, provided the present furniture and 
belongings should be retained. Nearly everything is just as 
well suited for the use of the insane as for the present 
inmates. 

I should advise putting one hundred female patients in 
the first wing, and one hundred males in the other wing, the 
two upper stories to be used for sleeping purposes and in- 
firmaries. The large rooms on the lower floor should be 
used as dining-halls and day-rooms. I would have all the 
patients in each wing take their meals together. This is now 
the most approved plan in asylums of this kind. There are 
at the farm sixty acres or more of good land, surrounded 
with large numbers of shade-trees, with fields and orchards, 
a groye, a pond, an ice-house, stables, a silo, and a consid- 
erable stock of cows. The farm is about three-quarters of 
an hour’s ride from the hospital. It is well isolated, lying in 
the rear of Forest Hills Cemetery, and adjoining a part of 
the Franklin park. 

My plan, as set forth in a communication to your president 
a few months ago, would be to make the farm an annex to 
or department of the Boston Lunatic Hospital. This plan of 
a branch hospital with detached land and buildings is not 
entirely new, but is rather the fashion when circumstances 
seem to favor it.. At Brattleboro’, Vt., there is a Summer 
Retreat at quite a distance from the main hospital. The 
School for Feeble-Minded Youth has its farm at Dover; 
the Massachusetts General Hospital has its Convalescent 
Home, and the McLean Asylum its cottages at Lynn. I 
would call the new establishment simply the Farm, and not

the Asylum for Chronic Insane: I dread the moral effect of 
such a name upon its future inmates. Besides, I would not 
exclude from the Farm such quiet recent cases as might be 
trusted, or such convalescent cases as might wish to be sent 
there for the change of air, or the benefits of out-door em- 
ployment. 

I would select from the patients here and in the State 
hospitals the cases most suited for removal to the number of 
one hundred and fifty. The remaining room at the Farm should 
be filled gradually by transfers from this hospital. If patients at 
the Farm became excited, they could be at once returned to 
South Boston, and their places filled by others. This plan 
would give us the great advantages of plenty of room, an 
improved classification, and facilities for easy and frequent 
changes between the two establishments as the changing con- 
dition of patients might require. The Farm should be 
carried on, as far as possible, by its insane inmates, and its: 
products of milk, poultry, vegetables, and fruit be used for 
both the hospital and Farm. This would materially reduce 
the cost of maintenance here. The officers at the Farm 
should consist of an Assistant Physician and Interne, a 
Farmer, a Male and Female Supervisor, and sufficient attend- 
ants and employés to properly care for the patients. The books 
of both establishments should be kept by a clerk resident at 
the hospital. Daily reports of the condition of patients and 
the needs of the Farm should be received at the hospital, 
where requisitions for the necessary supplies would be made 
on the Board. This project has unfortunately been delayed 
by some unforeseen circumstances. The City Architect con- 
demned the hotel building at Long Island as unfit for reno- 
vation. Your Board then asked for and obtained an appro- 
priation of $80,000 for the construction of a brick building at 
Long Island to accommodate five hundred imates. The hotel 
was torn down, its site graded, and excavations made for 
the foundations of the building, for which the City Architect, 
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Mr. Vinal, had prepared plans. Bids were received for the 
work, but no contracts were awarded, as it was found the 
supply of water in the existing wells at the Island would be 
inadequate for the purposes of a public institution.’ I under- 
stand that an artesian well has been driven over two hundred 
feet without getting sufficient water for the boilers. These 
delays have prevented the progress of building operations until 
the weather is so cold but little can be done. It was hoped the 
building would be ready for occupancy in March, but now, 
even if water should be found immediately, no change could 
be effected before July. This is much to be regretted, on 
account of the crowded condition of all our hospitals ; but the 
preceding statement will show that your Board has not been 
negligent in the effort to provide for the present exigency. 

The estimate for hospital expenditures for the year 
ending April 30, 1886, as finally fixed by your Board, was 
$58,000. This was intended to cover certain alterations in 
plumbing, ventilation of water-closets, and drainage, which 
are needed to make the hospital safe from epidemic diseases. 
The above estimate, in common with those of other depart- 
ments, was reduced ten per cent. by the City Government, in 
order to bring city expenditures within the tax limit fixed by 
the last Legislature. 

It was plainly impossible, without cheapening our standard 
of living below what was reasonable and just to our inmates, 
to bring our expenses within this reduced appropriation. 
The smaller number of inmates, the absence of farm products, 
or of storage facilities, and the large number of sick requiring 
expensive diet, have always made the average cost per week 
larger than in the State hospitals. As it has proved, we have 
had some unusual expenditures forced upon us by circum- 
stances beyond our control. Jor instance, there was a large 
bill for demurrage and lightering of coal, in consequence of 
the coal vessel getting aground on the flats. Fire-escapes on 


1Since writing the above a good supply of water has been found. 
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the cottage building were ordered by the Inspectors of Build- 
ings, and have been put up. The destruction of our stockade 
fence by a storm made a new fence necessary in the rear, to 
protect us from stragglers on the beach, and to keep our 
patients from the water. ‘This new fence has since twice 
been partially washed away by storms and high tides, the 
beach having lost the protection afforded by the old pile 
fence. ‘The same storm revealed the fact, that, although the 
front fence was in good condition above ground, it had hardly 
a sound post to stand on. New posts were substituted for 
the old ones its whole length, and the fences were generally 
renovated or repaired. Certain parts of the plumbing gave 
out entirely, by reason of age, so that expensive changes 
were necessary to conform to the present laws. 

It was also thought best to replace the grate bars of the 
boilers with patent movable bars, at an expense of over 
$200. The dumb-waiters have been ordered to be 
tinned, by the Inspectors of Buildings, and this makes 
desirable certain changes in their construction before 
itis done. The whole centre building, out side and in, all 
the rooms on the two lower halls, and the rear entries and 
stairways, have been painted by our carpenter, with the aid 
of attendants and patients. These extraordinary expendi- 
tures have cost nearly $3,500, in addition to the usual items 
of repairs. The average net cost per week for each patient 
the past year has been $4.73, and for the past eight months 
$4.74. Itis probable that for the year ending April 30, 1886, 
it will be less, as the next four months no unusual expenses 
are likely to be incurred. There will, however, be a deficiency 
of several thousand dollars in the gross amount of expendi- 
tures. It must be remembered in this connection that we 
are now taking care of thirty more patients and attendants 
than at the beginning of the year. This increased number 
tends somewhat to diminish the cost per patient, but in- 
creases decidely the total of expenditures. 
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Some incidents of hospital life may be worthy of brief narra- 
tion, showing that in spite of constant vigilance affairs do not 
always run smoothly. Although no suicide or serious acci- 
dent has occurred, acts of violence are constantly attempted 
or threatened. 

Numerous suicidal attempts have been made without suc- 
cess, one patient having been constantly and desperately 
suicidal for many months. In spite of watching by day and 
night, he has inflicted many smali injuries on himself. Vio- 
lent assaults have often been made by patients on their 
fellows, or on attendants. Hallucinations of hearing are 
extremely common, and an imaginary insult suddenly trans- 
forms a peaceful, and apparently, rational patient into a 
dangerous person. Several severe self-inflicted injuries have 
been treated in patients not suicidal, who, by acts of violence, 
have dangerously wounded themselves. One man with 
chronic delusions of persecution and false hearing, having 
escaped from the garden where he was at work with the 
gardener, was concealed by his friends, who professed to con- 
sider him sane. A lawyer was employed to prevent his 
return and secure his discharge. After several weeks he 
was arrested by the police, and while being taken to the 
station deliberately put his foot under a horse-car wheel, 
for the purpose of being taken to the City Hospital and 
getting damages from the city or the railroad company. 

Our elopements have been six in number, which is small in 
comparison with hospitals situated in the country. Our small 
grounds and high fences, and the necessity of limiting exer- 
cise to two hours daily under the supervision of three attend- 
ants, make escape difficult. In addition to the case men- 
tioned above, a woman while at work in the laundry slipped 
out of the door unobserved, and ran toward the water, which 
she reached through a gate by which ashes are wheeled 
out, then temporarily open. An alarm was given, and in 
five minutes the Superintendent and an assistant had launched 
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a boat and rowed to the spot where she was standing. As 
it happened, her intentions were not suicidal, and she was 
captured on the beach. A male patient also escaped from 
the laundry, and was found at home a few hours after. 

The fourth elopement was by means of one of our dining- 
room windows, which, from motives of economy, have not 
been guarded. The windows have checks to prevent their 
opening more than six inches, and the doors are kept locked 
between meals. By carelessness on the part of several 
attendants, a patient who had been on the watch for a chance 
to escape gained admission, and removing a check, let himself 
down by the table-cloth. 

The fifth elopement was due to a cause fortunately very 
uncommon in my experience, — the wilful connivance of a 
drunken and worthless attendant. A man of some experi- 
ence, with good recommendations, a plausible appearance, 
and a certificate of membership in a temperance society, was 
engaged. Ina very short time he showed his true character 
by being under the infiuence of liquor. In this condition he 
allowed a voluntary patient under treatment as a dipsomaniac 
to take his keys from his room and escape in the night. The 
next morning his condition and conduct were discovered, and 
he was summarily ordered out of the house. It was also 
found that he had probably struck a patient; but as the 
evidence was all circumstantial, or dependent on the testi- 
mony of a demented patient, he was not arrested. 

The same patient often makes frequent attempts at escape. 
This proved true the last month, when the man whose foot 
was run over climbed the front fence while exercising in the 
garden. He was closely followed by an attendant, and re- 
turned within ten minutes. Another patient, a young man, 
requires constant watching, by reason of his propensity to 
mischief, which is constant and lasting. He is continually 
turning on the gas, twisting the burners off, wrenching off 
door-knobs, pulling down electric wires, setting fires, striking 
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or tripping up other patients. He does his mischief quickly 
and slyly, and denies it persistently. Special attendance has 
been required to avoid constant seclusion, which would be 
ruinous to his health. These and all other occurrences of 
interest in the daily life of the hospital have been at once 
reported to your Board in our daily report. 

Last summer an old lady, who has been an inmate of the 
hospital for thirty years, and who still retains considerable 
intelligence, was operated on for cataract by Dr. Wadsworth. 
She had been fond of reading and sewing, and the entire loss 
of sight by double cataract was a great deprivation to her. 
The operation was painless, under the use of cocaine, and 
was entirely successful, in spite of an attack of excitement, 
which complicated the after-treatment. She is now able to 
read and sew, and enjoy her walks in the garden.

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Some informal social gathering occurs nearly every week. 
At our dancing parties we are assisted by amateur or profes- 
sional vocalists and readers. We are indebted, among others, 
to Mrs. Edmonds, Miss Edmonds, Miss Hyde, Mr. and 
Mrs. Mitchel, Miss Lawrence, Miss Parker, Mrs. Galvin, 
Mr. Clemens, Mr. Holden, Miss Goodrich, Miss Chase, Miss 
Howard, and Miss Lovering, for assistance on these occa- 
sions; also to Mr. Fowle and Mr. Leland for admission to 
the Horticultural exhibitions; to Mrs. Swan and a party of 
young ladies and gentlemen from Milton for their “ Mother 
Goose Quadrilles ;” to Mr. Prang for again remembering us 
in his distribution of Christmas cards, crosses, and mottoes; 
to Mrs. H. Bigelow, Miss Crehore, Mr. C. F. Adams; the 
Hospital Newspaper Society and others for pamphlets and 
papers; to Mr. Casey for a game, and engravings for 
framing. 

October 15, Dr. Boland, who had served as first assistant 
since April 15, 1878, resigned to go into private practice 
in South Boston. He left with the respect and good-will of 
all with whom he had come in contact, and we all wish him 
success and happiness in his return to private life. His 
place was filled by the promotion of Dr. E. B. Lane, who 
has been second-assistant physician for about a year. Dr. 
Lane’s place was filled December 24, by the appointment 
of Dr. Robert Swift. Dr. J. P. Clark has served as interne, 
or as acting second-assistant, until the present time. 

In July Miss Jessie Munsie, seamstress, resigned, after a 
term of service extending to nearly thirty years. She will 
long be missed by those patients with whom she had daily 
intercourse, and in whom she took more than an ordinary 
interest. 

With two or three unfortunate exceptions, the officers and 
employés of the hospital have performed their difficult and 
disagreeable duties well. There has been shown an intelli- 
gent interest in their work, and the condition of the wards, in 
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spite of overcrowding, has been commendable. Some attend- 
ants have shown unusual zeal in preserving neatness and 
order, to which I am very glad to testify. It should never 
be forgotten that faithful service in the care of the insane 
deserves recognition beyond any mere pecuniary reward. 

I again take occasion to thank your Board for its continued 
interest in the welfare of the hospital, and for their so far 
unsuccessful efforts to relieve its crowded condition.

FINE AND COSsTs. 


The amount received in payment of fine and costs for the 
past year is $492.11, and this sum has been handed over to 
the County Treasurer. 


DISCIPLINE. 


If we take into account the material with which the 
“penal system” has to do, we see at once the necessity of 
constant and vigorous discipline. The prisoners consist of 
those who are not in sympathy with law and order, and thus 
are without respect for persons or property. Hence, when 
we consider the fact that they are representative men of a 
certain grade in society, this matter of discipline assumes an 
important place in this connection; for, if we restrain and 
reform one such man or woman committed for any offence, 
we effect favorably others with whom they have to do. 
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SUBSISTENCE. 


The most ample provision is made for this department of 
the prison not only in the amount of food furnished, but in 
the economic methods of supply. The general condition of 
the men gives the best evidence of this fact. 


Work. 


The law of constant labor controls every able-bodied man 
and woman in the institution. Drones are never found in 
this community, — all are immediately and actively em- 
ployed in some assigned task. The larger proportion of the 
men are at work on the sewing-machines in the various shops 
of the prison. The women — excepting those who are 
employed as nurses in the hospital and domestics in the offi- 
cers’ department — are found in the laundry. 


Gas—W orRKS., 


We report with great satisfaction the good results of last 
year’s expenditure on these works. We produce better gas, 
larger supplies, with less expense and labor than ever before, 
and at the “boiler-house” as well, for we are constantly 
having the evidence of increased power and more eflicient 
service therefrom. The improvements of last year are paying 
a good dividend in greater convenience and comfort. 


REPAIRS. 


It is only needful to say under this heading that the very 


complete work of 1884 has rendered any special repairs. 


unnecessary. 


SANITARY CONDITION. 


The prisoners have been free from epidemics; the use of 


lime under the direction of detailed officers, the daily sweep-_ 


ing and washing required in all the workshops and the corri-

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' dors of the several buildings, with very thorough and timely 


ventilation, have removed all tendencies to disease that 
night have otherwise have existed. 


HOospitau. 


Under the direction of Dr. Fisher, of the Lunatic Hospi- 
tal, this service has been eminently successful. The cases 
treated have been chronic as a general rule. The deaths 
have been as follows : — 

Richard J. Leslie, died January 20, 1885, of traumatic 
erysipelas. 

William H. Howard, died February 12, 1885, of pulmo- 
nary hemorrhage. 

James Shea, died April 5, 1885, of diabetes mellitus. 

Edward Libby, died July 4, 1885, of phthisis. 


PIGGERY. 


All the pork required for the use of the prisoners and 
officers’ table has been raised within the walls. We have 
had an ample supply of vegetables, excepting potatoes, from 
the farm connected with the institution. 


LIBRARY. 


We have received about two hundred pamphlets and books 
from the friends of the prisoners. As I have remarked 
before, a well-selected and properly conducted library is a 
very important aid in the discipline of the institution. It 
is the chaplain’s duty to take a general and immediate charge 
of all the books connected with the Prison Library. During 
this past year his duties have been especially complicated 
in the effort to reduce the distribution of books to a better 
system. He has so far succeeded that the working of the 
library is more complete than before. On examination I 
have found the books are in better condition and better 
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served than in previous years. The days of distribution and 
assignment are Mondays and Fridays in each week. ‘The 


number of volumes now in circulation is about twelve 
hundred. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The exercises in the chapel have been held as usual during 
the year, —the Catholic service in the morning conducted 
by Rey. Father Higgins, and Protestant service in the after- 
noon by Chaplain Clark. The attendance at these services 
has been as usual. The chaplain of the institution has been 
found every day at his post of duty in the guard-house, 
giving such advice to those leaving the prison as circum- 
stances seem to warrant.

CONCLUSION. - 


It gives me great pleasure to speak of the promptness and 
faithfulness of the officers under my charge. I beg also to 
offer my sincere thanks to the President and members of the 
Board, for their courtesy and codperation in all matters 
of common interest, in the management of this institution, 
especially to the late President of the Board: (Mr. Whit- 
ing) for his manly and intelligent course of action in his 
administration of affairs. Called, as he has been, by the 
Governor of the Commonwealth, to a very responsible posi- 
tion, I cannot but express my hope that his integrity and 
executive ability, so often observed with us, may alike char- 
acterize his present relations to his associates in office.

GENTLEMEN, — The following is submitted as the report 
of this institution for the year 1885. 

As I have only had charge of the administration a short 
time, the report is necessarily brief. The event of the year 
has been the organization of the Nursery department. The 
transference of the babies from Deer Island to the Nursery 
department of this institution is a change greatly to be com- 
mended, and [ hope in the future to be able to make good 
reports of this department. 

A number of improvements have been made in the institu- 
tion: the old lavatory has been removed and a new one built, 
thereby removing one of the principal causes of ophthalmia. 
Mechanics are at present working, remodelling and enlarging 
the laundry, a change which we needed very much; bath- 
tubs have been put in each dormitory, also new water-closets. 
The buildings have been painted and are now in excellent 
condition. We commenced the year with 190 boys and 106 
girls, and have since increased to 248 boys and 122 girls.,

The limited appropriation the past year restricted our im- 
provements to those only which were of an absolute neces- 
sity, as the sum was insufficient to defray the ordinary 
running expense. The institution has been thoroughly 
cleansed, painted, and whitewashed. Steam-heating has been 
introduced, which is a great improvement over the stoves in 
regard to safety and many other ways. That was a special 
appropriation, a credit to the Council, also to your Honora- 
ble Board for your energetic manner in carrying it through. 
Many improvements are needed. When the attic is finished 
it will relieve the halls from the present crowded condition. 
Some floors need relaying, and the sashes to most of the 
windows are decayed, and should be replaced by modern 
frames ; also the chimneys topped out, slate to roof repaired, 
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and the stable looked after. The fences are likewise in a 
very bad condition, — liable to be blown down before spring. 
Steam-cooking apparatus will increase our facilities and sim- 
plify matters very much. Our bread has been baked for 
the past three months at the Marcella-st. Home, which 
has relieved us from considerable work; also furnished 
better bread for the institution. The food has been good in 
quality and sufficient in quantity ; and the inmates have been 
well clothed. Religious services are the same as in years 
past. Those who so desire can attend church at Charles- 
town. Representatives of the different churches from that 
district visit us each Sabbath afternoon for religious service : 
so each and every one can enjoy the privilege of worshipping 
according to the dictates of their own conscience. ey. 
Fathers Keyes and Eagan visit us often and attend to the 
spiritual wants of members of the Roman Catholic faith. 
Dr. R. W. Sprague, the visiting physician, has, by his gen- 
tlemanly demeanor and attention to the duties required of 
him, his willingness to bear a share of the responsibilities, 
not only endeared himself to me, but to those under my 
care; his report to me is annexed. The matrons have per- 
formed their duties in an efficient manner. We wish to re- 
turn thanks to kind friends for favors the past year, and 
would particularly mention the following: Mme. Fries 
Bishop and Company, for their vocal entertainment on 
Thanksgiving evening; Mrs. H. Kuhn, of 64 Beacon 
street, Boston, for Christmas cards; Mrs. Dr. Sprague and 
some fifteen other talented friends of Boston and suburbs, for 
their highly enjoyable concert of two hours’ duration on 
Christmas-eve; Mr. Marcellus Carpenter, Peter McNally, 
others whom I cannot call by name, for their music, Jaugh- 
able songs, and recitations in the afternoon, all of which 
relieved the monotony of every-day life, made the old feel 
young again and the sick well. They left us with a knowl- 
edge that we were kindly remembered by friends.

CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE, 
CHARLESTOWN, Dec. 31, 1885. 


To James R. Gerrisy, Esq., Superintendent of the Charles- 
town District Almshouse :— 


Dear Sir,—As Visiting Physician to the institution under 
your charge, I respectfully submit the following report for 
the year ending December 31, 1885 :— 


The number on the sick list the past year has been 
largely augmented, from the fact that many who were admit- 
ted came expressly for medical treatment. 

Most of these patients were suffering from either acute or 
chronic troubles, the result of their own imprudence. 

Among the older inmates, a very large number of miscel- 
laneous cases, principally chronic, and incident to people of 
their age, habits, etc., have been treated. 

A very interesting case occurred in a woman who had been 
visiting friends, and returned with a strangulated, irreducible 
hernia, which resulted in five perforations of the intestine, 
followed by complete recovery in twelve weeks. 

There were 19 deaths during the year; of these 14 were 
females, and 5 males, from the following causes: phthisis, 9 ; 
senility, 5; pneumonia, 2; heart disease, 1; Bright’s-dis- 
ease, 1; paralysis 1. 

On account of the overcrowded condition of the rooms, I 
would respectfully suggest that the sick be separated from 
those who are well, and competent nurses employed to care 
for them. 
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The dispensary now in use is inadequate for existing 
demands, and ought to be enlarged, and provided with addi- 
tional facilities for the dispensing of medicine and examina- 
tion of patients. 

In closing, permit me to thank you for the universal cour- 
tesy shown me and the kindly interest manifested at all 
times towards those under my care; also Mrs. Gerrish and 
the matrons for the prompt, efficient, and cheerful manner in 
which they invariably responded, day or night, when called 
upon to administer to the wants of the sick.

OF ALDERMEN, 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, January 18, 1886. 


The Special Committee appointed to prepare rules and 
orders for the government of the Board of Aldermen for 
the current year submit herewith the accompanying: draft of 
rules, which they respectfully recommend for adoption by the 
Board. 

The rules submitted are substantially the same as have 
been in force heretofore, with such changes as are made 
necessary under the “new charter,” and certain verbal 
changes which seemed desirable to the Committee.

Committee on Rules and Orders. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the Board shall take the chan 
at the hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Ruue 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order ; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board, by motion regularly seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on appeal shall 
have been decided. 

Rue 3. The chairman shall declareall votes ; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative and in the negative, with- 
out debate on the question. 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Rute 5. When the chairman of the Board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call any 
member to it; but such substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment. 


MorIons. 


RuxeE 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, the 
chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and nays, 
provided any member shall so require. And every ordi- 
nance, resolution, or order, except orders of notice, papers 
from the Common Council, orders of inquiry, and orders 
relating to the Department of Health, after being read, 
shall be laid on the table before its consideration by the 
Board, and no such resolution or order except as above 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is offered. 
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Rute 7. The chairman shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time 
shall be put first. 

Ruue 8. After a motion is stated or read by the chair- 
man it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Board, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may withdraw 
it at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rute 9. When a question is under debate the chairman 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equiva- 
lent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Rute 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to ad- 
journ as always in order, except on an immediate repetition ; 
and that motion, and the motion to lay on the table, or to 
take up trom the table, shall be decided without debate. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 11. When a vote has been passed it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration thereof at 
the same meeting ; or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers 
until the next regular meeting; and, when a motion for re- 
consideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


Conpuctr oF MEMBERS. 


Ruir 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall contine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 

Rute 13. No member speaking sball be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to a call to order, or for explanations. 

Rute 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Ruiter 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
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calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


Movrions. 


Rue 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. | 

Rute 17. Any member may require the division of a 
question, when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to 
strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

Rute 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rue 20. When a vote is doubted the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
and stand till they are counted. 

Rue 21. All questions relating to priority of business 
to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

Rove 22. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order :— 

1. Toa standing committee of the Board. 

2. Toa select committee of the Board. 

3. ‘To a joint standing committee. 

4. To a joint select committee. 


STANDING COMMITTEES.

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OrDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 24. Atevery regular meeting of the Board the order 
of business shall be as follows : —

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

3. Papers from the Common Council. 

4, Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of city officers. 

6. Reports of committees. 

7. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 
And the above order of business shall not be departed from 
but by the votes of a majority of the members of the Board 
present. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. Each committee elected on the part of this

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the City

the City of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of 
the Board. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 29. No person, except a member of the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. 

Rute 30. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons, excepting members of the City 
Government and reporters, are allowed in the chamber of the 
Board of Aldermen, or in the anteroom of the same, while 
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the Board is in session, and after the seats furnished for spec- 
tators have been occupied. 

Rute 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present at 


the time.

Section 1 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides 
that “the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually 
give public notice by adver tisement, or by posting notices in 
one or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons hay- 
ing ausual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, 
or measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, 
merchandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, | 
to bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed.” 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fees shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section 
it is customary for the Sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this 
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office their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and 
sealed. 

Section 2 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended 
by Section 2 of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides 
that, “at any time after said notice the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section, who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, — 
and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said service the 
compensation set forth in Chapter 51, Section 14, of the 
General Statutes.” 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the Deputy Sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use; 
and, having informed the owners thereof that it was optional 
with them whether their scales, ete., should be tested at this 
office or at their place of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

CITY COUNCIL. 


In Common Councit, January 21, 1886. 


The Joint Special Committee on the Joint Rules of the 
City Council having considered the matter, beg leave to 
report, in part, as follows : — 


REPORT. 


The changes made in the City Charter by Chapter 266, of 
the Acts of 1885, have rendered great alterations in the Joint 
Rules absolutely necessary. Those Rules were framed for 
the direction of executive committees, charged with an active 
supervision and control of the departments. The amended 
charter undoubtedly deprives the City Council and its com- 
mittees of any interference with the executive part of the 
government. To ascertain exactly what duties, powers, and 
responsibilities remained with the City Council, your com- 
mittee thought it proper to consult the Corporation Counsel, 
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and after a full discussion of the points involved, they 
received the written opinion annexed hereto. 

Finding that there was no change in the old order of 
affairs to this extent, viz., that the City Council must still 
decide upon the purposes for which the public money is 
to be spent, and make the necessary appropriations, and 
order the taxes to be levied therefor, it has seemed necessary 
to make few changes in the frame-work of the committee 
system. As no large body can consider all the details of 
appropriations, it seems wise to continue the plan of 
having the affairs of each department referred to a joint 
committee. But the great difference under the new sys- 
tem is, that these committees no longer control or infiu- 
ence the disbursements. ‘They are strictly sub-committees 
of the whole City Council; they examine and report upon 
the matters referred to them, but these reports must be sub- 
mitted to the main body and be there subjected to criticism 
and revision. If one of these new committees report against 
the application of a department, they are liable to be put 
upon their defence at the instance of any of their fellow- 
members. If they, collusively, report extravagant appro- 
priations, they will be met by the scrutiny and censure of 
the whole body, and find their orders rejected or amended. 

Some other joint committees are customary for the work 
of the body, as those on Claims, Ordinances, Contingent 
Expenses, Printing, Legislative Affairs, etc. Provision is 
made for these in Rule 2, and their duties defined. 

A Standing Committee on Appropriations is proposed in 
place of the Special Committee on the Auditor’s Estimates, 
annually established. It will do the same work but will be 
organized earlier. The Finance Committee loses, by the new 
law, the power to negotiate the city loans, but retains its other 
functions. It is therefore put on the same footing as other 
joint committees, and the number of aldermen thereon is 
increased up to the usual quota. 

Old Rules 3 to 12, inclusive, are re-drafted with such few 
changes as seem right and necessary. Old Rule 12 is 
dropped, as unnecessary. Old Rules 13 to 18 are unchanged, 
except that in Rule 15 the first two paragraphs, and two 
lines in the fifth paragraph, are expunged. ‘The first para- 
eraph is in the law of 1885 Chap. 266, § 6, and the second 
in the Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 15, § 4. 

Old Rules 19 to 21, concerning refreshments and car- 
riages, are reported in a new draft, to meet the defects of the 
former rule. 

Old Rule 22 has a clause inserted to express the invari- 
able custom of legislative bodies. 


RULES AND ORDERS. 3 


Old Rules 23 and 24 are unaltered. Rules 25, 26, 27, 28, 
and 29 are dropped, as no longer applicable. 

Old Rule 30 is amended to read, “two-thirds of the 
members present and voting thereon,” so as to dispose of 
any doubt as to its meaning.

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Finance. 

Rute 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in 
like manner, the following Joint Standing Committees to 
perform the duties assigned them : — 

1. A Committee on Appropriations, to consist of seven 
aldermen and seven councilmen, to whom shall be referred the 
estimates of the departments prepared by the Auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
his Honor the Mayor. ? 

They shall on or before the fifteenth day of March report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A Committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A Committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. They shall audit 
and examine all bills and vouchers for expenditures charge- 
able to sach appropriation, authenticate the same, if correct, 
by the signature of their chairman, and send the same to the 

‘ity Auditor on or before the twentieth day of each month, 
to be paid in accordance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1885. 

They shall report in print to the City Council, on the tirst 
of every month, the Auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
and the Clerk of Committee’s Department and the City 
Messenger’s Department. 

4. A Committee on Finance, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all appli- 
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cations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the Reserved Fund. 

5. A Committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two aldermen and three councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A Committee on Legislative Affairs, to consist of two 
aldermen and three councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the city of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committee. 

7. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed, they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the Corporation 
Counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 25, § 3. 

They shall also constitute the Standing Committee on the 
Law Department. 

8. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the City 
Gonieil: or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
tor the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the City Council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as Superintendent of Printing under the provisions 
of Chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the Superintendent of Printing. 
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The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and ‘distribution 
of the same by the City Messenger. 

They shall constitute the Standing Committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 


three aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 3. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee shall be its chairman ; and, 
in case of his resignation or inability, the other members of 
the same Board in the order in which they are named, and 
after them the members of the Common Council in the order 
named, shall act as chairman. The chairman shall call meet- 
ings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written re- 
quest of a majority of the members 

Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at’ the request of any member, be 

taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

RuLe 6. Any Joint Committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for Contingent Expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 


carriage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
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branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; the reference of a 
matter by either branch to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, or a reference with instructions, shall require con- 
current action. The report back upon a matter so referred 
to a joint committee, and the action of the branch thereon, 
shall be noted on the record, but shall not require action 
by the other branch. The report of a committee upon any 
subject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch 
in which the order of reference originated. It shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request. 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the City 
Hall, and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, and in 
.the City Messenger’s office, a list of the committee meetings 


to be held that day. 
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ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be. given, under the signature of the clerk, to fe branch in 
which the same originated. 

Rute 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way-of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 14. Whenever the City Council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

. Rute 15. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Ruxe 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rute 17. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


RuLe 18. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the City Council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
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member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the City Council incurring the same ; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 

All carriages shall be ordered through the City Messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor, within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, and if containing items incurred more than three 
months previous to the date of their presentation to the 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 19. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
br enent or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 20. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to adeitio: board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 21. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 


the City Council present and voting thereon.

To the Committee on Joint Rules: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The substance of the matter covered by the 
numerous questions, and the discussions in committee in relation 
to appropriations, may be briefly stated. 

The powers given to the City Council by the charter (Sts. 1821, 
ch. 110, § 15; 1854, ch. 448 § 387) ‘*to make appropriations of 
all public moneys,” were not altered by the Act passed last year to 
amend the charter (St. 1885, ch. 266). 

No appropriations can be made except for purposes authorized 
by the Legislature ; but, subject to this limitation, the Council must 
determine the objects for which appropriations shall be made, and 
the amount of such appropriations. The Council in its order should 
so far define the purposes and amounts as to show that they are, 
either in express terms or by necessary implication, within the 
provisions of the statutes ; and it may, beyond this, sub-divide the 
appropriations within reasonable limits, as it may deem to be for 
the best interests of the city. It may also by a general provision 
authorize tbe several Boards and heads of departments to expend 
the money for the purposes named, or may provide that no part of 
an appropriation shall be expended, unless required by law, with- 
out the further order of the City Council. 

It is of course possible to suppose an extreme case in which the 
Council might seek to direct expenditures with so much detail as to 
cross the provisions of the Act of 1885, which forbid the City 
Council, or either branch thereof, to take part in any of the execu- 
tive business of the city; but the possibility of such unreasonable 
action is so remote that it is not worth while to consider it at the 
present time.

COMMON COUNCIL. 


In Common CounciL, January 21, 1886. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council, appointed 
to consider what alterations, if any, were needed to be made 
in the Rules of that body, having attended to that duty, beg 
leave to report, in part, at this time, as follows : — 

A clause is added to Rule 4, to forbid smoking in the 
Council Chamber during sessions. 

The Committee recommend a new draft of Rule 8, about 
quorum, returning to the exact form in use in 1882, 1883, 
and 1884. 

Rules 9 and 10 are re-drafted, as the Committee on Paving 
is now a Joint Committee, and, by custom, the Committee 
on Council Rules and Orders is appointed by special 
order. 

Rule 19 is amended to show when debate is in order. No 
change is made in the correct practice. 

Rule 21 is omitted as obsolete, and this changes the 
numeration through to the end. 

Rule 23 (old Rule 24) is amended by putting the motion 
for the previous question higher than the motion to lay on 
the table. This is also changed in new Rule 38. 
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Rule 34 (old Rule 35) is a simpler statement of the 
custom and intent of the rule. 

Rule 39 is old Rule 40 re-drafted to comply with the present 
law on elections and confirmations. 

Rule 40 (old Rule 41) is amended by striking out all about 
the mode of voting. The Council will elect less than half- 
a-dozen officers now. 

Rule 44 (old Rule 45) is the rule about carriages and 
refreshments in a new draft. 

The above are believed to be the only changes recom- 
mended.

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RULES AND ORDERS

Rute 1. The regular meeting of the Common Council 
shall be held on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock 
P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall 
be called to order. In the absence of the President the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a 
President pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an 
election is not effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials 
a plurality vote shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Ruiteé 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rute 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Rute 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
Council chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Ruue 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
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schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. _Nomembershall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, or, with the consent of 
the speaker, to ask a question of him, in which cases the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking , shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain, from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
Council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 


President. 
QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the doubt 
of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain and de- 
clare whether a quorum is present. If there is no quorum 
present, he shall immediately declare the Council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the Standing Committee on Elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Ruxe 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger. 
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unless all the members consent ; and they shall keep a record 
of their doings. The member first named shall be chairman, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Committee, in which case 
the Council shall be notified of the change; and the same 
rule shall apply to the members serving on Joint Com- 
mittees. 

RuxixE 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. If, 
however, any such report has been ordered to be printed 
without having been previously read, the President may de- 
Jay such printing until the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, at which time he shall give notice of his action. 

Rute 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 


ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate ; and the previous question shall not be 


moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 


order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Orders and resolutions that are to be referred, or 
are to take their first reading only. 

Third. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Fourth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials, 

fifth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Sixth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
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Seventh. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

EHighth. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Ninth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the second 
order of business, during which time no debate shall be in 
order. Papers shall be called for by divisions in numerical 
order, and only one member in a division shall be recognized 
until each division has been called. 

Rue 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two -several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second. reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Rute 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MOTIONS. 


Rue 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion BVA be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 


> 


sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 


Rue 23. When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To especially assign to a time certain. 
To refer to a committee. 

To amend. 

To refer to another Board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 
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These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rue 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rute 25. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Rue 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Ruiter 29. When the*previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
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without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has deen decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 32. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 33. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays, shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Rute 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rune 386. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk before ten 
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o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Rue 40. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects if an in- 
eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
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and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Ruiter 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the anteroom on 
the westerly side, while the Council is in session and after 
the seats provided for spectators have been occupied, except 
members of the City Government and reporters, without 
the permission of the President; and the President shall 
order such accommodation on the floor for reporters and 
spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that 
no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the 
Council. No person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side during any session of the Council. 

Rune 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council. at. its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committce-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same tules ; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 

of visitors. ‘The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. — 


REFRESHMENTS. 


Rute 44, No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the Common Council, except 
in the discharge of official duty, and by the vote of the Com- 
mon Council, or a Committee thereof, specifying the duty to 


be performed, the amount to be expended, and the method. 


RULES AND ORDERS. ve 


All such votes of the committees shall be reported in detail 
once a month to the Auditing Committee hereinafter provided. 
All carriages shall be hired through the City Messenger, 
who shall obtain and verify the bills within twenty days 
from the date when they were incurred. When the Com- 
mon Council is in session atseleven P.M., the City Mes- 
senger is directed to provide carriages to convey members to 
their respective homes, if they so desire. The President is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire while in the discharge of his official duties. The prices 
paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in confor- 
mity with the rates established by the Board of Police. All 
bills so incurred shall be charged to the Contingent Fund of the 
Common Council, and shall be audited, before presentation to 
the City Auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
Common Council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves of 
the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and amount, 
and may require evidence before approving them for pay- 
ment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on or before 
the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill shall be con- 
sidered unless presented within three months of the date of 
incurring the same. 

The Auditing Committee shall report in print every three 
months, giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes 
authorizing the same. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Rue 45. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto. 
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REVISED STANDING REGULATIONS 
f: BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, January 25, 1886. 


The special committee appointed under the order passed 
January 4, 1886, “to revise the Standing Regulations of the 
board of aldermen,” beg leave to submit in the accompanying 
draft the regulations as revised by them, in accordance with 
the requirements of the amendment to the city charter, chap- 
ter 266 of the Acts of 1885, and of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1885. The changes that have been made in the regula- 
tions as they appear in the volume of Revised Ordinances of 
1883, aside from some necessary verbal changes, are noted 
as follows :— 

In chapter 2, section 1, provision for the superintendent 
of public buildings to act under the advice of any committee 
of the board is omitted and the remainder of the section is 
condensed. 

Sections 2 and 3 are unchanged. 

Section 4 now provides that there shall be one inspector 
of milk, in addition to the naming of his salary. Section 5 is 
omitted, as the salary of the superintendent of lamps is pro- 
vided for in chapter 6 of the Revised Ordinances. 

Rules for laying drains, adopted February 12, 1883, are 
omitted, as, under the Revised Ordinances, chapter 27, section 
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7, the superintendent of sewers is authorized to prescribe 
the rules. 

In chapter 6, section 10, the provision in regard to the 
committee on paving is stricken out as unnecessary. 

In chapter 7, section 5, the power to grant permits for 
raising and lowering s safes into and from “buildings is con- 
ferred upon the inspector of buildings, instead of the super- 
intendent of police, as the aldermen do not now exercise any 
control over the latter official. 

Old chapter 10, relating to trees, passed Decemder 17, 1883, 
is omitted, as the care of trees is now provided for by law, 
rendering sections 1 and 2 of this chapter useless; and it 
does not seem to your committee of sufficient consequence 
to continue section 3, as the record and report referred to 
are practically provided for by chapter 4, section 17, of the 
Revised Ordinances. 

The committee have considered it advisable to incorporate 
with the Standing Regulations of the board rules for licens- 
ing places of public amusement, adopted December 31, 1884, 
and January 19, 1885, and have accordingly reported them 
as new chapter 10. A few minor changes are made of a 
verbal nature.

STANDING REGULATIONS, 


It is hereby ordered by the Board of Aldermen, as 
follows : — 


CHAPTER 1. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. The regulations contained in this chapter and 
in the nine succeeding chapters shall be known as the “ Re- 
vised Standing Regulations” of the board of aldermen, and 
shall remain in force from year to year until they are amended 
or repealed. So far as their provisions are the same in effect 
as those of previously existing regulations, they shall be con- 
strued as continuations of those regulations, but, subject to 
the said limitation and to the provisions of the next section, 
all standing regulations of the board of aldermen, which have 
heretofore been in force, are hereby repealed. 

Secor. 2. These Revised Standing Regulations shall not 
have the effect of reviving any standing regulation heretofore 
repealed or superseded, nor shall they affect any act done, 
any right accrued, any penalty incurred, any suit, prosecu- 
tion, or proceeding pending, or the tenure of office of any 
person holding office, at the time when they take effect. 

Secr. 3. Whoever violates a provision of any standing 
regulation of the board of aldermen, whether included in 
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these Revised Standing Regulations or hereafter enacted, 
shall, unless other provision is expressly made, be lable to a 
penalty of not more than twenty dollars for each offence. 
Sror. 4. The words “street” and “streets,” when used 
in a standing regulation of the board of aldermen, shall be 
construed as - including alleys, lanes, courts, public squares, 
public places, and sidewalks, unless such construction would 
be inconsistent with the manifest intent of the regulation. 
Secr. 5. All standing regulations of the board of alder- 
men shall, except when otherwise ordered, be published two 
weeks successively i in three daily newspapers published in the 
city, such newspapers to be designated by the city clerk. 


CHAPTER 2 
OF CERTAIN SALARIES AND COUNTY MATTERS. 


Section 1. The superintendent of public buildings shall 
provide, from time to time, the necessary janitors, assistants, 
supplies, and materials for the county court-house. 

Sror. 2. The yearly salaries of the officers connected 
with the county jail shall, until otherwise ordered, be as fol- 
lows: The chief officer, thirteen hundred and fifty dollars ; 
the steward and first inside officer, each not exceeding one 


thousand dollars; the other regularly employed officers, each 
not exceeding nine hundred dollars ; the watchman and other 
necessary assistants not exceeding two dollars a day. 

Sror. 3. The yearly salary of the auditor of the county 
of Suffolk shall be eight hundred dollars, the same to be in 
full for the services of ‘the said auditor and for all clerical 
assistance. 

Stor. 4. There shall be one inspector of milk, whose 


yearly salary shall be eighteen hundred dollars. 


CHAPTER 3. 
OF THE USE OF STREETS BY VEHICLES. 

SecTion 1. No owner, driver, or other person having 
charge of a hackney carriage, shall stop his carriage in a 
street abreast of another carriage, nor so as to obstruct a 
street or a flagstone or crossing thereof. 
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Sect. 2. No owner or driver of an omnibus shall drive 
it, or permit it to be driven, on any route other than that 
designated therefor by the board of aldermen. 

Secor. 3. No owner or driver of an omnibus shall stop it 
on any part of its route, unless called to take or leave a pas- 
senger, and then only for such time as is sufficient to enable 
the passenger to take his or her seat or to leave the 
omnibus. 

Secr. 4. Every driver or other person having the care 
and ordering of a truck, cart, wagon, sled, or dvay, passing 
in or through the streets of the city, shall drive his horses or 
beasts at a moderate foot- -pace, and shall hold the reins in his 
hands to guide and restrain such horses or beasts, or shall 
walk by “the head of the shaft or wheel horse or beast, 
either holding or keeping within reach of the bridle or halter 
thereof. 

Secor. 5. No truck or dray shall be used in the city the 
length whereof, from the end of the shaft to the extreme end 
of the side, shall be greater than twenty-four feet and six 
inches. 

Sect. 6. No person shall cause to be carried on a truck, 
dray, or cart a load the weight whereof exceeds three tons, 
unless such load consists of an article which cannot be 
divided. 

Secr. 7. No owner, driver, or other person having the 
care or ordering of a vehicle, shall suffer the same to stop 
in a street for more than five minutes without some proper 
person to take care of the same, nor for more than twenty 
minutes in any case; but the foregoing provision shall not 
apply to carriages of city officers at city buildings or of physi- 
cians while visiting the sick, nor to the vehicles of market or 
provision men, who may stand for the purpose of selling pro- 
visions until eleven o’clock in the forenoon at such places in 
the city as the board of aldermen may designate. 

Sect. 8. No vehicle of any description shall be driven 
through any part of the city during any time that snow or ice 
is upon or covers the streets, unless there are three or more 
bells attached to the horse or horses or to some part of the 
harness thereof. 

Secr. 9. No owner, driver, or other person having the 
care of a vehicle, shall stop or place it at or near the inter- 
section of two or more streets in such a manner as to cross a 
footway or flagstone or to prevent foot-passengers from pass- 
ing along a street in the direction or line of the footway or 
flagstone on the side thereof; and any person who so places 
a vehicle and does not immediately, at the request of any per- 
son, cause the same to be removed, or who absents himself 
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so that such request cannot be immediately made and com- 
plied with, shall be liable by reason thereof to an additional 
penalty. 

Snot. 10. Every driver of a vehicle shall remain near it 
while it is unemployed or standing in a street, unless he is 
necessarily absent. in the course of his duty and business, and 
he shall so keep his horse or horses and vehicle as not to 
obstruct the streets, and shall not, while waiting for employ- 
ment, snap or flourish his whip. 

Sect. 11. No vehicle shall be so placed in a street as 
to prevent the passing of other vehicles, unless it is for a 
reasonable time, not exceeding six minutes, for the loading 
or unloading of coal, brick, or stone, or of heavy articles the 
weight of which in any one parcel or package is not less than 
six hundred pounds. 

SEecT. 12. Every owner, driver, or other person having 
the care and ordering of a vehicle shall, when stopping in a 
street, place his vehicle, and the horse or horses connected 
ther ewith, lengthwise with the street and as near as possible 
to the A ae alk ; and no more than one range of vehicles 
shall stand in a street which is not over thirty feet in width, 
and no more than one range on each side in a street which is 
of a greater width than thirty feet ; and in squares and other 
opeu places vehicles shall be arranged by their owners or 
drivers in conformity with any directions of the board of 
aldermen or of any person thereto authorized by said 
board. 

Sect. 18. No owner or driver of a vehicle shall, unless 
occupying a stand by license from the board of aldermen, 
bait or feed in a street a horse or beast connected with such 
vehicle ; and no owner or driver of a vehicle, having a license 
to occupy a stand in a street, shall bait or feed his horse or 
beast in a street, except in a place designated by the board 
of police or by some person by them “thereto authorized ; 
nor unless the horse or beast, while being baited or fed, is 
under the care of some suitable person, and is properly 
secured to prevent it from getting beyond such person’s 
control. 

Srcr. 14. No vehicle without a horse harnessed thereto 
shall remain in a street during the night or on a Sunday, and 
any vehicle so left shall be removed by the city at the ex- 
pense of its owners. 

Secr. 15. No owner, driver, or other person having the 
care of a moving vehicle, shall drive or place said vehicle, or 
the horse or horses or other animal or animals attached there- 
to, or shall cause such vehicle, horse, or animal to be driven 
or placed within ten feet of another vehicle in front of the 
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same at a footpath or crossing of a street; and every such 
owner, driver, or other person shall, when requested by any 
police officer, stop his vehicle at any place in a street for the 
purpose of allowing persons on foot to cross such street in 
safety. 

Srot. 16. No person shall be allowed to drive or have 
the care of more than one vehicle in the streets or public 
places of the city ; and every vehicle with a horse or horses 
or other animal or animals harnessed thereto, shall be under 
the care of some competent person. 

Sect. 17. No owner, driver, or other person having the 
care of a vehicle, shall drive such vehicle, or allow it to be 
driven, in a public street against or afoul of any person, 
vehicle, or thing whatsoever. 

Spor. 18, .No owner, driver, or other person having 
charge of a vehicle, shall drive such vehicle, or allow it to be 
driven, around the corner of a street with the horse or horses 
beetahed thereto travelling at a gait faster than a walk. 

Srcr. 19. No person shall ride upon the steps of an 
omnibus, or upon any other vehicle, without the permission 
of the driver or other person having the charge thereof. 

Sect. 20. No driver or other person having the care of a 
vehicle shall drive such vehicle, or allow it to be driven, over 
a drawbridge with the horses attached thereto travelling at 
a gait faster than a walk. 


CHAPTER 4. 
OF STREET RAILWAYS. 


SEcTION 1. No street-railway car shall be drawn in a 
street in the city proper, north of Berkeley and Dover streets 
and the Federal-street bridge at a rate of speed greater than 
six miles an hour, nor in any other street in the city at a rate 
of speed greater than seven miles an hour. 

Sect. 2. No driver, conductor, or other person having 
the care and ordering of a street-railway car, shall, except in 
case of accident or to prevent injury to persons or property, 
drive or place such car, or the horse or horses attached 
thereto, or allow the same to be driven or placed, at a street 
crossing or footpath, within ten feet of a car or other vehicle 
in front thereof; nor shall he drive or place the same, or allow 
the same to be driven or placed, in such close proximity to a 
car or other vehicle in front thereof as to obstruct or hinder 
the free passage of vehicles or of persons on foot. 
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Secor. 3. No driver, conductor, or other person having 
the care or ordering of a street-railway car, shall drive such 
car, or allow it to be driven, in the streets of the city against 
or afoul of any person, vehicle, or thing whatsoever; nor 
shall he drive such car or allow it to be driven around the 
corner of a street with the horse or horses attached thereto 
travelling ata gait faster than a walk ; and every such driver, 
conductor, or other person shall, when thereto requested by 
a police officer, stop such car at any place in a street for the 
purpose of allowing persons on foot to cross the street in 
safety. 

SEcT. 4. No driver, conductor, or other person having 
the care and ordering of a street-railway car, shall allow such 
car to stop on a cross-walk, nor in front of an intersecting 
street, except to avoid collisions or to prevent danger to 
persons in the street. 

Sect. 5. When the driver, conductor, or other person 
having the care or ordering of a street-railway car, is required 
to stop his car at the intersection of two streets to receive or 
land passengers, the car shall be stopped so as to leave the 
rear platform slightly over the farther crossing. 


Sect. 6. The driver or conductor of a street-railway car 


shall give notice or warning to vehicles which obstruct the 
tracks in front of the car of which he has the care or ordering, 
by striking the bell attached to his car several times in quick 
succession, and no person having the care or ordering of a 
vehicle shall, after such notice or warning, continue to delay 
or hinder the passage of the car. 

Sect. 7. The conductors, drivers, and other persons hav- 
ing the care or ordering of street-railway cars, shall keep a 
vigilant watch for all teams, carriages, and persons on foot, 
especially children, either on the track or moving in the 
direction of the track; and on the first appearance of danger 
to such teams, carriages, or persons, or of any other obstruc- 
tion, the car shall be stopped in the shortest time and space 
possible. | 

Sect. 8. The conductors, drivers, and other persons hav- 


ing the care or ordering of street-railway cars, shall not allow 


ladies or children to enter or leave such cars while they are 
in motion. 

Secor. 9. Every conductor of a street-railway car shall 
announce to the passengers therein the names of the principal 
streets as the car reaches them. 

Secr. 10. The several street-railway corporations shall 
not run snow-ploughs or remove snow from their tracks in 
the streets of the city, unless they remove from such streets, 
outside of their tracks and between their rails and the side- 
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walks, an amount of snow sufficient to make such streets safe 
and convenient for public travel; and all removal of snow 
from the streets by such corporations shall be done under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the superintendent of 
streets. 

Secor. 11. The several street-railway corporations shall 
not, for the purpose of melting the snow on their tracks or 
rails, sprinkle any salt or other article of a decomposing 
nature thereon, or cause or allow such sprinkling to be done 
by any of their agents; nor shall they for such purpose wash 
their tracks or rails, or cause them to be washed by any of 
their agents, with brine or pickle, except by the permission 
of the board of health.

CHAPTER 5. 
OF THE MOVING OF BUILDINGS IN PUBLIC STREETS. 


Srotion 1. . All applications for moving buildings through 
the streets of the city shall be made to the board of alder men, 
and referred to a committee for consideration and report. 

Seor. 2. Every such application shall state the location of 
the building proposed to be moved, its length, width, height, 
and the principal material of its exterior sides and of its roof ; 
and shall definitely describe the route over which it is to be 
moved and the length of time that will be required to move 
it. 

Sreor. 3. Every such application shall be accompanied by 
the written consent of the inspector of buildings, to the plac- 
ing of the building on the lot proposed; and also by the 
written consent of all railroad cor porations whose tracks are 
to be crossed or encumbered by the moving of the building. 

Sect. 4. Permits for the moving of buildings, shall be 
granted only to practical building movers, who are known to 
be engaged in such business. 

Seon, 5. Before such a permit is issued, the building 
mover to whom it is granted shall have filed with the city 
clerk a bond in a sum not less than one thousand dollars and 
with two or more sureties, one of whom shall be the owner 
of the building, to indemnify and save harmless the city 
from all damages which may be caused to persons or prop- 
erty by reason of the moving of the building. 

Srcr. 6. No shade tree shall be removed or the branches 
thereof cut or trimmed in order to facilitate the moving of a 
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building, except by the written consent of the board of 
aldermen ; no fire-alarm telegraph wire shall be cut for said 
purpose, except by the written consent of the board of fire 
commissioners ; and no street lamp or lamp-post shall be 
removed for said purpose except by the written consent of 
the superintendent of lamps. 


CHAPTER 6. 
OF COAL—HOLES AND VAULTS UNDER SIDEWALKS. 


SecTion 1. The superintendent of streets may issue the 
licenses mentioned in section five of chapter twenty-eight 
of the Revised Ordinances, for the making of excavations or 
openings in streets or under sidewalks, and all such licenses 
shall be subject to the provisions of this chapter, a copy of 
which shall be printed on each license, and a violation of any 
of said provisions shall work a forfeiture of all privileges 
granted by the license. All such licenses may at any time 
be revoked by the board of aldermen. 

Secr. 2. Nosuch license shall be granted except upon 
an application in writing, signed by the ‘applie: ant and setting 
forth the dimensions of the proposed excavation or opening 
and the purpose for which it is to be used; and the applicant 
shall also be required to sign, before the license is granted, 
an agreement to conform on his part to all the provisions and 
requirements of this chapter. 

Secor. 3. Every coal-hole and vault under a sidewalk shall 
be constructed as follows : The outer wall next to the carriage- 
way or roadway shall be formed of heavy granite, of not less 
than two and one-half feet in thickness, and shall be laid with 
xood cement, and no part thereof shall project beyond the 


edgestone ; the sides shall be at least one foot thick, and com- 
posed of good hard bricks or granite blocks, laid in cement 
mortar ; the top shall be formed either by a brick arch or 

arches turned in a good and substantial manner, or by rough- | 
hammered granite at least one foot thick, or by blue stone 
or North-river flagstone at least six inches thick, or by iron 
and glass, or rough surface iron, similar in aHalenenern to the 
iP Hyatt Light,” so called. Each coal-hole or vault thus con- 
structed shall not exceed eleven feet in depth, measuring from 
the top of the sidewalk. The opening in a sidewalk over a 
coal-hole or vault shall not exceed eighteen inches in diameter, 
and shall be covered with a substantial iron plate witha rough 


surface to prevent accidents. ‘The entire construction of all 
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coal-holes or vaults shall be subject to the direction and super- 
vision of the superintendent of streets, or of such other person 
as the board of aldermen may designate. When a coal slide 
is placed in a sidewalk, it shall be constructed with at least 
eight-inch brick walls laid in good cement mortar, and the 
whole shall be covered as before mentioned. 

Sect. 4. The owner and tenant of the estate in front of 
which a coal-hole or vault is constructed shall be responsible 
to the city for any and all damages to persons or property in 
consequence of any defect in the construction of such coal- 
hole or vault, or by means of the same or any portion thereof 
being allowed to remain out of repair; and such owner and 
tenant shall be required to keep the said coal-hole or vault 
and its walls and coverings in good order at all times. 

sEecT. 5. The occupant of the estate in front of which a 
coal-hole or vault is constructed shall be responsible to the 
city for any and all damages occasioned to persons or property 
in consequence of the opening in the sidewalk being left un-

covered, or from the covering thereof being left insecure or 


unfastened ; and such occupant shall be required to keep such 
coal-hole or vault-cover in good order and safe for public 
travel over the same. 

Secor. 6. No boiler, steam-shaft, furnace, or steam-pipe, 
and no cesspool, privy, or water-closet shall be constructed 
or located for use in a coal-hole or vault under a sidewalk, 
and no explosive substance or inflammable oil shall be stored 
in such a coal-hole or vault, and no such coal-hole or vault 
shall be ventilated into a street. 

Sect. 7. Any excavation under a sidewalk, whether 
licensed or not, shall, after one week’s notice to that effect, 
given by the board of aldermen, be closed and filled up at 
the owner’s S expense. 

Sect. 8. When a coal-hole or vault under a sidewalk, or 
when an opening constructed in a sidewalk, is not covered or 
secured as provided in section three, or is in the opinion of 
the board of aldermen unsafe or inconvenient for the public 
travel, the said board may order the same to be removed, 
and a suitable one to be put in its place; and if such order is 
not complied with within ten days from the service thereof 
on the owner or tenant of the premises, or other person hav- 
ing the care thereof, the superintendent of streets shall make 
the required change at the expense of such owner, tenant, or 
other person having the care of the premises. 

Sect. 9. No person shall leave a coal-hole, excavation, or 
other opening in a sidewalk open or unfastened in the daytime, 
unless while it is in use by some person or persons actually 
attending the same, nor after sunset in any case. 
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Srot. 10. An excavation or opening made under a license 
shall not, without the consent in writing of the superintend- 
ent of streets, be used for any other purpose than that stated 
in the application, and every license may at any time be 

revoked by the board of aldermen. 


CHAPTER 7. 
OF HOISTING GOODS AND SAFES OVER SIDEWALKS. 


SecTION 1. When goods or merchandise are raised or 
lowered over a street by virtue of a license from the board of 
aldermen, good and sufficient barriers shall be placed across 
the sidew: alk, from the wall of the building from which they 
sre so raised or lowered to the curbstone of the sidewalk, on 
each side of the goods or merchandise so raised or lowered, 
and such barriers shall be kept in their places during the 
whole time the work of raising or lowering is 1n progress, so 
as to protect travellers from injury or danger. 

Secr. 2. The sidewalk shall not be encumbered by such 
goods or merchandise, or by the raising or lowering thereof, 
for more than fifteen minutes at any one time. 

Secr. 8. All persons licensed to raise or lower goods 
outside of buildings shall indemnify and save the city harm- 
less against all damages, costs, and expenses to which it shall 
be subjected on account of their acts under such license. 

Srotr. 4. Every such license may be revoked at the 
pleasure of the board of aldermen. 

sEoT. 5. The inspector of buildings may grant permits 
to suitable persons to raise and lower safes into and from 
buildings in the streets of the city, and to occupy in so doing 
such portions of the streets as the said inspector may deem 
necessary, subject to such conditions and regulations as he 
may prescribe for the safety and convenience of the public.

CHAPTER 8&8. 
OF FANEUIL HALL. 


Srcrion 1. When the use of Faneuil Hall is granted to 


any person or persons for holding a meeting or levee or 


for any other purpose, the superintendent of said hall shall 
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be paid in advance for opening and closing the hall in the 
daytime a fee of ten dollars, and for such opening and clos- 
ing in the evening a fee of fifteen dollars, the said fees to 
include the expense of any necessary lighting and warming 
of said hall, but not the expense of any police- officers who 
may be required, the expense of such officers being defrayed 
by the applicants. 

Sror. 2. No decorations shall be put up in said hall with- 
out a special order from the board of aldermen, and when 
they are put up in accordance with such an order, no nails 
or screws shall be driven into the building. 

Sect. 8. The persons upon whose applic: ation the use of 
the hall is granted, shall be answerable, jointly and severally, 
for all damage done to the hall at or in connection with the 
meeting for which such use in granted. 

Srecr. 4. The said superintendent shall pay monthly to 
the city collector all the excess of the moneys received by 
him for the use of the hall, over the amounts expended by 
him, for cleaning the hall, ae gas, and for other expenses, 
the*vouchers for all which expenses shall be exhibited. 


CHAPTER 9. 


OF THE INSPECTION, MEASUREMENT, AND SALE OF CERTAIN 
ARTICLES. 


Marble, Soapstone, and Freestone. 


Section 1. There shall be appointed annually by the 
mayor, subject to confirmation by the board of aldermen, 
one or more surveyors of marble, soapstone, and freestone, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the duties 
of their office. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the said surveyors to 
survey and measure all marble, soapstone, and freestone that 
is imported or brought into the city and offered for sale, and 
to ascertain the number of cubie feet in each block and the 
number of square feet in each slab of such marble, soapstone, 
or freestone, and legibly to mark such number thereon with 
the initials of the officer making the survey, and the said 
officer shall give to the owner or vendor of such article a 
certificate in the form hereinafter provided. 

Secr. 3. The fees for surveying marble, soapstone, and 
freestone shall be one and one-half cents for each cubic foot, 
and three-fourths of a cent for each square foot surveyed as 
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above directed, and such fees shall be paid to the surveyor 
by the owner or vendor of the article surveyed. 

Sect. 4. The certificate to be given to the owner or 
vendor of marble, soapstone, or freestone, which has been 
surveyed, shall specify the name of such owner or vendor, 
the name of the place from which the article surveyed was 
imported or brought, the number of cubic feet in each block 
and the number of square feet in each slab surveyed, the 
amount of fees received, and the date of the certificate. 

Sreor. 5. Whoever sells marble, soapstone, or freestone 
imported or brought into the city, which has not been sur- 
veyed as above required, shall be liable to a penalty of not 
more than fifty dollars for each offence. 


Grain. 


Sect. 6. The fees for measuring wheat, corn, and other 
grains shall be three-quarters of a cent a bushel, which shall 
be in full for all services rendered by the measurer or by his 
deputies. 


Petroleum. 


Sect. 7. The compensation of the inspectors of petroleum 
and its products shall be as follows: for every inspection of 
a sample of oil, or for a lot of ten barrels or less, they shall be 
paid the sum of fifty cents; for every lot of more than ten 
barrels, they shall be paid five cents for each barrel inspected 
after it has been placed in position and the bung removed. 


Wood and Bark. 


Secor. 8. The fees for the measurement of wood and 
bark brought into the city by land or water shall be at the 
-rate of ten cents a cord. 


CHAPTER 10. 
OF THE REGULATION OF PLACES OF PUBLIC AMUSEMENT. 


SeoTion 1. Licenses will be granted by the board of 
aldermen; but during vacation or between the sessions of 
the board, the committee on licenses, or their’ chairman, 
may grant a permit for any public amusement, and the city 


= 
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clerk shall make a record thereof; such permit, when 
recorded, shall have the full authority of, and be subject to, 
the conditions of a regular license. All licenses for a theat- 
rical season shall expire on the first day of August next after 
the date of the license. 

Seot. 2. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
pugilism or wrestling, and this rule shall not be suspended, 
as regards exhibitions of pugilism, except by unanimous con- 
sent of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 3. The following fees shall be charged for licenses 
for theatrical exhibitions, public shows, public amusements, 
and exhibitions of every description to which admission is 
obtained upon payment of money, or the delivery of any 
valuable thing, or by any ticket or voucher obtained for 
money or any valuable thing, viz. :— 

For a license covering one performance or exhibition, the 
fee shall be one dollar; for a license covering performances 
or exhibitions for a term not exceeding six days, the fee 
shall be two dollars; for a license covering performances or 
exhibitions for a term exceeding six days and not exceeding 
twelve days, the fee shall be three dollars; for a license 
covering a period of more than fourteen days and not exceed- 
ing one theatrical season, the fee shall be five dollars; pro- 
vided, however, that for a license for any circus the fee shall 
be one hundred dollars; and for a license for any athletic 
entertainment, the fee shall be ten dollars; the fees to be 
paid to the city clerk on the delivery of the license. 

Snot. 4. Every licensee shall be held to comply with these 
rules and regulations, and such others as this board may 
from time to time prescribe, and any infraction thereof shall 
be deemed sufficient cause for the revocation of the license. 

Sect. 5. The board of aldermen reserve the right of 
entering and inspecting all places of amusement at all times, 
either individually or collectively, and the same right is re- 
served for the corporation counsel, the city solicitor, the 
board of police, the superintendent, deputy superintendent, 
chief inspector and inspectors of police, the fire commis- 
sioners, the chief engineer of the fire department and the 
assistant engineer having charge of the district in which

any place of amusement is situated, upon the exhibition of a 


badge of office. 

Secor. 6. There shall be one or more automatic skylights 
over the stage of every theatre. 

Secor. 7. All exits of every place of public amusement 
shall be marked with the word “Exit” in large letters 
over the same, and shall be so constructed as to be easily 


opened by the audience in case of fire. 
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Secr. 8. Every theatre shall be so piped that the gas can 
be shut off separately from the stage, auditorium, and lob- 
bies, without interfering one with the other. 

SEcr. 9. There shall be such automatic sprinklers, or 
other equivalent devices, in every theatre, asin the opinion 
of the committee on licenses may be needed. 

Secr. 10. There sball be in every place of public amuse- 
ment such amount of stand-pipes and hose, and number of 
water-pails, axes, and chemical extinguishers, as the fire 
commissioners from time to time determine to be necessary. 

Secr. 11. No portable seats shall be placed in the aisles 
or passage-ways of any place of public amusement. 

Sect. 12. A fireman, approved of by the board of fire 
commissioners, shall be stationed by the management on the 
stage of every theatre during all performances, who shall have 
sole charge of the fire e apparatus, and who, with the permis- 
sion of the fire commissioners, shall, while so engaged, be 
clothed in the uniform of the fire department. , 

Sect. 13. There shall be a member of the regular police 
force, detailed for the purpose by the board of police, 
stationed in every place of amusement during all per- 
formances, whenever the committee on licenses may so 
require ; the amount to be paid for his services to be fixed 
and collected by the board of police 

Secr. 14. No other persons shall be employed for the 
preservation of order in any theatre, except members of the 
regular police force or special police-officers appointed there- 
for by the board of police.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOSTON WATER BOARD, 


FOR 


THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1885. 


Boston WATER BoarpD OFFICE, 
January 1, 1886. 


The Boston Water Board presents its Tenth Report, in 
accordance with the requirements of the ordinances. 


CONDITION OF THE WoRKS. 


Under the capable supervision of the City Engineer and 
his Assistant, and of the Division Superintendents, the opera- 
tions of all departments of the Water Works proper have 
been satisfactorily conducted. The reservoirs, conduits, and 
main pipe lines are generally in good condition. It is 
believed that some repairs may be required on restricted 
portions of the Cochituate Aqueduct. The new Reservoir 
No. 4, on Cold brook, is completed, and about 500,000,000 
gallons of water are already stored therein. It will undoubt- 
edly be filled to its full capacity, say 1,3800,000,000 gallons, 
during the winter. Anticipating this addition to our reserve 
supply, preparations have been begun for removing the shal- 
low flowage in Basin 3, for which appropriations have here- 
tofore been made, but which could not safely be undertaken 
until Basin 4 was finished. 
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The conduit across Farm pond was not completed Octo- 
ber 1, 1885, as contracted for, and the contractors causing 
us great delay and annoyance, we took possession of the 
work December 1. We shall be able to complete it about 
June 1, 1886, within the appropriation. 

It has been our intention to complete the new High-Service 
Works during the year 1886, but as the contract for pumps 
has been declared void, a material delay must ensue. The 
main pipes have been purchased, and 6,500 feet were laid 
during the fall of 1885 ; the remainder will be laid the coming 
season. Work on the reservoir was begun in October, and 
is to be completed December 1, 1886. 

We think it unlikely that during the coming year we shall 
deem it necessary to undertake new work requiring any con- 
siderable outlay of money. We are investigating certain 
matters with respect to the condition of the aqueducts, and as 
to the improvement of the upper Sudbury waters, which may 
be developed during the coming season. 

On arriving at any definite conclusions, as a result of these 
Investig: ations, we shall ask the City Council for the neces- 
sary appropriations. 


Water RaAtsEs. 


The estimates of expenses and revenue made at the begin- 
ning of the financial year have been confirmed by the results 
recorded elsewhere. According to the estimates there 
would have accrued a surplus of about $120,000. As this 
surplus would have been taken from the consumers of water, 
and would have gone into the Sinking Fund, where it is 
not required, we decided to reduce the water rates for 
1886. The bills for the year being already prepared for 
issue January 1, the most practicable and convenient method 
of reaching this end was by ordering a discount upon the 
payment of bills. Such a discount, of six per cent, was 
accordingly ordered as to bills for water to be paid for 
according to schedule. The matter of reducing the meter 
rates is under consideration. 

Whatever may be the meter rates adopted they will be 
based upon the idea of giving all parties a reduction equal, 
in percentage, to those granted to schedule takers ; and further 
of making a somewhat lower rate to those who use the larger 
quantities. It has been decided that there is no authority 
for making different rates to different persons on account of 
the use to which water is devoted; that is to say, a hospital 
must pay as much as a stable; a manufacturer must pay as 


much as a hotel — quantity for quantity. But, on the other 
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hand, there is authority for equalizing the charge to large 
consumers, in view of the lessened cost of procurement, deliv- 
ery and maintenance of the larger quantity consumed, by 
making the rates for “excess” over certain fixed limits at a 
lower rate. This is not, as might on superficial view be 
supposed, a “discrimination,” and it cannot become so, 
unless, in carrying out the principle, it be perverted by 
practical injustice and inequality. It will be our duty to 
avoid any error in this direction. 

We see no reason why the reductions of 1886 will not hold 
good —i.e., as to the gross amount conceded to water-takers 
— in 1887; but the Board will take time to consider whether 
there may be a better method of accomplishing the result 
than the expedient just adopted. 

The matter of revision of contracts with Chelsea, Somer- 
ville, and Everett, is now before the City Council. 


WASTE OF WATER. 


It will be observed that the tables of consumption of 
water disclose the fact that the reduced rate of 1884 has been 
fairly maintained in 1885. The use of the Deacon Detector 
system and sidewalk stopcocks, and the operations of the 
Department of Inspection and Waste, have all contributed 
to this result. The use of meters cannot be said thus far to 
have had any appreciable influence upon the consumption of 
water. It is to be hoped that the time may come when re- 
liable meters can be supplied, which, instead of being an 
annoyance to water-takers, will not only serve their con- 
venience, but their pecuniary interests. We have been im- 
pressed with the results accomplished in some other cities, 
and look forward to the time when a better system can be 
adopted. Our remarks under the head of “ Meter Division ” 
will explain the causes which now hamper our action. 

The Division of Inspection and Waste has undoubtedly 
served a good purpose, and it is now conducted under such 
rules that we have little or no complaint from it. The in- 
spection has perhaps been excessive, and we have reduced 
the force by twenty per cent. 


Merer Drviston. 


The affairs of this division are not in a_ satisfactory 
state. A large number of the meters supplied by the 
Tremont Meter Co. have been rejected after trial, and the 
company have as yet failed to replace them. It is hoped 
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that early in the year they will beable to give us serviceable 
meters, to meet their engagements. We shall then be able 
to relieve the department of the extraneous work which it is 
now doing, and devote it to its legitimate business. Mean- 
time we have placed in charge “of the department Mr. 
George S. Follansbee, a capable mechanic, and have made 


ca) 


other changes by way of reducing the numbers and expense 


of the force. 


QUALITY OF THE WATER. 


As reported by the Division Superintendents, and as 
shown by the periodical analyses made for us by Prof. E. 8. 
Wood, the quality of the water has been comparatively good. 
The copiousness of the supply has undoubtedly had a large 
influence in maintaining the quality of the water, but the 
work done in removing pollutions, and in cleansing the 
basins and conduits, Aes also be taken into account. 

In commenting upon the potability or drinkable quality of 
water supplied to a large city, or in speaking of a given sup- 
ply as“ pure” or otherwise, we have to deal with the subject 
entirely by comparison. In determining the apparent con- 
stituents of a selected sample of water, the chemist is able 
simpl to indicate the proportionate quantities of certain ele- 
ments, the preponderance or absence of which makes the 
water either fit or unfit for domestic use. Even the chemist 
cannot determine whether any insidious germ of transmissible 
disease, deposited in stream or lake, has been eliminated in 
transit. So we must regard the water as it is drawn from 
our service pipes, in the “light of the closest analysis known 
to science, as pure or impure according to the standards of 
purity which are practicable in connection with large water 
supplies,-and not by an ideal standard of purity — such as 
would be afforded by the bubbling spring on the mountain- 
side of a wild country. Applying this rule, we find the water 
supplied our citizens to-day to be a eood drinking water. 
And comparing it with the supplies of other large cities we 
do not find it inferior; on the contrary, there are few cities 
whose water is so good as that of our main supply. 

But while we are justified in reaching this comfortable judg- 
ment as to the quality of the water, we are in no sense re- 
lieved from the labor, anxiety, and cost of the efforts to fur- 
ther reduce the causes of pollution which exist, and which it 
may not be possible wholly to eradicate, even with the most 
rigid enforcement of the law. Circumstances may arise 
which would render the class of pollutions which appear 
harmless most vicious in their effects; and at all times there 
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is danger of the development of those obscure incitements 
to disease which the chemist cannot detect. 

Our special report of Sept. 21, 1885, respecting pollu-. 
tions of the water supply, stated what had been done by this 
Board up to that time. Since then active efforts have been 
in progress in the Mystic valley to divert the house-drainage 
from the streams, with the result of curing more than half 
the cases which existed in September. Something has also 
been done to remedy the indirect factory drainage. On the 
Cochituate Division some additional remedies have been 
applied in Natick and Framingham, and we have arranged 
for the cure of a few conspicuously bad cases in Ashland, by 
the purchase of the properties. A more careful canvass on 
the Sudbury’s tributary in Marlboro’ developed a large 
number of cases not included in our former report, and the 
application of remedies has been begun. 

It is known that the towns of Marlboro’ and Westboro’ 
have under consideration plans of drainage. So far as we 
know, the towns of Framingham and Natick have not yet un- 
dertaken any systematic investigations of this subject. There 
would seem to be every reason why all these towns should 
immediately and seriously consider a matter so vital to their 
health and prosperity. If the commission appointed by the 
Legislature shall report plans acceptable to all these towns 
nothing will remain but to carry them into effect. Whether 
such projects are undertaken as a sequence of State legisla- 
lation, or independently, whatever is done must have a bear- 
ing upon the water supply of the city. It would be 
imprudent for the City of Boston to commit itself in advance 
to any single or joint plan; but we believe it safe to say that 
the City Council would sustain us in promising favorable 
consideration to any and all plans in which we may have a 
collateral interest, unless such plans are manifestly unfair to 
us in their pecuniary features. 

The same remark will apply to plans for draining the 
Mystic valley, but perhaps to a more limited extent. In 
September we expressed an opinion, formed upon perhaps a 
too cursory examination of the territory, that a considerable 
part of the Mystic supply might be permanently saved. 
Later and more careful consideration leads us to fear that 
but a small part of the supply can be kept ina comparatively 
pure state. A considerable time must elapse before any 
new supply can be substituted for the Mystic, and in the 
meantime all our effort, without oppression, must be exerted 
to reduce the pollutions which abound on every side. But 
even supposing it possible to prevent every existing factory 
from draining, directly or indirectly, into the streams, and 
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to effectually cut off every house drain and stable connection, 
we are confronted with the facts that the towns of Winchester, 
Woburn, and Stoneham have grown and are growing with 
almost phenomenal speed; that new factories are going up, 
new houses, stables, and outhouses are being built, and it 
will be but few years before the structures and population 
will be almost as closely gathered as those of the city itself. 
When that time comes, even the street-wash would render 
the water impure; and the conclusion is forced upon us that 
a substitute for the Mystic must soon be obtained. 


New Suppty. 


There is no present need to augment our main -supply 
(Cochituate and Sudbury). With the existing storage 
capacity, and at the present rate of consumption, we have 
a supply safe to meet, even in times of drought, the wants 
of the city for several years to come. 

Application has been made to the Legislature for the 
waters of the Shawsheen river, to replace the present Mystic 
supply. There are two reasons for this: first, the present 
supply, even if it could be maintained in a fair state of 
purity, ‘affords but a narrow margin of excess over actual 
wants, especially in a time of drought; second, it is impos- 
sible to long maintain the supply in a satisfactory condition. 

It would be premature to now express «ny opinion as to 
the best disposition of the Shawsheen water, if obtained. 
The surveys of the Shawsheen and Mystic vaileys, authorized 
by the City Council, and already begun, will put us in 
possession of such additional information as will be needed 
to prepare the most judicious plans in this regard. The 
great and important known facts are: that this supply 
is near us, rising in the towns of Lexington and Bedford ; 
that it lies in a purely rural country, uncontaminated, and 
likely to remain so; that there are no serious antagonistic 
interests; that it will afford an average of upwards of 
20,000,000 gallons of water daily; and that the cost of 
making it available, whatever it may be, cannot be dis- 
proportional to its value. | 

In this connection it is proper to mention that there have 
been brought to our attention divers schemes, — for separate 
domestic supply, —for supply from subterranean sources, 
and for supply to be taken from large streams at remote 
points. Of these only the first is worthy of any present con- 
sideration. It may be possible at some future day to 
separate some part of our supply — the best adapted for the 
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purpose — and devote it solely to domestic use. We shall 
look further in the practicability and expediency of such a 
scheme. As toa subterranean supply, to be derived from 
driven wells, there is no such geological formation in this part 
of the country as would give promise of any such supply. 
And as to obtaining water from large streams at distant points, 
no scheme of the sort has been suggested which would not 
give us practically the same thing that we now contemplate 
abandoning on the Mystic,— only on a larger scale and at 
great cost, —7.e., river water, now contaminated, and daily 
increasing in contamination. it would be adopting a method 
which experience has taught Boston and other large cities 
that it is unsafe to continue. For instance, the city of 
Philadelphia, so many years supplied by the Schuylkill 
river, though protected by laws as stringent as our own, 
finds the task of keeping the waters of that river fit to drink 
too great to accomplish, and intends, at great cost, to abandon 
its supply for another, which is free from the objections 
which pertain to the present one. 


THe Bracon Hint Reservoir SITE. 


In November, 1880, the reservoir site on Beacon Hill, the 
use of which had been abandoned, was taken by the Board 
of Aldermen as a site for a court-house. The original cost 
of this property was over $500,000. Upon abandonment 
there was, of course, a large loss in the money value of the 
estate; but whatever the land and superstructure were 
worth in money should have been realized in some form 
to be credited to the Water-Works. The consideration of 
this matter has slumbered during five years, and the Water- 
Works have lost the benefit of the compensation, which 
should have been made five years ago, and of the income of 
whatever might then have been realized. The estate is not to 
be used for a court-house, and the statute under which other 
estates were lately taken for that purpose provided that 
“all estates taken for a court- house,” under the Act of 1880, 
“are hereby re-vested in the City of Boston, as though said 
act had not been passed.” The plain reading of this would 
seem to be that the Beacon-hill site “revests” in the city 
as a part of the Cochituate Water-Works. But we are 
informed by the Corporation Counsel, that the City Council 
has done certain acts respecting this site which must be un- 
done by their action before the Water Board can obtain 
possession of the property. We have no disposition to 
force an immediate adjustment, or to antagonize any interest 
of the city in any other direction; but it is evident that the 
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annual cost of our water-works is increased by an amount 
equal to the interest on the Sai capital represented 
by this estate. 


We append tables of general statistics, and of the condi- 
tion of the water debts and special appropriations ; and also 
the reports of the City Engineer, Water Registrar, and 
the Division Superintendents. In these will be found full 
details of the work of the year.

Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the revised 
ordinances, I respectfully submit the following report on the 
condition of the Water-Works : — 


SUDBURY-RIVER RESERVOIRS AND LAKE 
COCHITUATE. 


The supply of water during the past year has been abun- 
dant and of good quality. In consequence of the reduction 
which has been made in the amount of water used, and 
the favorable distribution of rain during the year, the 
storage reservoirs have been kept nearer high-water mark 
than for a number of years. 

feservoir No..1.— Has been practically full during the 
entire year, the lowest point reached being in October, when 
its surface was 1.73 below the top of the flash-boards. 

From January 1 to June 14 water was wasted at Dam 
No. 1. Between June 14 and November 7 one and one-half 
million gallons per day were discharged from this reservoir 
into the river, as required by law, and on the latter date 
waste again commenced over the dam, and has continued to 
the present time. No water has been drawn from this reser- 
voir for the city’s supply during the year. 

Reservoir No. 2. —On Jan. 1, 1885, Reservoir No. 2 was 
166.15 feet above tide-marsh level, and water was running 
over the dam. The reservoir remained full until June 14, 
and during the remainder of June and the month of July its 
surface lowered rapidly, so that on August 2 it was practically 
empty. Heavy rains during the month of October filled the 
reservoir, and on November 10 water passed over the top of 
the flash-boards. The flash-boards were taken off on Nov. 
12, lowering the reservoir about 12 inches. On Jan. 1, 
1886, its surface was 166.11 feet above tide-marsh level. 


-— 


- 
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Reservoir No. 3. — Water was running over the crest of 
Dam No. 3, on January 1, 1885, and the reservoir’s surface 
remained at, or near, the level of the crest until the latter 
part of the month of June. From June 24 to July 2, water was 
taken from this reservoir for the supply of the city, and its sur- 
face fell 1.6 ft. to grade 173.40. It remained near this level 
until October 13, when it gradually filled, and on November 
3, waste began over the dam. On December 12 the waste 
gates were opened at the dam for the purpose of emptying 
the reservoir, in order to facilitate the removal of loam and 
other material for the correction of shallow flowage. On 
January | the surface of the reservoir had been lowered 16.4 
ft. and stood at grade 158.85. 

Reservoir No. 4. — This reservoir, which has been in pro- 
cess of construction for the past four years, is now practically 
completed. On October 13 proposals were received for 
building the superstructure of the gate-chamber, and the 
contract was awarded to R. R. Mayers & Co., who have 
nearly finished their contract. 

On February 4, 1885, the gates were closed, and the res-_ 
ervoir filled to the depth of 15 feet at the gate-house, which 
was as high as the reservoir could be filled without interfer- 
ing with the completion of the work. During September 
and October 186,000,000 gallons were drawn from the res- 
ervoir, lowering its surface about 11 feet. In November 
the gates were closed, and the surface of the reservoir at the 
present time (January 1, 1886) stands at grade 193.65 
above tide-marsh level, or 26.65 feet above the lower influent 
pipe to the gate-chamber. 

The completion of this reservoir adds an average daily 
supply of 5,000,000 gallons to the available supply. The 
reservoir covers an area of 162 acres in the valley of Cold 
Spring brook, and will contain, when full, about 1,3800,000,000 
gallons. ‘The dam is 1,857 feet in length, 54 feet in height 
above the meadow, and 83 feet above bed-rock, at its high- 
est point. It is 20 feet wide on top, with an outside slope 
of 2) to 1, the inside slope being 1} to 1 above the berme, 
and hee to 1 below. The inner slope above the berme is 
covered with paving 15 inches thick, laid on 12 inches of 
broken stone; below the berme the slope is riprapped. The 
dam contains a centre or core-wall of concrete, which extends 
across the valley and down to the bedrock. This wall is 8 
feet in width at the base, 3 feet at the top, and contains 
20,900 cubic yards of cement concrete. The inside face of 
the wall is covered with a half-inch coating of Portland- 
cement mortar, Pad eh covered with a wash of pure 
cement. 
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The dam is composed of 248,500 cubic yards of gravel 
and clay, spread in eight-inch layers, watered and rolled. 

The gate-bouse contains one effluent and two. influeut 
chambers, so arranged that water can be drawn from the 
reservoir at different depths. , 

An overflow and waste-way, 30 feet in width, are situated 
at the extreme easterly end of the dam. 

- When the reservoir is full the least depth of water will be 
eight fect, and the depth at the dam 48 feet. 

The cost of the reservoir and dam to Jan. 1, 1886, is 
$772,420.73, exclusive of land damages, which amounted to 
$26,772.02. 

farm Pond. — During the months of January, February, 
and March, the surface of the pond was kept about 147 feet 
above tide-marsh level; it was then lowered to grade 145, 
in order to facilitate work upon the conduit across the pond, 
and kept at that elevation until December 1. The pond was 
then filled, and Jan. 1, 1886, was 149.22 feet above tide- 
marsh level. The Framingh: am Water Company take their 
supply from this pond, and also have a connection with the 
supply conduit from the Sudbury river. A’ brick chamber 
for the connection of their pipe with the conduit was built 
between July 27 and 30. The total amount of water taken 
rduing the year has been 61,800,000 gallons. 

Lake Cochituate. — On Jan. 1, 1885, the lake’s surface 
was 2.93 feet below high-water mark ; it rose gradually 
during the month of January, and on February 12 began to 
waste at the dam, and continued to waste until March 24. On 
April 30 the lake stood at high-water mark, and water was 
wasted from April 80° to May 3, from May 14 to 16, May 
18 to 20, and June 5 to 10. 

No water was drawn from the lake from June 2 to 24, 
and its surface remained at high-water mark. Atter the 
latter date its surface evadually fell, and on October 29 it 
stood at 129.07, the lowest point reached during the year. 
On Jan. 1, 1856, it had risen to 1381.47, or 2. 89 feet below 
high-water mark. 

‘No water has been drawn from Dudley pond during the 
year, and the pond is now full. } 

The upper filter basin on Pegan brook has been cleaned, 
‘and the banks re-graded, much improving the appearance of 
the basin. Most of the sources of pollution on this brook 
have been removed. 

I would renew the recommendation, made in the last annual 
report, that the temporary pumping-machinery be removed 
from the gate-house to some more secure situation. 

Plate 4, facing page 80, graphically shows the varying 
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heiehts of the different reservoirs, the rainfall on the Sud- 
bur y-river water- shed, and the daily amounts drawn from the 
Sudbury-river reservoirs, during the year.

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FarmM-Ponp CONDUIT. 


The construction of the conduit across the pond has been 
in progress during the past season; but the contractor, G. 
M. Cushing, of New York, having failed to complete his 
work within the time called for by the contract, the work 

yas seized by the Water Board on Dec. 3. 

The total length of the conduit is 3,760 feet. On Dec. 
1, when the work closed for the season, 3,550 feet of the 
conduit-trench had been excavated, the masonry conduit was 
completed for a length of 3,100 feet and 2,640 feet of the 
embankment was finished. Riprap was placed on 2,400 
feet of the embankment, leaving 1,360 feet to be completed. 
The work will be finished early in the coming season. 


AQUEDUCTS AND DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


The Sudbury-river aqueduct has been in service 358 days, 
and the Cochituate aqueduct 339 days during the year. 

Each aqueduct has been cleaned twice, the last cleaning 
having been just completed. Some sections of the Beacon- 
street tunnel of the Sudbury-river aqueduct should be lined 
with brick, as rocks which had fallen from the roof of the 
tunnel were found each time that the conduit was cleaned. 

The masonry of the Waban arches has been carefully 
repointed with Portland cement, at a cost of $650. 

From January 4 to June 2 the water in the Cochituate 
aqueduct was kept at a depth of five feet; from January 2 to 
24th the conduit was not in use; on January 24 the flow was 
again started at a height of five feet above the bottom of the 
conduit, but was reduced to four feet from June 28 to July 
8, when it was again raised to five feet; on July 23 it was 
increased to five and one-half feet, and has been kept at that 
height since that date. 

This aqueduct at the crossing of the Newton Circuit Rail- 
road, between Stations 170 +45 and 171 + 84, has-been 
strengthened by the addition of a concrete foundation and an 
additional ring of brick-work on the top arch. : 

‘The Chestnut-Hill, Brookline, Parker-Hill, and East 
Boston reservoirs are in good condition. The average 
monthly heights of all the reservoirs are shown by the 
table on page 30.

; New Hicu-ServiceE Works. 


On December 22, 1884, un order for a loan of $766,000 
for the construction of new high-service works was passed 
by the City Council. During the month of January surveys 
and investigations were made with reference to determining 


the most advantageous site for a reservoir, and a contract 


was made with A. H. McNeal, of Burlington, N.J., for 
2,920 tons of pipes and special castings required for the force 
and supply mains. Negotiations were entered into with the 
firm of H. R. W orthington, of New York, for two pumping- 
engines, with boilers and fittings, and on May 19 a contract 
was signed for furnishing them in accordance with specifica- 
tions prepared by this department. The Corporation Counsel, 
on Oct. 24, gave his opinion that the contract was not valid 
unless it was ratified by the City Council, which ratification 
the Council refused. 

On June 15, the Mayor sent a communication to the City 
Council, recommending further examination of the proposed 
plan for new high-service works, and, on July 2, an.order 
was passed. by the City Council authorizing the appointment 
of a commission to examine and report upon the question. 

On July 13, L. F. Rice, S. B. Stebbins, and L. Foster 
Morse were appointed as members of this commission, and, 
on August 31, they submitted the result of their investiga- 


i ata ail 
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tions (City Doc. 122, 1885). The recommendations of this 
commission were considered and concurred in by Jos. P. 
Davis, A. Fteley, and E. C. Clarke, who acted as consult- 
ing engineers. 

‘On September 14 the Act of the Legislature, authorizing 
the construction of the works, was accepted by the City 
Council, and on September 18 the laying of the supply-main 
between Fisher-Hill and Parker-Hill reservoirs was com- 
menced. 

Plans and specifications for the construction of Fisher- 
Hill reservoir having been prepared, proposals for doing this 
work were received on September 29, and on October 7 the 
contract was signed by Moulton & O’Mahoney, of Lawrence, 
Mass. Work on the reservoir was begun on October 10, 
and continued until December 31. Seventeen thousand 
cubic yards of loam have been removed from the site of the 
reservoir, and piled up for future use. 

The work of pipe-laying, which was done by the Superin- 
dent of the Kastern Division, sp for the season on De- 
cember 9; the total amount laid was 5,282 feet of 24-inch, 
and 1,327 feet of 80-inch pipe. 


Mystic LAKE. 


Water was wasted at the outlet dam, with the exception 
of a few days, from January 1 to June 9. Small quantities 
were wasted between June 17 and 27, after which no water 
passed over the dam until October 27, when waste again 
began, and has continued to the present time. 

The lake has been nearly full during the entire year, the 
lowest point reached being 5.14 feet above tide-marsh level, 
or 1.86 feet below high-water mark. 

The buildings and grounds about the gate-house have been 
improved in appearance. 

Considerable attention has been given to the removal of 
sources of pollution; but the increase of the population and 
the character of the business done upon the water-shed of 
the Mystic supply make this a more difficult problem each 
year. 


Mystic-VALLEY SEWER. 


The treatment of the sewage from the tanneries, by the re- 
moval in settling tanks of the heavier portions of the sus- 
pended matter, ‘has been continued during the year. The 
engine and boiler have been thoroughly repaired, and the 
pump replaced by a new one of the same pattern.

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Mystic ConpuliTr AND RESERVOIR. 


The conduit has heen cleaned twice, and is now in good 
condition. The concrete walks about the reservoir have 
been resurfaced, and a portion of the cobble-stone gutters 
covered with concrete. .

QUALITY. 


The water supplied in the city has been of good quality 
throughout the year. 

The cucumber taste has not been noticed. Alg@ were 
noticed in Reservoirs Nos. 1 and 3 in small quantities. The 
water in Farm Pond has contained more suspended matter 
than usual, owing to the work going on in the pond. ‘The 
water of the Cochituate and Mystic lakes has been good 


throughout the year. 


DETECTION OF WASTE. 


The measures for the detection and prevention of waste of 
water have been continued during the year with satisfactory 
results. The following report of Assistant Engineer Dexter 
Brackett, who is in charge of this work, shows in detail the 


work accomplished : —

“DEAR SIR, y submit the following report 
of work done in connection with the detection of waste : — 

“The Deacon meters were placed in service on the first of 
April, and readings taken to determine the waste in each of 
the 137 sections into which the city is divided. These read- 
ings showed an increase in the waste in some of the sections 
from the time when the previous readings were taken in the 
fall of 1884. Sections showing an excessive amount of waste 
were reported to Mr. Cashman, Superintendent of Inspection — 
and Waste Department for house-to-house examination. 

“ All sections showing a large amount of waste have been 
tested from time to time, to learn the effect of the work of 
the inspectors, and the readings taken in the fall show a 
gratifying reduction in many cases. The following table 
shows the saving effected in a number of the sections : —

“'The total amount saved in the above sections was about 
600,000 gallons per day. 

* During the year about 9,000 Church stopcocks have 
been received and tested. The work of setting them was 
begun on May 138, and continued until November 27; the 
total number of cocks set during that time was 5,584. 

“ All the services in the portion of the city proper bounded 
by Albany, Essex, and Boylston streets, Columbus avenue, 
Berkeley and Tremont streets, and the Roxbury line, have 
been provided with the stopcocks, except in cases where it 
was not practicable to set them on account of granite: side- 
walks, coal-holes, ete. All cast-iron service pipes have been 
replaced by new pipes of lead. 

“As soon as these stopcocks were set they were used in 
connection with the Deacon meters, and the results obtained 
show that an accessible stopcock on every service pipe is of 
great advantage in detecting waste. Hach service pipe was 
tested between 11 P.M. and 4 A.M., and 1,319 services, or 
nearly 25 per cent. of the total number, were reported to the 
Inspection and Waste Department for examination. 309 
cases were twice reported, 34 three times, and 6 four times, 
making a total number of 1,668 reports. The total waste 
from the 1,319 services was 38, 000 gallons perhour. Exam- 
inations of these reports by the waste inspectors showed 253 
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defective faucets, 262 defective water-closets, 360 defective 
ball-cocks, 60 detective service-pipes, and 332 cases of negli- 
gent or wilful waste. 

“The setting of sidewalk stopcocks on all of the service 
pipes should be completed as soon as possible.

DISTRIBUTION. 


The supply and distributing mains of the Sudbury and 
Cochituate works have been extended about 11.5 miles since 
May 1, making the total length now in use 400 miles. 
There have also been 4,755 feet of pipe relaid with new pipe 
of larger diameter. Plate 1 shows the greater portion of the 
Sudbury : and Cochituate distribution system. 

The distributing meins of the Mystic works have been ex- 
tended 9,621 feet, and 11,183 feet of the wrought-iron and 
cement pipe have been replaced by cast-iron pipes. The 
total length of supply and distributing mains connected with 
these works is now 131 miles. 

The plans showing the location of the pipes, gates, and hy- 
drants have been corrected as usual. 


GENERAL CONDITION AND REQUIREMENTS OF THE WorKS. 


The completion of Reservoir No. 4 increases the available 
capacity of the Sudbury and Cochituate works to about 
35,000,000 gallons per day. 

The Mystic supply, however, cannot be dépended upon 
to supply much more than 7,000,000 gallons per day in a 
dry season. As our present daily average consumption from 
these works has nearly reached that amount, it is evident 
that some steps should be taken either to increase the storage 
on the present water-shed, or to obtain a supply from some 
other source. 

Surveys to determine the practicability of different schemes 
for the increase and improvement of the supply are now in 
progress. 

Although much has been done during the past ten or 
twelve years in enlarging the pipe- -distribution system, the 
growth of the city and modern ideas of fire- supply demand 
more work in this direction. There are also certain sections 
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of the city where the pipes were laid in marsh-mud ; the iron 
in the pipes laid in this matetial is destroyed by ‘chemical 
action, and the pipes are unable to withstand the pressure. 
The hydrants introduced at the time of the construction 
of the works, in 1848, were of small size (see Plate 2, 
Fig. 7), and were connected with the street main by branch- 
pipes, four inches in diameter. 

Since 1868 but few of these hydrants have been set, and 

many of them have been replaced by the Lowry and Post 
hydrants, which are of larger capacity. 3 

There are, however, 1,513 hydrants of the old pattern still 
in use. These should be oradually replaced by improved 
hydrants. I would, therefore, recommend that $50,C00 be 
appropriated, to be expended during the present season 
in the improvement of the distribution system. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables in 
regard to rainfall, consumption, yield of water-sheds, etc. 
There will also be found a table showing the monthly and 
yearly rainfall at Lake Cochituate since 1852, and a series 
of tables giving the rainfall, rainfall collected, and per- 
centages collected on the Sudbury, Cochituate, and Mystic 
water-sheds for a number of years.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
WESTERN DIVISION. 


Cuestnut-Hitt Reservorr, Jan. 1, 1886. 


Cot. Horack T. Rockweiit, Chairman Boston Water 
Board : — 


Sir, — The annual report for the Western Division of the 
Boston Water-Works is submitted herewith. The date of 
the last report was May 1, 1885. This report covers the 
remainder of the year. 


SUDBURY-RIVER BASINS. 


Basins 1 and 2 are full and running over. The water in 
Basin 3 is wasting into the river. It is the intention to 
empty this basin entirely, in order to prepare for the work 
of removing that portion of the shallow flowage which re- 
mains to be done. The quality of the water in Basin 2 has 
been very good during the whole season. Basin 3 has given 
the usual trouble in this respect. The greater portion of the 
supply for the city has been drawn from Basin 2. Late 
in the season Basin 4 contributed its quota of water which 
had been stored during the summer. These are the prin- 
cipal facts in regard to the Sudbury supply. A more de- 
tailed account will be found under each basin. 


Basin 1. 


On May 1, 1885, the water in this basin stood at grade 
159.40 above tide-marsh level in Boston, and water was 
wasting over the dam. The water was of fair quality, with 
the exception of the four weeks following August 10. Alga 
were noticed at various times during the summer. On June 
15 waste over the dam ceased, and the surface gradually fell 
to 157.87 on August 1, when it rose and was kept at about 
158 until October 30, when a rise brought the water level 
with the flash-boards, and on November 7 waste into the river 
was begun. December 12 the flash-boards were removed, and 
the water allowed to pass over the stone crest to date. The 
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highest point reached was 159.71 on May 6, and the lowest 
157.56 on October 38. Not less than 1,500,000 gallons daily 
have been allowed to pass into the river from this basin, in 
accordance with the law, during the whole period covered by 
this report. The usual amount of care has been given to the 
maintenance of the works around the basin. Attention was 
called in my last report to the defects in the 48-in. pipe 
line in the bottom of this basin. Its condition is such 
as to require the greatest precaution in running water 
through it. 


BASIN 2. 


On May 1, 1885, this basin stood at grade 167.46. Water 
was wasting over the dam, and this continued until June 13, 
when water was drawn for the supply of the city, causing 
the surface to fall gradually to 154.95, on August 2. Heavy 
rains caused a rise to 158.73, on August 12. On Novem- 
ber 10 the basin was full, and waste began, which has con- 
tinued in varying quantities to date. The highest point 
reached was 167.51, on May 2, and the lowest 154. 80, on 
September 24. While there have been times when the 
water was of a slightly dark color, yet, as a rule, the water 
has been of excellent quality. 

Besides the usual routine work on this basin the following 
extra work has been done. About 2,860 square yards of 
heavy riprap have been placed in several exposed positions 
around the margin of the basin, principally near Nevins’ 
Point. At the upper end of the basin, on the Fountain-st. 
side, the old riprap was brought up to a point well above 
high water. Also around the wooden dam, where the old 
work was hurriedly left uncompleted, more or less patching 
has been done, and, extending in an easterly direction, a 
strip 778 feet in length was built up to proper grade. TFoun- 
tain street, within the limits of the basin, has to be main- 
tained by the city. Some gravelling of the surface was 
begun during the past season, “and will have to be completed 
during the present year. The old Foster house, at the head 
of the basin, has been pulled down, the. cellar filled, and the 
grounds graded. 

Besides these pieces of work the regular basin force has 
been moved to Lake Cochituate to assist in work at that 
place, and also to points on the Sudbury and Cochituate 
aqueducts, when the regular cleanings have been in progress. 
The gate-house, dam, culverts, and other structures con- 
nected with this basin, are in excellent order and require no 
immediate repairs. 
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Basin 3. 


On May 1 this basin was at elevation 175.50, and water 
was flowing over the stone crest. 

On June 3 the waste ceased, and the water fell to 175.02 
on the 5th. On the 7th it was flowing over the crest again 
for two days, when it began to fall, and on August 4 was at 
772.91. The water remained at about this level until Octo- 
ber 16, when a rise took place. On November 3 water 
began to waste over the dam, and so continued until Decem- 
ber 5, when water was drawn off into Farm Pond. On 
December 10 it was decided to draw off the whole of the 
basin, in order to be ready for work on the shallow flowage 
as early in the spring as possible. The highest point reached 
was 175.97, on November 26. The basin is now practi- 
cally level with the water in Basin 1. On July 18 a rank 
taste was observed in the water at the bottom of the basin, 
and this bad taste gradually extended upwards towards the 
surface, which on August 10 became slightly tainted. 

From this time the condition improved, and by the last of 
August had become of normal quality, except at the very 
bottom. On June 13 alge were noticed, but they have 
never been in sufficient quantity to cause trouble. In carry- 
ing on the work of reducing the shallow flowage it will be 
very desirable that we should not be held to any rigid line 
or grade, but that where deposits of mud are found within 
convenient reach they can be moved, even although below the 
eight-feet limit. 

Water for the supply of the city has been drawn from this 
basin from May 1 to June 138; June 24 to July 2; 
August 2 to August 6; September 4 to September 11, 
and December 5 to December 8. The gate-house and 
dam are in very good order. 


Farm Ponp. 


On May 1 Farm Pond was at. elevation 145.04. The 
surface was kept at grade 145, or about four feet below high 
water, until December 2. This was done to facilitate work 
on the conduit. The pond was filled during the first week 
in December, principally from Basin 3. On December 9 
the water stood at 149.25. 

The highest point reached was 149.30, on December 20, 
and the lowest 144.94, on September 7. The water con- 
tained as a rule more matter in suspension than usual, owing 
to the work of construction going on in the pond, and to 
the heavy winds stirring up the mud in the shallow water.

Between July 27 and July 30 a brick chamber was built 
connecting with the supply conduit, to enable the Framing- 
ham Water Co. to draw water directly from the aqueduct, 


as per agreement with your Board. 


LAkE CocHITUATE. 


The quality of the water in this lake has-been remarkably 
good. The efforts which have been made to keep the sewage 
of thetowns and villages out of the brooks supplying its waters 
must have caused an improvement. Still, notwithstanding the 
most persistent efforts and the most determined system of 
inspection, it is not likely that entire relief will be had until 
comprehensive sewerage schemes are carried out in the towns 
immediately surrounding our water-supply areas. Since 
May 1 almost all of the polluters of Pegan Brook in Natick 
have built cesspools and connected their drains with them. 
A minute system of inspection has been carried out, and 
plans and descriptions of every case have been submitted to 
your Board. As analyses of the waters of Pegan Brook still 
show considerable amount of sewage contamination, it 1s sus- 
pected that during the night, or at other times, the contents 
of the cesspools still find their way into the waters of the 
brook through the old drains. It is important that these old 
connections with the brook be cut off, if it is possible to 
cause their removal by legal process. The names of all 
stubborn parties who have refused to do anything about their 
drainage, or who have pretended to mitigate the evil without 
really having done so, have been given to the City Solicitor, 
who, I understand, has proceeded : against them. 

During the last week in November, under instructions from 
your Board, I began the work of cleaning out the upper filter 
basin of Pegan Brook. As the water was high in the lake, a 
steam-pump was put in and the waters of the brook taken 
through the basin in a sluice. After the mud was taken out, 
the banks were re-graded to a new line and section, and the 
appearance of the whole place very much improved by 
gravelling the borders. Some 2,000 cubic yards of material 
were moved during the two weeks that the work was in 
progress. 

On May 1, 1885, the surface of Lake Cochituate stood at 
high-water mark, with a small amount of water passing over 
the dam at the outlet. The maximum amount of waste was 
1.46 feet, on May 2. On May 20 the stop-planks were put 
in, and no more water passed over the dam until June 5, 
when, for five days, a small amount of water was run to 
waste. 
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The surface was kept at about 134.36 until June 24, when 
it began to fall, reaching grade 129.07, on October 29, the 
lowest point reached during the season. The water is now 
about three feet below high water. The engines, boilers, 
and pumps used last year are still at the gate-house, and 
should be removed to a more secure situation. The usual 
analyses have been made every three months by Prof. E. S. 


Wood. 


DupitEry Ponp. 


This pond is now full. We have had such an excellent 
supply from other portions of the work, that no water has 
been drawn from this source. 


SuDBURY—RIVER AQUEDUCT. 


This aqueduct has been in daily service since May 1, 
with the exception of a few days, when under going cleaning. 
It has brought to the city a total of over ho 343, 500, 000 
gallons, or an average of 13,640,000 gallons daily. This 
average is somewhat less pe List year. The greatest 
amount run in any one day was 32,800,000 gallons, on June 
8, and the least 4,800,000 gallons, on December 2. On July 
27 water was shut off, and the aqueduct thoroughly cleaned 
July 28, 29, and 30, from Farm Pond to Chestnut-Hill 
Reservoir. The upper portion, as far as Bacon’s waste- 
weir, was quite dirty, with a thick deposit of mud over the 
whole distance, which I ascribe to the low water in Farm 
Pond and the stirring up of the muddy bottom in heavy 
winds. <A small quantity of spongzlla was found in spots, at 
intervals, as usual. It was in the incipient stages of growth, 
and clung to the brick-work with great tenacity. During the 
cleanings more deposit is found on the embankments, on the 
curves, and on the southerly side of the aqueduct, than in 
other places. The southerly side cleans harder, especially 
after the summer season. At the Beacon-street tunnel, near 
the reservoir, about seven tip-cart loads of stone, which had 
fallen from the roof, were removed. It is evident that some 
portions of this tunnel should be bricked as soon as possible. 
A second cleaning of the conduit took place on December 
21, 22, and 23. ‘The interior was in a worse state than 
at the first cleaning, but the same relative conditions were 
found. The fact that sponge almost never grows in the 
lower portions of either the Sudbury or Cochituate aqueduct 
is difficult to explain, and requires investigation. I would 
recommend that from Station 780 to 781, and from 801 to 809, 
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of the Beacon-street tunnel, be lined during the coming sea- 
son, as more fallen stone was found during this second 
cleaning. The following method of brushing out the interior 
has proved by experience to be the most effective and eco- 
nomical, and I give it in detail, as it may prove useful to 
others. The entire length of the aqueduct is 83,832 feet, 

1,800 feet of which is cast-iron’ siphon-pipe. The whole dis- 
tance is divided into six portions, and is thoroughly cleaned 
in three days’ time, by six gangs of eight men each, three men 
on a side with heavy corn brooms, and two following on the 
bottom with rattans. On the first day the sweepers work up- 
stream, taking off the worst portions of the dirt, which leaves 
comparatively clean water for the following days, when they 
work down, giving the final cleaning in a more thorough man- 
ner, and sweeping the bottom clear of all the dirt. It has 
been found that this cannot be accomplished by flushing. 
The following points have been found to be convenient for 
each gang to cleanse, depending somewhat upon the location 
of man-holes and waste-wires : — 


1, Stations Oto 136. (24 stations east of Course Brook.) 

2 fe 136 to 271 4+- 40. (Bacon’s Brook.) 

ores 271 +- 40 to 405. (18 stations east of Waban bridge. )

On Aug. 3 the pointing of the Waban arches was be- 
gun. The cement was entirely gone from a number of the 
joints, especially in the belt-courses, steps, and abutments, 
which allowed rain to enter the interior of the structure, — 
a source of considerable damage, through freezing, etc. All 
of imperfect pointing was removed to a depth of from four 
to six inches, and the spaces thoroughly filled either with oil 
or Portland cement, according to the position. The Port- 
land cement was used three parts of cement to one of sharp 
sand, which I have found to give excellent results. The 
joints in the brick-work were not cut out, on account of the 
danger of injuring the bricks. Asa general rule, the joints 
had washed out three-eighths of an inch in depth, and were 
found solid beyond. They were pointed, without cutting, 
with Portland cement, slightly colored with Brandon red. 
The brick-work was first thoroughly cleaned of all saltpetre 
and other stains by means of washes of muriatic and oxalic 
acids. The total cost was $650. It is believed that this 
work as done will stand many years with but little repair. 
The usual care has been given to the maintenance of the 


exterior of the aqueduct. 
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THE CocHITUATE AQUEDUCT. 


On May 1 a height of five feet of water was run in this 
structure, and so maintained until July 23. On this day 
the head was raised to five and one-half feet, which has been 
kept unchanged during the remainder of the year. Between 
June 2 and June 24 water was drawn out of the aque- 
duct for the purpose of putting a foundation under the 
structure at the crossing of the new Circuit Railroad in 
Newton. Advantage was also taken of the opportunity at 
this time to clean the interior, which was done from the 
lake to the reservoir. 


A second cleaning was also given between Dec. 27 and ° 


Dec. 31. The condition of this stracture; as regards clean- 
liness, was never as good as now. ‘The semi- <dimitial brush- 
ings leave little to be desired. The following lengths of the 
aqueduct are cleansed by each of the six gangs of men : — 


No. Ls Stations 0 to 140 (18 stations west of Dedman’s Brook). 


2, 140 to 280 (near Wellesley Hills High School).

The crossing of the new Circuit Railroad in Newton, so 
near the grade “of aqueduct, required the strengthening of. its 
section for a length of 139 feet. The centre line of the rail- 
road location, midway between their two tracks, is at Station 
170 + 70.16 of the aqueduct. The westerly end of masonry 
strengthening was at Station 170 + 45.16, and the easterly 
end at Station 171 + 84.16. 

To allow for freight tracks and depot grounds excavation 
was made under the structure in sections and brick piers, 


built under its bottom. The water was then shut off, and . 


the sides and bottom surrounded with an outer shell of con- 
crete, about 6 inches in thickness, under the centre line, and 
about 1 foot 9 inches at the sides. On this an extra ring 
of brick was laid over the top arch, and a coating of cement 
plaster added. 

The work was done at the expense of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. No other work of any importance has 
been done on this aqueduct. 


* 
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CHESTNUT—HILL RESERVOIR. 


The grounds around the reservoir are in excellent condi- 
tion. All of the gate-houses have been kept in good repair. 
Work has already begun upon the preparation of material 
to put upon the driveways next spring. The stone-crusher 
in use at Dam IV. has been removed to the reservoir. 
About one-half of the water used in the city has been drawn 
through Chestnut-Hill reservoir, and no bad taste has been 
noticed at this point during the past season. The usual 
meteorological and other observations have been made. A 
table of rainfall, showing the time of beginning and ending 
of each storm, is appended. 

A new manure-shed has been built near the stone stable. 
The shed has a concrete bottom, for the retention of all the 
liquids. It will prove a great convenience in the prepara- 
tion of manure to be applied to the grounds. All of the hay 
used by the Division, some forty tons in all, has been cut 
on the grounds around the reservoirs. 


BROOKLINE RESERVOIR. 


The grounds and structures connected with this reservoir 
are in good order. ‘The tall fence on Dudley street has been 
cut down, and a row of climbing plants set out at its base, 
much to the improvement of the neighborhood. No other 
new work has been done at this point during the year.

Sir, — Herewith I present my report for the season com- 
mencing May 1, 1885, and ending at date. I believe that all 
of the works of this division are in excellent condition. 
During this past season no breakages or accidents of any 
serious nature have occurred. ‘The work of laying the 
mains for the new high-service was begun September 19, 
and closed for the winter December 17. It will be re- 
sumed as early in the year as the weather will admit. I 
propose also to commence the raising of the 48-inch main on 
Beacon street as early as circumstances will warrant.

Board : — 


Sir, — The report of this department for the year ending 
December 31, 1885, is herewith submitted. 


Mystic LAKE. 


During the past year the water has been good and abun- 
dant. The high water has prevented the cleaning recom- 
mended in my last report. Considerable work has been 
done in Wedge Pond and in the river. The gate-ikeeper’s 
house at the lake has been remodelled, clapboarded, and 
painted outside.» The trees have been trimmed, making an 
improvement in the looks of the grounds. During the storm 
in November the fishway was destroyed, and will have to be 
rebuilt this winter. 

Under your direction I have spent considerable time in 
investigating and stopping cases of pollution. I find that 
the people on the water-shed show a disposition to do what 
they can to remedy such cases. 


Mysric—V ALLEY SEWER. 


The sewer is in good condition. The old pump at the 
pumping-station has been replaced by a new one of the same 
size, with a larger discharge-pipe, which causes the pump to 
run much easier with a smaller consumption of coal. The 
engine and boiler have been thoroughly repaired the past 
season, and are now as good as new. We still get good 
results from the use of the sewage as a fertilizer. 
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CoNnDUIT. 


The conduit is in good condition; it was cleaned in Sep- 
tember. At that time there was quite a growth of moss and 
some sponge, which readily came off by the use of brooms 
and scrubbing. I would recommend that a few more man- 
holes be built to better facilitate cleaning. 


RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir is in good condition. The west basin and 
pipe leading to gate- -chamber from the same should be 
cleaned the next season. The walks around the top of the 
reservoir have been resurfaced, and one gutter on the first 
slope concreted. I would recommend that the work on the 

utters be continued the next season, and in a few years they 
will all be done, saving the amount now spent in labor keep- 
ing the grass and weeds from the present cobble-stone 


gutters. 
Roaps AND GROUNDS. 


All the roads are in poor condition, as mentioned in my 
Jast report. I would recommend that a stone-crusher engine 
and road-roller be purchased, so that a beginning can be 
made towards the improvement of the roads. The work can 
be done by the permanent men, so that the cost will be 
small, and ina few years the roads can all be put in first- 
class condition. The grounds have been top-dressed, and 
are looking well. A new building for the storage of hay, 
wagons, and tools has been built the past season. The 
stable has been remodelled. All the buildings ought to be 


painted the next season. 


PuMPING—SERVICE. 


No. 5 pump is now having done the repairs mentioned in 
my last report. When completed the pump will be as good 
as new. Nos. 1 and 2 need extensive repairs to their air- 
pumps, and if they areto be kept in service, would recommend 
the purchase of. an independent air-pump; but think the 
better plan would be to replace No. 1 witha larger pump, as 
the time is not far distant when we shall need a larger pump- 
ing plant. The first opportunity should be taken to make 
temporary repairs on the Nos. 1 and 2 pumps. The repairs 
to the engine have been continued; the building has been

painted outside, and is now in fair condition. 
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DISTRIBUTION PIPEs. 


These have been extended in this district by the addition 
of 448 feet of 4-inch and 348 feet of 6-inch pipe. There 
have been 7,912 feet of cement-lined pipe replaced with 
cast-iron. ‘The annexed tables show the amount of work 
done in this branch. 


HypRANTS AND GATES. 


Three new Lowry hydrants and one post hydrant have 
been placed this year. 

Twelve old Lowry hydrants five been replaced with new 
and one post replaced with a Boston Lowry. ‘Twelve rotten 
hydrant-boxes have been replaced. ‘There have been added 
seven 4-inch and four 8-inch gates; and eight 4-inch gates, 
twenty 6-inch, and six 8-inch gates have been renewed. 49

Forty-eight new services have been laid in this district the 
past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
INSPECTION AND WASTE DIVISION. 


DIVISION OF INSPECTION AND WASTE, 
City Hauu, Boston, Jan. 1, 1886. 


Horace T. Rockweti, Esq., Chairman Boston Water 
Board: — 


Str, — The following report of the work of this division 
from May 1, 1885, to January 1, 1886, is respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

At the date of my last annual report (May 1, 1885) about 
half of the general house-to-house inspection for revenue in 
the Cochituate Department (begun January 10) was fin- 
ished. ‘The entire inspection was completed about the end 
of July, and the returns passed to Water Registrar Davis. 

The house-to-house inspections made in previous years, 
for data on which to assess the water rents, were, I consid- 
ered, for various reasons, defective, inasmuch as correct in- 
formation on which to base the assessment of rates was not 
furnished to the Water Registrar. I therefore deemed it 
necessary that the inspection should be thoroughly accurate 
and reliable in every respect. Accordingly I had a verifica- 
tion made of each of the 56,000 reports received, and I have 
no hesitation in saying that the results of the inspection 
were the most reliable and accurate ever sent to the Water 
Registrar’s Department, and that, consequently, a propor- 
tionate increase in the revenue of the department will result. 

In the Mystic Department one of the inspection divisions 
(Division 1) was employed during the period mentioned. 
On July 1 the water bills for Chelsea, Everett, and Revere 
were delivered by the inspectors of Division 1, and, begin- 
“ning July 31, a house-to-house inspection was made of 
Charlestown and Somerville, for the present January bills, 
which the division is at present engaged in delivering. 

After the close of the inspection for revenue in the Cochit- 
uate Department the inspectors of Inspection Divisions 2, 3, 
and 4 were placed on the water districts mapped out by 
the City Engineer, where Divisions 2 and 4 remained for the 
summer checking waste, and enforcing hand-hose regula- 
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tions; Division 3 being placed inspecting premises classed 
as model houses on which special rates are charged. Dur- 
ing the same period Division 1 was engaged in its inspection 
of the Mystic Department, and Division 5 (Deacon Division) 
was employed in the Deacon service, checking the waste in 
districts indicated by the Deacon Meters. 


EXxposEep PIPEs. 


On October 31, 1885, I received the following order from 
the Water Board: “From this date you will cause reports 
to be made upon the condition of service connections with 
respect to liability of freezing ; you will confer with the 
Board dt once as to details.” 

In compliance with this order, when the necessary blanks 
had been printed, the division began (November 6) to report 
premises where the supply-pipes | were found to be exposed, 
and liable to freeze in cold weather. Up to January 1 
(inst.) 1,287 reports of this class were received, dis- 
tributed over the districts mentioned in the schedule here- 
under ; —

The above shows that 5.26 per cent. of the premises ex- 
amined since November 6 have been found with pipes liable 
to freeze; that of the 529 notices to secure against frost 
issued, 127 were, on reéxamination, found properly protected, 
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and 108 cases in which the notification was not complied 
with. Promises, however, have been made by those notified 
that the requirements of the notice will be attended to. 

During the period embraced in this report two inspectors, 
viz., P. J. Smith and B. F. McKenna, died. Chief Inspector 
James H. McGuire was suspended from service for neglect 
of duty, and Chief Inspector Carroll was elected to the 
Board of Aldermen. 


CoOcHITUATE DEPARTMENT. 


The decrease in the daily consumption, especially in the 
Cochituate Department, effected by checking waste, has been 
remarkable since the formation of this division. Notwith- 
standing increase of population and manufactures during the 
two and a half years since the Inspection and Waste Division 
has been organized the supply has been steadily decreasing. 
To illustrate this I give below the average daily consumption 
for the eight months covered by this report, ‘with the like 
consumption for the same months of the year before inspec- 
tion to check waste began. ‘The schedule shows an average 
daily saving of 8,707,912 gallons, or 25.84 per cent., as com- 
pared with the supply two and a half years ago before in- 
spection to check waste began. It will, therefore, readily be 
seen that if, in the calculation of saving, i increase of popula- 
tion and manufactures were considered, the figures would 


show largely in excess.

Back Bay. 


Progress on the Back Bay Improvement during the year 
has been fair , considering the small amount appropriated for 
this work. It is due, however, to the fact that a balance of 
nearly $40,000 remained over from the appropriation of last 
year, allowing expenditures of about $85,000 to be made ; 
otherwise work would have been suspended in midsummer. 
As it was the Board could undertake no new work besides 
continuing the dredging and greding operations within the 
basin, excepting the partial putting in order of a small 
portion of the roads near the northerly end, which work 
consisted of filling in, constructing catch-basins and drains, 
setting curbstones and paving cutters on the circuit drive 
from Commonwealth Avenue Bridge to the Boylston En- 
trance. 

The condition of the various works now under way in the 
construction of the Back Bay is as follows: 1,051,000 
square feet, or 82 per cent., of the roadways and drives sur- 
rounding the basins are graded to the proper height, but 
with the exception of the small portion noted above are 
otherwise unfinished. 1,043,000 square feet, or 82 per cent., 
of the channels have been excavated, and 18,100 lineal feet, 
or 68 per cent., of the shores have been completed. An area 
of 692,000 square feet has been filled with dredged material 
to about grade eight, and 357,000 square feet, or 43 per 
cent., of the marsh meadow have been graded and sodded. 

Planting areas aggregating 435,000 square feet, or 32 per 
cent. of the whole, have been graded and loamed ready for 
planting, 315,000 square feet of which have been planted. 
The loam and compost needed for the remainder of the plan- 
tations is on the ground ready for distribution, and a portion 
of the stone intended for the abutments of the bridge on 
Agassiz Road is also on the ground. 

The blue-stone edgings and posts for the sidewalks from 
Commonwealth Avenue Bridge to the Boylston Entrance are 
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ready for setting, and will be put in place as soon as the 
eround will permit. 

The Board urges the importance and public necessity of 
immediately putting this public ground in a more finished 
condition, especially the roads of the Beacon Entrance and 
those bordering the northerly part of the Bay, all of which 
are now impassable. . To complete this lower basin, grade 
the adjoining roads in gravel, and build the bridge on 
Agassiz Road will require an expenditure of about $12 25,000, 
which, with $25,000 to carry on the dredging operations in 
the upper basin, will make a necessary appropriation for the 
next financial year of $150,000 for Back Bay. 

This will facilitate the development of the lands beyond 
and westerly of the lower basin, besides increasing the value 
and making desirable for residence those in the immediate 
vicinity on the city side. 

A petition for a writ of mandamus to compel the city to 
complete the Back Bay Improvement has been filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court by the Trustees of the Boston Water 
Power Company, on which an order of notice has been issued 
returnable February 1. 

After citing the statutes and acts of the city in relation 
to this improv vement, the petition states that the city assessed 
betterments upon adjoining estates ; that the petitioners fur- 
nished about 75 per cent. of the lands taken for the improve- 
ment, for which they were paid by the city the nominal price 
of ten cents per square foot; that they were the owners of 
certain parcels of real estate subject to the betterment assess- 
ments, and have paid to the city for betterments and in- 
creased taxes, assessed on account of said improvement, 
very large sums of money; that in 1885 the city appropri- 
ated but $45,000 for said improvement, and with the present 
progress it will take from ten to twelve years to complete 
the same; that it will require about $500,000 to complete 
the proposed plan, and that the Mayor and City Council 
have delayed unreasonably to make appropriations to com- 
plete the work; that the petitioners fear that the debt limit 
provided by law will be reached the present year, and that 
the Mayor and City Council will thus claim that they have 
no power or means to complete said improvement. 

It is sufficient to say that the statute requires all sums 
expended for park construction to be raised annually by 
taxation. 

The limit of taxation being reduced by statute, it follows 
that appropriations for public parks, as well as for other 
purposes, must be reduced accordingly. ‘To complete the 
parks within any reasonable time under this system would, 
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if it were possible, be too great a burden for the present tax- 
payers to bear, and there seems to be no good reason why 
they should not be provided for, as in the case of other large. 
public works, by means of loans, which can now be obtained 
on such favorable terms. 

It is only justice to the petitioners in this case, as well as 
to others who have paid betterments and increased taxes on 
their lands, that the work of improvement should be carried 
forward to completion as soon as possible. 

The Assessors’ valuations from 1877 to 1885 of the 15,388,- 
567 square feet of Back Bay lands, which, in the estimation 
of the Board, were favorably affected by the locating and 
laying out of the proposed improvement, and were assessed 
a proportional share of the expense thereof, show an increase 
in valuation of $11,935,449, or an average of 77 cents per 
square foot, while the entire betterment laid upon these lands 
averaged about 5,8, cents per square foot, only one-half of 
which could be charged under the law to the estates bene- 
fited. This assessment was 3:5, per cent. of the valuation of 
these lands in 1877, while the 1 increase in valuation in 1885 
was 107 per cent., or more than twenty-seven times the 
amount of betterment assessed. 

The valuation of land in the rest ae the city, during the 
same period, was reduced $9,014,425.

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RIVERDALE. 


Three parcels of land, containing about two acres, have 
been purchased during the year, making twenty acres in all 
thus far secured from seventeen owners. These lands have 
all been purchased at or within their assessed value. Twelve 
of these lots are of the more valuable properties lying be- 
tween Brookline Avenue and Longwood Avenue, leaving 
only four lots yet to be secured in this section. 

The last annual report of this Board called especial atten- 
tion to the damage done to the covered channel of Muddy 
River by the building of a sewer in close proximity thereto 
by the Sewer Department, which caused the conduit to 
spread to such an extent as to fall in in several places. The 
damage has been repaired during the year, under an appro- 
priation of $20,000 for this purpose ; but the stoppage of the 
channel caused great discomfort, and even danger, to the 
people living along the stream, from the bad sanitary con- 
dition of the water confined in the river during the summer 
months. Partial relief was afforded by a temporary connec- 
tion with the Brookline Sewer, by which means the water 
could be changed to some extent. The conduit is now in 
order, and no further danger is apprehended. 


Bussey Park anD ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 

The small appropriation available for this park has per- 
mitted work upon the driveways to be continued only part of 
the season. A spur-road, one-quarter of a mile in length, 
extending from the driveway near Centre Street to the hill- 
top near the centre of the Arboretum, has been subgraded 
the greater part of its length, and is now ready for the stone 
foundation — a large amount of which was quarried last 
winter, and only awaits the necessary appropriation to be 
placed upon the road. 

The Indenture between the City of Boston and Harvard 
College of December 30, 1882, provides: “That the city 
will, within a reasonable time, make and finish, fit for use, 
of good, sound materials, and in a proper and workmanlike 
manner, the driveways, of which the sites and dimensions. 
are delineated on the said plan, and so marked thereon, but 
at a cost not exceeding seventy-five thousand dollars.” 

This sum was altogether too low an estimate for the 
described work, and will prove entirely insufficient for the 
purpose. The Board is, however, of opinion that no better 
contract for the city could have been made if there were no 
limit of cost for driveways. In fact this limit is practically 
no limit, for there is no other provision for the construction 
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of roads in this Park and Arboretum. The city must build 
them. Nevertheless, it will be the cheapest of all the parks. 
The land given by, and now leased to, Harvard College is 
being put in condition by that institution at a considerable 
expense, and will be planted with “all the varieties of trees, 
shrubs, and herbaceous plants ” which can be raised in the 
open air. This department is in the care of the most skil- 
ful and learned hands, — Professor C. 5. Sargent, Chairman 
of the Board of Park Commissioners of the town of Brook- 
line. 

The driveway from South to Centre Street, completed 
early in the year, has been largely used by the public both 
for driving and walking. The completion of the remaining 
driveways will open the whole of these beautiful grounds, 
and afford one complete park to the city in the shortest 
time, and at the least expense. 

The terrace on the highest ground will furnish a noble out- 
look over the surrounding country, and will be easily ap- 
proached in carriages and on foot. 

The Board theretore recommends that the driveways in 
this park be completed by liberal appropriations. 

The Board would also suggest that public convenience 
requires that the public road across the park lands, from 
Orchard to Morton Street, provided for by the plans of this 
Department, should be laid out at once and built by the 
Street Department. It will make a convenient route from 
the neighborhood of Jamaica Pond and the upper part of 
Brookline to the Forest Hills Station and Dorchester, and 
open a new tract of land for improvement. 


FRANKLIN Park. 


The following action has been taken by the Board in the 
matter of naming the so-called West Roxbury Park, which 
title has been considered only a temporary one, suggested 
by the location of the lands : —

His Honor the Mayor having suggested in his inaugural address the 
application of a portion of this fund, when due, to the extinction of the 
debt of the West Roxbury Park, the Committee desire to report the fol- 
lowing facts for the information of the Board. By the will of Dr. 
Franklin, approved in 1791, he directed that the sum of money left by 
him to the ‘town of Boston (one thousand pounds), and known as the 
Franklin Fund, should be loaned at interest, and allowed to accumulate 
for one hundred years, at which period he estimated it would reach 
the amount of £131,000, or $582,000. Of this sum, the trustees at that 
date (1891) were empowered to lay out $100,000 in some important 
public work or works, and the balance of the fund should again be put 
at interest, and allowed to accumulate for one hundred years, when the 
Town of Boston was to dispose of a portion of the fund, and the State of 
Massachusetts to use the remainder. Owing to various causes the fund 
was not very productive in its early years, or it would have reached a larger 
figure than it now exhibits. It will be observed, however, that its 
annual growth at this time exceeds $10,000, and, in all probability, 
in 1891 or 1892 the fund will reach $400,000. Of this amount it would 
seem proper to set aside $50,000 as a nucleus for a new accumulation, 
as directed by the testator. This would leave the sum of $350,000 to 
be devoted to the payment of the loan for the purchase of the West 
Roxbury Park, to be called “ Franklin Park,” in perpetual recognition 
of the generosity of the great Bostonian to his native city. The Com- 
mittee feel that this fund can be devoted to no more important ‘‘ public 
work ” than the purchase of this noble park, which cannot be destroyed 
or stolen, but will be an ever-enduring monument to Franklin’s memory. 
With these views the Committee feel that it will not be deemed inappro- 
priate by the coming generation, if this Board ventures to put upon its 
record some expression of its opinion as to the future disposition of the 
fund by its successors in 1891-92. They therefore offer the following 
resolutions.

Resolved, ‘That, in the opinion of this Board, comprising a majority 
of the Trustees of the ** Franklin Fund,” it is expedient and highly de- 
sirable that the proportion of said fund, which will be available in 1891- 
92 for investment in ‘‘ some public work,” should be devoted to the ex- 
oe i ae of the debt incurred for the purchase of the West Roxbury 

ark. ' 
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Resolved, That in the event of such disposition of the said portion of 
the Franklin Fund, the park thus purchased should be called ‘* Franklin 
Park,” in honor of the testator who has so generously endowed his 
native town. 

The report was accepted and the resolves passed. 

The Chairman then said he brought the question of the name of 
Boston’s large park before the Board at this time because before the 
publication of the new plan its name ought to be authoritatively deter- 
mined. He also thought we ought to make known to the City Council 
our appreciation of the honor done this Board by the proposed appro- 
priation of the hundred years’ earnings of the Franklin Fund to the 
benefit of our principal park. 

The great need of the park would be means for its development and 
improvement. It could remain measurably in its present wild and 
natural condition for a few years, but by the time Franklin’s hundred 
years had expired, the people would wish to see it assuming a finished 
condition. ‘The fund, therefore, would be more useful in dev eloping 
and finishing the park than in paying off its funded debt. That, how- 
ever, could be arranged when the time approached. It would be well 
now, therefore, to adopt and accept the proposition of the City Council, 
and give to the park that has, because of its location, been called the 
West Roxbury Park, the name of Franklin Park. 

The name West Roxbury, or Roxbury, however pleasant and familiar, 
is merely a local name. ‘The name of Franklin is one of the glories 
of the nation. 

As patriot, diplomatist, statesman, and philosopher, he won the 
gratitude of his country, and the admiration of the world. 

His colleague, Mr. Adams, wrote: ‘* Franklin’s reputation was more 

universal than that of Leibnitz or New ton, Frederick the Great or Vol- 
taire, and his character more beloved and esteemed than all of them. 
If a collection could be made of all the Gazettes of Europe for the latter 
half of the 18th Century, a greater number of panegyrical paragraphs 
upon ‘le grand? Franklin w ould appear, it is believed, than upon any 
other man that ever lived.’ 

But to us he is connected by closer ties than these general ones. Here 
was his birthplace and we are to appropriate to the daily use of our 
people the accumulation of his bounty, the results of his providence and 
foresight; and if for any reason the Franklin Fund shall be diverted to 
some other use, still to this beautiful park, devoted to the refreshment, 
and cheer, and delight of all, but more especially of those whose walk is 
limited to a crowded city, what name is more appropriate than that of 
Franklin; what name fuller of inspiration, and promise, and reward ? 

On motion of Mr. Maguire, it was voted: That, for the reasons set 
forth in the remarks of the Chairman, the park heretofore called West 
Roxbury Park shall be named and known as ‘ Franklin Park.” 


The Board has been pleased to find that the name has met 
public approval. 

Under a special appropriation of $10,000 for the purpose, 
the Board has cleared the ground of many of its dividing- 
walls and fences, using the stone in the construction of a 
terrace overlooking what is designed to be the principal play- 
ground of the park. It was thought best to make this dispo- 
sition of the stone at once in order to avoid the extra expense 
of twice handling. The grounds in front have been cleared 
of supernumerary trees and boulders, and should be properly 


graded and surfaced for the purposes of recreation as soon as 
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possible. It is the desire of the Board also to construct the 
driveways surrounding this field at once, in order that it 
may be a complete thing in itself, and furnish a short circuit 
drive entirely within the park. The terrace should also be 
finished and planted with shrubs and vines as designed. 
The woods have been somewhat cleared and opened, and 
most of the fruit trees have been taken away, thus removing 
a source of much trouble and lawlessness. Several build- 
ings have been removed and the cellars filled, and large 
quantities of poisonous ivy have been uprooted. The large 
mansion-house, on what will be called Refectory Hill, near 
Blue Hill Avenue, has been rented and fitted up as a re- 
fectory, where refreshments of all kinds are served. The 
house at the corner of Walnut and Williams Streets has also 
been fitted up for minor refreshment purposes. In either of 
these houses proper attention will be given to the wants of 
visitors, who are free to occupy them as long as may be 
necessary. Drinking-water has been supplied to the ball- 
field through an iron pipe with two fountains. As early as 
the second week in March visitors began to frequent the 
park, and the latter part of the month found the boys using 
the ball-field and play-ground in large numbers. The 
Sunday attendance through the season, from March to No- 
vember, as reported by the park police, ran from 3,000 
to 20,000, with an average attendance of 11,000 for each 
Sunday reported, and of 15,000 in fine weather. No com- 
putation of the week-day attendance has been attempted, 
except in the matter of picnics, of which there were 42 
reported from 15 different societies or charities, with an 
average attendance of about 200 persons. 

The Board recommends that the streets running through 
the park lands be discontinued as public ways, and that 
Walnut Street be continued through Sigourney Street to 
Forest Hills Street, in order to give an outlet to Walnut 
Street, outside the park limits. In connection with this 
change a triangular piece of land at the junction of Walnut 
and Sigourney Streets will have to be acquired for park pur- 
poses, and the Board recommends that an appropriation by 
loan of $20,000 be made at once for this purpose. 

The plan for this park, as finally completed by the Land- 
scape Architect and adopted by the Board, will be published 
in a supplementary report. 


MarinE Parr, City Port. 


Under a recommendation of this Board, contained in last 
year’s report, application was made to the Legislature for a 
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erant of flats, east of Q Street, for park purposes, which 
resulted in the following report and legislative action : — 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


House oF REPRESENTATIVES, June 15, 1885. 


The Committee on Harbors and Public Lands, to whom was referred 
the petition of the Mayor of Boston for a grant of flats owned by the 
Commonwealth, and lying between City Point and Castle Island, to be 
used for the purposes of a public park, having given the petitioners a 
hearing, and having heard the Board of Harbor and Land Commis- 
sioners in relation thereto, and viewed the premises, report the accom- 
panying bill. It is not intended in this bill to “define the exact limits 
within which the whole of the contemplated marine park at South 
Boston may be located. The plan of the Park Commissioners proposes 
the extension of a portion of the park beyond the north line of the area 
described in the bill. The limits and conditions of such extension 
involve important questions in connection with the great work of harbor 
conservation and improvement which the Commonwealth is now prose- 
cuting in the enclosure and filling of the South Boston Flats, and the 
construction of docks and piers between Fort Point Channel and Castle 
Island. More time is desired for careful study and consideration by the 
Harbor and Land Commissioners and the Park Commissioners of the 
interests involved and the respective plans to be adopted in the further 
reclamation of the flats by the Commonwealth, and in the location and 
construction of the proposed park by the city. This will not delay the 
beginning of their work by the Park Commissioners within the limits 
defined in the bill.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-five. 
[Chap. 3860.] 

AN ACT 


In further addition to An Act for the laying out of Public Parks in or 
near the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled and by the authority of the same as follows : — 


Section 1. The Board of Park Commissioners of the City of Boston, 
subject to the provisions of chapter ninetecn of the Public Statutes, ex- 
cepting so much of section sixteen of said chapter as requires the pay- 
ment into the treasury of compensation for the rights and privileges 
hereby granted in land of the Commonwealth, may make such excava- 
tion and filling, and erect and maintain such structures, in and over the 
area of tide-water at or near Dorchester Point, in South Boston, which 
lies south of the northerly line of East First Street, extended easterly 
to Castle Island, and east of the westerly line of Q Street, extended 
southerly into Old Harbor, as the said Board may deem necessary or 
desirable for the purposes of a public park, in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-five. 
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Sect. 2. All lands of the Commonwealth, which are occupied or 
enclosed under the provisions of this act, shall be appropriated to and 
used solely for the purposes of a public park. 

Secor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[ Approved, June 19, 1885.] 


A contract was concluded October 23d with Benjamin 
Young, of Chelsea, for the construction of a temporary 
wooden pier to extend some twelve hundred feet in a south- 
easterly direction from the present shore line, opposite East 
Fifth Street. The outer end will be at the inshore end of 
the proposed iron pier, and the site of the wooden pier will 
eventually be filled. Meanwhile it will prove useful in the 
construction of the iron pier, and will serve also for a 
promenade during the time in which the iron pier is building. 
The Refectory building was open through the season, the 
keeper being allowed to sell refreshments; but it was not 
patronized to any great extent. Its position is unsuitable, 
and another season it will be moved to a point near the 
entrance to the pier. By the action of the Board of Street 
Commissioners, Q Street has been widened to ninety feet, 
and the streets running easterly from Q Street have been 
discontinued ; nothing, however, has been done by the 
Street Department to construct Q Street to its full width, 
and it is now in a very unsightly condition. 

The work of grading and reconstructing the street should 
be undertaken at the earliest time possible to facilitate the 
planting of trees, and accommodate the large number of 
people who visit the park. No satisfactory result has been 
reached in the negotiations with the general government for 
the use of part of Castle Island, in connection “with this park ; 
but further efforts in this direction will be made until some 
solution of the differences existing can be found. 


Woop Istanp Park, East Boston. 

The small appropriation available for this park has been 
utilized in completing the filling of Neptune Road, running 
from Bennington Street to the park, and in filling the spaces 
provided for trees with loam to the depth of two feet below 
the surface, underlaid with six inches of clay. 

A license has been obtained from the Railroad Commis- 
sioners for the construction of a bridge over the Boston, 
Revere Beach, and Lynn Railroad, with a headway of fifteen 
feet, and as no approach to this park can be had until the 
bridge is constructed and the parkway finished, the Board 
recommends that an appropriation for this purpose and for a 
fence and plank-walk along the Neptune Road be made at 
once. 
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CHARLES RiverR EMBANKMENT. 


The construction of the sea-wall of that part of the Em- 


bankment which was authorized by the Act of the Legislature 
of March 16, 1881, was begun by the contractors, Messrs. 
Parker & Sylvester, about April Ist, and continued without 
interruption to the close of the season; the amount of the 
appropriation expended to January Ist being $108,176.29. 

A further appropriation of $50,000 was made by the last 
city government, in view of the fact that the act requires its 
completion before March 16th next. The appropriation came 
too late, however, to complete the work during the season. 
As it will be necessary to petition the Legislature for an ex- 
tension of time in which the Embankment must be built, the 
Board recommends that the petition also ask for a change of 
line at the westerly end, to provide for further extensions in 
the future. In the opinion of the Board the extension of the 
Embankment to and along the rear of the houses on Beacon 
Street is only a question of time, and to prevent encroach- 
ments upon the Charles River Basin it seems important to 
secure the franchise for park purposes. 


ADDITIONAL PARKS AND PARKWAYS. 


The system of parks as planned and partially carried out 
by the preceding Boards requires sundry additional lands for 
the securing of which no provision has yet beenmade. The 
most important of these locations is the proposed Jamaica 
Park, approached on one side by the Riverdale Road. It is 
the connecting link between the Back Bay and Riverdale Im- 
provements and the Bussey Park, and will make a pleasure- 
ground of great beauty and attraction in the chain of parks. 
It has been referred to and recommended by the Board sev- 
eral times in past years, and this Board can only repeat its 
recommendation, “that a loan of $350,000 be authorized, to 
be issued only as fast as needed, to purchase the estates now 
in the market, and to secure others from time to time as 
arrangements therefor can be made.” 

The Board also advises that an application be made to. the 
Legislature for the passage of the following draft for an act, 
which it is thought would facilitate the matter of securing 
the fee of the lands to the city at reasonable prices : — 


Draft for an Act permitting the Leasing of Estates taken for the 
Purposes of a Public Park. 


Whenever the owner of an estate which may hereafter be taken for 
the purposes of a public park shall, at the time of said taking, occupy 
said estate as his home, and shall desire to continue so to do, he may 
apply to the Board of Park Commissioners for a lease of said estate or 
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of any part thereof. If said Commissioners shall deem that it is desir- 
able to make such lease, they shall be authorized to make a lease of 
said estate, or of any part thereof, to such former owner for such term, 
not exceeding the life of said former owner, and upon such mutual re- 
strictions, reservations, covenants, and conditions as may be agreed upon 
between said Commissioners and said former owner. 

And whenever the City of Boston, by its Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, shall acquire title to lands for park purposes, but before it is 
necessary to use the same for said purposes, said Commissioners may 
in the meantime lease the same. 


Next in importance to this location is the need of securing 
the lands for the connecting parkway from Jamaica Park to 
Franklin Park, part of which have alre eady been secured in 
the taking of lands for Bussey Park. The Board has made 
no estimate of the cost of taking the lands needed to extend 
this parkway, but would recommend that a loan of $100,000 
be appropriated for this purpose, and the Board be author- 
ized to secure lands to that amount. This will allow the 
Board to negotiate with the owners in a satisfactory manner, 
and it is hoped that the sum will be found sufficient for the 
purpose. 

A further appropriation by loan of $50,000 will be needed 
for the Back Bay Improvement to pay for judgments against 
the city, and to secure a small amount of additional land 
lying on either side of the Longwood Entrance, which is re- 
quired to conform the entrance to the lines of the Riverdale 
Improvement. 

The removal of the sewage from South Bay and Fort 
Point Channel renders it no longer necessary to create a 
large park in this basin for sanitary reasons alone. ‘The 
filling up of these mud-flats would be expensive, and of 
little value for park purposes. If it were necessary to do 
anything in this direction the maintenance of the present 
upper basin, by the construction of a promenade and road 
about it, regulating thereby the ebb and flow of the tide, 
would, perhaps offer the best solution. 

This proposed location is only one and one-half miles 
from Franklin Park and the Marine Park by direct roads, 
and it seems to this Board wiser to expend any money 
available for a park here in widening and improving the 
main thoroughfare between said parks. Columbia Street, 
in continuation of Dorchester and Boston Streets, via 
Five Corners and Upham’s Corner, is the only direct 
means of transit from South Boston to Franklin Park. It 
is now only a narrow lane in many places, and, not being 
built upon to any great extent, can be widened at no very 
large expense. The Board therefore recommends that the 
Street Department be directed to widen this street to ninety 
feet. 
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When this is done, and the communication through 
Jamaica Park before described is completed, the entire sys- 
tem of parks, from Charles River to City Point, will be 
united by spacious and pleasant avenues. 


LAND SETTLEMENTS. 


The Board regrets the number of unsettled actions for 
damages for lands taken for public parks, and is devoting 
much time in endeavoring to arrive at settlements, but will 
not yield to unjust claims. The number of cases in which 
there are negotiations for settlements has increased, and there 
is no reason why the number of unfinished cases should not 
rapidly diminish either by settlement or trial. 

Settlements have been effected in eight cases. In four of 
these the lability of the city was determined by a jury trial, 
although in one of them the amount paid was less than the 
judgment rendered. ‘Twenty cases are in suit, divided as 
follows: four on Back Bay, four on Bussey Park, eleven on 
Franklin Park, and one on the Charles River Embankment. 
The amount involved in these cases, as heretofore estimated 
by the Board, is $350,217.53. Of the 500 acres in Franklin 
Park, 368 acres have been settled for, leaving 137 acres still 
outstanding. 

IMPROVEMENT OF Parks. 


The cost of constructing the public parks must, under 
the present law, be raised ‘by taxation, thereby bringing the 
whole cost of these permanent improvements upon the present 
generation. 

The annual appropriations for interest and sinking-funds 
on account of loans issued for acquiring lands must ¢ also come 
from the tax levy. If to these be added sufficient appropri- 
ations for the proper development of the six parks already 
laid out by the Board, the total annual expenditure must 
necessarily be large if any progress is to be made in their 
construction. 

The pay as you go policy, however wise and necessary in 
ordinary affairs, seems unwise and unfair when applied to 
great public improvements intended more for the future than 
for the present. Long-term loans can now be obtained 
at a very low rate of interest, and the cost to the tax- 
payers would be less under this system than by the pres- 
ent policy; while the parks would be earlier constructed, 
and the expense spread over a longer term, thereby relieving 
the present from what would otherwise be too large a pro- 
portion of the total cost of these improvements, and also 
permitting it to share in the benefits derived therefrom. 

There are widely divergent opinions as to the effect of the 
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different parks upon the value of lands immediately adjacent 
thereto; some insisting that in the end the effect will be 
similar to that shown in the instance of the Back Bay lands 
referred to above, and that the consequent increased revenue 
from the increased value of lands — from all the parks 
together — will more than pay the interest on the bonds that 
may be issued for their prompt completion, and provide the 
sinking-funds to redeem the bonds at maturity; and that 
therefore the parks will build themselves and not impose 
any additional burden upon the tax-payers; while others 
believe the case of the Back Bay improvement to be excep- 
tional in this respect, and that none of the results so wonder- 
ful in its case can be claimed for the other parks. 

The latter class claim that most of the parks are solely for 
the public use, convenience, and benefit, and should be built 
by the public, and that the public cannot and ought not at- 
tempt to escape from the burden; and that where so many 
parks are built at the same time, their effect upon the adjacent 
lands, and the revenue therefrom, is so uncertain, that it can- 
not justly be taken into account. 

Whichever of these views is best founded, all now admit 
the general beneficence of parks, — and that the present is 
entitled to share with the future in that beneticence, — and 
that this equalization of benefits can be acquired only through 
the instrumentality of loans. 

The certainty and regularity of funds thus provided would 
also enable the work to be more economically prosecuted, 
thereby diminishing its final cost. 

The Board would therefore recommend that an applica- 
tion be made to the present Legislature for the passage of 
an act authorizing the city to issue bonds on a fifty years’ 
loan for the construction of the public parks. These bonds 
may be limited to an amount not exceeding five million dol- 
lars, or to the amount actually expended in the construction 
of said parks, and to be provided for either by sinking-funds 
or by the payment annually of one-fiftieth of the principal, as 
provided in the act of last year authorizing the “ Suffolk 
County Court-House Loan.” 

Reports by the Landscape Architect and City Engineer of 
the works under their charge, together with a collection of 
Statutes and City Orders relating to this department, will be 
found in the Appendix.

Sirs, —I have the honor to submit the following Annual Re- 
port: — 
Back Bay. 


Referring to the report of the City Engineer for details of con- 
struction, I beg to say that, during the last year, the design pre- 
viously followed for managing the fluctuating waters of Back Bay 
by a system of basins and regulating inlets and outlets, various 
means for avoiding unseemliness of aspect, and for providing a 
public promenade about the same, has been steadily pursued as far 
as the means at your command have allowed. The outlet district, 
from Boylston Bridge to Beacon Street, is complete except as to 
some revision of the plantations that have been in the hands of a 
contractor, and contain much material that will be later used else- 
where. As shown in the accompanying map, the lower basin is 
complete in about one-third, and nearly complete in two-thirds, of 
its area. ‘The slopes, so far as complete, between the salt grass 
levels and the Promenade, and the areas about Westland Entrance 
have been planted. So much of the Promenade as borders the 
two districts named has been subgraded and partly planted, and 
supplied with curb and gutter. 

A severe and prolonged easterly storm, coincident with spring 
tides, has a second time supplied a test of the working operation 
of the scheme with satisfactory results, the entire operations fully 
meeting the intention of its design, and confirming the calculations 
on which it was based. The nuisance heretofore existing, and 
which rendered the neighborhood of the basins uninhabitable 
during the heat of summer, has been completely removed, the air 
of the vicinity during all of last summer being perfectly sweet and 
wholesome. : 

The plan of artificial salt meadows has been so far carried out 
that its success may be considered as established, salt grass sward 
having been formed upon the prepared surface by two methods, 
transplanting and sowing.. The attempt to finish the borders of 
the zone immediately above the salt grass has not as yet had sat- 
isfactory results, the greater number of plants set in 1884 having 
died. Here and there clusters of the same plants that have else- 
where failed are, however, found not only living, but flourishing 
and spreading, and it is hoped that the deaths are due to transitory 
conditions. No doubt is had that by patient efforts the results 
contemplated in the design will in time be secured. 
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FRANKLIN PARK. 


The Commission having approved the preliminary plan for 
Franklin Park, and wishing to begin the work of clearing the 
ground of incumbrances, concluded early in the summer to finally 
adopt so much of the plan as covered a territory of above thirty 
acres at the north end of the property, adjoining Walnut Street. 
This division of the ground is designed to be adapted for use as a 
play-ground and in connection with a ledge that borders it, a plat- 
form eight hundred feet long and about eight feet in height is 
planned. During the summer a small force has been employed in 
collecting the stone lying upon the surface of the ground, drawing 
it, and constructing the “platform from it. The work done thus 
far consists of about six hundred feet of retaining-wall averaging 
eight feet in height, built with a front of dark, “weather-stained 
field stone with a concave battered face. Chambers of soil have 
been formed in the rear of this outer wall to sustain plants in- 
tended to grow, through numerous apertures, over the face of the 
wall, and to merge in effect with others to be scattered along the 
base. A sufficient amount of stone has been lifted and awaits re- 
moval for the completion of the wall, and a part of it is intended 
to be planted in the spring, the plants needed being for the most 
part now under propagation or in the nursery. If suitably pro- 
ceeded with, the design of the work may be essentially realized in 
three years. 


THe ARBORETUM. 


The road crossing the Arboretum from Centre to South Street 
has been finished, the slopes toward it on both sides formed, the 
adjoining ground given in charge to Harvard College, and in large 
part planted, the work of the college being of an admirable, 
liberal, thorough, and excellent character. 

The general plan of the plantations to be made by the college, 
which has been under discussion several years, is now determined. 
Having a few years since made a study of the principal collections 
passing under the same name in Europe, and being familiar with 
those of this country, I am of the opinion that that which the 
college will provide the City of Boston, in following this plan, 
will, both in respect to beauty and to instructive utility, be of 
unrivalled value. 

By permission of Professor Sargent the following account of 
the plan prepared by him is presented in advance of its intended 
publication by the college : — 


‘* An Arboretum is a museum devoted to one branch of natural 
history, and intended, by the aid of living specimens primarily, to 
facilitate the study and increase the knowledge of trees and other 
plants. It should contain and display, therefore, as many forms 
of arborescent life as is compatible with the climate of the region 
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in which it is situated, its own extent and resources. A public 
Arboretum, like any other public museum, must be prepared to 
instruct the public through the display of representative types 
selected from its collections and specially arranged for the dcfinite 
purpose of object-teaching ; and it must be prepared to facilitate 
investigations in the particular department of science it is created 
to illustrate, by means of working collections, both living and 
dead. As itis expected to perform two distinct, although con- 
current, duties, the public Arboretum should contain two distinct 
collections : — 

** 1. The permanent collection for display, consisting of a se- 
lection of species intended to illustrate as perfectly as circum- 
stances of climate will permit, and by fully developed specimens, 
the most important types of arborescent vegetation. 

*¢2. A collection for investigation, which need not necessarily 
be permanent, and which should be arranged in a manner to per- 
mit of the admission of new species or new forms, and the removal 
of others which have served their purpose. To this second collec- 
tion would naturally be joined all minor collections, like that of 
shrubs, and other plants of less enduring character than trees. 

‘* The educational value of any great Arboretum would, I be- 
lieve, be increased by such a division of its collections; in the 
present case it is essential. A complete collection of trees — 
that is, of arborescent species and natural or artificial forms or 
varieties already known, which could be made to grow in a 
climate as severe even as that of Eastern Massachusetts, without 
provision for future additions, which are likely to increase rather 
than diminish in number as the cultivation of trees becomes more 
general, but with a proper representation for each species — 
would occupy not less than 1,000 acres of land, and require an 
annual outlay for maintenance far in excess of any income the 
Arboretum can possibly hope to enjoy for this purpose. Selec- 
tion, therefore, is absolutely necessary, and the establishment of 
two distinct collections has been decided upon, — a permanent or 
exhibition collection, in which certain selected species or forms 
will be allowed space for full development, and a working or 
experimental collection, which can be crowded into a compara- 
tively small space, and in which species of doubtful hardiness, 
transitory forms of horticulture rather than of botanical or eco- 
nomic value, new introductions and other trees, which for one 
reason or another have been omitted from the permanent collec- 
tion, will all sooner or later find their places. 

‘¢'The selection and proper grouping of the tropical forms, in- 
tended to illustrate in the main collection the hardy arborescent 
vegetation of the temperate zones, is difficult; and this difficulty 
is immensely increased by the fact that the permanent arrange- 
ment of an Arboretum is really permanent, and cannot, as is the 
case with collections in other museums, be changed or modified to 
meet the demands of more advanced knowledge or the require- 
ments of changing fashions. A tentative arrangement is impos- 
sible, and the difficulty of selection, and especially of grouping, is 
not diminished by the nature of the collections in which each indi- 
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vidual will continue to require yearly additional space for a century 
perhaps. The selection of this. type collection has only been 
reached after the most careful consideration, and with many modi- 
fications of the plan which at first appeared practicable. It will 
contain, as now determined upon, representatives of all the gen- 
era of trees hardy in Eastern Massachusetts. Species of doubtful 
hardiness, and all accidental and other varieties not permanently 
fixed by time or long cultivation, will be excluded. * Prominence 
will be given to the species of Eastern North America, and espe- 
cially to those native of New England, because these species are 
better adapted to reach maturity in this climate than those of any 
other region ; and because it is believed that the community, which 
will naturally have the closest relation with the Arboretum, will 
derive the greatest benefit from the examination of a collection of 
our native trees growing under favorable conditions and eventually 
fully developed. And this will doubtless be found true whether 
the collection is studied in its scientific, industrial, or purely orna- 
mental aspect. 

‘¢ The plan contemplates that each hardy tree species of Eastern 
America shall be represented by an individual so planted as to 
secure for it the maximum growth attainable in this climate, and 
also by a group of individuals, varying in number from six to 
twenty-five, selected to show variations of character and habit in 
the species, and planted with the view of securing its expression 
in mass rather than perfect individual development. This plan, it 
is hoped, will assume the permanence in the Arboretum of the 
most important species, which without the groups would depend 
upon the life of single individuals for representation; it will, 
moreover, show the habit and behavior of all our principal trees 
under as nearly natural*conditions as it is possible to secure in any 
artificial wood. 

‘¢ Exotic species and their most valuable and best fixed varieties 
will be represented by single specimens, except in the case of a few 
exceptional species, where some peculiar value or marked fitness 
to support our climatic conditions makes it desirable to supplement 
the single specimen, as,in the case of indigenous species, by a 
considerable group of individuals. 

‘¢'The plan allows for every species, native or exotic, what is be- 
lieved to be more than sufficient space for its possible full growth ; 
and no more individuals of any species, and no supplementary 
species other than those expected to reach maturity, will be planted. 
This plan has, of course, serious disadvantages. ‘The different 
specimens, and even the different species groups, will for a long 
time appear needlessly remote from each other, and close planting 
at the beginning would doubtless make the Arboretum more at- 
tractive to the casual visitor. It has, however, its advantage in a 
very great economy of labor and material. Trees, too, which one 
generation plants in the expectation that the next generation will 
cut them down, are rarely cut at the right time. Overcrowding 
and the complete ruin of specimens is the result. It is hoped in 
this Arboretum, however, that by adhering to the plan of only 


planting in the type collection the number of individuals intended | 
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to reach maturity, it will be saved from the fate of all the old 
public collections of trees in which early overplanting or unsys- 
tematic planting has produced either confusion or the entire ruin 
of all perfection of individual growth. The general type collec- 
tion will be arranged by genera in the sequence of their botanical 
relationship, such an arrangement affording the greatest facility 
for examination and maintenance. In a few instances, however, 
genera will be placed out of the natural sequence in order to secure 
for them favorable conditions of soil and exposure. The species 
of the different genera will, as far as practicable, be arranged geo- 
graphically, first, those of North America, then those of Europe, 
and then those of Asia; the species of each continent in their 
proper botanical sequence. 

‘*The advantages and the disadvantages of this general plan, 
thus briefly described, cannot unfortunately be finally judged until 
long after all those interested in the early development of the 
Arboretum have passed away. ‘This generation can neither enjoy 
its mature fruits nor feel the full weight of errors in arrangement 
made now, and which time is only too certain to bring to light. 

‘¢The years which have passed since the conception of the 
Arboretum have been years of preparation. These are now to be 
followed by a period of active construction, and for this the 
Arboretum is fairly well equipped in its own resources and in the 
interest of its friends and correspondents. The germ of con- 
struction and early growth will, it is to be hoped, be followed by a 
long period of real educational importance and value.” 


PLANTATIONS AND NURSERIES. 


‘¢ The provisional or tentative arrangement of the shrub collec- 
tions referred to in my last report has been completed. ‘These 
now occupy 37 parallel beds, each 10 feet wide and 800 feet long. 
This collection now contains about 1,100 species and varieties, 
arranged in botanical sequence, with provisions for a ‘considerable 
further increase. 

‘¢’ Trees and shrubs to the number of 2,574 have been moved 
from the different nurseries into permanent boundary and other 
plantations. The plantations and nurseries are all in excellent 
condition. During the year 444,44, squares of peat have been dug 
and stocked for future use, at a cost of $1,022.10; and 110% cords 
of wood have been cut, at a cost of $221.50. The largest part of 
this wood remained unsold at the end of the year. 

‘*The result following the pruning of the old trees forming the 
permanent natural woods of the Arboretum, described in my last 
report, has so far been satisfactory, and this work, on a larger 
scale than before, has been carried on uninterruptedly during the 
past summer.” 


INTERCHANGE OF PLANTS AND SEEDs. 


- * The interchange of plants and seeds with other botanical and 
horticultural establishments has been continued during the year. 
There have been 4,459 plants (including cuttings and grafts) and

39 packets of seeds, distributed as follows: To all parts of the 
United States, 4,216 plants and 8 packets of seeds; to Great 
Britain, 43 plants and 13 packets of seeds; to the continent of 
Europe, 200 plants and 18 packets of seeds. 

‘¢ There have been received during the year 6,783 plants (in- 
cluding cuttings and grafts) and 40 packets of seeds from 21 
donors. The most considerable contribution of the sort has been 
a set of cuttings and grafts from the Kew Arboretum, numbering 
2,200, and representing several hundred species and varieties of 
rare trees and shrubs.” 


No other works of the Department have as yet been advanced 
beyond preliminary grading operations and provisional construc- 
tions, in regard to which statements will be found in the Report of 
the City Engineer.

Sim, — I herewith submit the following report of work done and 
of other matters of interest in connection with the work placed 
under my direction by your Board: — 


Back Bay IMPROVEMENT. 


Grading and Loaming. — The work of excavating the marsh to 
the established grade has been continued. 

In doing this work the sods were removed, the mud excavated, 
and the sods relaid. A portion of the proposed marsh-meadow, 
which had been filled with dredged materials, was also sodded. 
The total area of marsh-meadow graded and sodded is now 357,000 
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square feet, or 43 per cent. of the whole. The muck excavated 
from the marsh, together with a large amount dug from the 
channel by the dredging-machine, was used in grading the slopes 
between the driveways and the shore of the waterway. ‘These 
slopes were afterwards covered with loam and compost, and are 
ready for planting. 

The total area now graded and loamed for planting is 435,000 
square feet, or 32 per cent. of the whole area to be treated in this 
manner. 

The greater part of the area graded in 1884 has been planted 
during the past season, making the total area planted 315,000 
square feet, or 23 per cent of the whole. 


Gravel Filling. — The Boston & Albany R.R. Co. has furnished, 
during the year, the gravel required for grading the driveways and 
forming the shores of the waterway, the total amount delivered 
being 3,594 squares, and the price paid $3.50 per square. 


Excavation of Waterway. — Dredging was resumed on April 
15th, and continued until December 17th, the total quantity of 
material dredged during the year being 51,419 cubic yards. ‘This 
amount is less than that of the previous year, the working season 
having been shorter, and the work more difficult to do. 

The cost was about 23 cents per cubic yard, including the cost 
of all repairs, no allowance being made for the cost and deprecia- 
tion in value of the plant. 

There is charged to dredging the cost of handling considerable 
material, which could not be measured, and is therefore not in- 
cluded in the above amount of work done, and also the cost of 
towing scows loaded by hand with sods and other material. 

‘The area of waterway excavated to grade is now 1,043,000 square 
feet, or 82 per cent. of the whole, and the length of shore line com- 
pleted is 18,100 lineal feet, or 68 per cent. of the whole. 

Driveways. —The driveway from Parker street to Common- 
wealth Avenue has been graded, curbstones have been set, gut- 
ters paved, and the catch-basins and drains constructed. 

The blue-stone edgings and posts for enclosing the tree spaces 
on the northerly side of the drive have been purchased, and are 
on the ground, but have not as yet been set. 

The total length of curbstone set is 4,138 lineal feet, and the area 
of gutters paved, 1,8764 square yards. 

Miscellaneous. —Temporary wire fences have been constructed 
around such portion of the planted areas as needed protection. 

The various structures are in good condition, with the exception 
of the granite curb which supports the iron railing around the 
planted areas in the Beacon Entrance; a portion of this has 
settled out of shape, and will have to be reset before sidewalks 
are built. 

The structures for controlling the flow of the water in Stony 
Brook and the Back Bay Basin have satisfactorily performed the 
work for which they were designed. 

On February 10th an unusual freshet occurred in Stony Brook, 
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and on the 25th of November a severe easterly storm eaused the 
tide to rise to a. height greater than it has attained for several 
years. On neither of these occasions was there any serious 
damage done to the slopes around the basin. 

A sewer has been built by the Sewer Department in Marl- 
borough Street, and connected temporarily with the Stony Brook 
conduit, with the understanding that early in next season this 
sewer, together with one in Newbury Street which was connected 
with the conduit in 1884, and the sewer in Huntington Avenue 
shall be connected with the Main Drainage system. 

A plan of the improvement of the Back Bay, herewith annexed, 
shows the progress made to December 31, 1885. 


CovVERED CHANNEL OF Muppy RIver. 


The conduit which was damaged as described in the last annual 
report has been thoroughly repaired, and in December the flow of 
Muddy River was again turned through it, and the connection 
with the Back Bay Basin closed. 

The conduit across Brookline Avenue, which is intended to 
connect Muddy River with the Back Bay Basin, is uncom- 
pleted, the land needed for that purpose not having been obtained. 
This work, together with the retaining wall required, should be 
done during the coming season. 


BusskEy PARK. 


Owing to the small amount of the appropriation for this park 
less work has been done during the past year than in previous 
years. A small force was employed during the early part of the 
year at the quarry on Bussey Street, getting out stone for use on 
the driveways. ‘lhe driveway to the top of the open hill has been 
partially graded. 

Stones for granite gate-posts at the entrances to the driveway 
already built have been cut, and the posts at the South Street 
entrance have been built. : 

Wire fences have been placed on the boundaries of the park 
where there were no fences previously. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


A small force was employed in the early part of the year in 
removing fruit and other unsightly trees. 

The ‘* Sewall house,” on Blue Hill Avenue, having been leased for 
a Refectory, a water-pipe was laid for the introduction of city water, 
and a sanitary building for men was built. 

The ‘* Williams house,” at the corner of Williams and Walnut 
Streets, was fitted up for a Refectory and a waiting-room, and a 
sanitary building for men was built near it. 

Two drinking-fountains were erected in the field in rear of the 
car-station on Blue Hill Avenue, and about 1,400 lineal feet of pipe 
laid to connect them with the city pipes. 

In August work was begun on the erection of a retaining wall 
to support the ‘* Overlook,” near Walnut Street and Glen Road, 
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the stone for this wall being obtained from the old fence walls 
in the vicinity and from the field in front of it. 

The boulders were removed from an area of about 20 acres, 
and the holes filled with loam. 

A small force has been kept constantly employed in the nursery 
and propagating house since the completion of the latter. 

All the cellars where buildings have been removed have been 
filled and the grounds about them cleared up. 


CuHarues River EMBANKMENT. 


Work was commenced upon this improvement by the contractors 
about April 1st, and continued ata rapid rate until about the middle 
of September, from which time until the closing of work for the 
winter its progress was somewhat slow, on account of the want of 
an additional appropriation to carry it on. 

About 1,800 lineal feet of pile foundation, 1,600 lineai feet of 
wall below coping, with the filling behind it, and 800 lineal feet of 
coping have been completed, comprising work to the value of about 
$112,000. 

To complete the work will require about 400 lineal feet of pile 
foundation, 650 lineal feet of wall, with filling back of it, and 1,450 
lineal feet of coping. 

As the contractors have considerable material on hand for the 
work, it can be rapidly carried to completion as soon as the 
weather permits in the spring. 


Marine Park, City Pornt. 


In June the filling deposited during the previous year was 
levelled off and rolled. 

In August plans and specifications were prepared for a temporary 
wooden pier, to extend in a south-easterly direction from the foot 
of Fifth street, and on October 23d a contract was made with 
Benjamin Young for building the pier, for the sum of $10,960. 
This pier is to be 30 feet wide and 1,166 feet long; the foundation 
for 364 feet at the shore end is to be of spruce piles, and for the 
balance of oak piles, the whole to be thoroughly braced. The 
floor is to be of hard pine, planed; there is to be a railing on both 
sides and across the outer end, and seats are to be built along the 
railing. ‘The elevation of the floor will be about ten feet above 
mean high water. 

The storm of November 25th damaged the old bulkheads, which 
protect the shore, and this damage has been repaired. Allof these 
structures are in a decayed condition, and will need continual re- 
pairs for their maintenance. 


Woop Isianp Park. 

The contract with John F. Barry for filling the parkway was 
closed on January 24, 1885, and under that contract, 66859, 
squares of filling deposited, at $3.35 per square. 

This did not complete the filling to the full width of the park- 
way, the appropriation for this park haying been exhausted. 


— 
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Under an agreement with the Boston & Maine R.R. Co., filling 
was commenced on October 28d by that company. The parkway 
was graded to its full width, and the work completed on December 
3d. The total amount of filling deposited under this latter agree- 
ment was 1,842 squares, at $3.35 per square. 

After the completion of the filling, trenches five feet in width 
and two feet three inches in depth were dug on the curb line for 
the whole length of both sides of the parkway. ‘These trenches 
were filled with two feet of loam underlaid by six inches of clay. 

The ground is ready for the planting of trees in the spring. 

The total amount of loam delivered was 1,268 cubic yards, at 
$1.00 per yard. 

The clay was found upon the ground.

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STATUTES OF THE COMMONWEALTH AND ORDERS 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON RELATING TO PUBLIC 
PARKS. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


[CHap. 247. ] 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Sixty-six. 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE ERECTION OF A SEA-WALL, AND 
THE FILLING OF CERTAIN FLATS IN CHARLES RIVER, TO 
ABATE A NUISANCE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to build a sea-wall in the Charles river on or within the fol- 
lowing described lines: beginning at the point of intersection of 
the northerly side of Revere street, with the harbor commissioners’ 
line as established in the year eighteen hundred and forty-one, and 
extending in a straight line *south-westerly for a distance of six 
hundred and twenty-two feet to a point forty feet distant westerly 
and perpendicular to the said harbor commissioners’ line; thence 
on a concave are of a circle of fourteen hundred feet radius south- 
westerly for a distance of eleven hundred and sixty-one feet to a 
point forty feet distant northerly and perpendicular to the harbor 
commissioners’ line on the northerly side of the milldam, estab- 
lished in the year eighteen hundred and forty; and to fill up to a 
proper grade the enclosed flats between the above-described lines 
and the harbor commissioners’ lines herein referred to, in order to 
abate and prevent a nuisance arising from the discharge and de- 
posit of sewerage matter upon those flats, now situated outside the 
reach of the scouring forces of the current of Charles river. And 
the city of Boston is hereby authorized to make any contracts with 
the riparian owners, and any other parties, as to the building of the 
sea-wall, the filling of said flats, and the future use thereof when 
filled, subject to the express condition that the flats filled under the 
authority hereby granted shall not be used for building purposes 
or for any other purpose than for ornamental grounds and a street. 

Sect. 2. The building of the sea-wall and ‘the filling up of said 
flats shall be under the general supervision of the board of har- 
bor commissioners, and subject to all the regulations and conditions 
provided for in the act entitled An Act to establish a board of 
harbor commissioners.

AN ACT FOR THE LAYING OUT OF PUBLIC PARKS IN OR 
NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court Assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston, with the approval 
of the city council, shall, as soon as may be after this act shall 
take effect, appoint three competent commissioners, who shall hold 
their offices until the expiration of terms of two, three, and four 
years, respectively, from the first day of May, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five. The mayor shall, with like approval, 
before the first day of May in each year after the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-six, appoint a commissioner to continue in 
office for the term of three years from said day. No person shall 
be a commissioner who is at the same time a member of the city 
council of said city; and any commissioner may at any time be 
removed by a concurrent vote of two-thirds of the whole of each 
branch of said council. 

Secr. 2. Said commissioners shall constitute a board of park 
commissioners, and any vacancy occurring in said board shall be 
filled, for the residue of the term of the commissioner whose place 
is to be filled, in the same manner in which such commissioner was 
originally appointed. Said commissioners shall receive such com- 
pensation as the city council shall determine. 

Sect. 3. Said board shail have power to locate, within the 
limits of the city of Boston, one or more public parks; and for 
that purpose, from time to time, to take in fee, by purchase, or 
otherwise, any and all such lands as said board may deem desir- 
able therefor; or to take bonds for the conveyance thereof to said 
city, to lay out, improve, govern, and regulate any such park or 
parks, and the use thereof; to make rules for the use and govern- 
ment thereof, and for breaches of such rules to affix penalties not 
exceeding twenty dollars for one offence, to be imposed by any 
court of competent jurisdiction ; to appoint all necessary engineers, 
surveyors, clerks, and other officers, including a police force to 
act in such parks; to define the powers and duties of such officers, 
and fix the amount of their compensation; and generally to do all 
needful acts for the proper execution of the powers and duties 
granted to, or imposed upon, said city, or said board, by this act ; 
provided, however, that no land shall be taken, or other thing in- 
volving an expenditure of money done, until an appropriation, 
sufficient to cover the estimated expense thereof, shall have been 
made by a vote of two-thirds of each branch of the city council of 
said city. 

Sect. 4. Said board shall, within sixty days after the taking 
of any land under this act, file in the registry of deeds for the 
county in which the land is situated a description thereof, suffi- 
ciently accurate for identifying the same. 
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Sect. 5. Said board shall estimate and determine all damages 
sustained by any persons by the taking of land or other acts of 
said board in the execution of the powers vested in them by this 
act; but any party aggrieved by any such determination of said 
board may have his damages assessed by a jury of the superior 
court, in the same manner as is provided by law with respect to 
damages sustained by reason of the laying out of ways in the city 
of Boston. ) | 

Secr. 6. The fee of all lands taken or purchased by said board 
under this act shall vest in the city of Boston, and said city shall 
be liable to pay all damages assessed or determined, as provided 
in the preceding section, and all other costs and expenses incurred 
by said board in the execution of the powers vested in them by 
this act. Said city shall also be authorized to take and hold, in 
trust or otherwise, any devise, grant, gift, or bequest that may be 
made for the purpose of laying out, improving, or ornamenting 
any parks in said city. 

Srcr. 7. Any real estate in the city of Boston, which in the 
opinion of said board shall receive any benefit and advantage from 
the locating and laying out of a park under the provisions of this 
act, beyond the general advantages to all real estate in the city of 
Boston, may, after like notice to all parties interested, as is pro- 
vided by law, to be given by the street commissioners of the city 
of Boston in cases of laying out streets in said city, be assessed 
by said board for a proportional share of the expense of such 
location and laying out; provided, that the entire amount so 
assessed upon any estate shall not exceed one-half of the amount 
which said board shall adjudge to be the whole benefit received by 
it. 

Srcr. 8. No assessment shall be made as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, except within two years after the passage of the 
order, the exception of which causes the benefit for which the 
assessment is made. 

Sect. 9. All assessments made under this act shall constitute a 
lien upon the real estate so assessed, to be enforced and collected 
by the city of Boston, in the same manner and with like charges 
for costs and interest as is provided by law for the collection of 
taxes; and such assessments may be apportioned by said board 
in like manner as assessments for benefits caused by the laying 
out of ways may now be apportioned by the street commissioners 
of said city. 

Srecr. 10. Any party aggrieved by any assessment made by 
said board as aforesaid, may have the amount of the benefit re- 
ceived by his estate assessed by a jury of the superior court in the 
same manner as is provided by law with respect to damages sus- 
tained by reason of the laying out of ways in the city of Boston. 

Secr. 11. When an assessment is made under this act upon an 
estate, the whole or any portion of which is leased, the owner of 
the estate shall pay the assessment, and may thereafter collect of the 
lessee an additional rent for the portion so leased, equal to ten per 
centum per annum on that proportion of the whole sum paid which 
the leased portion bears to the whole estate after deducting from 
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the whole sum so paid any amount he may have received for dam- 
ages to the estate above what he has necessarily expended on such 
estate by reason of such damages. 

Sect. 12. For the purpose of defraying the expenses incurred 
under the provisions of this act, the city council of Boston shall 
have authority to issue, from time to time, and to an amount not 
exceeding the amount actually expended for the purchase or taking 
of lands for said parks, bonds or certificates of debt, to be denomi- 
nated, on the face thereof, the *‘ Public Park Loan,”’ and to bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding six per centum per annum, and to 
be payable at such periods as said council may determine. For 
the redemption of such loan said council shall establish a sinking- 
fund sufficient, with the accumulating interest, to provide for its 
payment at maturity. All sums received for betterments shall be 
paid into said sinking-fund, until such fund shall amount to a sum 
sufficient, with its accumulation, to pay at maturity the bonds for 
the security of which the fund was established. 

Sect. 13. No street or way, and no steam or horse railroad, 
shall be laid out over any portion of any park located under this 
act, except at such places and in such manner as said board shall 
approve. 

Sect. 14. No military encampment, parade, drill, review, or 
other military evolution or exercise, shall be held or performed on 
any park laid out as aforesaid, except with the prior consent of said 
board ; nor shall any military body, without such consent, enter or 
move in military order within the same, except in case of riot, 
insurrection, rebellion, or war. 

Sect. 15. Said board shall annually, in the month of January, 
make to the city council of Boston a full report of its doings for 
the preceding year, including a detailed statement of all their 
receipts and expenditures. 

Sect. 16. The mayor of any city adjoining the city of Boston 
may, with the approval of the city council of such adjoining city, 
appoint, and the inhabitants of any town adjoining the city of 
Boston may, at any legal meeting called for the purpose, elect 
park commissioners, who shall have powers similar to those herein- 
before given to the park commissioners of the city of Boston, to 
lay out and improve parks within such adjoining city or town in 
conjunction or connection with any park laid out in Boston; and 
any park laid out by the park commissioners of such adjoining city 
or town shall be subject to similar provisions to those hereinbefore 
made regarding parks in Boston, and such adjoining city or town 
shall have similar rights and be subject to similar duties to those 
hereinbefore given to and imposed upon the city of Boston in 
relation to incurring debts for the purpose of defraying expenses 
incurred under this act; provided, however, that the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to any such adjoining city that has not 
accepted the same by a vote of a majority of the legal voters at 
the annual meeting for the choice of municipal officers. 

Sect. 17. This act shall not take full effect unless accepted by 
a majority of the legal voters of the city of Boston, present, and 
voting thereon, by ballot and using the check-list, at meetings 
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which shall be held in the several wards of said city on the second 
Wednesday of June in the present vear, and upon notice thereof 
duly given at least seven days before the time of said meetings ; 
and the polls shall be opened not later than nine o’clock in the 
forenoon and closed not earlier than six o’clock in the afternoon 
of said day. In case of the absence of any ward officer at any 
ward meeting in said city, held for the purpose aforesaid, a like 
officer may be chosen pro tempore by hand vote, and shall be duly 
qualified, and shall have all the powers and be subject to all the 
duties of the regular officer at said meeting. Said ballots shall be 
‘““ Yes,” or *‘ No,” in answer to the question, ‘‘ Shall an act 
passed by the legislature of the commonwealth, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five, entitled ‘ An Act for the lay- 
ing out of public parks in or near the city of Boston,’ be 
accepted?” Such meetiags shall be called, notified, and warned 
by the board of aldermen of said city in the same manner in which 
meetings for the election of municipal officers are called, notified, 
and warned. 

The ballots given in shall be assorted, counted, and declared in 
open ward meeting, and shall be registered in the ward records. 
The clerk of each ward shall within forty-eight hours of the close 
of the polls make return to the board of aldermen of the number 
of ballots cast in his ward in favor of the acceptance of this act, 
and of the number cast against its acceptance. And it shall be 
the duty of the board of aldermen to certify, as soon as may be, 
to the secretary of the commonwealth, the whole number of ballots 
cast in said city in favor of the acceptance of this act, and the 
whole number cast against said acceptance ; and if it shall appear 
that a majority of the ballots have been cast in favor of accept- 
ance, the said secretary shall immediately issue and publish his 
certificate declaring this act to have been duly accepted. 

Sect. 18. So much of this act as authorizes and directs the 
submission of the question of its acceptance to the legal voters of 
the city of Boston shall take effect upon its passage.

[Cuap. 144.] 


In the Year One Thousand Fight Hundred and Eighty. 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CONNECTION OF THE ARNOLD 
ARBORETUM WITH THE SYSTEM’ OF PARKS OF THE CITY 
OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: — 


Section 1. Incase the board of park commissioners of the city 
of Boston deem it desirable to take that tract of land in that part of 
the city of Boston known as West Roxbury, held by the president 
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and fellows of Harvard College, and by them dedicated to the use 
of the Arnold Arboretum, so called, together with certain adjoin- 
ing tracts, the property of other parties deemed by said commis- 
sioners convenient and necessary for use in connection therewith, 
for the purposes and under the powers and limitations set forth in 
chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the acts of eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-five, and acts in addition thereto and amendment 
thereof, the city of Boston is hereby authorized to lease such por- 
tion of said Arboretum and adjoining tracts so taken as the said 
board of park commissioners may deem not necessary for use as 
parkways and grounds, to the president and fellows of Harvard 
College, to be held by them, to the same uses and purposes as the 
Arboretum is now held under the trusts created by the wills of 
Benjamin Bussey and of James Arnold; and for such a term and 
upon such mutual restrictions, reservations, covenants, and condi- 
tions as to the use thereof by the public, in connection with the 
uses of the same under said trusts, and as to the rights, duties, and 
obligations of the contracting parties, as may be agreed upon be- 
tween said commissioners and said president and fellows. 

The board of park commissioners on the part of the city of Bos- 
ton, and the president on behalf of the president and fellows of 
Harvard College, are respectively authorized to execute and deliver 
said lease. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT IN ADDITION TO ‘AN ACT FOR THE LAYING OUT OF 
PUBLIC PARKS IN OR NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON.” 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston is hereby authorized and empowered to build a sea-wall on 
the Boston side of the lower basin of the Charles river, between 
Craigie’s bridge and West Boston bridge, and to fill up the 
grounds enclosed by said wall for the purposes of a public park, 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter one hundred and 
eighty-five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five. The said sea-wall shall be on or within the following 
lines : — 

Beginning ata point on the southerly side of Craigie’s bridge, 
distant two hundred feet perpendicular from the westerly line of 
Charles street, and running southerly by a line parallel to said 
Charles street to a point opposite the first angle in said street ; 
thence turning a similar angle and running southerly by a line 
parallel to and two hundred feet perpendicular again from said 
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Charles street to a point opposite another angle in said street, 
near Fruit street; thence turning a similar angle and running 
southerly by a straight line two hundred feet perpendicular from 
and parallel to the next adjoining portion of said Charles street 
to West Boston bridge. 

The lines of the sea-wall aforesaid shall constitute the harbor 
lines, beyond which no wharf, pier, or other structure, and no 
filling-in shall be extended into or over the tide-water of the said 
basin, excepting such landing-places as the said park commis- 
sioners shall build with the approval of the board of harbor and 
land commissioners ; and if the construction of said sea-wall and 
the filling-in of the grounds thereby enclosed shall, in the opinion 
of said harbor and land commissioners, cause a_ projection 
injurious to the flow of the current and the protection of the 
harbor, then the said park commissioners or the city of Boston 
shall make suitable remedy or provision for the same, by connect- 
ing the line of the said sea-wall with the present sea-wall, in such 
manner as the said board of harbor and land commissioners 
shall approve, and may occupy and use any spaces thereby en- 
closed for the same purposes for which said sea-wall and filling-in 
is authorized. 

Sect. 2. This act is made subject to the following conditions 
and restrictions, namely : 

‘¢ The city of Boston or the said board of park commissioners 
shall take, by purchase or otherwise, all the land, dock, and wharf 
property lying westerly of said Charles street between said 
bridges, under the provisions of said chapter one hundred and 
eighty-five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, which, together with the grounds above authorized to be 
enclosed and filled up, shall be used solely for the purposes of a 
public park, facing and abutting upon the said Charles river 
basin. And when the city of Boston or the said park commis- 
sioners shall have taken the said land and wharf property, and 
built the said sea-wall, and fitted up the said grounds as a park as 
aforesaid, and so long as the same shall be used solely as said 
park, the commonwealth wili not authorize or permit any person 
or corporation to construct any extensions or erections from or 
contiguous to the water-line of said park, except with the consent 
of said park commissioners or said city of Boston; provided, 
also, that the city of Boston or said park commissioners shall 
build the said sea-wall, and fill and fit up the said grounds during 
the five years from and after the passage of this act.” 

Secr. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE CHARLES 
RIVER PROMENADE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston is authorized to lay out and 
construct continuously or in sections, from time to time, and to 
maintain for public use, a plank-way or sidewalk of a width not 
exceeding fifteen feet, over the waters of Charles river outside and 
adjoining the sea-wall now constructed between Berkeley street 
extended, and a point near Hereford street extended, and outside 
and adjoining any sea-wall that may be constructed to the new 
park in extension of said sea-wall already built; provided, how- 
ever, that with the assent of the harbor and land commissioners 
such plank-way or sidewalk may be laid out, constructed, and 
maintained as aforesaid to a width not exceeding twenty feet. 

Sror. 2. The city of Boston is authorized to make all such 
reasonable rules and regulations in regard to such sidewalk or 
promenade, and the access to the water therefrom, and from the 
water thereto, as may be expedient and proper; to appoint all 
necessary officers and agents to enforce such rules and regulations, 
and to construct and maintain for the public use, in connection 
with such sidewalk or promenade, suitable landing-places. 

Secr. 3. Any real estate in the city of Boston, which in the 
opinion of the board of street commissioners of said city shall 
receive any benefit and advantage from the laying out of such side- 
walk or promenade, or any sections of the same, under the provisions 
of this act, beyond the general advantages to all real estate in the 
city of Boston, may, after like notice to all parties interested as is 
provided by law to be given by said board in cases of laying out 
streets in said city, be assessed by said board for a proportional 
share of the expense of such laying out; provided, that the entire 
amount so assessed upon any estate shall not exceed one-half of 
the amount which said board shall adjudge to be the whole benefit 
received by it. All general laws in relation to the assessment of 
damages and betterments in the case of the laying out of a street, 
highway, or other way in the city of Boston shall be applicable to 
the laying out of the way herein authorized. 

Secr. 4. In the exercise of the powers granted by this act the 
city of Boston shall be subject to the provisions of the four hun- 
dred and thirty-second chapter of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, and all general laws applicable thereto. 

Secor. 5. When the plank-way or sidewalk herein authorized 
shall have been laid out by said city and constructed as herein 
provided, the commonwealth will not authorize any person or cor- 
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poration to construct any extension or erection from or contiguous 
to the water-line of said way or walk. 

Secr. 6. This act shall take effect on its acceptance by the 
city council of the city of Boston.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO ISSUE A 
PUBLIC PARK LOAN. 


Be it enacted by the. Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


For the purpose of defraying the expenses incurred under the pro- 
visions of chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five, entitled ‘‘ An Act for the lay- 
ing out of public parks in or near the city of Boston,” and of any 
acts in amendment thereof or addition thereto, the city council of 
the city of Boston shall have authority to issue, from time to 
time, and to an amount not exceeding the amount actually ex- 
pended for the purchase or taking of lands or flats for park 
purposes, bonds or certificates of debt to be denominated on the 
face thereof ‘‘ Public Park Loan,” to bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, and to be payable at such 
periods as said city council may determine, not exceeding thirty 
years from their respective dates. For the redemption of such 
loan said city council shall establish a sinking-fund sufficient with 
the accumulating interest to provide for its payment at maturity. 
All sums received for betterments from the laying out of public 
parks shall be paid into said sinking-fund until such fund shail 
amount to a sum sufficient with its accumulation to pay at maturity 
the bonds for the security of which the fund was established.

Section 1. Whenever the authorities empowered to locate, lay 
out, or construct streets, ways, or public parks, in a city or town, 
shall take, by purchase or otherwise, any land therefor, such author- 
ities may make an agreement in writing with the owner of such 
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land that the city or town shall assume any betterments assessed _ 
upon the remainder of such owner's lands or any portion thereof, 
for such location, laying out, and construction, and such agreement 
shall be binding on such city or town; provided such owner shall, 
on such terms as may be agreed upon with said authorities, release 
to the city or town all claims for damages on account of locating, 
laying out, and constructing such street, way, or park. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

may make such excavation and filling, and erect and maintain such 
structures, in and over the area of tide-water at or near Dorchester 
Point, in South Boston, which lies south of the northerly line of 
East First street, extended easterly to Castle Island, and east of 
the westerly line of Q street, extended southerly into Old Harbor, 
as the said board may deem necessary or desirable for the pur- 
poses of a public park, in accordance with the provisions of chap- 
ter one hundred and eighty-five of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five. 

Secr. 2. All lands of the commonwealth, which are occupied 
or.enclosed under the provisions of this act, shall be appropriated 
to and used solely for the purposes of a public park.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS. 


Lame DEPARTMENT, Jan. 7, 1886. 


Lo the Honorable City Council: — 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 34 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances I have the honor to submit for your con- 
sideration the annual report of this department for the year 
1885. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of the 
department during the past municipal year; an inventory 
of the property and materials on hand January 1, 1886; a 
table showing the cost of the present number of street lamps, 
at the rates now paid for gas, oil, and electrics, and also the 
expense of lighting, cleaning, and care of the same. 

A table is also” presented showing the number of public 
lamps on the 15th day of December, "1885, and the increase 
or decrease in the number of lamps, Shenae gas, oil, or 
electrics, during the past year. 

An abstract of the work of the department is also given, 
together with such general information as may be of interest. 

In answer to a very large number of petitions which were 
persistently urged, a large number of lamps were put up in 
Charlestown, Roxbury, West Roxbury, Dorchester, and 
Brighton during the past year; and judging from the 
number of petitions now on file in this department, and the 
rapid growth and development of the above-named places, it 
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may be reasonably expected that during the present year the 
number of lamps must be still further increased. 

The work of renewing the supplies to the gas lamps, 
where, owing to age and decay, they had become practically 
useless, has been unusually expensive ; and yet, in the older 
sections of the city, where the supply pipes have been in use 
for many years, this is a work which must continue for some 
time to come. 


GAS. 


During the year 1884 contracts were made with the seven 
following-named gas-lighting companies to furnish gas for the 
public street lamps in their different localities, at the prices 
mentioned, for a term of three years from May 15, 1884,

CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement, made this day of 
May, in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, by and between the 
City of Boston, party of the first part, and the 

a corporation duly established under the laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, party of the second part; 
Witnesseth : 

I. The party of the second part agrees to furnish all the gas required 
for lighting the public lamps, now located, or which the City may de- 
sire to locate, along the lines of the mains of said Company as now laid, 
or along the lines of any additional mains laid by said Company, during 
the term of this contract, excepting only in case of accident which might 
temporarily interfere with the supply. 

ll. The said party of the second part agrees to furnish said gas on 
each and every night during the term of this contract, as hereinafter 
agreed, in such manner and between such hours as the Superintendent 
of Lamps of said City shall direct, it being agreed and understood that 
the hours of burning shall not be less than thirty-eight hundred and 
twenty-eight per annum, for each lamp, and that the number of lamps 
to be lighted with said Company’s gas shall not be less, at any time 
during the term of this contract, than the number now lighted with it ; 
and that all additional lamps along the line of said Company’s mains, 
ordered by said Superintendent of said City to be lighted with said Com- 
pany’s gas, during the remainder of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, shall increase the minimum number to be so lighted, during 
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the remainder of the term of this contract, to the extent of the number 
so added. 

Ill. Said party of the second part further agrees to put down service- 
pipes for public lamps in their district where new pipes are required, 
and to keep in repair the pipes in use below ground in said district, and 
to use for such new pipes and repairs only wrought-iron pipes, not less 
than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron couplings, 
and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to have a regular fall toward 
the street mains; also to furnish automatic regulator burners for all the 
public lamps in said district, the cost of said burners to be borne equally 
by said parties; and also to furnish, without charge, such quantity of 
alcohol as may be necessary to clear the pipes from obstructions, not 
to exceed seventy gallons in any one year. 

IV. The City of Boston agrees to pay monthly to said party of the 
second part for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of 
per thousand cubic feet where burners consuming four feet per hour 


are used,.and at the rate of per thousand cubic feet 
where burners consuming more than four and not less than fifteen feet 
per hour are used, and at the rate of per thousand cubic 


feet where burners consuming fifteen feet per hour, or more, are used; 
it being understood by both parties that no burners shall be used con- 
suming less than four cubic feet per hour each. 

V. Said City of Boston further agrees to take care of the said lamps 
and burners, and the portions of pipe above ground attached thereto, at 
its own expense, and light and extinguish said lamps punctually ac- 
cording to printed tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, who 
shall make written returns to said Company, on Monday of each week, 
and, on the first and fifteenth day of each month, of the number of lamps 
lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light, and beginning to 
extinguish the same, and give immediate notice to said Company of any 
obstruction below ground, and of any leakage of gas coming to his 
knowledge. 

VI. Said City of Boston also agrees to repay to said party of the 
second part the actual reasonable expense incurred by said party for 
the labor and materials required for putting down service-pipes and 
keeping the pipes in use below ground in repair, and also to repay to 
said Company one-half the cost of any new regulator burners required, 
and of fitting the same; and also one-half of the actual reasonable expense 
of removing and cleaning said burners once in each year, or of changing 
the size of the burners, if such change is ordered by said Superintendent 
of Lamps, under the right hereinafter given said city. 

VII. Itis further agreed that all new burners shall be tested before 
being used, and that either party hereto, with the consent of the other 
party, may, from time to time, at its own expense, remove and test any 
of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, without inter- 
fering with the regular burning of said lamps, and all such tests shall 
be made in the presence of some representative of each party hereto; 
and that all burners which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the 
designated standard shall be replaced by said Gas-Light Company, the 
cost thereof to be borne equally by said Company and said City. 

VIII. Itis expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lamplighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

IX. It is further agreed that said City shall have the right to require 
said party of the second part, at any time, on reasonable notice from 
said Superintendent, to change any burner, so that it shall consume 
such number of cubic feet of gas per hour as said Superintendent may 
order. No alteration of the burners in use in the said lamps shall be 
made without the consent of both parties to this agreement, except as 
herein provided. 
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X. This agreement shall take effect on the day 
of May, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, and shall continue in force 
until the day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
seven.

1. The said Boston Gas-Light Company agrees to furnish all the gas 
required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City of 
Boston now lighted by said Company on each and every night of the 
term of this contract as hereinafter agreed, in such manner and between 
such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said City shall direct; 
to put down service-pipes for public lamps in said district where new 
pipes are required, and to keepin repair the pipes in use in said district, 
and to use for such new pipes and repair only wrought-iron pipes not 
Jess than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron coup- 
lings, and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to have a regular fall 
towards the street mains. The said Gas-Light Company also agrees to 
furnish without charge such quantity of alcohol as may be necessary to 
clear the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed seventy gallons in one 
year. 

Il. The said City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas-Light Com- 
pany for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of one dollar and thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet, of actual burning, each burner con- 
suming four feet per hour, free from all taxation, and to make payment 
thereof monthly. And said City also agrees to employ and pay lighters 
to light, clean, and take care of all the public lamps in said district, 
who shall light and extinguish them punctually according to printed 
tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, shall make written returns 
to said Superintendent and said Company on Monday of each week 
of the number of lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning 
to light and extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and _ por- 
tions of the pipe above ground, within their respective routes, free from 
frost and other obstructions, and give immediate notice to said Super- 
intendent and said Company of all obstructions below ground and of 
any leakage of gas. Said City also agrees to repay to said Company 
the actual reasonable expense incurred by them for the labor and ma- 
terials required for putting down service-pipes and keeping the pipes in 
use in repair. 

Ill. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
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cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lamplighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

All new burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be 
made in the presence of some representative of each party hereto, and 


_all burners may, with the consent of the other party to this contract, be 


removed and tested by either party at its own expense at any time when 
it will not interfere with the regular burning of said lamps. All 
burners which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the designated 
standard shall be replaced, or made to conform to said standard. 

IV. This agreement shall take effect on the 15th day of April cur- 
rent, and shall continue in force until the 15th day of April, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-eight, and thereafter until a new agreement shall be 
made, or either of said parties shall notify the other of its wish to ter- 
minate the same. 


A verbal agreement was made during the year 1881, by 
which the Chelsea Gas-Light Company is to furnish such 
quantity of gas as may be needed for lighting the Chelsea 
portion of the Meridian-street bridge (3 lamps now in use), 
at the rate of $2.00 per thousand cubic feet, which still con- 
tinues in force.

CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement, made this first day of October in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, by and between the City of 
Boston of the one part, and the Charlestown Gas Company, a corpora- 
tion duly established by laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
of the other part; 
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Witnesseth : 

I. The said Charlestown Gas Company agrees to light with gas, 
and care for the same, the large gas lanterns in City sq. (1), Thompson 
sq. (1), and Sullivan sq. (1), now lighted and cared for by the said 
company, on each and every night of the term of this contract, in such 
manner and between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said 
City shall direct, said lamps not to consume less gas than at present, 
viz., City sq. 100 ft. per hour, Thompson sq. 100 ft. per hour, and 
Sullivan sq. 75 ft. per hour, for the sum of sixty-five cents each lamp 
per night. 

Il. The said Company agrees to furnish all gas required for lighting 
all public lamps burning (9) nine feet per hour and over, and less than 
(15) fifteen feet per hour, that are located, and m: ay be located during 
the term of this contract, during such hours as the Superintendent of 
Lamps of said City shall direct, for the sum of one dollar and thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet ; and for all burners that are located, and 
may be located during the term of this contract, upon the foregoing 
conditions, burning (15) fifteen feet per hour and upwards, except ‘those 
in City sq., Thompson sq., and Sullivan sq., the rate will be one dollar 
per thousand cubic feet. 

III. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas-Light Company 
the sum of sixty-five cents per light, for each and every night said 
lamps in City sq., Thompson sq., and Sullivan sq. are burnt; ‘and one 
dollar and thirty cents per thousand cubic ft. for all burners burning 
(9) nine feet of gas per hour and over, and less than (15) fifteen feet 
per hour; and one.dollar per thousand cubic feet for all burners burn- 
ing (15) fifteen feet per hour and upwards (excepting the large lamps 
above mentioned), free from all taxation, and to make such payments 
monthly. 

IV. This agreement shall take effect on the first day of October 
current, and shall continue in force until May fifteenth, eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-seven, and thereafter until a new agreement shall be 
made. 


Hours or BuRNING. 


The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, — a total of three thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight hours each. 


GAS—BURNERS. 


The Automatic Glycerine burner, adopted by the depart- 
ment in 1879, still continues to give good satisfaction; .a 
large number of these burners have been thoroughly cleaned 
and put in order during the past year, and are now in as 
good condition as when first applied. | 


GAS—LANTERNS. 


The lanterns used for the public lamps are made of copper, 
tinned on both sides, and are so constructed that the names 
and numbers of streets may be placed in them. This method 
of placing street signs and numbers has been of great advan- 
tage to the public; but the introduction of the electric light 
has caused the removal of a very large number of the lan- 
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terns in which they had been placed, and a great deal of 
trouble and annoyance has been caused by their displace- 
ment. It is the business of the Street Department to pro: 
vide street signs, and it is to be hoped that during the 
present year some means will be adopted to provide against 
the present inconvenience to the public, which has been 
caused by their removal from the street lamps.

The petroleum oil (115 fire-test) used in the public lamps 
where gas cannot be obtained is purchased of the refiner at 
the lowest market rates, and has fluctuated in price, during 
the past year, from 6} cents to 74 cents per gallon. The 
‘present price is 7 cents per gallon. 

_ The fonts from which it is burned are adapted to the city 
use; the “ Fireside” B burner is also used. ‘The entire cost 
‘of maintaining these lamps during the past year has not ex- 
ceeded $14.10 each. | 


LarRGE Gas Lamps. 


In answer to many petitions for more light in squares, 
prominent places, and thoroughfares, the Committee on 
Lamps, during the past three years, has adopted and intro- 
duced the large three-cluster “Bray” lanterns. These lan- 
terns are purchased of the manufacturer at a cost of $40 each 
complete, and wherever they have been placed have given 
general satisfaction. A large number of them have been set 
up during the past year, and as there are numerous petitions 
on file in this office for more, and as the public appear to be 
very well satisfied with this light, especially where electrics 
cannot be obtained, it is fair to presume that, should the 
appropriation warrant it, the number will be largely in- 
creased. At present there are 63 of these lamps inuse in the 
streets and squares, distributed as follows; and a table 
showing the cost of the same is also presented : —

LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIES. 


The lamplighters are required to light and extinguish the 
lamps in their charge promptly at the time designated on the 
time card, one hour only being allowed for each; to keep 
the lanterns clean, and in order to do so are required to clean

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them at least twice each week, on Tuesdays and Saturdays, and 
oftener should it be necessary ; to report at this office every 
defect in either lantern or fixtures at or before 9 A.M.; to 
keep the stopcocks clean and properly oiled, the burners in 
order, and the pipes clear from water or frost. Gas leaks 
are to be reported at this office and at the office of the gas 
company when discovered, and a written statement is also re- 
quired on each Monday morning of the work performed the 
previous week. Any neglect in the care of lanterns or 
fixtures is considered sufficient cause for immediate dis-» 
missal. 

All men employed to light the lamps are furnished with 
the necessary ladders, torches, cans, hooks, etc., etc., by 
the city. 

The men who are employed to light and care for the oil 
lamps find it necessary to devote about all their time to 
properly perform the work for which they are employed ; 
and in many cases are obliged to employ assistance, and keep 
a horse and wagon at their own expense.

The contracts with the Brush, New England Weston, and 
Merchants’ Electric Lighting Companies expired on May hy

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1885. Previous to their expiration an earnest effort was 
made by the Committee on Lamps to secure a reduction in 
the price charged for electric lights, viz., sixty-five cents each 
per night, before entering into any new contracts ; but in no 
instance did they meet with any success, as it was claimed by 
these companies that instead of a reduction the city should 
pay more than the present price. The committee, therefore, 
not deeming it to be for the interests of the city to make new 
contracts under the terms proposed, these companies are now 
furnishing electric lights according to the terms of their old 
contracts, and under the provisions of the following order of 
the Board of Aldermen, dated April 27, 1885 : — 


Ordered, That the Committee on Lamps be authorized to arrange 
with the Brush Electric Lighting Co., N.E. Weston Electric Light Co., 
and the Merchants’ Electric Light and Power Co., to furnish electric 
lights at the same price as named in their last contracts, until such time 
as a new contract may be made and approved by said committee. 


There are no indications at present that any reduction from 
present prices will be offered during the present year, unless 
it should be deemed expedient to make contracts for a longer 
term than one year; but it may be possible to secure better 
terms than were proposed last year, and the matter of con- 
tracts for electric lights has therefore been left by the Com- 
mittee on Lamps in such shape that it may be considered at 
any time hereafter, without detriment to the interests of the 
city. 3 

The contract with the Union Electric Light and Power 
Company of East Boston expired on October 1, 1885, and 
that company is now furnishing electric lights under the 
same conditions as the companies previously mentioned. 

The following is a copy of the old contract with the 
different electric-lighting companies : — 


CONTRACT. 


This agreement, made this first day of May, A.D. 1884, by and between 
the Brush Electric Lighting Company, a corporation duly established 
according to law, having a usual place of business in the City of Boston 
of the one part, and the City of Boston of the other part; 

Witnesseth : , 

I. That the said Brush Electric Lighting Company agrees to furnish 
electric lights, each to give of not less than two-thousand candle-power, 
according to French standard measurement, in such places in the streets 
of Boston as the Committee on Lamps of the said City shall from time 
to time direct, and to keep the same lighted all night on each and every 
night, during such hours as shall be designated and directed by the 
Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of sixty-five cents per lamp per 
night. 


II. Said Brush Electric Lighting Company covenant and agree for 


themselves, their successors and assigns, to indemnify and save said City

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harmless from any and all claims for damages for injury to persons or 
property, from imperfect insulation of wires or construction or main- 
tenance, or use of its wires or apparatus, and from any and all claims 
for damages by reason of any infringement of any patent right or rights 
in the use of said lamps or machinery, or appliances connected there- 
with. 

Ill. The Committee on Lamps reserve the right which is agreed by 
said Company, that the Superintendent of Lamps may increase or di- 
minish the number of lights from time to time, whenever it is deemed 
for the interest of the City so to do. 

IV. And said City of Boston agrees to pay for each of said lights the 
sum of sixty-five cents per night for each night that it is operated and 
furnished during said term, as directed by the Superintendent of Lamps, 
and to make such payments monthly. 

VY. This agreement shall continue in force for one year from its date, 
and until the first day of May, A.D. 1885. 


It will be readily seen from the statement showing the 
nnmber of electric lights now used by the city that the 
matter of electric lighting has become an important feature 
in the business of this department. The number of them 
has steadily increased, and yet so urgent is the demand for 
them that, had not the work of this department been limited 
by the appropriation made for that purpose, the number 
would have been larger. ‘The petitions for these lights are 
very numerous, and are always persistently pressed, and are 
not confined to any one locality or to one class of people; 
and so many places are pointed out where they are needed, 
and where they would really be very beneficial, that it is 
oftentimes very difficult to withstand the pressure which is 
made for them. All the petitioners unite upon one common 
ground : “that they are a protection to property and to those 
whose business or pleasure requires them to walk the 
streets after dark; that for the suppression of vice and pre- 
vention of crime they are almost as good as policemen ;” and 
as many claim “that’a city that is well lighted is well 
policed, ” an urgent demand is made for more light. 

In compliance with many petitions, several lights have 
been placed in localities considered as resorts for people of 
questionable reputation, and, judging from reports.made at 
this office, it would seem that much good has been accom- 


plished. That more light is demanded by many people of 


this city is clearly shown by the experience of this depart- 
ment and by the number of petitions now on file in this 
office, and it will be for the City Council to determine what 
shall be the policy of this department during the present 
year. 

The various gas and electric lighting companies have at all . 
times manifested an earnest desire to faithfully perform all 
the conditions of their several contracts.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


In accordance with Chapter 44 of the ordinances in relation 
to the Ferry Department, the Board of Directors have the 
honor to present herewith their report for the year 1885. 

The ferry boats are in good condition, except the “ Lin- 
coln,” which is old, and unsuited for the use of the ferries, 
and needs to be replaced by a new one. 

The buildings on Boston side of both ferries are in first- 
class condition, having been built within three years. 

The buildings on Kast Boston side are in good repair, 
although built many years ago; but will at no distant time 
need to be replaced by new structures to accommodate the 
travel which has materially increased since their erection. 

The drops and piers are in good condition, except the 
piers on East Boston side, South Ferry, which need exten- 
sive repairs, for which an appropriation will be asked. 

The directors would state that during the past year a new 
system for the sale and collection of tickets has been intro- 
duced, and went into effect July 20, 1885.

The annexed statements by the Clerk of the Board show 
in detail the amount appropriated for the financial year end- 
ing April 30, 1886, balance unexpended January 1, 1886,

To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of Boston: — 


The Board of Health respectfully submits its fourteenth 
report, the revised ordinances requiring the several depart- 
ments to submit their reports in the month of January, 
instead of in May or June, as was provided in the old ordi- 
nances. 

The sanitary condition of the city, as indicated by the 
statistics of mortality for the past year, as well as by the 
comparatively low prevalence of preventable diseases, is 
good. ‘The number of deaths recorded at this office during 
the year ending December 31, 1885, exclusive of still-births, 
was 9,618, as compared with 9,622 deaths during the year 
previous. The death-rate for the past year is 24 to each 
1,000 of the population, as compared with a rate of 22.48 
for the previous year. The difference in these rates is appar- 
ent rather than real. The rate for the past year is calculated 
on a basis of 400,000 as the population of the city, which is 
a lower figure by several thousands than that at which the 
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city’s population had been estimated the year previous. The 
census taken last summer, under the supervision of the State 
authorities, put the population of the city as 390,393 on the 
first of May, and the difference between that number and 
400,000 is reckoned as the natural increase since that time. 
But even after adding this number we confidently believe 
that the population is placed at too low a figure. Facts in 
abundance might be adduced going to sustain this position, 
but they have been too frequently mentioned in the public 
prints to call for repetition here. A census which places 
the city’s population at too low a figure, involves an exces- 
sive death-rate, which works incalculable injury to the city 
in many ways. For this reason, especially, the reeommenda- 
tion of His Honor the Mayor, made last year and renewed 
in his message of this year, that a police census of the city 
be taken, deserves favorable consideration. 

Although the death-rate of the past year is compar atively 
high, chiefly- for reasons already stated, the absolute number 
of deaths is less than either of the two years previous, while 
the record of the number of deaths from preventable causes, 
which constitutes the true gauge of the efficiency of sanitary 
administration, shows a very marked falling off from previous 
years. Two years ago the deaths from these causes consti- 
tuted one-third of the total number of deaths. Three years 
ago this number was reduced to about one-fourth of the total 
deaths. The proportion has continued to decrease until now, 
when the preventable deaths for the past year are less than 
one-fifth of the total mortality, or exactly 19.5 per cent. This 
is a lower death-rate from preventable causes than is recorded 
in any other of our leading cities, excepting only Philadelphia, 
where the rate is about the same. The statistics of infant 
mortality for the year are equally satisfactory, and show a 
percentage to the total mortality of 36., the lowest for fifteen 
years, and lower than other leading cities. 

The most fatal factor of the city’ s mortality is econsump- 
tion, which accounts for over fifteen per cent. of the total 
number of deaths. Two other respiratory diseases closely 
associated with consumption are bronchitis and pneumonia, 
and these three together account for one-fourth of the total 
mortality. The following chart shows the comparative mor- 
tality in the city during “the year, from twenty-five of the 
more prevalent diseases : —

ConTaGgious DISEASES. 


The number of cases of contagious diseases reported to 
ithe Board of Health during the year 1885 was 5,386, against 
4,939 in 1884. The number of deaths from the same dis- 
‘eases for 1885 was 729, or 56 less than in 1884. 

With ample hospital accommodations, in which we could 
isolate the most of the cases, the mortality from these dis- 
eases could be very largely reduced. 

The following tables show the number of deaths from 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, small-pox, and typhoid 
fever, for the last thirteen years : —

SMALL-POX. 


This disease has been, and still is, one which produces 
great terror wherever it breaks out, but which in fact, as it 
is now handled in this country, causes a less number of deaths 
than almost any other of the contagious diseases. 

The nearness of the city of Montreal, with its recent and 
severe epideinic of small-pox, and continuous communication 
with our city, made it seem more than probable that the 
disease would find frequent entrance here; but the vigilant 
inspection of all persons in our quarantine, the most timely 
and useful inspection service instituted and maintained along 
the whole border-line between Canada and the United States 
by the Marine Hospital Service, and the additional inspec- 
tion service maintained by the New Hampshire Board of 
Health, have served well in keeping the disease out of this 
city, and out of the United States. 

Great credit is due to Dr. Hamilton, Surgeon-General, and 
Dr. Austin, Surgeon of the U.S. Marine Hospital Service, 
for the systematic and effectual plan and execution of this 
inspection service on the part of our general government at 
Washington. We are also indebted to Drs. Conn and 
Watson, of the New Hampshire Board of Health, for like 
plans and work performed on the railroads of that State 
which run between the infected city and our own. Only 
12 cases have occurred in the city during the year 1885. 


CHOLERA. 


The danger of an introduction of cholera into this country 
last year, while it prevailed to a great extent in other 
countries, particularly in France and Spain, was the exciting 
cause of a general and almost unprecedented activity with 
health boards throughout this country. The alarm felt was 
not confined to health authorities, but prevailed to a great 
extent among all classes of our people. The result of this 
fear was that larger appropriations of money were quite uni- 
versally made in cities and towns throughout the country ; 
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the people became more tractable, and willing to respond to 
the demands for cleanliness and new innovations for sanitary 
reform, and thus more work with less opposition was accom- 
plished last year than in any year in the history of sanitary 
work. 

The fact that cholera did not come should not be allowed 
to detract one particle from the value of the work done 
during the past year. It is not alone cholera that is invited 
and nourished by uncleanliness or defied by good drainage 
and sanitary reform. Neither is cholera among the diseases 
which most effect our mortality tables in this country. 

There are many diseases in our city which are more to be 
feared than cholera, and quite as amenable to sanitary con- 
trol. It is only fair to assume that the large reduction in 
the number of deaths from zymotic or preventable causes 
during the last half of the year, was, in part, due to the 
greatly improved sanitary condition of the city. 

It is believed that no case of cholera reached the Ameri- 
can shore during the past season, and the only vessel sup- 
posed to be infected by cholera arrived at Salem, Mass., 
March 29, having had two deaths from cholera on board 
after leaving Chitagong, India, in November, 1883. The 
vessel was ‘Drought to our quarantine, dealt with, and no 
trouble followed. 

Cholera is very much less feared now than formerly, owing 
to a better knowledge of its causation and sanitary care, and 
also the greater facilities for dealing with it. We hope to 
maintain during the coming season even @& higher standard 
of cleanliness, if possible, than was obtained last year, and 
continue the several sanitary reforms which are now well in 
progress. ; 

Should cholera find its way into our city there is every 


reason to believe that its spread could be successfully re- 
sisted. 


GLANDERS. 


In 1877 the Board of Health made and published a regu- 
lation according to law forbidding the bringing into or keep- 
ing within the city any horse or other animal having a disease 
known as glanders, and requiring the owner, ‘agent, or 
other person having charge of such animal, and also veterinary 
surgeons who are “called to see such animal, to report the 
case to the Board of Health forthwith. 

Since this regulation has been in force thirty-seven horses 
have been reported to the Board as having glanders or as be- 
ing under suspicion. 
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Thirty of these cases have been found, upon the examina- 
tion of the expert sent by the Board to examine the animals, 
to be suffering from this disease. 

The animals found to be so diseased have been disposed of 
under direction of the Board of Health. 

Last summer a case was reported in a horse in a large 
stable in Charlestown, but before the case could be attended 
to the horse was taken away, and could not afterward be 
found. 

In this case a man had been taking care of the horse, and, 
not knowing the nature and danger of the disease when com- 
municated to man, was accustomed to pick the scabs from the 
horse’s nose and wash away the discharges. This occurred 
in the early part of the summer. He was taken sick August 
9th, and on the 11th was admitted to the City Hospital, and 
died of glanders on the 26th of the same month, after passing 
through the different stages of a painful and incurable dis- 
ease. 

This case is reported in full in the Boston “ Medical and 
Surgical Journal” of November 12, by Dr. Robert W. 
Lovett, and occurred in the service of Dr. E. H. Brad- 
ford. 

It is referred to here to show one of the reasons why the 
regulation was made and the importance of having it rigidly 
enforced. The disease is not only incurable in man, but is 
always fatal in the horse.

The owners of property in which nuisances were found 
to exist have generally been prompt in complying with the 
orders of the Board, although in some instances extreme 
measures have had to be resorted to in order to secure a 
proper sanitary condition of places complained of. The 
number of houses ordered to be vacated during the year was 
160, of which number only 15 were actually vacated. The 
other houses having been put in proper condition before the 
expiration of the time specified in the notice, the tenants 
were allowed to remain. 


SEWERAGE. 


The second year of the use of the great intercepting system 
of sewers in our city has passed with increasing confidence 
and satisfaction of the people in its ability to do the work for 
which it was built, and _in the great relief it has brought to 
the inhabitants of the city. It is not yet taxed to its full 
capacity, and we have to repeat here in substance what we 
urged in our Jast annual report, that there are still outlying 
portions of the city which are in great need of sewers and 
which ought to be supplied without further delay. 

The Board of Health is often appealed to by petition and 
otherwise for the relief of these undrained and unsewered 
districts, and the Board has, from time to time, communicated 
these appeals to the City Council, with an urgent request 
that the sewers be built. 

This Board began its appeals seven years ago, for the com- 
pletion of the metropolitan system of sewers by which Cam- 
bridge, Somerville, Charlestown, East Boston, Chelsea, and 
other cities and towns along the Charles and Mystic rivers 
might be properly provided. 

Several attempts have been made through the action of 
the Legislature to accomplish this work, and several surveys 
have been made by which it is known that the scheme is 
altogether practicable. ; 

It is understood that a new plan is to be reported to the 
present Legislature by a commission appointed by the gov- | 
ernor nearly two years ago. 

The engineering work has been done by Mr. Eliot C. 
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Clarke, and will undoubtedly possess the usual high order of 
merit which belongs to his work. 


DISPOSITION OF WASTE MATERIAL. 


The question of what can best be done with the waste 
substances in our large cities is one that constantly engages 
the attention of sanitary officers. This material has been 
disposed of in a variety of ways in the cities of this country, 
but the most common methods are to bury it, making streets 
or filling up low lands and dumping it into rivers, lakes, or 
harbors of the sea. 

In many parts of Europe, and particularly in England, 
the process of burning has been adopted, and with some 
degree of success. This is undoubtedly the best method 
from a strict sanitary point of view, for it consumes every- 
thing of a combustible nature, and probably destr ‘oys every- 
thing i in the way of germ life. 

One of the ore eatest difficulties in handling this material 
arises from the habit of the people of mixing substances 
which require treatment with those which do not require it. 
Taking the material as we find it, and in the absence of any 
hetter and practicable method for its destruction, we have 
advised and instituted a process of dumping it at the begin- 
ning of ebb tide in the harbor beyond Boston Light. 


DISINFECTION. 


The work performed by this branch of our department, 
and the effect produced in preventing decomposition, putre- 
faction, and the attendant noisome odors which arise from 
privy-vaults, cesspools, and other filthy places, has un- 
doubtedly been greater during the past year than for any 
other year in the history of the department. 

And were it alone for the purpose of preventing putrefac- 
tion in these places of filth and bad odors the work and 
‘money would be worthily expended; but the fact that in 
these places the actual disease germs so frequently find lodg- 
ment and the most favorable conditions for their growth and 
multiplication shows not only the great advantage but the 
actual necessity of attacking these places with the most 
powerful antiseptics and vermicides, if we would prevent 
many of our contagious diseases. The second year in 
the use of the bichloride of mercury as an antiseptic and dis- 
infectant has convinced us that we have in this substance the 
cheapest and most efficient means that we have ever used.

Disinfectants used: 1,550 pounds corrosive sublimate, 69 
casks of chloride of lime, 25 barrels of copperas, 11 barrels 
of Lerned’s disinfecting powder, and 2 barrels of solution of 
zine. 
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The experimental evidence obtained by the Committee on 
Disinfectants of the American Public Health Association de- 
monstrates that the best agents for the destruction of spore 
containing infectious materials ave as follows : — 


1. Fire. Complete destruction by burning. 

2. Steam under pressure. 110° C. (230° Fahr.) for ten 
minutes. 

3. Boiling in water for one hour.! 

4. Chloride of lime.? A 4 per cent. solution. 

5. Mercuric chloride. A solution of 1: 500. 

For the destruction of infectious material which owes its 
infecting power to the presence of micro-organisms not con- 
taining spores, the committee recommend : 


1. Fire. Complete destruction by burning. 

2. Boiling in water half an hour. .

5. Solution of chlorinated soda.* 5 to 20 per cent. solu- 
tion.

7. Sulphur dioxide. Exposure for 12 hours to an atmos- 
phere containing at least 4 volumes per cent. of this gas,

The committee make the following recommendations with 
reference to the practical application of these agents for 
disinfecting purposes : — 


For Excreta. 


(a) In the sick room: 

For spore-containing material — 

1. Chloride of lime in solution, 4 per cent. 
2. Mercuric chloride in solution, 1: to 500.6 


‘This temperature does not destroy the spores of 2B. subtilis in the time mentioned, 
but is effective for the destruction of the spores of the anthrax bacillus and of all 
known pathogenic organisms. 

* Should contain at least 25 per cent. of available chlorine. 

* Should contain at least 3 per cent. of available chlorine. 

* This will require the combustion of between three and four pounds of sulphur for 
every 1,000 cubic feet of air-space. . 

* The addition of an equal quantity of potassium permanganate as a deodorant, and 
to give color to the solution, is to be recommended (Standard Solution No. 2). 

* A concentrated solution containing four ounces of mercuric chloride and one 
pound of cupric sulphate to the gallon of water, is recommended as Standard Solution 
No.3. Eight ounces of this solution to the gallon of water will give a dilute solution 
for the disinfection of excreta, containing about 1: 500 of mercuric chloride, and 
1: 125 of cupric sulphate. 
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In the absence of spores — 

3. Carbolic acid in solution, 5 per cent. 

4. Sulphate of copper in solution, 5 per cent. 

5. Chloride of zine in solution, 10 per cent. 

(6) In privy-vaults : 

Mercurie chloride in solution, 1: 500.! 

(c) For the disinfection and deodorization of hh surface 
of masses of organic material in privy vaults, etc. 

Chloride of lime in powder.2 


For Clothing, Bedding, ete. 


(a) Soiled underclothing, bed linen, ete. : 

1. Destruction by fire, if of little value. 

2. Boiling for at least half an hour. 

3. Immersion in a solution of mercuric chloride of the 
strength of 1: 2000 for four hours. 

4. Immetsion in a 2 per cent. solution of carbolic acid for 
four hours. 


(6) Outer garments of wool or silk, and similar articles, 
which would be injured by immersion in boiling water or in 
a disinfecting solution : 

1. Exposure to dry heat at a temperature of 110° C. 
(230°. F.) for two hours. 

2. Fumigation with sulphurous acid gas for at least twelve 
hours, the clothing being freely exposed, and the gas present 
in the disinfection chamber in the proportion of four volumes 
per cent. 


(c) Mattresses and blankets soiled by the discharges of 
the sick. 

1. Destruction by fire. 

2. Exposure to superheated steam — 25 pounds’ pressure 
—for one hour. (Mattresses to have the cover removed or 
freely opened. ) | 

3. Immersion in boiling water for one hour. 

4, Immersion in the blue solution (mercuric chloride and 

“sulphate of copper), two fluid ounces to the gallon of water.

will usually be sufficient. If disinfection seems necessary, 
fumigation with sulphur dioxide, as recommended for woollen 
clothing, etc., will be the only practicable method of accom- 
plishing it. 
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For Rags. 


(a) Rags which have been used for wiping away infec- 
tious discharges should at once be burned. 

(5) Rags collected for paper-makers during the prevalence 
of an epidemic should be disinfected before they are com- 
pressed in bales by: 

1. Exposure to superheated steam (25 pounds’ pressure) 
for ten minutes. 

2. Immersion in boiling water for half an hour. 

(c) Rags in bales can only be disinfected by injecting 
superheated steam (50 pounds’ pressure) into the interior of 
the bale. The apparatus used must insure the penetration 
of the steam to every portion of the bale. 


For Ships. 


(a) Infected ships at sea should be washed in every 
accessible place, and especially the localities occupied by the 
sick, with: 

1. Solution of mercuric chloride, 1: 100 (the blue solu- 
tion heretofore recommended may be used. ) 

2. Solution of chloride of lime, 1 per cent. 

3. Solution of carbolic acid, 2 per cent. 

The bilge should be disinfected by the liberal use of a 
strong solution of mercuric chloride (the concentrated solu- 
tion —“blue solution” — of this salt with cupric sulphate 
may be used). 

(6) Upon arrival at a quarantine station an infected ship 
should at once be fumigated with sulphurous acid gas, using 
three pounds of sulphur to every 1,000 cubic feet of air 
space ; the cargo should then be discharged on lighters; a 
liberal supply of the concentrated solution of mercuric 
chloride (4 ounces to the gallon) should be thrown into 
the bilge, and at the end of twenty-four hours the bilge- 
water should be pumped out and replaced with pure sea- 
water; this should be repeated. A second fumigation after 
the removal of the cargo is to be recommended ; all acces- 
sible surfaces should be washed with one of the disinfecting 
solutions heretofore recommended, and subsequently with 
soap and hot water. : }

amination, and, if found to be unfit for domestic uses, the 
owners have been ordered to fill up the wells.

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WATER SUPPLY. 


There has been less complaint of the quality of our drink- 
ing-water during the last year than for many years pre- 
vious, and, so far as the taste and appearance are concerned, 
they have both been improved. 

We are glad to state that the chemical examinations also 


show an improvement in the purity of the water. 


(QUARANTINE. 


Increased activity and vigilance were instituted early in 
the season, and have been maintained in our quarantine 
throughout the year on account of an increased danger from 
the unusual prevalence of infectious and epidemic diseases in 
foreign countries. 

Cholera in Europe and small-pox in Montreal raged with 
unusual virulence. Communication between these places 
and our own was frequent and uninterrupted, and made it 
more than probable that these diseases would be imported. 

All cargoes, baggage, and persons have been treated with 
more than ordinary care and scrutiny, and it is believed that 
no cholera-infected person or cargo has passed the quarantine 
during the season. One man, the captain of a vessel from 
St. John, N.B., arrived at Ciialeed the first of September, 
and broke out with small-pox three days later. He was re- 
ceived at once into our quarantine, his visits in the city 
traced, and all persons who had been exposed by him were 
vaccinated and watched. The disease did not extend to any 
other person. 

Special inspection and quarantine was ordered for all ves- 
sels arriving in this port from the Dominion of Canada and 
Newfoundland, and all persons vaccinated or revaccinated 
who did not show satisfactory evidence that they had very 
recently been so treated. 

‘It was found that more than half of the crews on vessels 
sailing between the Provinces and this port were in need of 
vaccination, and would have taken small-pox by an exposure. 

The need for this extra inspection against the Provinces 
has so far decreased that it will soon be removed. 

The quarantine steamer having become old, and needing 
extensive repairs, together with the fact that the new and 
improved facilities for disinfection cannot be obtained with 
the present boat, it was thought best to ask for a new and 
more useful one. We therefore sent the following com- 
munication to the City Council : —

To the Honorable City Cowneil : — 

The Board of Health respectfully represents that extensive repairs 
have become necessary to put the quarantine steamer in a safe and good 
condition for her uses, and that the Board has carefully considered the 
advisability of selling the old boat, to be put to other uses, and building 
a new one for quar antine services. The Board has coneluded that it 
would be the better economy to build a new boat, and therefore respect- 
fully ask for authority to sell the steamer ‘‘ Samuel Little,” and to build 
another, the expense thereof not to exceed eighteen thousand dollars 
($18,000). The Board would suggest that if the proceeds from the 
sale of the old boat could be applied to the purchase of the new one, 
the balance required for the latter could be taken from the appropriation 
for the Board of Health.

DorRCHESTER SEWAGE. 


The lack of adequate and proper sewerage in the Dor- 
chester District has been the subject of much complaint from 
residents there during the past year. The development of 
this district during-the past few years has been rapid, and 
the building of public sewers has not kept pace with the 
need of them. Public sewers for such rapidly growing 
districts as this are an absolute necessity on sanitary 
grounds, and the liberal appropriations made for this purpose 
during the past year will do much to improve the sanitary 
condition of the district. . 

The most serious nuisance caused by inadequate sewerage 
in the Dorchester District was that located on the flats, ae 
tween Dorchester avenue and the Old Colony Railroad. The 
nuisance was caused by the flow of sewage upon these flats 
from the public sewers, and upon petition of a large number 
of the residents of the district, a hearing was given them by 


{ 
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this Board in order to enable us to proceed under the Wet 
Land Act to abate the nuisance. It was found that the only 
proper method to pursue was to construct a sewer from 
Commercial street, near McNeil’s factory, to Crescent avenue ; 
a distance of about 6,000 feet. This, it was considered, 
would form a part of the intercepting system of sewers, and 
be in harmony with the general plan adopted for that dis- 
trict. Plans and estimates were procured by the City Engi- 
neer, and a request was addressed to the City Council asking 
for an appropriation of $90,000 with which to prosecute the 
work. At the same time the wish was expressed that the 
City Council would relieve this department from resorting to 
this extraordinary procedure by authorizing the proper de- 
partment to proceed with the work at once. This hope was 
at the last moment realized, and an appropriation was made 
enabling the Sewer Department to build the sewer, thus 
relieving the Board of Health of the necessity of undertaking 
a work which only an extraordinary condition of affairs 
should devolve on this Board. It is hoped and expected 
that the work on this sewer will be completed in season to 
abate the nuisance complained of before the coming summer. 


Privy VAULTS. 


Under the provision of “An Act in Relation to the Pres- 
ervation of Health in Buildings in the City of Boston,” 
passed at the last season of the Legislature, it is provided 
that every building in the city used as a dwelling tenement, 
or lodging-house, or where persons are employed, and 
situated on astreet in which there is asewer, shall have water- 
closets, and shall not have a cesspool or privy connected 
with it, except where, in the opinion of the Board of Health, 
it can be allowed to remain for a longer time, and then only 
as said Board shall approve. Acting under the provisions of 
this act, the Board, early in the summer, began to order the 
abolition of offensive vaults, and the following table shows 
the number and locations of these nuisances which have been 
abolished during the year : —

In most instances water-closets have been substituted for 
vaults, except in some tenement-houses where the careless- 
ness of the tenants made the substitution of water-closets 
undesirable. In such cases the Board decided that the flush 
vault might be accepted in lieu of a water-closet, provided it 
was so constructed as to admit of frequent flushing, allowing 
all the contents of the vaults to run freely to the sewer in 
the street. Experience with these vaults in connection with 
some of the public school-houses, and in a number of large 
tenement-houses, has been suchas to warrant the expectation 
that they will prove entirely satisfactory, provided always 
that proper care is bestowed upon them. In some instances 
water-closets have been placed outside of houses, having 
automatic flushing apparatus, and provided with an attach- 
ment to allow the water to run out of the supply-pipes so as 
to prevent freezing. The advantage gained by the use of this 
outside closet is, that it saves the expense of supplying a 
ventilated soil-pipe in the house, the plumbing law having 
been amended so far as to allow this. 

There are still a large number of privy-vaults existing in 
the city in violation of the new health law, and it is the in- 
tention of the Board of Health to have them abolished as fast 
as circumstances will permit. 

The number of vaults cleaned during the year by the 
Odorless Excavating Company, who, by contract, have the ex- 
clusive right to empty all vaults within the limits of the city, 
at five dollars a load of eighty cubic feet, was 5,423.

In August last a petition signed by Richard Moore e¢ als., 
for the abatement of a nuisance caused by wet lands lying 
between Boylston street on the north, West Chester park on 
the east, Westland avenue on the south, and the Back SAY 
park on the west, having been presented to this Board, 
hearing was given in accordance with the provisions of che 
Wet Land act, and after due process a contract was made 
with B. C. Tinkham to construct a drain to carry the stag- 
nant water into the Stony-brook conduit, in accordance with 
a plan prepared by the City Engineer. ‘The contract price 
for doing the work was $875, and it was completed to the 
satisfaction of this Board. The cost of the work will be 
assessed on the several owners of the land thus drained. 

A large number of minor nuisances on wet lands have been 
abated during the year, and the expense of the work assessed 
upon the several owners of the property thus benefited. 


CARE OF REFUSE MATERIAL. 


In accordance with a recommendation of this Board, and 
with an order of the City Council giving this Board authority 
to purchase a Barney Dumping-boat at an expense not ex- 
ceeding $12,000, exclusive of the annual royalty for the use 
of the patents, a new boat, similar in all respects to the 
boat which had been rented by the city for a year past, was 
purchased of the Barney Dumping-boat Company, of New 
York, in December, and is now in service. 

Following is the contract as entered into and signed by the 
City of Boston and the Barney Dumping-boat Company, 
respectively : — 


Tuts AGREEMENT, made this seventeenth day of December, in the 
vear eighteen hundred and eighty-five, by and between the BARNEY 
DUMPING-BOAT COMPANY, a corporation established by and existing 
under the laws of the State of New Jersey, of the first part, and the 
Ciry OF Losron, in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, of the second 
part, WITNESSETH : — 


First. For and in consideration of the payment of the several sums 
hereinafter mentioned, and of the agreements hereinafter contained by 
the second party to be performed, the said first party agrees to sell and 
deliver to said second party a new automatic Barney Dumping-boat, in 
al] respects similar, and equal in design, pattern, and workmanship, to 
the boat now in possession and use of said second party, when new, and 
to permit said second party to use the same. 

Second. The said second party hereby agrees to pay to said first 
party, as full payment for said boat, the sum of twelve thousand dollars 
on delivery of said boat to the Board of Health of said City, in Boston 
aforesaid, and also to pay one-half of the necessary expenses incurred 
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for towing said boat from Noank, in the State of Connecticut, to Boston 
aforesaid. 

Third. The said second party agrees to pay as royalty for the use 
of the inventions and patents used in the construction and proper use of 
said boat for the purposes for which it was designed, the sum of seven 
hundred and fifty dollars ($750), in advance, for each six months dur- 
ing which said inventions and patents are used by said second party, 
the first payment to be made on the delivery of said boat as aforesaid, 
and the other payments to be made on the first day of each six-monthly 
period thereafter, during the life of said inventions and patents, as long 
as said second party shall use the same; provided, however, that if the 
said second party at any time desires to discontinue entirely, or for a 
definite period, not less than six months, the use of said inventions and 
patents, then the second party shall give one month’s notice to the first 
party that the use of said inventions and patents will, at the end of six 
months, then already paid for, be discontinued entirely, or for such 
definite period, and no royalty shall be payable during such discon- 
tinuance. 

Fourth. The said first party agrees to indemnify and save harmless 
forever the said City of Boston from and against any and all claims and 
demands for or on account of or in any way growing out of the use of 
any and all inventions and patents used in the construction and use of 
said boat.

The purchase-money and the royalty were paid from the_ 
appropriation for the Health Department, in accordance with 
the terms of the order of the City Council. 

The facilities provided by this boat for carrying all the 
more offensive refuse material out to sea are all that could 
be desired, and will enable this Board to enforce more rig- 
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idly the provisions of the law which forbid the dumping of 
offensive material on vacant lots and on flats within the limits 
of the°city. The time is at hand when more than one of 
these boats could be advantageously used in different sections 
of the city, and it would no doubt be wise economy to do so. 


THe Pupuic Barus. 


No serious accident, either from drowning or other cause, 
occurred during the bathing season, showing the watchful 
care exercised by the keepers in charge of the various bath- 
ing-places. 

The appropriation for bath-houses was $16,000, a large 
portion of which sum was expended for wages of the men 
and women employed as superintendents at the various 
houses. The balance has been or will be used for making 
such repairs of the old houses as are found to be necessary. 
During the bathing season, from June 1 to October 1, twelve 
men and seven women were employed to superintend the 
bath-houses, and seven men as special police-officers. Dur- 
ing the winter months the work of repairing the old houses 
and building a new floating-house, to take the place of an old 
one unfit for further use, have been in progress ; but the work 
has been suspended until spring, when this work will be fin- 
ished. 

The bath-house for women and girls, at the foot of Fifth 
street, South Boston, is now located on the site of the pro- 
posed Marine park, and it will have to be moved to another 
location in the spring. It is also the intention of the Board 
to provide suitable bathing facilities in the West Roxbury 
and Brighton districts, in response to numerous requests 
from the citizens of those sections, provided a sufficient ap- 
propriation is made for the purpose and proper locations can 
be found. 

The public baths were well patronized during the bathing 
season. ‘The following table shows the number of bathers 
at each of the bath-houses during the summer and the num- 
ber the previous season : —

The proper treatment of foreign rags brought to this port 
has been the subject of a good deal of discussion during the 


past year. 


It was at first thought that disinfection by means 


of sulphur fumes, either on the arrival of the rags here or at 
the point of shipment would be sufficient, but the untrust- 
worthiness of the inspectors of foreign ports, upon whose 
certificates the Board was compelled to rely, and the doubts 
as to the efficacy of fumigation by sulphur, led to the adop- 
tion of the following regulation, which has been strictly 


adhered to: — 


BoarRpD oF HEALTH, 
32 PEMBERTON SQUARE, Boston, June 1, 1885. 


In view of the unreliable character of the evidence as to the origin, 
history, and treatment of rags brought to this port from foreign ports, 
and in view also of the misleading character of the health certificates 
brought by masters of vessels from ports from which rags are shipped, 
and on account of the danger from cholera and other contagia likely to 


be carried by these impor tations, it is hereby 


Ordered, That on and after this date all rags arriving at this port 
from any foreign port shall, before being dischar ged, be disinfected 
under the supervision of an officer of this Board, and in a manner satis- 
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factory to this Poard. Whenever any vessel arriving at this port from 
a foreign port is found to have rags on board, the Port Physician shall, 
before passing the vessel, ascertain, so far as is possible, the history of 
the rags, and the circumstances of their shipment, and, if satisfactory 
evidence is obtained that the port or place from which the rags were 
gathered or shipped was not infected with cholera or other dangerous 
disease liable to be carried by them, at the time of the gathering or 
shipment of the rags, or within the twelve months immediately preced- 
ing that time, then the Port Physician shall, after all other quarantine 
regulations have been fully complied with, issue the usual certificate, 
with the proviso that the rags on board the vessel are to be held for sub- 
sequent disinfection, and, immediately on the arrival of the vessel at her 
dock, the rags shall forthwith be disinfected within the bale in a manner 
satisfactory to the Board of Health, before being discharged. If, how- 
ever, the Port Physician has reason to believe that the rags on board 
any vessel have been shipped from or gathered at any port or place 
which was, at the time of such gathering or shipment, infected with 
cholera or other dangerous disease liable to be carried by rags, or has 
been so infected within the previous twelve months, then the exterior of 
the bales and all the other cargo of the vessel shall be satisfactorily 
disinfected at quarantine before proceeding farther, after which the ves- 
sel may proceed with her cargo to her dock, if, in the opinion of the 
Port Physician, this may be done with safety to the public health, and 
the rags shall be forthwith removed for disinfection within the bale be- 
fore being discharged.

Norte. — In the above order disinfection before being discharged is not 
intended to mean before being discharged from the vessel, but is intended 
to mean before being discharged by the Board of Health and allowed to 
be delivered to consignees. 


Under the above order two hundred bales of rags from 
Calcutta were detained at quarantine, and are still stored at 
the storehouse on Gallop’s Island, the consignees being un- 
willing to subject the rags to the steam disinfection. ‘There 
have been disinfected during the year, by the injection of 
superheated steam (50 Ibs. pressure) into the bale (con- 
formably to the rules laid down by the Committee on 
Disinfectants of the American Public Health Association),

Burt1AL—GROUNDS. - 


In the care and maintenance of 37 acres of land which 
comprise the cemeteries, under the Board of Health, an 
annual expenditure of $5,000 is made. ‘The Board has for 
years recommended that these grounds should be closed 
against further interments, because, by permitting burials 
within them, the health of the city was menaced. Fully 
aware of this danger the Board had the City Solicitor pre- 


pare the following bill, which was passed by the Legislature 
of 1885: — 


[CHAP. 278.]} 


AN AcT to amend chapter eighty-two of the Public Statutes relating 
to Cemeteries and Burials. 


Be it enacted, ete., as follows : — 


SECTION 1. ‘Section nineteen of chapter eighty-two of the Public 
Statutes is amended so as to read as follows: Section 19. Boards of 
health of cities and towns may prohibit the use by undertakers, for the 
purpose of speculation, of tombs as places of deposit for bodies com- 
mitted to them for burial; may, if in their opinion the public health 
requires it, close any tomb, burial-ground, cemetery or other place of 
burial within the city or town, for such length of time as they may 
deem necessary for the protection of the public health; may make all 
regulations which they judge necessary concerning burial-grounds and 
interments within their respective limits, and may establish penalties 
not exceeding one hundred dollars for any breach of such regulations. 

Secr. 2. Section twenty-four of said chapter is amended to read as 
follows: Section 24. Appeals shall be tried in regular course before 
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a jury, and if the jury find that the tomb, burial-ground, or cemetery so 
closed was not a nuisance nor injurious to the public health at the time 
of the order, and that the closing thereof was not necessary for the 
protection of the public health, the court shall rescind such order so far 
as it affects such tomb, burial- ground, or cemetery; and execution for 
the costs of the appeal shall issue in favor of the appellant against the 
city or town in which the same was situated. But if the order is sus- 
tained, execution shall issue for double costs against the appellant in 
favor of the board of health for the use of the city or town. 

Sect. 3. Sections twenty-five, twenty-six, twenty-seven, and twenty- 
eight of chapter eighty-two of the Public Statutes are repealed. 

Sect. 4. ‘This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Approved May 29, 1885. 


Thus the power to close these grounds is intrusted to the 
Board, and an effort will be made to prevent any further in- 
terments in the grounds, more especially those in the more 
thickly settled portions of the city. 

During the year Bennington street, East Boston, was 
graded, which left the gate and fence of Bennington-st. 
cemetery in such condition that it had to be rebuilt. 

The South ground, in the rear of the Conservatory of 
Music, has been more or less a source of annoyance. The 
erecting of buildings on the dee ceded to the Conservatory 
has littered the erounds, so as to give them an unsightly 
appearance. Last August the lightning struck the Infant: 
tomb, completely destroying it. To remedy this the Board 
has removed the shattered stone, and levelled the tomb, 
there being no further use for it. 

All the grounds, with the exception of the South Burial- 
ground, have been kept in good condition, and many have 
been made beautiful in season by tastefully arranged flower- 
beds. The grounds are constantly being attended to, either 
the grading of walks, the painting of fences, the cutting and 
trimming of trees, and whitewashing of walls and fences. 

The Copps Hill, and Dorchester North and Evergreen 
grounds, from their historic association and pleasant walks, 
attract numerous visitors; and Copps Hill affords for the 
people of one of the most thickly settled districts at the 
North End a breathing-place.

Pusuic URINALS. 


Early in the month of June the Board of Aldermen re- 
quested the Board to erect a public urinal in Charlestown, 
and in compliance with that request, the following commu- 
nication was sent to the City Council : — 


BoarD OF HEALTH, July 2, 1885. 
To the Honorable City Council, — 


GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with an order passed by the Board of 
Aldermen the Board of Health has examined the proposed site for a 
public urinal in City square, Charlestown, on the land formerly ocecu- 
pied by the Middlesex Railroad office, and this Board now respectfully 
requests permission to erect a public urinal on the site proposed.

There is pressing need of one or more public urinals in 
South Boston. The most available place would be at the 
foot of Broadway. If permission is obtained work on both 
these sites could be commenced in early spring. Even with 
these additions there are by no means as many urinals in the 
city as the needs of the public demand. At least a dozen 
more urinals could be placed to the advantage of the public. 

There is absolute need of more closet accommodations on 
the Common ; although the cottages for men and women were 
enlarged and improved, the accommodations are none too 
great. It may now be necessary to either erect another cot- 
tage or else enlarge the one used by the men. 

The twenty-one urinals located throughout the city are 


in excellent condition. They have been kept thoroughly. 


clean, and no complaints have been made of offences arising 
therefrom. 


Domestic Raas. 


The danger attending the storing and sorting of domestic 
rags in tenement-houses, especially in sleeping-rooms, has 
been ver y great, and steps were taken to prevent the possi- 
bility of the health of the city being thus endangered. 

The following regulation was made and published : :— 
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BoaRD OF HEALTH, 32 PEMBERTON SQUARE, 
Boston, Jan. 12, 1885. 


Whereas, It is the practice with rag-pickers in this city to collect 
rags, old paper, and other like refuse material, from dumping-grounds, 
streets, and other places, and to store, sort, and otherwise handle the 
same within dwellings; and 

Whereas, In the opinion of this Board such rags, old paper, and other 
like refuse material, are a source of filth, and capable of conveying in- 
- fectious diseases from person to person, and of otherwise creating sick- 
ness; therefore 

Ordered, That on and after January 15, instant, no rags, old 
paper, or other like refuse material, gathered or recovered from any 
source, shall be brought into or allowed to remain within any building 
used as a dwelling. 


The Board has reason to believe that the order has been 
complied with. 

The Board has been gratified by the readiness with which 
those engaged in the business have complied with this regula- 
tion. By their compliance the more pressing dangers are 
removed; still, the Board hopes that ultimately a place or 
places suitable for the storing and sorting of rags may be 
provided by parties interested in the business, believing 
that a building properly arranged for such a business, with 
several compartments, would be a great benefit to those en- 
gaged in the rag-trade. 


Lyinc—1n HOSPITALS. 


The Statute of 1876, entitled “An Act to regulate Lying- 
in Hospitals,” was designed to place all such hospitals under 
the supervision and regulations of the Board of Health. 

Those who desire to establish or keep a lying-in hospital 
are required to apply to the Board of Aldermen for a license, 
which license is granted on the approval of the Board of 
Health, and must be renewed at the end of two years. 

During the year 140 confinements have taken place in the 
licensed hospitals, and in no instance has any death been 
reported from puerperal disease. 

These hospitals are regularly visited and inspected by the 
Medical Inspector.

INFANT BOARDING. 


The provisions of Chapter 158, of the Statutes of 1876, 
require that whoever takes more than two infants, under three 
years of age, to board, shall, within two days, report the 
name and age of such child to the Board of Health; and give 
the Board the right to enter and inspect the houses where 
such business is carried on. 

There are at present nineteen registered infant boarding- 
houses, and they have reported three hundred and twenty- 
three infants received in addition to those already under their 
care. 

The mortality in these houses has been small considering 
the unfavorable conditions under which these infants live. 

The infant boarding-houses are regularly visited and in- 
speried by the Medical Inspector. 


THe ABATTOIR. 


The sanitary condition of the abattoir continues to be sat- 
isfactory in most respects. There has not been a case of 
Spanish fever or other contagious disease among the cattle 
slaughtered at the abattoir during the year. The inspector, 
Mr. G. W. Boynton, reports that there were inspected 
during the nine months from April 1, 1885, to date, 49,945 
cattle, 17,927 calves, and 377,426 sheep. The amount 
seized as unfit for human food was 3,344 pounds of beef. 
Twenty-six veal and 19 cattle were sent to the dead-house. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


The whole number of prosecutions for violation of the laws 
and regulations pertaining to the public health during the 
past year was 14. 

There were four prosecutions StS for scattering salt upon 
the horse-railroad tracks, and for maintaining privies where 
there were sewers in the streets. 

Other prosecutions were filthy stable and yard, contami- 
nated well-water, neglect to obey order of Board depositing 
filth on vacant lot, emptying privy without permit, and col- 
lecting grease without license, one each. 

The sum-total of all costs and fines imposed in all prose- 
cutions during the year was $141.75. 
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HAWKERS AND PEDLERS. 


Under the provisions of the ordinance relating to hawkers 
and pedlers, 434 fish and fruit pedlers have undergone a 
monthly inspection. Their vehicles are generally neat and 
clean, and no serious annoyance has been experienced from 
pedlers crying their wares in the street. 

There have also been licensed 132 persons to collect grease.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF MORGUE. 


To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, —— I have the honor to report that, for the 
year 1885 there were received at the North Grove-Street 
Morgue 103 bodies of persons deceased. Of these, 12 were 
unidentified at the time of reception, and subsequently 
three were identified. 

There were made by the Medical Examiner and his asso- 
ciate, 37 autopsies, at which I assisted. 

Certain sums of money have been expended in making the 
repairs rendered imperative by time and decay in order to 
keep the building in proper condition. 

A small sum has been expended with your authority for 
the purchase of rubber cloths, hose, brooms, coal, gas, and 
water. 

The building is now in good condition, with the exception 
of the curtain of the skylight in autopsy-room, which may 
be repaired and put in place at a slight expense. 

During the coming season it may be desirable to place a 
larger stove in the autopsy-room, as the one now there is not 
sufficient properly to heat the room in the coldest weather.

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CITY PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


City Purysicran’s Orricr, Jan. 1, 1886. 


To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report of this office for the eight months ending December 
31, 1885. There have been 6,904 persons vaccinated, and 
certificates of vaccination have been given to 2,316 children, 
for their admission to the public schools. In every instance 
where a case of small-pox has occurred all in the immediate 
vicinity exposed to the disease have been vaccinated, requir- 
ing a visit to 20 houses. 

Sixty-two men have been examined at the request of the 
Civil Service Commissioners, for appointment in the Fire 
Department. At the request of the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners, seven cases of supposed injury or disease have been 
investigated. 

Ninety-six men have been examined for appointment on 
the police force, and nine for retirement. 

The bodies of 310 persons dying without a physician in 
attendance have been examined. ‘These cases comprise, 
principally, those who die of chronic diseases, where there 
has been no medical care for months previous to death, and 
those who die suddenly from natural causes. In these cases 
a careful external examination is made, the symptoms learned, 
and a diagnosis sufficiently accurate for all practical purposes 
reached. The law requires a medical certificate of death 
before a permit is granted for burial, and these exami- 
nations are made to conform to the law, as well as to collect 
statistics for the bills of mortality. A tabular statement is 
appended. 

Kighty-five reports of small-pox have been investigated. 
Five of these were found to be small-pox, and the patients 
were removed to the hospital on Canterbury street. One 
death occurred. The statement of the remaining 80 
reported cases is as follows: Varicella, 22 cases; measles, 5; 
German measles, 5; herpes zoster, 2; scarlet fever, 2; 
eczema, 3; tonsillitis, 1; eruption due to the administration 
of the potassium iodide, 1; malarial fever, 2; urticaria, 7; 
vaccinal urticaria, 9; vaccinia, 1; lichen tropicus, 6; irrita- 
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tion from the bite of the culex mosquito, 2; no dis- 
ease, 12. It should be understood that the period covered 
by this report is for the eight months ending December 31, 
1885, and not the same as that covered by the mortality 
tables, which embrace the calendar year. The latter period 
shows 11 cases and one death from this disease in the 
city proper. 


Ciry PRISON. 


A visit has been made every Sunday morning to this 
institution. The following diseases have been treated: 
Delirium tremens, 10 cases; contusions, 4; heart disease, 3 ; 
ulcers, 3; cholera morbus, 2; colic, 2. No death has 
occurred at the prison during the eight months. 


SUFFOLK CoUNTY JAIL. 


In this institution there have been 601 patients treated 
during the eight months, requiring 1,894 visits. Three men 
exhibiting evidences of mental alienation were transferred by 
order of Court to an insane asylum. Two men have died. 
Pneumonia caused the death of one ; delirium tremens, of the 
other. <A tabular statement is appended. 


Crry Temporary Home. 


In this institution there have been made 115 visits. 
Thirteen cases of confinement have been attended; 10 of 
the children were born alive, and three were still-born. Six 
deaths have occurred at the Home, — four children and two 
adults. Cholera infantum caused three deaths, premature 
birth caused one, one woman died of heart disease, and one 
woman was admitted in a state of collapse, caused by the 
excessive use of alcoholic stimulants. During the past eight 
months the following diseases have been treated: Puerperal 
state, 3 cases; cellulitis, 2; scarlet fever, 3; cholera infan- 
tum, 8; bronchitis, 6; tonsillitis, 3; diarrhoea, 6. Two 
patients were sent to the City Hospital for treatment. 

Dr. Morton Prince, Assistant City Physician, is deserving 
of special mention for the faithful and conscientious manner 
in which he has performed the manifold duties pertaining to 
his branch of the service.

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REPORT OF THE PORT PHYSICIAN. 


QUARANTINE STATION, 
Boston Harpor, January 1, 1886. 


To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit to you the 
report of the Quarantine Department, for the eight months 
completed December 31, 1885. 

By the order of your Board active quarantine began 
May 15, instead of June 1,as formerly. Since that time the 
inspection of vessels has been of the most searching charac- 
ter, necessitated by the appearance of cholera in Spain and 
the Mediterranean ports, the outbreak of small-pox in Can- 
ada and the Provinces, and the virulent type of yellow-fever 
in Mexico, Panama, and the West Indies. 

May 7 the steamer “Scandinavian,” from Glasgow, was 
detained ; one case of measles was removed to the quarantine 
hospital, ‘and the vessel fumigated for six hours. 

May 18 the ship " Antelope,” Captain Peabody, arrived in 
quarantine, 141 days out from Calcutta. In the cargo were 
202 bales of rags. ‘These were reported to have been 
gathered and packed in the English section of the city, which 
was at that time free from cholera ; but as a matter of precau- 
tion they were removed to the storehouse on Galloup’s 
Island, where they still remain. 

May 26 the chief engineer of the steamer “Hermann,” 
from Antwerp, was removed to the Quarantine Hospital, ill 
with modified variola. The crew were vaccinated, and the 
steamer thoroughly fumigated for twelve hours, and dis- 
charged after twenty-four ‘hours’ detention. 

August 19 the bark “J. W. Dresser,” from Cadiz, a 
cholera-infected port, was detained forty-eight hours for 
fumigation and disinfection. 

September 4 the schooner “ Dallas Hill” was towed from 
Chelsea to Galloup’s Island, having on board the captain, sick 
with small-pox, and a crew of four who had been exposed to 
the disease. The captain had left his home in New Bruns- 
wick twelve days previous, where he had a wife and child 
suffering with the same disease, they in turn having con- 
tracted variola from a sailor who had been sick during his 
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passage from London to St. John. The captain died Sep- 
tember 8, of confluent small-pox. The vessel was thoroughly 
fumigated and disinfected, and, together with the crew, de- 
tained two weeks. No other cases appearing, they were 
discharged. 

September 28 the steamer “ Craighill,” from Progreso, 
Mexico, came to anchor in quarantine with four cases of 
yellow-fever on board. ‘These were removed to the hospital 
on Galloup’s Island. One died five days after admission to 
the hospital. The others were discharged well in two weeks. 
The steamer was detained fifty-six hours in quarantine, fumi- 
gated and disinfected, then discharged. 

October 138 bark “Nora,” from Heyers and Marseilles, 
and November 2 the bark “Stephen G. Hart,” from Cadiz, 
were detained in quarantine for fumigation and disinfection. 

November 12 the bark “ Jessie McGregor,” from Havana, 
with sugar, reported one death from yellow-fever. The 
vessel was fumigated for twelve hours.

From the above table it will be observed that the work of 
the department is gradually increasing ; the number of vessels 
examined in the past year is nearly double that of any former 
year. This is due mainly to the fact, that since September 
10, owing to the prevalence of small-pox in Canada and 
the provinces, quarantine has been placed on all vessels hail- 
ing from any port in the British provinces and Newfound- 
land. November 22, 27 vessels passed through quarantine, 
the largest number that has ever been boarded at this port 
in one day. 
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The land under cultivation at Galloup’s Island, by the 
careful management of Mr. Smith, the overseer, has borne 
crops fully up to the average of past years. 

A. large amount of produce has been raised on the island, 
including hay, grain, and vegetables, sufficient for the wants 
of the department. 

The dairy has supplied the island and steamer with milk, 
and with butter to a certain extent. 

The live stock at the present time consists of one horse, 
three cows, five hogs, and poultry. 

The unusually severe gales and high tides which we have 
had this winter have done considerable damage to the south- 
western end of the island, washing away part of the road 
leading from the wharf to the hospitals, and about fifteen 
feet of the embankment between the barn and the carpenter 
shop. If something is not done, in the way of extending the 
sea-wall at this end of the island, it will be necessary within 
a few years to move the carpenter shop, and inall probability 
the barn also. 

During the heavy gale which occurred on November 2 the 
small steamer “ Relief” broke adrift from her moorings and 
went on to the beach at Galloup’s Island, making a complete 
wreck of the hull. The boiler and engine, however, were 
saved, and are in good condition. This was a great loss to 
the department, as she was used in boarding vessels during 
the absence of the “Samuel Little” from any cause, such 
as running for the “J. Putnam Bradlee” in the spring, tow- 
ing bath-houses spring and fall, or hauling up for repairs. 

The quarantine steamer “Samuel Little” was thoroughly 
overhauled and repaired last June. Since then the boiler has 
been patched, and other repairs made on the vessel. 

The quarantine hospitals will need two coats of paint on 
the outside the coming spring, and the overseer’s house will 
require painting inside and out. 

The medical staff remains the same as last year.

TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF MOUNT HOPE 
CEMETERY, 


To the Honorable City Council :— 


The Revised Ordinances, recently adopted by the City 
Council, require the several Boards and Commissions to 
submit reports of their doings during the preceding year, in 
the month ot January, instead of in May. In complying 
with this provision of the ordinances, the report herewith 
submitted necessarily covers a period of only nine months, 
namely: from April 1st to December 31st of the year 1885. 

The balance in the treasury on the first day of May, 
1885, was $2,202.55. Ata later period an appropriation of 
$10,000 was granted by the City Council for the running 
expenses, which allowed the Trustees to commence the work 
of the year with a total of $12,202.55. This amount was 
$4,694.80 less than that at their command at the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year, and considerably below 
the sum that the Trustees considered adequate for the wants 
of the cemetery. 

As the earnings of the cemetery are herewith given for 
nine months only, no accurate comparison can be instituted 
between the present and the preceding year. A satisfactory 
understanding, however, may be had from the fact that the 
earnings during the year 1884-5 amounted to $21,010.74; 


' 
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while in the nine months ending with December 31 they 


were $16,337.43. In the first-named period the average - 


monthly receipts were $1,750.89; in the second instance the 
monthly average was $1,815.27. 

The total amount available for the care and improvement 
of the grounds, and for all other purposes, embracing the 
balance in the treasury at the commencement of the year, 
the subsequent appropriation by the City Council, and the 
current receipts by the cemetery, was $28,539.95. Of this 
amount $26,718.25 were expended, Jeaving in the treasury 
on the first day of January of the present year a balance of 
$1,821.73. 

The number of lots sold, for which payment was made 
in full, was twenty-nine ; fifteen were secured by payment 
of half the price, the balance to be paid in six months, with 
interest ; and final payments were made on seven others. 

Fifty-two lots were graded during the year, but the work 
on them was not entirely completed. When finished, there 
will be a sufficient number on hand to meet the probable 
demand for some time to come. 

There were also two hundred and sixteen single graves 
made in Maple Grove, —a portion of the cemetery prepared 
to meet the wants of persons of moderate means. 

Among other improvements effected during the year was the 
partial filling up of a portion of the cemetery, of about two 
acres In extent, with gravel. The Trustees were enabled to 
accomplish this improvement by means of a special appro- 
priation of $1,000 by the City Council. Although the filling 
material was deposited to the depth of from four to eight 
feet, there remains much to be done before the bisinigh 
which has too long existed, can be obliterated. It is hoped 
that this necessary work will not be delayed beyond the 
present year. 

About three hundred feet of new avenue have been made, 
underlaid in the usual manner with stone, thus providing for 
the avenues and walks a drain of the most efficient and per- 
manent character. | 

Nine monuments and one hundred and sixteen head-stones 
were erected during the year. Some of these possess more 
or less artistic merit, and all of them are tasteful in design 
and workmanship. | 

Few persons are aware of the extent and nature of the 
labor required in the management of a cemeteryike that 
placed in charge of this Board; much of the work done 
involving a large amount of money is beneath the surface of the 
ground, and is not apparent to the sight. This consideration 
ought not to be lost sight of when the ageregate amount ex- 
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pended in the cemetery is exhibited. The avenues and walks 
in Mount Hope Cemetery are no less than seven miles in 
extent. To have these properly taken care of, so that 
nothing unseemly or incongruous shall meet the eye of the 
most fastidious, requires a great amount of the most ex- 
acting labor. Besides this the borders to all the lots in 
the cemetery, ornamented with choice flowers, demand 
unceasing watchfulness, and no small amount of skill 
and intelligence. These borders would, if arranged in a 
continuous line, extend to a distance of fourteen miles. 

The Trustees take a pardonable pride in calling attention 
to the horticultural department of Mount Hope Cemetery. 
The beauty, variety, and extent of the floral display witnessed 
each year is not, the Trustees believe, surpassed by that of 
any other cemetery. No less than one hundred and fifteen 
thousand plants, comprising many of the choicest varieties, 
were set out during the past year. It is hardly necessary to 
repeat that this work requires both skill and intelligence. 
These qualities are found in the person of Mr. James 


Morton, the gardener. Mr. Morton has been connected 


with the cemetery for many years, and has proved himself 
to be a most diligent and competent officer. 

The Trustees would also express their appreciation of the 
services of Mr. John E. E. Goward, their superintendent. 
The duties required of Mr. Goward have been performed 
with ability and faithfulness. ‘The numerous commendations 
that have reached their ears, from those who have had ocea- 
sion to visit the cemetery, assure them that Mr. Goward’s 
management of the cemetery meets with general approval. 

Before closing this report, the Trustees desire to eall the 
attention of the City Council to the necessity of making 
further provision for the burial of the city poor. The por- 
tion of the cemetery now in use for this purpose will soon 
be unable to afford further accommodations. As the eity is 
enjoined by statute to make such provision, the Trustees 
believe that immediate steps should be taken to prepare for 
this object. 

Another subject of considerable importance the Trustees 
desire to impress upon the attention of the City Council. 
Two or three years ago a large quantity of gravel was pur- 
chased by the predecessors of the present Board, for the 
purpose of filling certain depressed portions of the éemetery. 
A portion only of this gravel has been removed and used, 
as stated above. By the terms of the purchase the gravel 
was to be removed by the end of the present year; the por- 
tion not removed at that time was to revert to the owner of 
the land. Owing to their lack of sufficient means a large 
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portion of the gravel remains in its original place. This 
material is indispensable, and, if not secured, its loss would 
have to be supplied from other sources, at some future time. 
To remove this gravel, which has already been paid for, will 
require an appropriation of $2,000. Unless means are thus 
furnished the result would be a serious detriment to the 
cemetery, as well as a considerable pecuniary loss. 

A statement of the receipts and expenditures during the 
nine months ending with December 31, 1885, is annexed.

THIRTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


1886. 


The Trustees have the honor to present to the Mayor and 
City Council their Thirty-Fourth Report, the eighth made 
under their Act of Incorporation, and the first under the new 
ordinances, and embracing the details of the condition and 
administration of the Library for the eight months from Ist of 
May to 31st of December, inclusive, the operations of the pre- 
vious four months having been included and printed in their 
Thirty-Third Report. 

The Library year has heretofore corresponded with the 
fiscal year of the city, and for the time covered by the 
annual appropriation for its apes An examination of the 
amounts drawn from the City Treasurer during the past 
eight months will show that the Trustees have kept expen- 
ditures down to the average of the reduced sum allotted for 
the use of the institution. Further reference will be made to 
the effect upon the usefulness of the institution produced by 
its curtailment of means. 

The result of the usual examination by a committee of citi- 
zens at large, which has heretofore formed an interesting and 
valuable addition to each year’s report of the Trustees, is 
omitted at the present time. Any proper investigation of 
the condition of this great collection of books gathered in the 
Central Library, as well as those distributed by the nine 
branches, of their use by the public, and of the details of the 
large and systematic Library service, has heretofore required 
not less than three months of such service as can be afforded 
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by the competent honorary examiners, who, in turn, have dis- 
charged this trust. 

The important information comprised in the various ap- 
pendixes, and submitted by the Librarian, forms part of this 
document. 


Tue LiprRaRy AND ITS WoRK SINCE THE LAST REPORT. 
GENERAL STATEMENT. 


The present extent of the Library collections and their 
recent public use are here presented. | 

The aggregate number of volumes, inclusive of those in 
the newspaper and duplicate rooms, embraced in the Bates 
Hall collection, is 295,186; in the Lower Hall, 40,911; in the 
Branches, 124,896: making a total of 460,993,—a _ net 
increase for eight months of 7,046. 

The whole number of days on which the libraries were 
open was 204. 

The total use of books, previously unreported, was 602,- 
431,— adecrease of 5,750 from the corresponding eight months 
of the previous year.. While Bates Hall, the North End, and 
the East Boston branches show a percentage of increase, the 
Lower Hall and the branches not enumerated, especially the 
active South End collection, from its having been closed 
for fifteen working days on account of defective drainage, 
show considerable losses in their circulation. The deliveries 
from the various libraries are stated in the table below in 
the order of their establishment : —

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The number of books loaned to borrowers recorded as miss- 
ing from all the libraries is as follows: from Bates Hall, 8; 
from the Lower Hall, 84; from Roxbury, 11; from Charles- 
town, 2; from East Boston, South Boston, Dorchester, and 
South End, 1 each,—in all 59. Of these, a portion will 
probably be recovered, 

The delivery of periodicals at the Central Library and 
Branches is recorded since May Ist, as 320,838, as against 
320,582 for the same period in the previous year. Of these 
215,555 found use in the Boylston-street reading-room. 

5 Tue Poruutar LIBRARIES. 

In the last report of the Trustees an account was given in 
detail of the circulation and its character from the Lower 
Hall and all the Branches from their outset. The gross 
amount of all their issues from the first beginning to 1853, 
and following the successive establishments from 1862 to 
1882, amounts to the remarkable aggregate of 17,478,518.

Since the publication of the last Annual Report of the 
Trustees, and as soon as the regular engagements of the 
office year of the City Architect were well in hand, serious 
work was begun upon the library plans. Much still remains 
to be done. The preparation of all the building detail with 
a convenience of arrangement of the necessary halls and 
offices, with sufficient size and convenience of access, built 
with absolute safety and light, forms the first condition of 
the consideration of the Trustees ; — the second, which is 
equally binding upon them, is the ability of the city to con- 
tract for the structure upon the terms of the loan to which the 
cost of the building has been limited by the City Council. It 
is earnestly hoped that the necessary union of the two con- 
ditions of structure and cost may tind a solution before the 
middle of April. 

The proposed edifice has been limited in size so as to con- 
tain about twenty-five years of the growth of the Bates Hall 
Library. Its regular increase has been at the rate of about 
100,000 volumes in twelve years, without counting upon a 
large purchasing power from increasing trust funds, and from 
special donations due to individual taste and research in various 
departments of human knowledge. In the interests of the 
city, some consideration should be given to the future neces- 
sities of the institution, provided its growth and usefulness 
increase in due proportion to its present outlook; so that 
the building now to be erected shall not only be sufficient 
for the present purpose but shall not interfere with the future 
constructions upon the estate. 
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In GENERAL. 


- Since the last report the gifts to the Library shelves have 
been unusually large and valuable, and number 2,518 volumes 
and 10,690 pamphlets. The Arthur-Scholfield bequest, num- 
bering about 1,300 volumes, many of which were of unusual 
rarity, reached the institution in December. 

A portion of the Treadwell bequest, so far as invested in 
personal property, dependent upon the life of his respected 
relict, shortly after her decease, in the autumn, was delivered 
to the Trustees by John Noble, Esq., the executor of the 
estate, and the property, consisting of stocks valued, at the 
time, at $5,497, with $88 in money, was placed in the custody 
of the City Treasurer, as required by the Act of Incorpora- 
tion of the Trustees of the Public Library. When the real 
estate at Cambridge finds a purchaser at its approximate 
value the Trustees will receive their proportion of the same 
as allotted, both to the real and personal estate. 

The reduction of the annual appropriation for the year has 
materially affected the institution. No more money has ever 
been asked from the city for the different departments of the 
institution than was absolutely required. The amount desired 
by the Trustees was the same as appropriated for the past 
few years, notwithstanding the increased work done in each 
successive twelve months. Under the last restricted allow- 
ance, the expenditures have been reduced to the extent of 
$8,000 for the eight months, of which, after a careful consid- 
eration of the difficulties of the case, especially in reference 
to the future well-being and usefulness of the Library, about 
$5,000 fell upon the purchase of books, the department upon 
which the interest of readers and workers is most particularly 
centred. The life and usefulness of the institution depend, in 
a great measure, upon its ability to keep pace with the new 
publications of importance in science, literature, and art. Of 
those furnished to the popular libraries, besides current litera- 
ture of general interest, there must be included the fresh 
issues of works on the practical sciences needed by workers 
in mechanism, steam-power, construction, and other kindred 
specialties needed for the material assistance of those engaged 
in the various occupations. About three thousand slips con- 
tained the title of the books desired, and each signed by some 
one of those for whose use the Library is intended, who is an 
applicant for its purchase, are still on file, awaiting the ability 
of the institution to acquire.

Note.— The expenditures for books cover the cost of those chargeable to the trust-funds’ 
account, as well as those charged to the annual appropriations from the city, and also include 
such as are bought with the balances with the foreign agents at the close of the previous year. 
The financial and library years nominally correspond but it will happen that bills accru- 
ing subsequently to the middle of March (when the last requisition of the year, payable 
April Ist, is approved), will be audited in the subsequent year’s account beginning nominally 
May Ist. In this way books added between March 15th and May 1st may be counted in one 
year’s growth, and paid for in the subsequent year’s account. The cost of maintaining 
branches after the first year makes part of the general items of the several appropriations. 

The money for books bought on account of the Fellowes Atheneum is spent under the 
direction of the book committee of the trustees of the Fellowes fund.

FROM APRIL 6, 1885, TO DEC. 31, 1885.

To His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, — Massachusetts has the credit of being the 
first State in the Union to establish an office of which the sole 
duty was to protect her citizens from the dangers and fraud 
arising from the sale of adulterated milk. By an act of the 
General Court, in 1859, it was provided that the Mayor and 
Aldermen of cities shall appoint an Inspector of Milk ; and in 
pursuance of this duty, Hon. Frederic W. Lincoln, Jr., then 
Mayor of Boston, appointed Mr. Henry Faxon, who was 
sworn into office on August 10 of that year. 

In a journal kept by him, and still carefully preserved at 
this office, he records, as one of his first entries, the purchase 
of a “lactometer or milk-prover, and glasses for detecting 
adulterated milk,” and a few days later he writes: “ By order 
of the Mayor, caused one thousand handbills to be printed 
and distributed throughout the city by the police.” Nothing 
could furnish a greater contrast to the present methods and 
duties of the office than these two entries in the journal of 
the first Milk Inspector. There are now in Boston three 
times as many dealers in milk as the number of handbills 
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once considered sufficient for distribution “throughout the 
city ;” while the l/actometer of earlier days has given place toa 
large and well-appointed laboratory (belonging to the city), 
furnished with all the best modern scientific appliances for the 
chemical analysis not only of milk, but of such other food 
products as subsequent legislation has placed under the 
supervision of the office. 

Great progress, too, has been made in the so-called milk 
laws. Attorneys at the present time hesitate to defend a 
“milk-case ;” and in contrast to this I again copy from the 
journal of Mr. Faxon, where, under date of Feb. 4, 1861, 
he writes :— 


This A.M. visited Mr. Healy, City Solicitor, for his opinion in regard 
to the better enforcement of the milk law. Result: that he considered 
it worthless and inoperative; and had entirely failed to meet the ability 
of any person to properly enforce it. 


In the report of the Milk Inspector for 1864 he says : — 


Out of many cases which have been brought before the courts of ~ 
inferior jurisdiction, where convictions were promptly obtained, but one 
or two have stood the test of a final hearing before the Supreme Court. 


All this has been changed. Laws, which at first were 
found to be defective, have been revised; more recent 
decisions of the Supreme Court have greatly strengthened 
the hands of those called upon to enforce the sale of pure 
milk; and to-day the Massachusetts law has come to be 
regarded as one of the most stringent of the public statutes, 
and has served as a model which has been copied in framing 
similar legislation in many other States. Massachusetts, the 
first to adopt a standard for pure milk, has been followed in 
this respect by New Hampshire, Rhode Island, New York, 
and New Jersey. 

Hon. Frederic O. Prince, in his inaugural address to the 
City Council in 1880, said of this department : — | 


If the interests of the citizens require the inspection of milk, the 
inspection, to be valuable, should be thorough. It is impossible for one 
inspector to supervise all the dealers throughout the city. He should be 
assisted. ‘The department, as the Inspector suggests, should be reor- 
ganized. 


Hon. Martin Griffin, Inspector of Milk in 1880, in his 
annual report for that year says : — 


The importance of a pure, rich milk to residents of a crowded city is 
admitted by all, and efforts to secure that end cannot be too 
strongly urged or commended. . . . The restraining power of the 
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office is influential, and has resulted in great good to the public; but the 
office has not reached out to its fulness, and is not up to the require- 
ments of the interests committed to it. The city has grown in territory 
and population, but the office has remained, with a single exception, the 
same as when established in 1859. It is apparent that, with such inter- 
ests to guard and labor to perform, increased facilities for dischar ging 
it should be afforded. The daties of the office are exacting and try ing 
the hours of labor unusual and uncertain, and the territory to cover, 
wide and distant. . . . If the full intent of the office is to be carried 
out, and the work faithfully and thoroughly performed, increased assist- 
ance should be afforded, and the office placed in the position which its 
work and importance demand. 


Notwithstanding these and other similar suggestions and 
requests, often repeated, it was only at the beginning of the 
present official year that the office was, for the first time in 
its history, provided with the means in any degree adequate to 
its requirements or to develop its possibilities. | With the 
increased facilities thus furnished, the department has been 
completely reorganized. What has been accomplished, to- 
gether with such other matter in relation to the subject as 
may be of interest or of service, I have the honor to submit 
as follows : — 

The general duties of the office, as defined hy statute, 
relate to licenses, inspections, and complaints. 


LICENSES. 


The Inspector is required to annually license all persons 
who convey milk in carriages or otherwise for the purpose of 
selling the same within the city, the license fee being fifty 
cents. 

To keep a record of the name, residence, place of business, 
number of carriages or other vehicles used, the name and 
residence of every driver or other person engaged in carrying 
or selling milk, and the number of the Ticense., 

To see that the owner’s name, number of his license, and 
place of business are legibly placed on each outer side of all 
carriages or vehicles used in the conveyance and sale of 
milk. 

To register the name of every person selling or offering 
milk for sale in a “store, booth, stand, or market-place 8 
within the city; the registration fee, fifty cents, not being 
required to be renewed annually.

INSPECTIONS. 


It is the duty of the Inspector to enter all places where 
milk is stored or kept for sale, and to take samples, which 
he shall cause to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily 
tested. 

To take samples of butter, oleomargarine, and cheese, for 
the same purpose. 

To examine samples of vinegar, for strength, purity, and 
freedom from deleterious substances.

CoMPLAINTs. 


The statutes provide penalties : — 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register for the sale 
of milk. 

For selling or exposing for sale adulterated milk ; or milk to 
which water or any foreign substance has been added ; 
or milk produced from sick or diseased: cows; or milk 
produced from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries. 

For selling, or offering for sale as pure milk, milk from 
which the whole or any part of the cream has been re- 
moved. 

For selling skimmed milk unless from cans or other vessels 
marked as required by statute. 
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For selling or exposure for sale, or possession with intent to 
sell, milk or skimmed milk which is not. of standard 
quality, z.e., containing less than thirteen per cent. of 
milk solids in the ease of whole milk, or less than nine 
and three-tenths per cent. of milk solids exclusive of fat 
in the case of skimmed milk. 

For obstructing in any manner the Milk Inspector or his 
assistants in the performance of their duties. 

For selling, or exposure for sale, or possession with intent 
to sell, oleomargarine, butterine, imitation butter, or 
imitation cheese, unless marked as required by statute. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, as cider vinegar, vinegar 
which is not made exclusively of apple cider. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, of vinegar containing any 
artificial coloring matter, or containing any preparation 
of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or any ingredient injuri- 
ous to health. 

For the sale of any vinegar not of standard quality, ¢.e., con- 
taining less than four and one-half per cent. of absolute 
acetic acid, or,in the case of cider vinegar, containing 
less than two per cent. by weight of cider vinegar solids. 

It is the duty of the Inspector to make compl: int. for any 
of the offences thus enumerated, which may be brought to 
his notice as the result of his analyses of samples, or on the 
information of any person who lays before him satisfactory 
evidence upon which to sustain such complaint.

RESULT OF INSPECTION. 


An examination of the figures of 1,203 analyses given in 
the report of Dr. B. F. Davenport, Inspector of Milk for 
1884, shows that about 40 per cent. of this number were 
more or less adulterated by the addition of water, or had 
been reduced below the legal standard for pure milk by the 
removal of cream. The figures obtained for the year com- 
mencing April 6, 1885, the date upon which your Inspector 
entered upon his duties, did not for several months show any 
material difference from this result. A decided improvement, 
however, commenced to manifest itself about the first of July, 
and has continued to the present time. The following table 
shows the percentage of adulterated samples in those taken 
by our collectors from wagons and stores during the months 
covered by this report : —

The percentage of adulterated samples for the 9 months 
covered by this report is 30.64. 

Up to the month of November a considerable number of 
dealers in oleomargarine, who had neglected to mark their 
tubs, or papers containing retail sales, were warned per- 
sonally by the collectors ; after that date printed notices were 
sent, and your Inspector is able, therefore, to give figures 
for the months of November and December only; but it is 
very satisfactory to be able to state that, while of 330 inspec- 
tions made in November, warnings were sent to 56 dealers, 
in December out of 407 inspections 57 only required notices, 
being 24.24 per cent. in November and 14 per cent in 
December. 

Of the vinegars analyzed, 38 per cent. proved to be more 
or less adulterated, or not of standard quality, as regards acid 
strength. 

Mernops or INSPECTION. 


The office at present employs two collectors of samples 
whose duties begin at an early hour of the morning, and 
which are to take samples of milk from wagons and _ stores 
and deliver them to the office. The collectors make no in- 
spection of the milk, but their duties consist wholly in the 
taking of samples, and the examination of wagons to see that 
the provisions of the statutes in relation to licenses are com- 
plied with. The collectors are each provided with a small 
hand-bag holding ten pint cans, each of them having a figure 
stamped upon the handle. <A sample of milk being obtained 
(and the same system is applied to butter and vinegar), a 
printed tag is securely fastened to the can with a short piece 
of iron wire. The collector is required to write upon the 
tag the date, the hour, and the locality where the sample is 
obtained.

The collector records the name upon the wagon, the 
driver in charge, and the license number. He carefully ob- 
serves the can from which the sample is obtained, and re- 
ports whether or not the can is marked “Skimmed milk.” 
Signing his name or initials he deposits the can in the bag, 
and proceeds to take other samples, which he labels in a 
similar manner. The samples, are delivered to the office, 
where they are received personally by the Inspector or his 
assistant, who receipts for them by marking each card with 
the initial letter of his name. The samples are then ana- 
lyzed, the results of the analysis being written upon the 
back of the card upon proper spaces prepared for recording 
the various results obtained. The card is not detached from 
the can until the examination is completed. The results are 
copied into books kept for the purpose, while the cards (he- 
ing the original report of the whole inspection, from the first 
taking of the sample to its final analysis) are filed away in 
suitable drawers, arranged alph: tbetically according to the 
names of the milkmen. In this way is gradually accumu- 
lated a large number of reports, which form a complete card- 
catalogue (like those adopted in libraries) where at a glance 

can be found the entire record of any particular de: ler for 

the year. The office employs three varieties of cards — of 
distinctive colors —for milk (white) ; for butter (yellow) ; 
and for vinegar (buff.) The sample being satisfactory, the 
card takes its place in the card-catalogue. If unsatisfactory 
the card is stamped by the analyst with a W (warning) in 
the case of a store, or a © (complaint), in case the sample 

taken from a wagon. If a store, the following warning

Under our statute a store-keeper is equally liable with a 
milkman for the possession or sale of adulterated milk, but it 
is thought best to send warnings, because, while there are 
doubtless some store-keepers who adulterate their milk, the 
larger number of them sell it as delivered to them. The ef- 
fect of this notice is to cause the store-keeper to admonish the 
milkman; in many cases to discharge him; and in almost all 
instances to produce an immediate improvement of the milk 
sold. 
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After two or more warnings are thus sent to the same store- 
keeper, if the milk is found, within a reasonable time, to be 
below the standard, the proprietor of the store is complained 
of; this has been necessary, however, in but a few instances. 
These warnings are not sent to milkmen. 


THe Crry LABORATORY. 


Until 1884 analyses of milk were made only in those cases 
where it was expected that complaints would be made in 
court. These analyses were made by professional chemists 
outside the office, and were paid for at the rate of ten dollars 
for each sample. In 1884 the Inspector, Dr. Davenport, 
being himself an analyst, inaugurated the plan of making his 
own chemical examinations. A room in the Old Franklin 
School-building, 1151 Washington street, was partially fitted 
up for a laboratory, and a large number of analyses of milk, 


butter, and vinegar were made by the Inspector and his © 


assistants, with much more satisfactory results than under the 
old plan. At this time all the chemical apparatus employed 
was the personal property of the Inspector ; but at the begin- 
ning of the present year (1885) the laboratory was made 
complete in its furnishings, and all the necessary apparatus 
for the full analysis of milk, butter, and vinegar was pur- 
chased, and. is now the property of the city. 

The following is a general inventory of the chemical appa-

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Metrnops oF EXAMINATION. 


Specific Gravity. — All samples of milk, when brought to 
the office, are first examined as to specific gravity and the 
approximate percentage of fat as given by Feser’s lacto- 
scope. 

The specific gravity is determined by a delicate Pile’s hy- 
drometer, — correction being made for the temperature, and 
the specific gravity reduced to 15° C. (59° F.) The spe- 
cific gravity being required at 59° F., a correction is neces- 
sary, because, if the milk be colder than 59°, the readings of 
the hydrometer and lactometer are too high; while, if the 
milk be warmer than 59°, the readings of these instruments 
are too low. Instead of warming or cooling the milk to the 
exact degree required, it is more convenient to take the spe- 
cific gravity at any temperature and reduce it to the proper 
gravity at the standard temperature. It is approximately 
correct to deduct | degree from the specific gravity for each 
5 degrees of the thermometer below 59°, and add + degree 
to the specific gravity for each 4 degrees of the thermometer 
above 59°. This method, however, is correct only for a lim- 
ited range ; but the following tables give the corrected specific 
gravity for each of the degrees from 1.027 to 1.035 for tem- 
peratures from 40° F. to 80° F. 
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There are two kinds of lactometers in common use among 
farmers and milk-dealers, —the Orange county lactometer, 
graduated from 0 to 25°, and the New York Board of Health 
Jactometer, graduated from 0 to 120°. For convenience of 
comparison the following table shows the relations between 
these two instruments and the corresponding specific 
gravity : —

The Lactoscope. — Feser’s lactoscope, which has come into 
extensive use within the past two years, is a very ready 
means of determining approximately the percentage of fat in 
a specimen of milk. Its construction depends upon the fact 
that the richer the milk in fat the greater is the number of 
fat globules in a given space, and hence a greater opacity. 
The instrument consists of a small glass cylinder graduated 
by lines showing the percentage of fat. Enclosed within the 
cylinder, near the bottom, is a still smaller cylinder of white 
glass on which are ruled several black lines. <A definite 
quantity of milk (four cubic centimeters) being placed in the 
cylinder, successive portions of water are added until (after 
thorough mixture with each addition) the opacity of the 
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milk is reduced to a point where the black lines on the small 
cylinder can be seen without being too distinctly visible. 
The instrument is so arranged that the figure corresponding 
to the level of the mixture of milk and water shows the per- 
centage of fat. 

The readings of the lactoscope, taken in connection with 
the corrected specific gravity, make it possible to determine 
with reasonable certainty whether the milk is very good or 
very poor ; if found to be very good, it is passed ; if found to 
be poor or doubtful, it is analyzed to ascertain its precise 
character and composition. The accompanying table shows 
the character of the milk when examined by Feser’s lacto- 
scope and the specific gravity.

Chapter 57, Section 9, of the Public Statutes (as amended 
by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885) providesthat if milk is shown 
upon analysis to contain more than eighty-seven per cent. of 
watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk 
solids, or to contain less than nine and three-tenths per cent. 
of milk solids, exclusive of fat, it shall be deemed for the 
purposes of the chapter to be adulterated. 

To ascertain these factors the following methods are 
adopted : — 


Milk Solids. — 'To ascertain the percentage of milk solids, 
5 grams of milk are weighed in a flat-bottomed platinum dish 
2} inches in diameter and about } inch in depth. The 
weight of the dish being first ascertained, 5 grams are added 
to the weights balancing the dish, and the milk (about 5 cubic 
centimeters) added until the equilibrium is restored. Each 
dish has a figure stamped upon its side, so that any number 


of samples may be analyzed at the same time without con- 
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fusion. The dish containing the milk is placed upon a water 
bath, the bath being closed at the top by a flat metallic plate. 
After about two hours the dish is transferred to a drying- 
oven, where, for perhaps an hour more, it is heated to 105° C. 
It is then quite dry and is weighed. The weight of the dish 
with the milk solids being ascertained, the original weight of 
the dish is subtracted, — giving the weight of the total solids 
in 5 grams of milk. The percentage (or grams of milk solids 
in 100 grams of milk) is ascertained by multiplying the 
weight of solids found by 20. 

Milk Solids exclusive of Fat. —The platinum dish with its 
contents is then filled with petroleum benzine (75° to 80° 
Baumé), and heated on the water bath as before. The benzine 
being raised to the boiling point rapidly dissolves the fat 

butter). The benzine is then poured off, and more benzine 
added, boiled, and poured off as before. The benzine is 
added and poured off three times; the platinum dish is then 
thoroughly washed with a wash-bottle containing benzine, and 
after careful drying is weighed. ‘The weight of the dish and 
contents less the weight of the dish gives the weight of the 
milk solids exclusive of the fat, the fat having been dissolved 
and removed by the benzine. This weight multiplied by 20 
gives the percentage of solids not fat in 100 grams of milk. 

Fat. — The difference between the percentage of solids not 
fat and the percentage of total solids gives the percentago 
of fat. 

Ash. —The mineral salts contained in milk form what is 
called the ash. To determine this, the dish in which the 
solids and solids not fat have been determined is with its 
contents (solids not fat) heated to a dull red heat till the 
organic portion of the milk is consumed and the residue is 
quite white. 

The dish and the ash are weighed and the percentage deter- 
mined as before. 

Sugar. —It is frequently of advantage to determine the 
amount of sugar of milk in the sample under examination. 
This is effected by aid of the polariscope. A description of 
this instrument and the details to be followed in its use are 
unnecessary at this time. They may be found in a report 
by Prof. S. P. Sharples, published in the Fourth Annual 
Supplement to the Report of the Mass. State Board of Health, 
Lunacy, and Charity (1882, page 47). 

Albuminoids. —'The sum of the percentages of the ash, 
and the sugar, subtracted from the solids not fat, gives the 
albuminoids (caseine, etc.).

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In determining the character of any particular sample of 
milk, consideration should be given to all of the factors of the 
analysis, and a reasonable margin below the legal limits 
allowed in determining whether or not the sample should be 
complained of; but in estimating the relation of a given 
sample to standard milk, a comparison of the percentage of 
solids found with 13 (the solids in standard milk) will 
give the percentage of standard milk in the sample, the dif- 
ference being added water. 

It is to be observed that there is a difference between the 
percentage of added water in a given sample and the per- 
centage of water added ¢o one hundred parts of standard 
milk; thus a milk which on analysis showed 10.40 per cent. 
of total solids would indicate 20 per cent. of added water zn 
a mixture of standard milk and water, — that is, five quarts 
of such adulterated milk would consist of four quarts of 
standard milk and one quart of water; but the percentage of 
water added ¢o the four quarts of standard milk would be 25 
per cent. instead of 20 per cent., as calculated from the total 
solids.

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THe ADULTERATIONS OF MILK. 


Water. —The addition of water, with or without the 
removal of cream, is the most extensive of the fraudulent 
practices of the milk dealer. The addition of water to milk 
is not merely a “commercial fraud,” as it is often claimed, 
for in many cases milk so adulterated may be rendered pos- 
itively injurious. The addition of water not only disturbs 
the delicate relations of the various constituents of milk, by 
which the milk is more readily turned sour, but where the 
water is drawn from objectionable sources, such as wells in 
the vicinity of stables, contaminated by sewage or other im- 
purities, it is certain that disease-germs may be introduced. 
A writer in the “ Boston Medical and Surgical Journal” 
says :— 


Nature always manufactures her fluids in accordance with the most 
approved rules of chemistry, and any attempts to improve upon her gen- 
erally cause trouble. Milk is a very complex substance, and at best 
requires delicate attention to preserve it as such even for a short time, 
so that any disturbance of the equilibrium existing between the relative 
proportions of the elements hastens those chemical processess which 
generate lactic acid, or, in other words, convert it into sour milk. 
Milk adulterated with water i is, therefore, milk no longer; and, although 
the agent thus employed is by ‘itself har mless, its use in this way is none 
the less a grave offence both against the health and the pocket of the 
community. 


~ 


Charles Girard, Director-General of the Municipal Labo- 
ratory of Paris, in his report (sur les Travaux du Laboratoire 
Municipal, 1885), says : — 


It is known that water is a vehicle for contagious diseases; wells, 
cisterns, recipients of every description which serve for the storage of 
water, may become charged with organic matters injurious to health. 
Thus it is that milk, which by itself is very liable to fermentation, be- 
comes dangerous when it is mixed with contaminated water; a creat 
number of ferment germs may be introduced into the milk and develop 
there with great rapidity. Milk dealers in Paris have been known to 
add to their cans of milk water taken from the gutter. Such water, in- 
fected with germs and putrid matters, constitutes a veritable poison. 
Diarrheal diseases, vomitings, and colics are the inevitable sequences of 
the ingestion of milk adulterated with such material. 


That milk does at times carry disease to the human system 
is beyond question; and it is now certain that the spread of 
zymotic diseases (typhoid fever, scarlet fever, . diphtheria, 
etc.) has been traced to foul water in milk. 

In 1870 Dr. Ballard was able to show that an outbreak of 
typhoid fever which attacked 175 persons at Islington coin- 
cided with the use of milk from a particular dairy. The 
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same physician, in 1872, found that 51 families where the 
same disease prevailed were supplied with milk by a single 
dairyman. In another instance 47 families obtained their 
milk from two dealers whose dairies were close together, 
and who used water from the same well. In 1873 an epi- 
demic of typhoid fever broke out at Marylebone. It was 
found that of 244 cases investigated, 218 were in families 
having milk from a particular dairy ; : and it was shown that 
the water used for dairy purposes was contaminated by the 
drainage from a dwelling where a person was suffering from ty- 
phoid fever immediately before and at the time of the outbreak. 
In 1875, at Crossbells, a still more striking case occurred. 
In 40 families using milk from one dealer 18 cases of ty- 
phoid fever occurred ; while in 42 other families in the same 
neighborhood which used condensed milk, or none at all, 
there was not a single case. 

At the International Medical Congress, in 1881, Mr. Ernest 
Hart, of London, read a paper, in which he says 


The number of epidemics of typhoid fever recorded in the abstract, 
as due to milk, is 50; scarlatina, 15; diphtheria, 7. The total number 
of cases occurring during epidemics, traced to the use of infected milk, 
may be reckoned, in round numbers, as 3,506 of typhoid fever, 800 of 
scarlet fever, and 500 of diphtheria. 


The “London Lancet,” 1883-84, reports 30 cases of 
typhoid fever, which occurred at Dundee, Scotland, in 
families supplied by one milkman having three children sick 
of this disease ; also 16 cases of typhoid fever, at Aberdeen, 
Scotland, in nine families, which were caused by the milk 
from a dairy where typhoid fever prevailed; 30 cases of 
typhoid fever, at Penzance, England, were traced to the 
supply of milk. 

An epidemic of similar nature at Port Jervis, N.Y., was 
caused and spread, according to the fourth annual report 
of the New York State Board of Health, through the medium 
of infected milk. It appeared as the result of the investiga- 
tions of Dr. F. C. Curtis that 87 per cent. of the cases 
occurred among persons supplied by one milk pedler. 
It was believed that the milk was infected through the water 
and cloths used to wash out the cans. 

Dr. Newton reports, in the case of an epidemic of typhoid 
fever at Alleghany City, Pa., in 1883, that the milk supplied 
to 48 of the infected families was furnished by the same 
dairy. Dr. Rauth says : — 


The danger of admixture of water with milk has been lately sadly 
displayed, and justifies the most severe measures of repression which 
any government could well enact.— Rauth on Infant Feeding. 
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Experiments have shown that milk from animals affected 
with apthous fever (foot and mouth disease) will, when 
taken, produce a similar disease in the human subject ; and it 
is more than probable that the same is true of the disease 
among cattle called anthrax, (malignant pustule in man). 
The milk of sheep affected with anthrax is known to have 
produced it in other animals; and it is now considered as 
well proved that the milk of tuberculous cows is capable of 
communicating the disease to man. 

I am indebted for many of the facts above stated to a 
valuable report on “Cow’s Milk in Reference to its Medical 
Bearings,” by R. D. Clark, M.D., published among the 
papers printed in the “ First Annual Report of the New York 
State Dairy Commissioner, 1885.” 


REMOVAL OF CREAM (SKIMMING). 


The abstraction of the cream (fat) from milk is, next to 
the addition of water, the most common falsification. 

Much of the milk sold in stores is of this sort. It is fre- 
quently spoken of as “only taking off a little cream ;” but 
this (to infants) is of far greater consequence than is gener- 
ally known. 

Distinguished medical writers assert that fat is an almost 
indispensable agent in the formation of blood; that it is 
largely concerned in the secretion of bile; that no animal 
cell or fibre can be formed without it: that it is the chief 
source of muscular force, and probably of nerve force; and 
that as a heat producer it stands preéminent among the 
alimentary principles. In view of these facts, says Dr. R. 


D. Clark of New York : — 


We see that milk fat is one of the most, if not the most, important 
ingredients of an infant’s food ; indeed it is essential, in large quantities, 
to its proper nourishment, and consequently a deficiency of it Beene: but 
produce serious results. 


Skimmed milk has, no doubt, foradults, a certain food-value ; 
but the alleged “advantage to the poorer classes,” and other 
specious pretences by which interested persons seek to 
justify its sale, are more than overbalanced by the fraud and 
deception which the sale of skimmed milk makes possible. 
If honest skimmed milk were sold at the price at which it 
ought to be furnished, and ¢f the purchasers of it were made 
to clearly understand what they were buying, there might be 
no objection to its sale; but it is safe to say that, of the so- 
called skimmed milk sold in Boston, not one-tenth part is 
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sold for what it is, but, on the contrary, the greater portion 
constitutes what is known as “store-milk,” and in almost 
every instance is sold as pure. 

I regret to say that, under the present statutes of Mas- 
sachusetts this fraud is easily committed, and very difficult 
of detection. 

Section 7, Chapter 57, of the Public Statutes (as amended 


by Chapter 352 of the Acts of 1885) provides that :— 


No dealer in milk, and no servant or agent of such a dealer, shall sell, 
exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession with intent to 
sell, exchange, or deliver, milk from which the cream or any part thereof 
has been removed, unless, in a conspicuous place above the centre, upon 
the outside of every vessel, can, or package from or in which such milk 
is sold, the words ‘*‘ SKIMMED MILK” are distinctly marked in uncon- 
densed Gothic letters not less than one inch in length. 


. 

This at first sight would seem to be ample protection, but 
its practical working demonstrates that it furnishes protection 
only to dishonest store-keepers and milkmen, and enables 
both to perpetrate a gross fraud upon the unsuspecting 
public. 

There are some dealers in Boston, whose cans are, all of 
them, marked “skimmed milk.” This at once almost com- 
pletely nullifies any efforts of the inspector to protect the 
families or honest store-keepers to whom such milk may be 
sold as pure. A sample of milk taken from a can so marked 
cannot be of service to convict the milkman, because it is 
obviously impossible (except in a few cases of infrequent 
occurrence) to prove that he intended to sell it as pure milk ; 
yet this, in very many instances, is precisely. what he intends 
and what he does. Such men do not hesitate to admit that 
they mark their cans to “get ’round the law.” A not un- 
common practice of some of these men is to have labels 
with the words “skimmed milk” stumped upon a piece of tin, 
which, by means of a hook or ring, is easily fastened to a can 
and as easily detached. These labels are hung upon the cans 
while upon the wagon, or during the time that the inspector 
may be about; but just before the can is delivered the mark 
is removed, and made to serve its dishonest purpose upon 
other cans. Jam informed that this practice prevails in 
other cities as well as Boston. Many storekeepers buy this 
* store-milk” well knowing its character ; but by keeping the 
can in an ice-chest they give the customer no opportunity to 
observe the marking, or to suspect the true character of the 
milk. Iam of the opinion that the only effective remedy 
for these abuses is to repeal the section of the statute (Chap. 
57, Sect. 7) in relation to skimmed milk, or at least to so 
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amend it as to prevent the sale of skimmed milk at retail, 
as in New York, where the laws require that all milk shall 
have at least three per cent. of fat. From personal conversa- 
tion with many dealers I am satisfied that a great majority 
of them would be pleased to have this accomplished. 


The editor of the (London) “ Analyst,” in commenting 


upon the results of a trial for the sale of skimmed milk in 
New York, says: 


The prosecution was brought under one of the ordinances prohibiting 
skim-milk from being held for sale in New York City, etc. The reason 
for such action is that milk supplied, for instance, in the morning to 
customers might be in cans plainly marked ‘‘skim-milk” without the 
actual purchaser really seeing them and knowing that he was being 
supplied with skim-milk. Also, the cans might be placed behind a 
counter, or, as in the above ease, in ice-tubs, so th: it the mark on the cans, 
OLS skim -milk,” might be concealed from the purchaser. ‘To permit 
the sale of skim-milk from cans, even when conspicuously marked as 
containing it, seemed to open the ‘door to too much possible fraud, and its 
sale therefore has been prohibited. 


In France, a commission of distinguished scientists to 
whom was referred a series of questions relative to the sale 
of milk, in response to an inquiry whether or not the sale of 
skimmed milk should be prohibited, reported : — 


This question is not a new one, and is already answered by the police 
ordinances, which prohibit the sale of skimmed milk. The commission, 
without hesitation, approve this legislation. Milk is one of the most 
perfect foods which nature has given to man; it contains all the ele- 
ments necessary to the sustenance of the or anism, since it is alone suf- 
ficent for the food and development of the child during the first year of 
its existence. The diverse substances which enter into its composition 
are found in such proportions as are exactly suited to alimentation, and 
the harmony of these proportions cannot be disturbed with impunity. 
Now this harmony is destroyed when milk is skimmed; that is to say, 
when it is deprived of one of its most valuable elements, —the fatty matter 
or cream. But, since there is a considerable demand for cream, the 
question is asked, May not the skimmed milk be sold; it is still a nourish- 
ing food, and it would be a pity not to make use of it? To this objection 
it is easy to reply that skimmed milk may be used for feeding to animals 
or in the manufacture of cheese; to permit its sale would be to introduce 
a product of inferior food value, and increase the difficulties, already too 
great, which attend the surveillance of the sale of milk. 


To the inquiry they reply specifically : — 
That skimmed milk, being deprived of a portion of the fat which it 


naturally contains, should still be considered as a falsified milk, and as 
such excluded from legitimate commerce. 


CoLorED MILK. 


Not less common than skimming and watering is the fraud 
of colored milk. For the purpose of coloring, an alkaline 
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solution of annatto, under the name of “ Benefit,” the sale of 
which should be prohibited by statute, has come into exten- 
sive use, this article having to a considerable extent displaced 
the burnt sugar, or caramel, formerly employed. It is gen- 
erally admitted that both of these substances are harmless ; 
but their use under any circumstances is none the less a 
cheat, for they are never used except to cover adulteration, 
or, in the case of milk otherwise pure, to make it appear to 
be better than it really is. 

Martin and Waller give the following process for the 
detection of annatto : Evaporate 200 to 500 cubic centimetres 
of milk nearly to dryness, and extract the residue with 
alcohol. This alcoholic solution evaporated to a small bulk 
turns brown with acids, and yellow with alkalies; or con- 
centrated sulphuric acid may be added, drop by drop, when, 
if annatto be present, a blue color is formed, deepening into 
dark-brownish purple on standing. 


Boracic Acip, SALicyLic ACID, AND OTHER PRESERVATIVES. 


Within a few years many so-called “preservatives” have 
been offered for sale, all of which are more or less objection- 
able, and especially as an addition to milk or cream. The 
use of salicylic acid in any article of food is expressly pro- 
hibited by the Paris police ordinances, and the health 
authorities of Brooklyn, N.Y., have stopped the sale of an 
article containing boracic acid. It has been claimed that 
boracic acid is harmless; but this is a matter which is, to say 
the least, debatable, and no physician would countenance its 
use as an addition to an infant’s food. Very large quantities 
of it are consumed as a preservative for cream. Unfortu- 
nately there is no special law for the punishment of the 
adulteration of cream. On this subject, Dr. William K. 
Newton, health officer of Paterson, N.J., says : — 


The mere fact that a certain chemical combination will check fermen- 
tation or putrefaction outside of the body leads us to believe that 
digestion will be impaired or impeded. This I have sought to prove, 
in an imperfect way, by treating milk with a preservative, and then 
attempting artificial digestion. Digestion was proved to be interfered 
with, or checked altogether. 


There are other less important substances used in the 
adulteration of milk, as salt, sugar, starch (rarely), bicar- 
bonate of soda, the employment of which calls for no special 
remark at this time. The four principal frauds practised in 
the sale of milk are, as before stated, watering, skimming, 


coloring, and the use of preservatives. Either of these 
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adulterations deserves the fullest condemnation, and merits 
severe and summary punishment. 


THe Mick STANDARD. 


The Public Statutes of Massachusetts declare that a bushel 
of wheat shall weigh 60 pounds (Chap. 60, Sect. 22); of 
corn, 56 pounds; of potatoes, 60 pounds (Sect. 61); of 
timothy or herd’s grass-seed, 45 pounds (Sect. 67). They 
establish a standard for the illuminating power of the gas 
supplied by corporations (Chap. 61, Sect. 14) ; that burning 
oils shall be of a certain quality (Chap. 102, Sect. 69) ; that 
vinegar shall be of not less than a certain acid strength (Chap. 
150, Acts of 1885). They have in like manner established 
a standard for milk, which has been declared to be at least 
13 per cent. of solids, and not less than 9.3 per cent. of 
solids exclusive of fat. This milk standard has been the sub- 
ject of much discussion during the past season. ‘There is a 
certain class of dealers who claim that it is too high, although 
by far the larger number of producers and dealers consider 
it just and reasonable. 

The public have a right to demand that the milk supplied 
to them shall be of good average quality ; and it is asserted 
that the present standard in Massachusetts is precisely this, 
and no more. The following table gives the average com- 
position of milk as given by a considerable number of 
observers : —

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These results give rise to the following pertinent question : 
If the average composition of the milk (some of which had 
been skimmed and watered) delivered by 130 milkmen 
(about one-fifth the whole number) in Boston shows 13.11 
total solids and 9.66 of solids not fat, is it not fair that the 
standard should be 13 per cent. of solids and 9.3 per cent. 
of solids not fat ? 

John E. Russell, secretary of the Massachusetts State 
Board of Agriculture e, in the Thirty-second Annual Report 
(Mass. Pub. Does., V. I., No. 4, p. 9); says: 


The greater part of the milk received from farms is above the require- 
ments of the Massachusetts standard. 


The question is frequently asked, “Are there not cows, 
under various conditions of feed, season, ete., whose milk 
does not come up to this standard?” To this we answer, Yes ; 


but the number of such cows is greatly overrated, and in any 
ee 


ease the right of the public to demand milk of “ good 
average quality” remains the same. Whoever buys a barrel 
of potatoes, a tub of butter, a ton of coal, or any other com- 
modity of daily use and necessity, has a right to expect that 
the articles furnished shall be of * eood average quality.” 
There is no reason why milk should be an exception. In the 
case of State vs. Wayland Smith (Rhode Island Reports, 
Vol. XIV., p. 100), the opinion of the Supreme Court of 
Rhode Island upon this subject is as follows : — 


It is equally a fraud on the buyer, whether the milk which he buys was 
originally good, and has been deteriorated by the addition of water, or 
whether in the natural state it is so poor that it contains the same pro- 
portion of water as that which has been adulterated. Again, since it 
may sometimes happen, though we presume infrequently, that milk as it 
comes from the cow is below the standard required by Section 38, it 
would manifestly be difficult for the prosecution to prove that its poor 
quality was due to adulteration, although in a very large majority of 
cases such would probably be the fact. By putting such milk in’ the 
same category with adulterated milk, the prosecution is relieved from 
the auieuliy» and a loophole for the ese: ipe of offenders is closed. 

If a cow hubitually gives milk of a quality so poor as 
to come rehire the statute, or, as the ~ defend: int puts it, in his brief, so 
poor that, asa commercial commodity, it is valuable only for the purposes 
of irrigation, she is of no value as a milk producer, and can have none 
as such to her owner, unless he can sell her milk to his unsuspecting 
neighbors for a price greatly in excess of its value, a species of fraud 
which ought not to be tolerated. The section’ is but a slight extension 
of the provision which prohibits the sale of adulterated milk, and, like 
that, was designed to protect the public against imposition. 


1 The section establishes a standard for milk. 
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Pure AnpD IwirTaTION BUTTER. 


While in some States, as Maine, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota, and Missouri, laws have been enacted prohibiting 
the sale of compounds made in imitation of or as a substitute 
for butter, in Massachusetts, the sale of these goods has 
been permitted, provided the tubs and packages containing 
them were plainly marked. Until 1885 the statute required 
the marking to be in letters “not less than one inch in 
length.” No specification was made as to the width of the 
letter, consequently dealers very soon discovered that thin 
skeleton letters placed very closely together complied with 
the statute, or, at least, so far complied with it as. to 
make conviction by a jury difficult or impossible. This 
was remedied by the last Legislature, in an amendment 
which required the marking to be in “uncondensed Gothic 
letters not less than one half inch in length.” This provi- 
sion has been very generally complied with, although there 
is still at times great carelessness and negligence among 
some of the dealers who handle these goods. 

In the chemical examination of butter, several processes 
have been proposed, among the most important being that 
of Hehner, based on the percentage of insoluble fatty acids 
present in any given sample, which should not be more than 
ninety per cent. and the method of Koettstorfer, which de- 
pends upon the amount of potassium hydrate required for 
saponification, not less in the case of pure butter than 0.221 
grams for 1 gram of the specimen examined. 

The process which thus far appears to be the most satis- 
factory, in rapidity and simplicity of operation, and giving 
concordant results, capable of detecting with certainty 
smaller proportions of foreign fats (beef or pork) than any 
other is Meissl’s modification of Reichert’s method, which 
is based on a determination of the amount of volatile fatty 
acids obtained by following a particular method of manip- 
ulation. For this purpose 5 grams of the thoroughly 
mixed butter is weighed out on a double filter paper, and 
then transferred to an Erlenmeyer flask; 10 cubic centi- 
metres of an alcoholic solution of potassuim hydrate (2 
grams of potassium hydrate in 10 cubic centimetres of 
alcohol of 70 per cent.) are then added, and the mixture 
heated on a water-bath with frequent agitation until saponi- 
fication is complete and the alcohol fully evaporated. 

The last traces of alcohol are readily removed by forcing 
air into the flask by means of a foot-bellows. 100 cubic 
centimetres of water are added to the contents of the 
flask, and after the further addition of 50 cubic centimetres 
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of diluted sulphuric acid (10 acid, 90 water) the flask is 
connected with a Liebig’s condenser, and 100 cubic centime- 
ters distilled. A current of air forced through the apparatus 
prevents the violent ebullition and bumping which otherwise 
occurs. 

The distillate is titrated with a decinormal solution of 
sodium hydrate. Meissl found that forty-nine butters gave 
distillates, which required from 27 to 31.8 cubic centimetres 
of normal soda solution for saturation.

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VINEGAR. 


Chapter 307, Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 150, 

Acts of 1885, provide penalties for the sale or exposure for 
sale, etc., of any vinegar containing any artificial coloring. 

matter, or less than 4) per cent. of absolute acetic acid, or- 
in the case of cider vinegar containing less than 2 per cent. 
of cider vinegar solids. 

The use of sulphuric acid as an agent for strengthening } 
vinegar is now very uncommon. The practice, however, of 
offering as cider vinegar a cheap, acetic-acid vinegar, or a 
malt or glucose vinegar, colored, and fixed up with cider 
jelly, or the residue of ‘boiled cider, is quite general with a cer- 
tain class of manufacturers. This and the coloring of “white 
wine ” vinegar are the principal frauds now practised. The 
methods for the exaniination of vinegar and detection of 
adulterations have been very fully given in former reports of 
this office by Dr. Davenport, and it is unnecessary to refer 
to them in detail at the present time. | 

The following are the results of the analyses of the first 
hundred samples of vinegar examined, and will give an idea 
of their general character and strength.

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THE LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


IN RELATION TO THE 


SALE AND INSPECTION OF MILK. 


[Cuaprer 57, Pusric STaTurTEs. | 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of milk for their respective places, who shall be 
sworn before entering upon the duties of their office. Each in- 
spector shall publish a notice of his appointment for two weeks in 
a newspaper published in his city or town, or, if no newspaper is 
published therein, he shall post up such notice in two or more pub- 
lic places in such city or town. 

Sect. 2. (As amended by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885.) Such 
inspectors shall keep an office, and shall record in books kept for 
the purpose the names and places of business of all persons en- 
gaged in the sale of milk within their city or town. Said inspectors 
or their assistants may enter all places where milk is stored or kept 
for sale, and all carriages used for the conveyance of milk, andthe 
said inspectors or their assistants may take samples for analysis 
from all such places or carriages. ‘The inspectors shall cause the 
samples of milk so taken to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily 
tested, the results of which analysis or test they shall record and 
preserve as evidence. ‘The inspectors shall receive such compen- 
sation as the mayor and aldermen or selectmen may determine. 

Sect. 3. In all cities and in all towns in which there is an in- 
spector of milk,.every person who conveys milk in carriages, or 
otherwise, for the purpose of selling the same in such city or town, 
shall annually, on the first day of May, or within thirty days there- 
after, be licensed by the inspector or inspectors of milk of such 
city or town to sell miik within the limits thereof, and shall pay to 
such inspector or inspectors fifty cents each to the use of the city 
or town. ‘The inspector or inspectors shall pay over monthly to 
the treasurer of such city or town all sums collected by him or 
them. Licenses shall be issued only in the names of the owners 
of carriages or other vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this 
chapter, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall be 
sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license shall record the name, 
residence, place of business, number of carriages or other vehicles 
used, the name and residence of every driver or other person, 
engaged in carrying or selling said milk, and the number of the 
license. Each licensee shall, before engaging in the sale of milk 
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cause his name, the number of his license, and his place of business 
to be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages or vehicles 
used by him in the conveyance and sale of milk, and he shall report 
to the inspector or inspectors any change of driver or other person 
employed by him which may occur during the term of his license. 
Whoever, without being first licensed under the provisions of this 
section, sells milk or exposes it for sale from carriages or other 
vehicles, or has it in his custody or possession with intent so to 
sell, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this section, 
shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not less than thirty 
nor more than one hundred dollars; for a second offence, by fine 
of not less than fifty nor more than three hundred dollars ; and for 
a subsequent offence by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment 
in the house of correction for not less than thirty nor more than 
sixty days, 

Sect. 4. Every person before selling milk or offering it for 
sale ina store, booth, stand, or market-place in a city or in a town in 
which an inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, shall reg- 
ister in the books of such inspector or inspectors, and shall pay to 
him or them fifty cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects to so register shall be punished for each offence by 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 5. Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or 
as the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges or 
delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale or exchange, adulterated 
milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added, or milk produced from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries, 
or from sick or diseased cows, shall, for a first offence, be pun- 
ished by fine of not less than fifty nor more than two hundred 
dollars; for a second offence, by fine of not less than one hundred 
nor more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
house of correction for not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days, and, for a subsequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and 
by imprisonment in the house of correction for not less than sixty 
nor more than ninety days. 

Secor. 6. Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or 
as the servantor agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or 
delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale as pure milk, any milk from 
which the cream ora part thereof has been removed, shall be pun- 
ished by the penalties provided in the preceding section. 

Secor. 7. (As amended by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885.) No dealer 
in milk and no servant or agent of such a dealer, shall sell, exchange, 
or deliver, or have in his custody or possession with intent to sell, 
exchange, or deliver milk from which the cream or any part thereof 
has been removed, unless in a conspicuous place above the centre 
upon the outside of every vessel, can, or package from or in which 
such milk is sold the words ““SKIMMED MILK” are distinctly 
marked in uncondensed Gothic letters not less than one inch in 
length. Whoever violates the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by the penalties provided in section five. 
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Secr. 8. (As amended by Chap. 810, Acts of 1884.) Any 
inspector of milk, and any servant or agent of an inspector who 
wilfully connives at or assists in a violation of the provisions of 
this chapter, and whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way inter- 
feres with any inspector of milk, or any servant or agent of an 
inspector, in the performance of his duty, shall be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days. 

see 9. (As amended by Chap. 3852, Acts of 1885.) In 
all prosecutions under this chapter, if the milk is shown upon 
analysis to contain more than cighty-seven per cent. of watery 
fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, or to 
contain less than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk solids, 
exclusive of fat, it shall be deemed for the purposes of this chap- 
ter to be adulterated. | 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to institute 
a complaint for a violation of any of the provisions of this chap- 
ter on the information of any person who lays before him satisfac- 
tory evidence by which to sustain such complaint. 

Seot. 11. Each inspector shall cause the name and place of 
business of every person convicted of selling adulterated milk or 
of having the same in his possession with intent to sell, to be pub- 
lished in two newspapers in the county in which the offence was 
committed. 

Srecr. 12. (Section 8 of Chapter 352, of the Acts of 1885.) 
No person shall sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody 
or possession with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, skimmed 
milk containing less than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk 
solids, exclusive of fat. Whoever violates the provisions of this 
section shall be punished by the penalties provided in section five 
of chapter fifty-seven of the Public Statutes. 

Secor. 13. (Section 4 of Chapter 310, Acts of 1884.) Before 
commencing the analysis of any sample the person making the same 
shall reserve a portion, which shall be sealed; and, in case of a 
complaint against any person, the reserved portion of the sample 
alleged to be adulterated shall, upon application, be delivered to 
the defendant or his attorney.

SALE AND INSPECTION OF BUTTER, OLEO- 
MARGARINE, CHEESE, ETC. 


[Sections 17, 18, 19, 20, anp 21 oF Cuap. 56 oF THE PUBLIC 
STATUTES, AS AMEMDED By CHAP. 310 oF THE Actrs oF 1884, 
AND CuHapP. 852, Acts oF 1885. | 


Sect. 17. Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes 
for sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, 
substance, or compound, made in imitation or semblance of butter 
or as a substitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly 
of milk or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not pro- 
duced from milk or cream, shall have the words ‘f IMITATION 
BUTTER,” or if such substitute is the compound known as 
‘* OLEOMARGARINE,”’ then the word ‘‘ OLEOMARGARINE,” or, 
if it is known as ‘f BUTTERINE,”’ then the word “‘BUTTERINE,’’ 
stamped, labelled, or marked, in printed letters of plain, uncon- 
densed Gothic type, not less than one-half inch in length, so that 
said words. cannot be easily defaced, upon the top and side of 
every tub, firkin, box, or package containing any of said article, 
substance, or compound. And in cases of retail sales of any of 
said article, substance, or compound not in the original packages, 
the seller shall, by himself or his ‘agents, attach to each package 
so sold, and shall deliver therewith to the purchaser, a label or 
wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place upon the outside of the 
package the words “‘IMITATION BUTTER,” ‘“‘ OLEOMARGA- 
RINE,” or ‘‘ BUTTERINE,” as the article may be, in printed 
letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one-half 
inch in length. 

Sect. 18. Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes 
for sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, 
substance, or compound made in imitation or semblance of cheese 
or as a substitute for cheese, and not made exclusively and wholly 
of milk or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not pro- 
duced from milk or cream, shall have the words ‘‘ IMITATION 
CHEESE”’ stamped, labelled, or marked, in printed letters of 
plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one inch in length, 
so that said words cannot be easily defaced, upon the side of every 
cheese-cloth or band around the same, and upon the top and side 
of every tub, firkin, box, or package containing any of said article, 
substance, or compound. And in cases of retail sales of any of 
said article, substance, or compound not in the original packages, 
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the seller shall, by himself or his agents, attach to each package so 
sold, and shall deliver therewith to the purchaser, a label or 
wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place upon the outside of the 
package the words “‘ IMITATION CHEESE,” in printed letters 
of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one inch in 
length. 

Sect. 19. Whoever sells, exposes for sale, or has in his pos- 
session with intent to sell, any article, substance, or compound 
made in imitation or semblance of butter or cheese, or as a sub- 
stitute for butter or cheese, except as provided in the two 
preceding sections, and whoever defaces, erases, cancels, or 
removes any mark, stamp, brand, label, or wrapper provided for in 
said sections, or changes the contents of or in any manner shall 
falsely label, stamp, or mark any box, tub, article, or package 

marked, stamped, or labelled as aforesaid, with intent to deceive 
as to the contents of said box, tub, AMinla: or package, shall for 
every such offence forfeit to the city or town where the offence was 
committed one hundred dollars, and for a second and each subse- 
quent offence two hundred dollars. 

Secr. 20. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for vio- 
lations of the provisions of the three preceding sections when they 
have reasonable cause to believe that such provisions have been 
violated, and on the information of any person who lays before 
them satisfactory evidence by which to sustain such complaint. 
Said inspectors may enter all places where butter or cheese is 
stored or kept for sale, and said inspectors shall also take speci- 
mens of suspected butter or cheese and cause them to be analyzed 
or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result of which analysis or 
test they shall record and preserve as evidence; and a certificate 
of such result, sworn to by the analyzer, shall be admitted in evi- 
dence in all prosecutions under this and three preceding sections. 
The expense of such analysis or test, not exceeding twenty dollars 
in any one case, may be included in the costs of such prosecu- 
tions. Whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way interferes with 
any inspector, or any agent of an inspector, in the performance of 
his duty, shall be punished by a fine of fifty dollars for the first 
offence, and of one hundred dollars for each subsequent offence. 

Secor. 21. For the purposes of the four preceding sections, the 
terms ‘‘ butter ’’ and ‘* cheese” shall mean the products which are 
usually known by these names, and are manufactured exclusively 
from milk or cream, with salt and rennet, and with or without 
coloring matter.

IN RELATION TO THE 


SALE AND INSPECTION OF VINEGAR. 


[CuarTer 60, Srecrion 69, AS AMENDED BY CHAPTER 257, Acts 
oF 1883. | 


Sect. 69. — Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
or exposes for sale as cider vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate 
product of pure apple-juice, known as apple-cider, or vinegar not 
made exclusively of said apple-cider, or vinegur into which foreign 
substances, drugs, or acids have been introduced, as may appear 
by proper tests, shall for each offence be punishable by fine of not 
less than fifty, nor more than one hundred, dollars. 

Secr. 70.— Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
for sale, any vinegar found upon proper tests to contain any 
preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or other ingredient 
injurious to health, shall for each such offence be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred doliars. 

Secor. 71. — The mayor aad aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of vinegar, who shall be sworn before entering upon 
their duties. 


[CuapTer 307, Acts or 1884, as AMENDED By CHAPTER 150, 
Acts OF 1885. | 


Section 1. — No person shall by himself, his servant, or agent, 
or as the servant or agent of any other person, sell, exchange, 
deliver, or have in his custody or possession with intent to sell 
or exchange, or expose or offer for sale or exchange any adulter- 
ated vinegar, or label, brand, or sell as cider vinegar, or as apple 
vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate product of pure apple- 
juice, or not made exclusively from apple-cider. 

Sect. 2.— All vinegars shall be without artificial coloring mat- 
ter, and shall have an acidity equivalent to the presence of not 
less than four and one-half per cent. by weight of absolute acetic 
acid, and in the case of cider vinegar shall contain in addition not 
less than two per cent. by weight of cider vinegar solids upon full 
evaporation over boiling water; and if any vinegar contains any 
artificial coloring matter or less than the above amount of acidity, 
or, in the case of cider vinegar, if it contains less than the above 
amount of acidity or of cider vinegar solids, it shall be deemed to 
be adulterated within the meaning of this act. 

Sect. 4. — Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 
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DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT OF 
MASSACHUSETTS IN RELATION TO THE LAWS 
RELATIVE TO THE SALE AND INSPECTION OF 
MILK.

ComMMONWEALTH v. Martin E. Evans. 


Suffolk, June 27, 1881 — Jan. 4, 1882, Enpicorr and ALLEN, J.J., 
absent. 

A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk upon a complaint under the St. of 
1880, c. 209, § 3, without allegation or proof that he knew it to be adulterated. 

The St. of 1880, c. 209, § 7, providing that ‘‘in all prosecutions under this act,” for selling 
adulterated milk, ‘‘if the milk shall be shown upon chemical analysis to contain more than 
eighty-seven per centum of watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per centum of milk 
solids, it shall be deemed for the purposes of this act to be adulterated,” is constitutional. 

Morton, J. This is a complaint under the Statute of 1880, 
Chapter 209. It alleges that the defendant did ‘* unlawfully sell to 
one Patrick Scannell, of Boston, for the sum of thirty-five cents, a 
quantity, that is to say eight quarts, of adulterated milk, that is to 
say a certain quantity, to wit, six quarts and one pint, of milix, to 
which a certain quantity, that is to say three pints, of water, had been 
added.”” The second count charges possession, with intent to sell, 
milk adulterated in the same manner. 

At the trial the defendant asked the Court to rule that the Govy- 
ernment was bound to allege and prove that the defendant had 
knowledge that the milk was adulterated. The Court rightfully 
refused this ruling. This has been directly adjudicated in this 
Commonwealth.

The defendant asked the Court to rule that the seventh section 
of chapter 209 of the Statute of 1880 is unconstitutional. 

This section provides that ‘‘in all prosecutions under this act, if 
the milk shall be shown upon analysis to contain more than eighty- 
seven per centum of watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen 
per centum of milk solids, it shall be deemed to be adulterated.” 

The intention of the Legislature, and the practical operation of 
this section, in connection with the third section, is to provide that 
it shall be unlawful to sell milk containing less than thirteen per 
centum of milk solids. 

This belongs to the class of police regulations designed to 
prevent frauds and to protect the health of the people, which it 

was within the constitutional power of the Legislature to enact.

We have difficulty in seeing, as the case is presented to us in 
this bill of exceptions, that this question was mentioned or prop- 
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erly involved in the case; the complaint being, not under the 
seventh section, but under the third section, for selling milk to 
which water had been added.

ComMONWEALTH v. Jonn C. Carrer. 


Suffolk, Nov. 21, 1881—Jan. 4, 1882, Morton, Enpicorr, and 
ALLEN, J.J., absent. . 


The St. of 1864, c. 122, § 2, so far as it authorizes inspectors of milk to enter all carriages 
used in the conveyance of milk, and whenever they have reason to believe any milk found 
therein is adulterated, to take specimens thereof for the purpose of analyzing or otherwise 
satisfactorily testing the same, is constitutional. 

Fietp, J. The only question argued in this case is the consti- 
tutionality of Section 2, Chapter 122, Statute of 1864, so far as 
it authorizes inspectors of milk to ‘* enter any place where milk is 
stored or kept for sale, and all carriages used in the conveyance 
of milk; and whenever they have reason to believe any milk 
found therein is adulterated, they shall take specimens thereof and 
cause the same to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, 
the result of which they shall record and preserve as evidence.” 

It is contended that this provision is unconstitutional, because it 
authorizes the taking of property without consent or compensation ; 
warrants unreasonable searches and seizures; compels one to 
furnish evidence against himself; and is not within the police- 
power of the Commonwealth. 

An analysis of a specimen of milk offered for sale is an appro- 
priate means of carrying into effect the various provisions of the 
statutes regulating the sale of milk in this Commonwealth. In 
the case at bar the can of milk was taken from a carriage used in 
the conveyance of milk, and it is unnecessary to consider whether 
the words of the section ‘* place where milk is stored or kept for 
sale,” may or may not include a dwelling-house, and whether, if 
construed to include dwelling-house they do not purport to give a 
power which the Legislature could not give, because the clause 
authorizing an entry into any place where milk is stored or kept 
for sale is separable from that which authorizes an entry into all 
carriages used in the conveyance of milk. Neither is the power 
granted in violation of the following provision of Art. XII. of the 
Declaration of Rights, viz.: ‘* No subject shall... be com- 
pelled to accuse, or furnish evidence against himself.’’ If the 
seizure is such as is authorized by the Constitution, and a law 
passed in pursuance thereof, the fact that the thing seized may be 
used in evidence in a criminal charge against the person from whose 
possession it is taken, does not render the seizure itself a violation 
of the Declaration of Rights.

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If the statute had required that all milk offered for sale should 
first be inspected, it would hardly be contended that the trifling 
injury to property occasioned by taking samples for inspection 
would be such a taking of private property for public use as to 
require that compensation be made therefor. Such an injury to 
property is a necessary incident to the enforcement of reasonable 
regulations affecting trade in food. Private property is held sub- 
ject to the exercise of such public rights for the common benefit, 
and in the case of licensed dealers in merchandise the injury 
suffered by inspection is accompanied by advantages which must 
be regarded as sufficient compensation.

Instead of requiring all milk offered for sale to be first inspected 
the Legislature, for obvious reasons, have permitted licensed deal- 
ers to sell milk without inspection; have imposed penalties 
for selling adulterated milk; have defined what shall be 
deemed adulterated milk; and have provided that when the 
inspector of milk has reason to believe that any milk has been 
adulterated, he may take specimens thereof, in order that, by anal- 
ysis, or otherwise, he may determine whether the milk has been 
adulterated. Such a seizure of milk for the purpose of examina- 
tion is a reasonable method of inspection, and does not require a 
warrant. It is a supervision, under the laws, by a public officer, 
of a trade which concerns the public health, and is within the 
police power of the Commonwealth.

There is nothing in this case which requires us to determine the 
rights of the defendant, if the inspector had attempted to take a 
larger quantity of milk for inspection than was reasonably necessary 
for the performance of his duties. We have not found it neces- 
sary to consider whether the defendant, by voluntarily accepting a 
license to sell milk, has not assented to the conditions and regula- 
tions which the Legislature has seen fit to impose upon the exercise 
of the trade licensed. .

COMMONWEALTH V. JOHN KEENAN. 


Suffolk, Feb. 5,—March 2, 1885. Drvens, W. ALLEN, and 
CoLpurn, J.J., absent. 


A complaint under the Pub. Sts. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, 9, alleging that the 
defendant, at a time and place named, had in his custody and possession a 
certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, milk then and 
there containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then 
and there unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient. 
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Complaint to the Municipal Court of the city of Boston, under 
the Pub. Sts. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that the defendant, at a 
time and place named, did have in his ‘‘ custody and possession a 
certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, milk 
then and there containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, 
with intent then and there unlawfully to sell the same.” 

In the Municipal Court, the defendant seasonably filed a motion 
to quash the complaint, assigning the following grounds there- 
for: — 

‘¢1, It does not appear, in and by said complaint, in what 
manner, and by what means, said milk was adulterated. 

*¢2. It does not allege in which one of the three methods of 
adulteration mentioned in the Pub. Sts., c. 57, Sect. 5, the milk 
was adulterated. 

‘¢3. Because the charge is set forth in such vague, uncertain, 
and general terms as to afford the defendant no proper information 
as to the exact nature of the offence with which he is charged.” 

The motion was overruled, and the defendant was adjudged 
guilty. 

In the Superior Court, on appeal, the defendant renewed his 
motion to quash. Blodgett, J., overruled the motion. 

The defendant was then tricd, and found guilty; and alleged 
exceptions. 

Morton, C. J. The statute provides that no person shall sell, 
or have in his possession with intent to sell, ‘‘ adulterated milk, 
or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been added, 
or milk produced from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries, 
or from sick or diseased cows.” 


Pub. Sts., Chap. 57, Sect. 5. 


Sect. 9 provides that, ‘‘in all prosecutions under this chapter, 
if the milk is shown, upen analysis, to contain more than eighty- 
seven per cent. of watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids, it shall be deemed, for the purposes of this 
chapter, to be adulterated.” 

The word * or” in section 5 is not used in the sense of ‘ to 
wit,” as contended by the defendant, but the section describes sev- 
eral offences, its purpose being to prohibit the sale of impure milk 
and of milk of an inferior quality. This was recognized in Com- 
monwealth v. Luscomb, 130 Mass., 42, where the allegation of the 
indictment was, that the defendant had in his possession, with in- 
tent to sell, ‘‘ adulterated milk, to which milk water had been 
added.”’ It was held that the words ‘‘to which milk water had 
been added”’ were descriptive of the offence charged, and must be 
proved, and that it was erroneous to rule that under this allegation 
the defendant could be convicted if the milk was as it naturally 
came from the cow, because it contained less than thirteen per cent. 
of milk solids. 

As was said in Commonwealth v. Evans, 1382 Mass., 11, the in- 
tention of the Legislature and the practical operation of the two 
sections we have cited are to provide that it shall be unlawful to 
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sell milk which from any cause contains less than thirteen per cent. 
of milk solids. | 

This is the offence charged in the case at the bar. The statute 
sets out all the elements of the offence ; it is not necessary for the 
Government to allege or prove the cause which reduced the quality 
of the milk below the legal standard, and the complaint, being sub- 
stantially in the words of the statute, is sufficient. 

The defendant’s motion to quash was therefore rightly overruled.

COMMONWEALTH Vv. HARRISON G. O. BOweErs. 


Fretp, J. The complaint is in form like that which now held 
sufficient in Commonwealth v. Keenan 139 Mass., 193. 

The offence charged consists in defendant having in his posses- 
sion, with intent to sell, milk which contained less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids. That this fact is shown by analysis is a 
matter of proof, but it is not a constituent element of the 
offence that there was an analysis, and it need not be alleged in 
the complaint. 

The motion to quash was rightly overruled. 

It is immaterial in what manner the quantity of milk solids had 
been reduced below the per centum, if the intent is to sell the milk 
as pure milk, and not as skimmed milk. 

Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sects. 6, 8, 9. 

The instructions requested were rightly refused. 

Exceptions overruled.

In Common Covuncin, February 4, 1886. 


The Committee on Ordinances, who were directed to 
report an ordinance to provide a method of settling claims 
or suits against the city, respectfully submit herewith the 
accompanying draft, which they recommend for adoption by 
the City Council. The draft has been prepared after con- 
sulting with the City Solicitor, and the method involved is 
very much the same in effect as that heretofore in vogue ; 
varied, however, to conform to the Charter amendments, and 
containing the limitation as to the amount of the award, 
formerly prescribed in the Joint Rules of the City Council. 

The Committee on Claims have heretofore had authority to 
settle claims arising from the sale of real estate for unpaid 
taxes, etc.; but, as this class of claims is now small in 
number, your committee have not considered it necessary to 
make special provision for them in the ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER FIFTEEN OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1885. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordinances of 
1885 is hereby amended by adding the following section 
thereto, to be section thirteen of said chapter, namely : — 

“Secrion 13. All claims against the city, arising from the 
act or neglect of any department, shall be settled by such 
department, provided the settlement is recommended by a 
vote of the Committee on Claims, approved by the Mayor, 
and can be effected for the sum of five hundred dollars, or 
less. 

The City Solicitor shall take such steps and incur such 
expense as he deems expedient for the prosecution and 
defence of suits, and may, when recommended by a vote of 
the Committee on Claims, approved by the Mayor, settle any 
suit against the city. Every amount paid in settlement of a 
claim or suit, and every judgment or execution paid by the 
City Treasurer, shall be charged against the appropriation of 
the department whose act or neglect caused the claim, and 
shall be reckoned as an expenditure made by such depart- 
ment in all its accounts, balances, and reports. The expense 
of prosecuting and defending suits shall be paid from the 
appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed as preventing 
any person from petitioning the City Council for a settle- 
ment of his claim.”

communications from them upon the subject, which are sub- 
mitted for the information of the Board of Aldermen.

My Drar Sir, — I have now the pleasure to send you an 
account of the cars of this company as we ran them on 
Christmas week. ‘The following changes were made in our 
tunning for that week : — 

Meeting-house-hill and Field’s-corner cars came in Wash- 
ington, Essex, and Harrison-avenue extension to Bedford 
street, and went out Harrison avenue, Dover and Washing- 
ton streets. 

Dorchester-avenue red-line cars go out Franklin street in- 
stead of Milk street. 

Upham’s Corner cars go out Temple place, and Tremont 
street, going only as far as Temple place. 

Brookline vza Tremont street cars come in Tremont, Eliot, 
Washington, and Boylston streets; and go out Boylston 
and Tremont streets, going only as far as Boylston street. 

Dartmouth-street depot cars go out Chardon, Hawkins, 
Sudbury, and Tremont streets, instead of going up Wash- 
ington street to Temple place. 

Depot and Ferry blue-line cars go over the new route, 
east of Washington street, both ways, not going on to Wash- 
ington street at all. 

Warren-street depot, via Post-office square cars come in 
Washington street, Beach, and Kingston streets, and new 
route, and go out vza new route and Harrison avenue. 

Chelsea-ferry cars go out via new route, instead of going 
up by way of Washington street to Essex street. 

Dorchester-avenue va Grove-hall cars come in Washington 
and Essex streets, and Harrison-avenue extension to Bedford 
street, go out Harrison avenue, Dover and Washington 
streets. 

All of the above cars were run between the hours of 9 
A. M. and 7 P.M. 

You will find upon investigation the very great and im- 
portant changes that I made in the running of our cars, with 
the purpose only to relieve Washington street and Tremont 
street during that week. Our experience financially in the 
matter was rather disastrous. We have not, however, placed 
all of these cars back upon their old routes since. We still 
run the Meeting-house-hill and Field’s-corner cars only to 
Bedford street. 

The Dorchester-avenue red-line cars I have arranged to have 
go out Franklin street instead of Milk street permanently. 

We have put back the Brookline Tremont-street cars, as 
they do not crowd or enter Washington street. 
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We have put back the Dartmouth-street depot cars upon 
their old route. 

We have not put back our large depot and ferry blue-line 
cars, but have continued running them upon the new route 
both ways. 

We have put back the Warren-street cars on their former 
routes, also the Chelsea-ferry and the Dorchester Grove-hall 
cars. 

You will see that we have permanently relieved Washing- 
ton street of four of our large lines of cars, while the other 
railroads have returned all of their cars to their former 
routes. You will call to mind the large number of cars that we 
removed from our own tracks that week, in comparison with 
the number of cars removed by the other companies. 

I believe that in doing this I have done a good work to 
relieve the blockade, and I ask that the other roads, in any 
changes to be made, should also do their part permanently, 
as I have done. 

With many thanks for your kind consideration of my 
requests of last week, and holding myself ready to meet you 
and your committee at any time, to aid in the good work of 
relieving our streets from their present crowded condition,

Dear Sir, — In reply to your request, I will say that this 
company, on the first four days of Christmas week, took 12 
cars per hour from 12 M. to 6 P.M. off from Cornhill, 
and returned 6 of them from Temple place and 6 from Boyl- 
ton street. The 12 cars per hour left running on Cornhill 
carried an average of 72 passengers per round trip, the 
Temple-place cars 58 per round trip, and the Boylston- 
street 13 per round trip. The greatest number carried on 
any one Cornhill trip was 101, the greatest number on any 
one Temple-place trip was 89, and the greatest number on any 
one Boylston-street trip was 27. The change made was a 
great disadvantage to the company, besides greatly dis- 
commoding the patrons of the road.

SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMISSIONERS ON NEW COURT-HOUSE 


FOR 


SW hil Ker GO TEN EY. 


Boston, Feb. 1, 1886. 
To the City Council: — 

In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 377 of the 
Acts of the Legislature of 1885, the Commissioners for the 
erection of a new Court-house for Suffolk County have the 
pleasure to submit the semi-annual report provided for in 
said act. 

In their last report to the City Council, under date of 
Aug. 3, 1885, the Commissioners stated that, in accord- 
ance with law and with the approval of the Mayor, they had 
on that day taken twenty-one estates on Pemberton square 
and Somerset street, containing 72,500 square feet of land 
as a site for the new Court-house. To assist the Commis- 
sioners in ascertaining the true value of the property taken 
a careful appraisal of the several estates was secured from 
five gentlemen competent as experts in the value of real 
estate. Settlements have been effected for more than one- 
half of the area included in the taking at prices which closely 
follow the appraisal. 

Acting in accordance with their own judgment, and with 
the wishes of members of the Boston Society of Architects, 
the Commissioners, on the 12th of August last, invited, from 
architects having their offices in Boston, preliminary sketches, 
in competition, of the proposed new structure, with the view, 
of selecting from those submitted a smaller number for a 
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second competition, the author of the designs having the 
highest merit in the second competition to be selected as the 
architect. of the new building, the Commissioners reserving 
the right to reject any or all designs so submitted. 

Under this invitation thirty-four sets of plans were pre- 
sented. That the decision of the Commissioners might be 
just and impartial they invited to their assistance the expert 
services of Mr. John McArthur, Jr., of Philadelphia, an 
architect of high reputation. The Committee of the Bar 
Association of Boston on the subject of a new Court-house, 
composed of the ablest counsellors in the profession, were 
also invited to make, each for himself, a careful study and 
examination of the plans. 

Before the designs submitted were opened a letter was 
received by the Commissioners from Mr. Edward C. Cabot, 
President of the Boston Society of Architects, suggesting 
that, should the examination of the plans disclose any one 
set of designs preéminent for excellence, then the expense 
‘and trouble to the competitors of a second competition 
might be avoided by selecting as the architect of the new 
building the author of the best set so submitted. 

The expert, the members of the Bar Association Commit- 
tee, and the Commissioners had no knowledge of the author- 
ship of the sketches, and, as a result of their independent 
examinations, each made choice of those marked ‘“ Regard 
the future ” as possessing by far the highest degree of excel- 
lence. 

The expert, in his written opinion to the Commissioners 
upon the merits of the several contributions, urged that the 
competition be closed, and that the designs bearing the motto, 
“Regard the future” be adopted, and their author be 
selected as the architect of the building. In this opinion 
the members of the Bar Association Committee concurred, 
as also the President of the Boston Society of Architects, 
and other leading members of the profession. The judg- 
ment of the Commissioners was in accord with this concur- 
rent opinion, and, believing that any other course would be 
unfair and dishonest, they closed the competition, and 
awarded a premium of five hundred dollars each to the 
authors of the ten best sets of designs. The successful 
competitor was Mr. George A. Clough, whose thorough 
knowledge of the subject was gained by the study required 
in making the numerous plans for a new Court-house while 
the matter was under consideration by the City Government 
during the several years that he served as City Architect. 

The plans for the foundation will be in readiness to invite 
proposals from contractors early in the working season of » 
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this year, and the demolition of the old buildings will be 
commenced about the Ist of Marcb, should the weather 
prove favorable. It is estimated that in the twenty-one 
estates there are about five million bricks of excellent 
quality, which will be used in the interior walls of the new 
building. The foundation-stone in the old buildings will 
also be utilized in the new. 

Recently the attention of the Mayor and of the Commis- 
sioners has been called by memorial to the present inade- 
quate accommodations provided for the Probate Court and 
Registry of Deeds of the county. The memorial of Wm. If. 
Bowditch and forty-seven others upon this subject is as 
follows : — 


The undersigned respectfully represent that the utterly inadequate 
accommodations, the want of space, the bad light, and imperfect venti- 
lation of the building now occupied by the Probate Court and the 
Registry of Deeds of the County of Suffolk have been for many years 
the subject of constant complaint on the part of those who have occasion 
to examine the records of said county; that, in the construction of any 
building intended for the keeping of public records, good light and 
perfect ventilation are of the very first importance. 

They further represent that such light and ventilation are only to be 
had in high-studded halls where the light falls from the top; and they 
earnestly remonstrate against the placing of the records of said county 
in low-studded rooms lighted by a single row of windows, and necessa- 
rily unsuited for such uses. 

Wherefore, they pray that both the Probate Office and Registry of 
Deeds may be provided with high-studded record halls similar in gen- 
eral features and arrangement to that of the building recently erected 
by the County of Middlesex for the Registry of Deeds for that county, 
which building they recommend as a good type of what a public office 
of this character should be. 


A copy of this petition was also laid before the Committee 
of the Bar Association on a new Court-house, who carefully 
considered the subject, and reported to this Board as fol- 
lows : — 


The Committee of the Bar Association on the new Court-house 
have heard the representations made with reference to the furnishing of 
accommodations for the Probate Court, Registry of Probate, and Regis- 
try of Deeds in the building to be erected upon the land already taken, 
or on such additional land as may be required therefor, and are of 
opinion that it is desirable to ffirnish such accommodations, and recom- 
mend the same to the favorable consideration of the Commissioners.

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There being some doubt as to the authority of the Com- 
missioners to take any action in the matter, the opinion of 
the Corporation Counsel was sought, and the Commissioners 
were informed by him that the act of the Legislature 
authorizing the construction of a new Court-house did not, 
in his opinion, authorize the Commissioners to provide ac- 
commodations tor the Registry of Deeds. 

In view of this decision the gentlemen interested in the 
matter have united in a petition to the General Court, now 
in session, for the passage of such an act as will give the 
necessary authority to accommodate the Probate Court and 
the Registry of Deeds in the new building when completed. 
Should this application be granted, some change in the plans 
will be necessary, and a larger appropriation be required. 

The Probate Court and the Registry of Deeds are now 
located in the city building and a part of the adjoining build- 
ing belonging to the Massachusetts Historical Society. For 
the latter, the city pays $9,000 per annum, the lease expir- 
ing Jan. 1, 1888. 

No suitable rooms for the architect and builders could be 
secured at reasonable cost in the vicinity of the new struct- 
ure, and the Commissioners, as a measure of convenience 
and economy, have erected a temporary building for that 
purpose in Pemberton square. 

The Commissioners express the hope that members of the 
City Council will examine the plans of the new building at 
the office of the architect, and the contracts and expenditures 
made by them at the office of the City and County Auditor. 

By authority of the last City Council the sum of $850,000 
was placed to the credit of the Commissioners. Of this sum 
there has been drawn to date $407,659.19, leaving a balance 
now on hand of $442,340.18.

COURT-HOUSE. 
[COMMITTEE ON CITIES. | 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Chapter three hundred and seventy-seven of 
the Acts of the year 1885, entitled “An Act to authorize the 
City of Boston to take and hold land, and to construct 
thereon a court-house for the county of Suffolk,” is hereby 
amended by adding to section one, at the end thereof the 
words following, to wit: “and for a registry of deeds and a 
registry of probate for said county, and other purposes inci- 
dental thereto.” 
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Sect. 2. Said act is further amended by striking out the 
word “twelve” in the last cluuse of section three thereof, 
and inserting instead thereof the word “fifteen,” so that the 
said clause as amended shall read as follows, to wit: “and 
the said commissioners shall not expend more than fifteen 
~hundred thousand dollars in addition to the cost of the land, 
unless such excess of expenditure shall first have been 
authorized by the City Council of Boston.”

The total cost of repairs made under the direction of this 
department during the year 1885 was $34,681.48. 
The repairs have mostly been done by days’ labor. Mr. 
S. S. Lewis has been employed as Superintendent of Repairs, 
a position which he has now held for six years. 
The spruce lumber required has been furnished by Mr. 
John W. Leatherbee, the lowest bidder, making nine con- 
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secutive years that he has obtained the contract. The price 
paid was $15 per M., and he has furnished 259,307 feet 
B.M. under his contract for 1885. 

Painting has also been done by days’ labor. Mr. John J. 
Maguire was employed as foreman. Work was commenced 
June 15, and continued until October 20, during which time 
seven bridges were painted, and others had some work done 
upon them. 

Paint-stock was furnished by Charles Richardson & Co., 
the lowest bidders. 

Total cost of labor, $2,497.25; of materials, tools, etc., 
$541.41. 

The annual examination of all bridges within the city 
limits, open to team and foot travel, required by both old 
and new ordinances, has been made, their condition, as 
to safety and need of renewals or repairs, together with an 
account of the repairs during the past year, so far as they 
have been made by this department, are in the following 
pages. Repairs on the inland bridges have been made by 
the Paving Department since Sept. 29, 1884. 

The existing regulations for the passage of vessels through 
draw-bridges have been posted on the several bridges, as re- 
quired by law. 

The records of the number of vessels passing through the 
draw-ways, time of passage, kind of vessels, etc., as kept by 
the draw-tenders of the several bridges, have been tabulated, 
and the totals are given in the summary which will be found 
in Appendices A and B. 

A list of widths of openings for vessels in all bridges pro- 
vided with draws in the city will be found in Appendix C. 
The widths of the openings have been lately measured. 

The following is a list of bridges inspected. The number 
remains the same as last year.

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I.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


ASHLAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RarmLRoaD, WarD 23). 


The under-floor of this bridge is in poor condition, and the 
abutments are in need of repointing. The bridge should be 
painted and the repairs above-indicated made during the 
coming year. 


ATHENS-STREET Bripck (OvER New York & New Enc 
LAND RAILROAD) : 


Is in good condition; it was put in good order in 1884, 
and no repairs have been made during 1885. 


BEACON-ENTRANCE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY RatL— 
ROAD). 


This bridge is in the Back Bay, and is not open to public 
travel. It is in good condition. 


BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OUTLET OF Back—Bay 
PonD) 


Has been painted and otherwise repaired, and is in good 
order. 7 


BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY RaIL— 
ROAD). 


The bridge and abutments are completed, but the ap- 
proaches have not yet been filled to grade, consequently the 
bridge is not open for travel. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY Ratt— 
ROAD). 


No repairs of importance have been made during the year, 
and the recommendation made last year is repeated, namely, 
that the flooring be removed and the stringers and the hang- 
ers on which they rest be carefully examined and renewed 
wherever found necessary. 

The whole bridge is a much weaker structure than would 
now be built, and it will:have to be rebuilt before many 
years. 


* 
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BERKELEY-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


The iron-work has been painted and the roadway sheathed. 
The structure is in fair condition. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET Bree (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RaiLRoAD, WARD 23) 


Is in fair condition. It should be painted during the coming 
season. 


BoyLsTON-STREET BripGE (OVER Back Bay WATER-WAY). 


This is a masonry bridge; it is within the limits of the 
Back Bay, but it is not yet used for public travel. It is in 
good condition. 


*BroaDwaYy BripGe (OveER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


The principal repairs made on this bridge have been the 
carrying out of the recommendations made last year, namely, 
the removal of the floor of the South Boston column section, 
and building in its place a floor of wood. The wood paving, 
cast-iron floor-plates, and Il beams on which the floor-plates 
rested, have been removed, and a floor similar to the one 
previously built on the Boston side of the channel has been 
built in its place. 

The total cost of the work was $9,941, and old material, of 
the value of $4,407.95, was sold, and the proceeds added to 
the appropriations for bridges, by order of the City Council. 

In addition to the repairs before stated new floors of hard 
pine were laid on the sidewalks of the draw and the adjoining 
100-feet spans. 

The bridge was closed to team travel on August 3 and re- 
opened on September 12. 

In addition to the above repairs one 100-foot span has 
been sheathed, and the usual minor repairs made. 

The bridge and its draw-pier are in fair condition. It 
should be painted next year. Total cost of repairs, $11,189.19. 


Broapway Bripce (Over THE Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge has been painted and the roadway sheathed. 
It is in good condition. 
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BROOKLINE—AVENUE BripGe (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge has been only recently opened for travel, and 
1s in good condition. 


*CHARLES-RIVER BripGE (FROM Boston TO CHARLES— 
TOWN). 


The building and apparatus for moving the draw, which 
was in an incomplete condition at the date of the last 
report, was completed early in the year, and has been in con- 
stant use since. It has given good ‘satisfaction, and the draw 

can be moved much quicker than by the old method. The 
apparatus for warping vessels is in constant use, and mate- 
rially shortens the time during which the bridge is closed to 
travel for passing vessels. The engine, however, is not 
powerful enough to do the work easily, and the arrangement 


for moving the draw by means of a manila-rope is not an 
economical one for continuous use. 

The whole arrangement was designed with the idea that it 
was to be a temporary expedient, and machinery on hand 
was utilized for the purpose. This machinery can be much 
improved upon. 

The foundation of the draw continues to settle, requiring 
adjustment from time to time; but slight settlements do not 
prevent the use of the draw. The trucks under the draw 
have been put in order, and the under-floor of the draw 
renewed. 

The westerly draw-pier has been repaired in part, and the 
roadway from the draw to the Boston end repaved. 

The pier requires further repairs, «nd the fender is in bad 
condition. 

The dwelling-house on the bridge has been condemned 
and sold. 

The question of an elevated bridge on this site has heen 
agitated for some years, and only the most necessary repairs 
have been made. If the bridge is to be kept in use in its 
present form extensive repairs will be required. 

Total cost of repairs, $4,444.76. 


*CHELSEA BRIDGE (SOUTH) (OVER SouTH CHANNEL, Mystic 
RIVER). # 


The draw has been sheathed and some slight repairs made. 


There is a very offensive discharge from a sewer under the 
bridge, and nearly under the draw-tenders’ quarters. The 
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amount of discharge has been greatly increased this year by 
the construction of the sewer, which turns the discharge, _ 
formerly producing a nuisance at the head of the dock, to 
this outlet. In the warm.weather a serious nnisance is 
made. 

The bridge should be painted next year, and it is probable 
that the draw will require a new under-floor. The bridge is 
in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $398.94. 


*CHELSEA-STREET BRIDGE (FROM East Boston TO 
CHELSEA). 


The iron-work of the.turn-table has been put in order, 
and slight repairs made. Considerable repairs will be re- 
quired next year. At present the bridge is in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $218.89 


COLUMBUS—AVENUE BrinGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The roadways have been sheathed, and the bridge is in 
good condition. 

The telegraph pole guys mentioned in the last report have 
not been removed. 


*CoMMERCIAL Point, on TeNEAN Bripce (Warp 24). 


No repairs have been made. The fences are poor, and the 
bridge should be painted. 
The bridge is in safe condition. 


COMMONWEALTH—AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER OUTLET, BAck- 
Bay Ponp). 


This bridge is in the Back Bay, and is not open for public 
travel. It isin need of painting. 


*CONGRESS-STREET BripGE (OVER Forr Pornt CHANNEL). 


The under floor of the draw has been calked, the draw 
sheathed twice, and ordinary repairs made. The piles of 
the fender-guard, reported last year to be in bad condition, 
have not been replaced. These repairs should no longer be 
neglected. As a whole, the bridge is in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $2,683.03. 
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DARTMOUTH-STREET BripGeE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
AND Boston & PROVIDENCE RaILRoaps) 


Is now being repainted and sheathed. It is in good con- 
dition. 


*DoVER-STREET BripGe (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


The northerly draw-pier has been replanked both on its 
top and on the face of the water-way, and the southerly pier 
should be similarly repaired next year. The trucks have 
been thoroughly repaired, the draws sheathed, and the usual 
small repairs made. ‘The bridge is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $3,085.22 


*FEDERAL-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


Estimates were submitted one year ago for a thorough 
repairing of this bridge and for replacing the present 
wooden draws with others of iron; an alternative estimate 
was also made of the expense of certain repairs which 
were deemed absolutely necessary to the safe use of the 
bridge. 

The sum of $3,000 required for the necessary repairs 
was included in the appropriation for bridges, but was 
stricken out at its final passage, and the repairs were paid 
for from the regular appropriation. 

The weakest parts of the main trusses in the draws have 
been strengthened, the floors taken up and relaid with new 
stock, and limited repairs were made to the floor-beams. 
Two trucks have been rebuilt, the paving reset on a con- 
siderable part of the bridge, and the under-floor examined 
with more care than would have been possible otherwise. 

The draws and fences have been painted. ‘The trusses 
and floor-beams of the draws are now much decayed, and 
fences and floor of the fixed part are also in poor condition. 

The report for last year says: “The bridge, as a whole, is 
in such poor condition that it would be better economy to 
replace the present wooden draws with new ones of iron, 
and renew such portions of the fixed portion as require 
attention, than it would be to keep them in repale for 
another year.’ 

The repairs made during ‘the last year have not changed 
the force of the statement. If the bridge is continued in 
use another year, it probably will cost an amount equal to 
that expended this year for repairs and the public will be 
considerably inconvenienced. 

Total cost of repairs, $5,053.54. 
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FERDINAND-STREET BRIDGE. (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RATtLROAD ). 


Repairs have been made by the Paving Department, and 
the bridge is in fair condition. 


FRANKLIN-STREET Foot—BrinGe (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD AT ALLSTON STATION). 


It is in good condition. It should be painted next year. 


HuntTINGTON-AVENUE BripGrk (over Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


It is in good condition. It has been replanked and painted 
by the Paving Department. 


*MALpDEN BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


The concrete sidewalk on this bridge has been relaid, two 
buoys set, and small repairs made. The bridge will require 
some repairs during the next year. 

The draw is old, and will need some repairs. The fender- 
guard has been badly damaged, and the draw-piers need 
strengtheni ng and planking both on their tops and on the 
face of the water- “way. 

Total cost of repairs, $658.13. 


*MeRIDIAN-STREET Bripgk (From East Boston TO 
CHELSEA). 


This bridge was rebuilt last year, and a description of the 
work done was given in the last annual report. 

The final settlement with the contractors was made in 
April. The entire cost of the work being $51,699.40. 

Only slight repairs have been made during the year. 

Total cost of repairs, $401.47. 


*Mr. WaASHINGTON—AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Fort Point 
CHANNEL). 


A portion of the fence has been rebuilt, the draw sheathed 
twice, a new boat provided, and the bridge painted. The 


bridge is in good condition. Total ‘cost of repairs, 
$1, 693.23. 
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Nrwton-sTREET BripGe (OvER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


Repairs have been made by the Paving Department. The 
roadway has been sheathed, a new fence built, and the bridge 
painted. 

The bridge is in good condition. 


Pupiic GARDEN Foot—BrRIDGE. 


This bridge is in a dangerous condition. It was built in 
1867, and the wood-work has never been renewed, except 
where worn by the tread of feet; it is very rotten. Reports 
and estimates for repairing it- have been made from time to 
time, but only the most trifling repairs have been made. 


\SHAWMUT—AVENUE . BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 


RAILROAD ) 


Has been painted, and is in fair condition. 


SWETT-STREET BRIDGES (OVER SouTH—Bay SLUICES). 


These bridges were built in 1875, as it was supposed, for 
a temporary purpose. They have outlived the time origi- 
nally proposed to the designers as necessary to be provided 
for, and will soon need extensive repairs. 

The wings have been repaired and the bridges planked. 
They are in a safe condition. 


*WaARREN BrIDGE (FROM BosToN TO CHARLESTOWN. ) 


This bridge was rebuilt in 1883-84, is in good condition, 
and continues to give satisfaction. 

The draws have been sheathed twice, th® boilers painted, 
and other repairs made. 

The whole cost of the rebuilding and widening to date has 
been $371,781.58. 

Total cost of repairs last year, $951.73. 


West CuEsTeER-PARK BripGe (Over Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD ). 


The iron-work has been painted and the roadway sheathed. 
The concrete sidewalks are in poor condition. 

The recommendation made last year is repeated. “ Advan- 
tage should be taken of these necessary repairs to change the 
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longitudinal crown of the bridge, and of the approaches to 
an easier and more natural curve. This can be done now at 
a small expense, as but one building has been erected adjoin- 
ing the bridge.” 


West CHESTER-PARK BRIDGE (OVER Boston & Provi— 
DENCE RAILROAD). 


The bridge has been sheathed, and is in good order. 


West RuTLaAND-sQuAaRE Foot-—BripcGrE (oveER Boston & 
PROVIDENCE RAILROAD). 


This bridge needs painting, otherwise is in good condition. 


WINTHROP BRIDGE (FROM BREED’S IsLAND TO WINTHROP). 


The roadway has been sheathed and the rail paintedv 
The bridge is in fair condition. Total cost of repairs 
$641.15. 


II.— BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON SUPPORTS 
THE PART WITHIN ITS LIMITS. 


*CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge was rebuilt in 1884, and has received only 
trifling repairs. It is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $52.39. 


CENTRAL-AVENUE BripGE (OvER Neponset River, Dor- 
CHESTER LowkER MILLs.) 


< , 
This bridge has been sheathed. It is badly in need of 
cleaning and painting, otherwise it is in good condition. 


*CHELSEA Bripck (NortH) (FrRoM THE MysTIC-RIVER 
CorRPORATION’S WHARF TO CHELSEA). 


The floor near the wheel-guard and the sides of the water- 
way under the draw are in need of repairs. 
The approaches to the draw have been replanked, both 
upper and under plank; the draw has been sheathed and 

other small repairs made. 
Total cost of repairs, $680.74. 
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*EsseEX-STREET BripGe (From Warp 11 TO CaMBrIDGE). 


The bridge has been sheathed, one side-rail built new, the 
other repaired, and both painted. A portion of the sidewalk 
has been rebuilt. The under-floor was patched, and although 
it is not In good condition, yet it will last for some years 
longer. The remainder of the sidewalk will soon require 
attention, and some of the timbers under it will need to be 
replaced. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,241.03. 


*GRANITE BripGe (FRoM Warp 24 To Minton). 


The rail has been painted, and trifling repairs made. The 
bridge is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $56.19. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE BripGE (FRoM Warp 11 To Broox- 
LINE). 


Repairs have been made by the Paving Department, and 
the bridge is in fair condition. It is a trustle-bridge, and 
some of the posts, which are set in the ground, are showing 
signs of decay. It will undoubtedly be replaced by a new 
structure when the Riverdale Park-way (which it crosses) 
is built. 


Matraran BripGE (From Warp 24 to Miuton). 


This bridge is in fair condition. 


Mitton Bripce (From Warp 24 To Miuton). 


This bridge is in good condition, with the exception of the 
floor of a portion of it, which should be repaired. 


*NEPONSET BripGe (FROM Warp 24 To Quincy). 


The draw has been painted, and the roadway sheathed. 
The part of the bridge supported by Boston is in good 
condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $931.23. 


*NortH Beracon-stREET BripGE (FROM BriGHTON TO 
WATERTOWN). 


This bridge was rebuilt in 1884, and is in excellent con- 
dition. No repairs have been made. 
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*NorTH HARVARD-STREET BripcGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE ). 


This bridge was thoroughly repaired in 1884. It has 
been sheathed and some small repairs made. It is in good 
condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $116.16. 


SPRING-STREET BripGE (FRoM Warp 23 To DEDHAM). 


This is a stone arch bridge. It is in good condition. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE Bripce (FrRoM BrIGHTON TO Cam— 
BRIDGE). 


This bridge has been sheathed, and is in fair condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $255.92. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE BripGE (FROM Bricguton TO WATER— 
TOWN ). 


The bridge proper is in safe condition for public travel, 
but extremely inconvenient for passing vessels. A portion 
of the abutment has recently fallen, and the rest of it is in a 
pecarious condition. It will be necessary to rebuild the 
abutment during the coming year. 

No repairs have been made on the bridge: the temporary 
repairs to the abutment have cost about $100. They have 
been made since December 15, the date to which the accounts 
for the past year are made up. ; 


IlI.— BRIDGES FOR MAINTENANCE OF WHICH 
BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE COST. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGr (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RALROAD). 


A special report dated May 1, 1885, was made on the 
condition of this bridge. It was partially stripped for the 
purpose of ascertaining the facts upon which the report was 
based, and it has remained in a dismantled condition since 
then. ‘The roadway is in use for teams, but the sidewalks 
are not used. 

The matter of rebuilding the bridge has been referred to 
the City Government of 1886. 
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*CanaL BripGe (FROM Boston To CAMBRIDGE). 


*PRISON-POINT BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


*West Bosron Bripce (From Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


These three bridges are in the care of commissioners, who 
make an annual report to the City Council. The expense of 
maintenance is borne equally by the two cities. 

Canal, or Cragie’s Bridge, as it is usually called, was re- 
built in 1874 for the greater part of its length. It was orig- 
inally built about 1808, and was extensively repaired 
1852. 

There is a small portion of the original structure which 
has not been affected by either of these rebuildings, nor by 
repairs which have been made at other times. This part of 
the bridge is in poor condition, and should receive immedi- 
ate attention. The piles and stringers are overloaded, and in 
danger of failure. 

This condition has been a cause of some anxiety to the 
commissioners who have taken measures to make the neces- 
sary repairs. The draw-pier and fender-guard are in need 
ef repairs, which it is intended to make in the spring. 

The draw is in good condition, and the arrangements for 


co} 
passing vessels are excellent. 


West-Boston bridge is showing signs of weakness from 
old age. The side bulkheads and sidewalks from the draw 
to the Cambridge end are in bad condition, and it is intended 
to rebuild them the coming year. 

The guide-caps of the piles, which are of white pine, are 
slowly giving way, and it will be necessary to do consider- 
able work upon them soon. The draw and draw-pier are in 
good condition. 

Prison-point bridge is in fair condition, and the usual re- 
pairs only will be needed. Its style of draw is not adapted 
for winter use, it being necessary to remove the snow before 
vessels can be passed. 

The water-way is inconveniently situated, with respect to 
the water-way across the Eastern Division of the B. & M. 
R.R. just below it. 

The construction of large wharves above this bee and 
their use during all seasons of the year, together with the 
large and increasing amount of heavy teaming across the 
bridge, will necessitate the reconstruction of the bridge and 
draw before many years. 
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For further particulars see report of Commissioners, City

DORCHESTER-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OLD CoLoNny 
RaILROAD). 


The Old Colony Railroad, by agreement, pays four-fifths 
of the cost of maintenance of this bridge. It is in good 
condition. 


TV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS. 


The bridge on Mt. Vernon and Centre streets, over the 
Boston & Providence Railroad, which was reported in bad 
condition last year, has been repaired, and the private foot- 
bridge over the same road, at Camden street, has been taken 
down. Beech-street and Dudley-street bridges, over the 
Dedham branch of the same road, are in bad condition, and 
there is danger of serious accident in each case. 

Bridges on Harrison avenue and Washington street, over 
the Boston & Albany Ruilroad, are very much wasted by 
rust. The Tremont-street bridge, over the same road, has 
been cleaned and painted, but its strength has been sensibly 
diminished by rusting. 

Adams-street bridge, over the Old Colony Railroad, is in 
poor condition as reported last year. 

The other bridges supported by railroad corporations, and 
given in the list, are in fair condition, and require no special 
mention. 
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MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
IN 1885. 


COMMONWEALTH—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


The loamed areas on this avenue, between West Chester 
park and Brookline avenue, were sowed to grass in the 
spring. 


DEER-ISLAND STEAMBOAT WHARF. 


The wharf is situated on the northerly side of the land- 
ing of the East Boston Ferry-boats, at the South Ferry, 
Boston side. It is built of piles, hard-pine timbers, and 
spruce covering with a berth for the steamer, made by 
utilizing the old ferry slip and adding to it with new oak 
piles. ‘The contractors were Hayes & Burke, of Boston, and 
the sum paid them was $2,899.70. The total cost of the 
wharf, including filling, paving, fences, drop, etc., was 


$4, 991. 39. 


HUNTINGTON—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


The portion of this avenue between Parker street and 
Longwood avenue, which was filled in 1883, having settled 
below grade, it was filled to grade during the spring. 

Gravel was dumped near Parker street by the B. & A. 
R.R. Co., and a force of men and teams was employed to 
distribute it. The work was begun on March 28 and 
completed May 12. The total amount of gravel delivered 
was 470 squares, at $3.50 per square. 

The culvert under the avenue, at the crossing of the old 
channel of Stony brook, was repaired, it having been 
damaged by the settlement of the filling. 

Fences were built on both sides of the avenue, a contract 
for this work having been made with W. H. Keyes. The 
length of fence built was 3,790 linear feet, at 164 cents per 
foot. 

The portion of the fence opposite the land of the Sewall 
& Day Co., on the easterly side of the avenue, was built by 
that company, and the city paid them the same price per 
foot as was paid the contractor. 


Mr. Bowporn—GREEN CURB. 


A contract, dated Nov. 15, 1884, was made with Emery & 
Small for furnishing and laying a granite curbing around Mt. 
Bowdoin Green, in "Dorchester. 
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The curbing is 16 inches deep and 9 inches wide ; the outer 
face is cut on a curve of 5 inches radius, and all exposed 
surfaces are six-cut work. 

The curbing is laid on a foundation consisting of cement 
concrete piers, 3 feet long, 24 feet w Bt and 3 feet deep, 
placed under each joint of the curbing ; the spaces between 
the piers being filled with broken stone or coarse gravel. 

A three-inch tile-drain is laid in the bottom of the trench. 

~The curbing was cut during the winter months, and was 
laid as soon as the frost would allow in the spring, being 
completed May 28, 1885. 

The length of the curbing is 615 feet, and the cost of the 
work was $2,195.

TRINITY—[RIANGLE CURB. 


A contract, dated June 25, 1885, was made with Emery 
& Small, for furnishing and laying a curbing around Trinity 
Triangle. 

The curbing is similar to that laid around Copley square, . 
and is laid on a continuous foundation of cement concrete, 
34 feet deep and 2} feet wide. 

“The work was completed Sept. 8, 1885. 

The length of the curbing is 310 feet, and the cost of 
the work was $1,457. 


SEWER AT GLOVER’S CoRNER, DORCHESTER. 


In the early fall this department was requested by the 
Board of Health to prepare plans and specifications for a 
sewer to abate a nuisance near Glover’s Corner, in Dorchester. 
As this would be accomplished by building a portion of the 
intercepting sewers eventually to be built. along the whole 
water-front of Dorchester, it seemed the wisest “plan to do 
this, rather than to build a sewer not adapted to the wants 
of the future. 

When the plans were nearly finished, the Board of Health 
was relieved from the necessity of further action in the mat- 
ter; the City Council placing the construction of a sewer at 
this place under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Sewers.

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B.— WATER-WORKS. 
Sources of Supply. 


The supply of water, during the past year, in the different 
storage reservoirs has been abundant and generally of good 
quality. 

The reduction of the consumption, caused by the preven- 
tion of waste, and the favorable season, has kept the storage 
reservoirs nearer high-water mark than for a number of 
years, thus’ preventing the growth of vegetation in the areas 
of shallow flowage. 

Reservoir No. “4, which has been in process of construction 
for the past four years, is now practically completed. During 
the past year the embankment has been completed, the 
superstructure of the gate-house built, and a slope-wall laid 
on the inner face of the dam. The completion of this reser- 
voir adds five million gallons per day to the available supply 
from the Sudbury-river works. 

The reservoir covers an area of 162 acres in the valley of 
Cold Spring brook, and will contain when full about 
1,300,000,000 gallons. The dam is 1,857 feet in length, 
54 feet in height above the meadow, and 85 feet Above the 
bed rock at its highest point. The top of the dam is 20 
feet in width, and is 221 feet above tide-marsh level. It has 
an outside slope of 2} to 1, an inside slope of 15 to lL 
to a berme 6 feet wide, at grade 208, and 1.65 to 1 “below 
that point. The inner slope : above the berme is covered with 
paving, 15 inches thick, laid on 12 inches of broken stone; 
below the berme the slope is riprapped. 

The dam contains a centre or core-wall of concrete, which 
extends across the valley, and down to the bed rock. 

This wall is eight feet thick at the base, three feet at 
the top, and contains 20,900 cubic yards of cement con- 
crete. 

The inside face of the wall is covered with a half-inch 
coating of Portland cement. mortar, subsequently covered 
with a wash of pure cement. 

The dam is composed of 248,500 cubic yards of gravel | 
and clay, which were spread in eight-inch layers, watered 
and rolled. 

The gate-house is built at the intersection of the brook 
and the centre-line of the dam. Its foundation of concrete 
and rubble-masonry extends to the bed-rock, 21 feet 
below the grade of the lower influent pipe. It contains 
two iniluent and one effluent chambers, so arranged that 
water can be drawn from the reservoir at different depths. 
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There are two outlet and two inlet pipes, each four feet in 
diameter. 

The outlet pipes are laid six feet apart on centres, at the 
erade of the lowest part of the basin. The inlet pipes are 
situated in the same vertical plane, one pipe 21 feet 
above the other; just outside the gate-chamber masonry, 
the lower pipe diverts to the left, and the upper pipe diverts 
to the right, in order to reach their respective chambers, 
which are situated side by side. 

A water-way connects the basin with the effluent chamber 
at a grade five feet below high-water mark. 

An overflow and waste-w: ay, 30 feet in width, is  situ- 
ated at the extreme easterly end of the dam. When the 
reservoir is full the least depth of water will be eight feet, 
and the depth at the dam 48 feet. 

The cost of the reservoir and dam to Jan. 1, 1886, is 
$772,420.73, exclusive of land damages, which amounted to 
$206,772.02.

Farm—Ponp Conpvuit. 


The construction of the conduit across Farm pond has 
been in progress during the past season, but the contractor, 
G. M. Cushing, of Now York, having felad to complete his 
work within the time called for by “the contract, the work 
was seized by the Water Board on Dee. 3. 

The total length of the conduit is 3,760 feet. On Dee. 
1, when the work closed for the season, 3,550 feet of the 
conduit trench had been excavated, the masonry conduit was 
completed for a length of 3,100 feet, and 2,640 feet of the 
embankment were finished. Riprap was placed on 2,400 
feet of the embankment, leaving 1,360 feet to be completed. 
The work will be finished early in the coming season. 


New HieH-ServicE WorkKS. 


On December 22, 1884, an order for a loan of $766,000, 
for the construction of new high-service works, was p: assed 
by the City Council. During the month of January surveys 
and investigations were made with reference to determining 
the most advantageous site for a reservoir, and a contract - 
was made with A. H. McNeal, of Burlington, N.J., for 2,920 
tons of pipes and special castings, required for the force and 
supply mains. 

Negotiations were entered into with the firm of H. R. 
Worthington, of New York, for two pumping-engines with 
boilers and fittings, and on May 19 a contract was signed 
for furnishing them in accordance with specifications prepared 
by this department. The Corporation Counsel, on Oct. 24, 
gave his opinion that the contract was not valid unless it was 
atified by the City Council, which ratification the Council 
refused. 

On June 15 the Mayor sent a communication to the City 
Council recommending further examination of the proposed 
plan for new high-service works, and on July 2 an order 
was passed by the City Council authorizing the appointment 
of a commission to examine and report upon the question. 
On July 13 L. F. Rice, S. B. Stebbins, and L. Foster Morse, 
were appointed as members of this commission, and on 
Aug. 381 they submitted the result of their investigation 
(City Doc. 122, 1885). The recommendations of this com- 
mission were considered and concurred in by Jos. P. Davis, 
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A. Fteley, and E. C. Clarke, who acted as consulting en- 
gineers. 

On Sept. 14 the act of the Legislature authorizing the 
construction of the works was accepted by the City Council, 
and on Sept. 18 the laying of the supply main, between Fisher 
Hill and Parker Hill reservoir, was commenced. 

Plans and specifications for the construction of Fisher-Hill 
reservoir having been prepared, proposals for doing this 
work were received on Sept. 29, and on Oct. 7 the contract 
was signed by Moulton & O’Mahoney, of Lawrence, Mass. 
Work on the reservoir was began on Oct. 10 and continued_ 
until Dec. 31. Seventeen thousand cubic yards of loam 
have been removed from the site of the reservoir and piled 
up for future use. 

The work of pipe-laying, which was done by the Superin- 
tendent of the Eastern Division, stopped for the season on 
Dec. 9; the total amount laid was 5,282 feet of 24-inch, and 
1,327 feet of 30-inch pipe. 


Tests oF Borers at Mystic PUMPING-STATION. 


In order to determine the efficiency of the boilers put in 
service in June, 1884, a careful trial was made on February 
9 and 10, with the following results. 

The test was conducted in the following manner : — 

On the morning of the 9th, boilers Nos. 2 and 3 were 
supplying steam for Engine No. 3, which was pumping the 
city’s supply. At 10.18 A.M. the engine was stopped, the 
fires under the boilers drawn, and the ash-pits cleaned. At 
10.30 A.M. new fires were started under both boilers, the 
steam-pressure at the time (as shown by the gauges) being 
27 lbs. in boiler No. 2, and 29 lbs. in boiler No. 8. At 
10.50 A.M. the engine was started, and run continuously 
until 11.12 A.M., February 10, when it was stopped, the 
boiler-pressures at that time being the same as when the fires 
were lighted, viz., 27 and 29 lbs. 

All of the wood and coal used during the trial was carefully 
weighed on tested scales. The water fed to the boilers was 
carefully weighed, and also measured by a 2-inch Worthing- 
ton meter placed upon the boiler feed-pipe. Half-hourly 
observations were taken of the height of the water in boilers, 
steam-pressure in boilers, temperatures of steam, feed-water 
and gases in flue. 

The height of the water in the boilers at the beginning of 
the trial was carefully noted, and the water left at the same 
elevation when the trial ended. 

The boilers are of the horizontal, return tubular type, with 
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external furnaces. ‘They are 78 inches in diameter, 17 feet 
in length, and each boiler contains 151 tubes of 3 inches, 
outside diameter. The boiler shells are of ;%-inch steel, 
tube sheets }-inch steel.

Mystic-VALLEY SEWER. 


The treatment of the sewage from the tanneries, by the 
removal by settling tanks of the heavier portions of the 
suspended matter, has been continued during the year. The 
engine and boiler have been thoroughly repaired, and the 
pump replaced by a new one of the same pattern. 
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C.— MAIN DRAINAGE. 


The working of the Main Drainage System has been gen- 
erally s satisfactory during the past year, and no serious ; de- 
fects in the design have heen dev eloped. 

From the beginning of the year until June 26 the system 
was operated under the direction of the Committee on Im- 
proved Sewerage ; since that time, by order of His Honor 
the Mayor, the “works have been in ch: arge of the City En- 
gineer. Mr. Eliot C. Clarke, the principal Assistant En- 
gineer in charge of the works resigned on May 20, 1885, to 
devote his entire attention to his duties as Chief Engineer 
for the Massachusetts Drainage Commission. 

No sewers hive been built during the year, and the 
table in the last report gives the total sewer construction 
to date. 

At the beginning of the year the area connected with this 
system was about 6.2 square miles, and at the end of the 
year 7.9 square miles, being an increase of 27 per cent. 
This increase is largely due to the connection to the system 
of the Dorchester-brook sewer, which takes drainage from 
about 15 square miles of territory in Roxbury and Dor- 
chester.

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MAIN AND INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


The tide-gates, regulators, flushing and penstock gates, and 
all other machinery and iron-work connected with these 
sewers, have been periodically inspected and painted, the 
tide-gates being inspected after each storm. The gravel and 
sand collecting in the upper ends of the intercepting sewers 
are flushed along them to convenient places for removal by 
the men employed on this division of the works.

PumMPING-ENGINE TESTS. 


On March 24, 25, and May 1, 2, 1885, tests were made to 
ascertain the duty of Engine No. 3, and the efficiency of the 
boiler used in connection with it. The tests were made, under 
the direction of the City Engineer, by members of his staff. 

The engine tested is one of the high-duty engines designed 
by Mr. ‘DPA Leavitt, Jr., on general specifications prepared 
by Mr. J. P. Davis, when City Engineer. It was built by 
the Quintard Iron Works, of New York. A description of 
the engine and boilers has already been printed in previous 
reports, in the history of the Main Drainage Works, and in 
the Journal of the Association of Engineering Societies, 
and will not be repeated here. Steam was furnished by 
Boiler No. 2. 

The intended duration of each test was twenty-four hours. 

The method of making the tests was as follows: steam 
was raised in the boiler until the pressure was sufficient to 
run the engine. The fires were then drawn, the ash-pits 
carefully cleaned, and new fires were started. It was desired 
to determine the quantity of water pumped, by actual meas- 
urement, in the reservoir at Moon Island ; and since stopping 
the engine would have caused large fluctuations of level in 
the connecting sewers, and so prevented ac curacy of measure- 
ment, it was decided to keep the engine running ata con- 
stant rate. This was done by furnishing the engine with 
steam from Boiler No. 3 until a few minutes after the new 
fires were started, when, by operating the valves rapidly and 
simultancously, Boiler No. 38 was shut off, and the engine 
took steam from No, 2, thus beginning the engine test. The 
engine counter was nae at the instant the test began, and the 
other necessary observations were taken, The steam press- 
ure was increased from about 70 pounds, at the start, until it 
reached 100 pounds, at which it was kept constant until near 
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the end of trial, when the fires were burned as low as 
possible, the steam pressure dropping in consequence. 
When the pressure and height of water in the boiler were 
the same as at the beginning of the experiment, the final 
observations were taken, and the fires were drawn. The 
refuse was then spread upon the floor to cool. The unburnt 
coal was picked from the ashes and weighed. This weight 
(averaging less than one per cent. of the total coal) was 
deducted from the gross amount of coal charged. The valve 
between Boilers No. 2 and No. 3 is supposed to have been 
tight ; but, to avoid increasing the duty by any leakage, the 
pressure in the latter was kept lower than in the former. 

The height of the sewage in the pump-well was determined 
by a float-gauge, tested before each trial; the load on the 
pump by a mercurial gauge, attached to the force-main of 
another engine. This gauge represented the height in the 
pipe-chamber at the end of the force-mains, and, to get the 
actual pressure pumped against, it was necessary to add the 
friction in the force-main used. During the second test the 
actual pressure against which the pumps were working was 
measured by the elevation of the surface of water in a box 
at the top of a pipe connected with the force-main a few feet 
from the pump. A comparison of this gauge with the mer- 
curial one gave a correction for friction in the force-main to 
use with the first test. 

Dry Cumberland coal from the Pocahontas mine was used 
during the trial. It was fed to the boiler from a car holding 
about 1,200 pounds. During the first test the car and con- 
tents were reweighed at the end of each half hour, and dur- 
ing the second test after each firing. 

The steam pressures at the boiler and the pressures and 
vacuum at the engine were determined by Bourdon gauges, 
which had been previously tested. 

The temperature of the steam was taken by a thermome- 
ter inserted in the main steam-pipe within a few feet of the 
boiler. This thermometer was broken, so that readings could 
not be taken during the second test. 

The barometer was an aneroid placed in the engine-room. 

The quantity of water fed to the boiler was measured in 
the following manner: a barrel, holding about 150 gallons, 
was placed upon a tested platform-scale, and supplied with 
cold water from the Cochituate main, and also with con- 
densed water from the reheaters and steam-cylinder jackets. 
During the second test the exhaust steam from the boiler 
feed-pump was condensed in a small barrel placed above the 
weighing-barrel, into which it was drawn from time to time.

After having been weighed the water was run into a large

tub, from which the feed-pump drew its supply. The meas- 
urement of the feed-water was checked by a Worthington 
water-meter placed between the feed-pump and the feed- 
water heater. 

To ascertain approximately the amount of water returned 
from the cylinder-jackets and reheaters the amount of cold 
water used was measured during the second test by a meter 
placed on the Cochituate supply. 

About seven hours after the beginning of the first test a 
small leak was discovered from a safety-valve on the boiler 
feed-pipe between the pump and the hot-water meter. After 
being discovered, the water leaking was caught and returned 
to the feed-pump tub. For a period of about fourteen hours 
the leakage was weighed, and the rate so determined was 
used to make a correction for the time before the leak was 
discovered. The total amount of this correction was 650 
pounds. 

On the second test all pipe connections with feed-pipes, 
boilers, and engine, except those in use, were disconnected, 
to avoid all chance of error from leakage. 

Temperatures of the feed-water were taken before and 
after passing through the feed-water heater by means of 
thermometers inserted in the feed-pipe. 

A thermometer in a tube partially filled with oil was in- 
serted in the flue to ascertain the temperature of the gases 
beyond the feed-water heater, and on the second test a similar 
thermometer was placed in the flue between the boiler and 
heater. 

Throughout the trials half- hourly observations were made 
of the engine counter, pressure of steam at engine and boilers, 
vacuum in condenser in inches of mercury, height of water 
in boiler, height of water in tub holding feed-pump supply, 
water-meters on boiler feed-pipe and cold-water pipe, 
barometer, temperature of steam, temperature of gases in 
flue, and temperature of engine-room. Fifteen-minute read- 
ings were taken of the force-main and pump-well gauges, 
and re eadings of the feed-water thermometers every “ten 
minutes. 

Temperatures of the external air and indicator diagrams 
from the steam-cylinders were taken hourly. 

A large number of observers were employed, and care was 
taken to secure accuracy in all of the observations. The - 
more important records were also taken independently by 
assistants of Mr. Leavitt. 

No calorimeter tests were made to ascertain the quality of 
the steam. Jor the purposes of calculation it has been as- 
sumed that all of the water was evaporated into dry steam.

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The rubber valves used in the pumps began to require re- 
newal early in the season, after a term of service which 
proved them to be well adapted to the work required of 
them. As the annual cost of renewing these valves will be 
quite large, various qualities of rubber are now being tested 
in the pumps, for the purpose of establishing an economical 
standard. 

The pumping plant, as a whole, is in excellent condition. 

The apparatus for ventilating the sub-galleries of the en- 
gine-house, and the sewers leading to it, is working well. 

A powerful press has been placed i in the filth- hoist, where 
it is used for compressing and drying the mater ials raised 
from the sewers*by the screen-cages. The materials thus 
treated are afterward burned under the boilers. The tem- 
porary floors and galleries in the engine-house and filth-hoist 
will be replaced by permanent structures, designs for which 
are now in preparation. 

A small force of men has been employed during the sea- 
son grading, soiling, seeding, and putting in order the 
grounds about the station. 

After the lot of land for the proposed dwellings for em- 
ployés was purchased, the surplus gravel from the pumping- 
station grounds was removed to it, and the grounds thus 
cleared covered with soil. Early next season it is expected 
that the grading will be finished, and the grass well started 
on all parts of the grounds. <A 4-inch water-pipe has been 
laid to the wharf, to supply the tow-boat, and two hydrants 
have been set for additional Rutland to the wooden struct- 
ures about the station. 

A swinging platform has been built at the wharf-end of: 
the coal-run, rand a fence has been built on each side of the 
roadway leading to the station. 


Deposir SEWERS. 


These sewers, located beyond the pumping-station, in- 
tercept the heavy matter that might otherwise find its way 
into the tunnel and possibly clog it. The total amount of 
deposit received in them to Jan. 1, 1886, was 4,400 cubic 
yards, consisting, for the most part, of sand, ashes, gravel, 
paper pulp, and burnt match-ends, mixed with a small pro- 
portion of rags and sticks and enough fecal matter to cause 
it to be offensive. A large amount of this material had 
collected in the sewer before it had been determined how to 
dispose of it. 

The method of removing the sludge is as follows: The 
deposit is first scraped and flushed to the lower end of the 
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deposit-sewers by means of a scraping-machine moved by 
the current. At this point the deposit is brought to the 
mouth of a pipe, through which it is carried by a strong 
current to a large wooden tank on the edge of the channel. 
When a sufficient quantity has been carried into the tank 
the flow is stopped, and the contents of the tank emptied into 
a scow, which is towed outside the harbor and dumped. 
Since the opening of Dorchester Bay, in the spring, 2,000 
cubic yards have been thus removed. The apparatus has 
sufficient capacity to remove a little more than double the 
amount of deposit received, and the removal of that first 
accumulated is therefore necessarily slow, but will be ac- 
complished during thé coming season. 

In attempting to remove the deposit by hand labor it was 
found that the men shovelling it soon became temporarily 
blind from the effects of the gases liberated. 

Of the different methods considered for removing this _ 
deposit that now employed has the advantage of transport- 
ing it under water until it is ready to be loaded into the 
scow, thereby preventing a possible nuisance if the deposits 
were hoisted out of the sewer and handled on the surface in 
the open air. The method used will also permit of the con- 
tinuous cleaning of the sewers and the steady employment of 
labor. 

The scow now used to carry the sludge from the deposit 
sewers out to sea was fitted for temporary use only, and in 
cold weather it works in a very unsatisfactory manner. 
Designs have been made for a dump-scow specially adapted 
to this wor k, and it is the intention to build it during the 
coming season. 


TUNNEL. 


The tunnel has been frequently flushed by running the 
four pumps simultaneously for several hours. During two 
flushings, on August 28 and September 25, 1885, careful 
measurements were taken of the volume of sewage flowing, 
the difference of levels of the sewage at the two ends of the 
tunnel, and all other data required to determine its capacity. 
The results show that up to the time of the last measure- 
aie the capacity of the tunnel had not appreciably dimin- 
ished. 


A considerable amount of the grease contained in the 
sewage passing through the tunnel rises into and collects in 
the east shaft. Ninety tons of this grease have recently 
been removed from the shaft, and repeated attempts have 


been made to clarify it, but without success.

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The pump for the tunnel is still stored, and it is probable 
that it will not be needed for use for some time. The necessary 
foundations should, however, be built soon, so that if needed 
the pump could be speedily put in use. 


FLUME. 


The temporary wooden flume between Squantum and 
Moon Island shows no signs of decay. Under a portion of 
it, about 100 feet long, the piles settled from 1 inch to 
34 inches, although the load on them was the same carried 
since the opening of the works. The flume has been raised 
to its original position and means taken to prevent further 
settlement. 

The flume was designed with reference to a flow through 
it of 100,000,000 gallons in 24 hours, this being the normal 
capacity of the four sewage-pumps. 

An automatic electric apparatus has been placed in the 
connection chamber at Squantum, which records on a dial at 
the gate-house at Moon Island the pressure on the upper end 
of the flume. Connection by telephone has also been made 
between the two places, and a man is stationed at the former 
during storms. 


RESERVOIR AND OTHER Works AT Moon ISLAND. 


The grounds have been graded and old buildings removed. 

To facilitate the daily cle raning of the reservoirs, 21 auto- 

matic gates have been constructed and placed between the 
6-feet gallery and the reservoirs ; they are used in connection 
with the outlet and inlet gates, and give very satisfactory 
results. | 

For cleaning the walls of the reservoir salt-water jets are 
used, these heing furnished by a Deane pump, which was set 
up and piped by the force employed on the works. Power 
for this pump is usually furnished by a turbine wheel 
operated by the sewage, but steam-power is provided for 
use when necessary. 

A bourding-house and several other buildings at the Island 
were purchased from Messrs. C. W. Parker & Co. The 
boarding-house is now used for the accommodation of the 
employés but it makes a very unsatisfactory dwelling in cold 
weather. 

After each discharge of the sewage the deposits on the 
bottom of the reservoir are washed into the discharge-sewers. 
When this washing is finished, about four feet in depth of 
sewage, loaded with deposits, is in the outlet-sewers, the dis- 
charge of which is prevented by the height of the tide. As 
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the tide ran out this sewage formerly flowed sluggishly out 
with it, and the slow currents which pass the outlet at the 
lower stages of the tide caused it to lodge on the flats and 
beaches in the immediate vicinity of the outlet. This evil 
was partially remedied by providing two large wooden gates | 
to close the sewers near their outlets when the discharge 
from the reservoir is stopped. These gates retain the w: ash- 
ings of the basins until the next discharge. They have 
operated in a satisfactory manner throughout the year, and 
have diminished the amount of the deposit on the shore 
near the outlet. Although the amount of deposit has been 
reduced by the use of the gates above mentioned, there is 
yet in warm weather a considerable odor at low tide from it. 
This can be prevented by the construction of a sea-wall, 
plans for which have been made. 

The roadway, nearly a mile in length, between Squantum 
and Moon Island, has been fenced on both sides. 

A brick gate-house has been built over the outlet gates, 
under the direction of the City Architect. 

The portion of the embankment between Squantum and 
Moon Island, in which the permanent sewer was not built, 
continues to settle at a decreasing rate. The settlement, as 
shown by instrumental observations, was from one to two 
inches during the past year. , 

The amount expended in 1885, from the appropriation for 
the construction of the works is $109,270.53, of which $14,- 
973.21 were expended for maintaining the works from Janu- 
ary 1, to May 1, 1885. The total appropriation to date is 
$5,388,000; total cost of the works to January 1, 1886, 
less the amount received from the sale of old machinery, ete., 
$5,276,077.36 ; balance unexpended, $111,922.64. 

The available balance is a smaller sum than this on account 
of amounts due contractors. 

A separate appropriation of $50,000 was made for the 
maintenance of the works during the year beginning May 1, 
1885. Of this the amount spent to January 1, 1886, is $35,- 
838.81. 


SorL-WATER INVESTIGATIONS. 


Soon after the inception of the Main Drainage Works, 
fears were expressed that it would lower the soil-water in 
the Back-Bay district below the tops of the piles supporting 
the buildings. It was thought that this would be caused by 
the shutting out of the tide-water from the sewers, and by 
the low level, at which the sewage in both common and in- 
tercepting sewers would be maintained by an uninterrupted 
flow of the sewage to the pumping-station. 
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In March, 1878, 20 pipes were driven in different parts of 
the Back-Bay district, and in them the height of the soil- 
water was measured. 

In the corresponding month of the past year, after the 
Main Drainage Works had been in operation for more than 
a year, the level of the soil-water was again measured, and 
_ from measurements taken in eleven pipes, which were all 
that could be found of the original twenty, the average level 
was found to be about an inch higher than in 1878. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Main Drainage Works were designed to intercept and 
dispose of the sewage from a population of 800,000, and also 
an amount of water equal to a rainfall of 4-inch in twenty- 
four hours, in the low level district to be drained (see History 
Boston Main Drainage Works, 1885.) To complete the design 
it will be necessary to double the pumping capacity of the 
works. At the present time the pumping plant has a surplus 
capacity equal to about three times the present ordinary dry- 
weather flow of sewage, and this surplus capacity is utilized 
to prevent the flooding of cellars, etc., in low districts dur- 
ing storms at high tide. 

"The area connected with the Main Drainage System: is 
being rapidly increased, and a large proportion of this in- 
crease in area drained is in districts of the city which are 
intended to be drained at some future time by a “High Level 
Sewer,” connecting with the main system at Squantum. The 
brook-water and street drainage from these districts cannot 
be taken into the main sewer without taxing the works be- 
yond their capacity, and the brooks now emptying into it 
from certain districts should be provided with independent 
outlets. 

The water from house-roofs taken into the sewers will still 
further increase the amount to be pumped, and to this may 
be added the ground-water entering the city sewers through 
leaks in them ‘and their connections, this last amount depend- 
ing upon the care with At Mab the city sewers are built and 
maintained. 

In deciding upon the Batak to be pursued in sewering 
different districts of the city these matters should receive 
careful consideration, as not only the cost of the sewers to 
be built is involved, but also that of increasing the main 
system, and of the daily pumping. 

It has been found that large quantities of salt-water used 
for manufacturing purposes are discharged into the sewers; 


; 
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in one instance the daily amount so discharged being esti- 
mated at 1,000,000 gallons, or 3} per cent. of the average 
daily amount of sewage pumped. In this instance the water 
is turned into the sewers so hot as to make it impossible to 
enter them for repairing and cleaning. 

During the past season one manufacturer has voluntarily 
provided an outlet into the sea for the salt-water to be used 
by him, his attention having been called to the evils to be 
caused by discharging it into the sewer. | 

I would recommend that the City Council take such action 
as may be necessary to prevent such use of the sewers in the 
future, and to remedy like evils already existing. 


D.— PARKS. 


For the purpose of making this report a complete record of 
the work of this department, the following statement, which 
was made to the Park Commissioners, and printed in their 
report to the City Council, is given : — 


Back Bay IMPROVEMENT. 


Grading and Loaming.— The work of excavating the marsh to the 
established grade has been continued. 

In doing this work the sods were removed, the mud excavated, and 
the sods relaid. A portion of the proposed marsh-meadow, which 
had been filled with dredged materials, was also sodded. The total 
area of marsh-meadow graded and sodded is now 357,000 square feet, or 
43 per cent. of the whole. The muck excavated from the marsh, 
together with a large amount dug from the channel by the dredging- 
machine, was used in grading the slopes between the driveways and 
the shore of the water-way. These slopes were afterwards covered 
with loam and compost and are ready for planting. 

The total area now graded and loamed for planting is 435,000 square 
feet, or 32 per cent. of the whole area to be treated in this manner. 

The greater part of the area graded in 1884 has been planted during 
the past season, making the total area planted 315,000 square feet, or 
23 per cent. of the whole. 

Gravel. Filling.— The Boston & Albany R.R. Co. has furnished, 
during the year, the gravel required for grading the driveways and 
forming the shores of the water-way, the total amount delivered being 
3,594 squares, and the price paid $3.50 per square. 

Lxcavation of Water-way.— Dredging was resumed on April 15, 
and continued until December 17, the total quantity of material 
dredged during the year being 51,419 cubic yards. This amount is less 
than that of the previous year, the working season having been shorter, 
and the work more difficult to do. 

The cost was about 23 cents per cubic yard, including the cost of all 
repairs, no allowance being made for the cost and depreciation in value 
of the plant. 

There is charged to dredging the cost of handling considerable mate- 
rial, which could not be measured, and is, therefore, not included in the 
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above amount of work done, and also the cost of towing scows loaded 
by hand with sods and other material. 

The area of water-way excavated to grade is now 1,043,000 square 
feet, or 82 per cent. of the whole, and the length of shore line com- 
pleted is 18,100 lineal feet, or 68 per cent. of the whole. 

Drive-ways. — The drive-way from Parker street to Commonwealth 
avenue has been graded, curb-stones have been set, gutters paved, and 
the catch-basins and drains constructed. 

The blue-stone edgings and posts for enclosing the tree spaces on the 
northerly side of the drive have been purchased, and are on the ground, 
but have not as yet been set. 

The total length of curb-stone set is 4,138, lineal feet, and the area of 
gutters paved 1,8764 square yards. 

Miscellaneous. — ‘Temporary wire fences have been constructed 
around such portion of the planted areas as needed protection. 

The various structures are in good condition, with the exception of 
the granite curb which supports the iron railing around the planted 
areas in the Beacon Entrance; a portion of this has settled out of shape, 
and will have to be reset before sidewalks are built. 

The structures for controlling the flow of the water in Stony brook 
and the Back-bay basin have satisfactorily performed the work for 
which they were designed. 

On February 10 an unusual freshet occurred in Stony brook, and on 
the 25th of November a severe easterly storm caused the tide to rise to 
a height greater than it has attained for several years. On neither 
of these vecasions was there any serious damage done to the slopes 
around the basin. 

A sewer has been built by the Sewer Department in Marlborough 
street, and connected temporarily with the Stony-br one conduit, 
with the understanding that early in next season this sewe , together 
with one in Newbury ‘street, which was connected with the eae in 
1884, and the sewer in Huntington avenue, shall be connected with the 
Main Drainage System. 


COVERED CHANNEL OF Muppy RIVER. 


The conduit which was damaged as described in the Jast annual re- 
port has been thoroughly repaired, and in December the flow of Muddy 
river was again turned through it, and the connection with the Back- 
bay basin closed. 

The conduit across Brookline avenue, which is intended to connect 
Muddy river with the Back-bay basin, is uncompleted, the land 
needed for that purpose not having been obtained. This work, to- 
gether with the retaining-wall required, should be done during the 
coming season. 


Bussey PARK. 


Owing to the small amount of the appropriation for this park less 
work has been done during the past year than in previous years. A 
small foree was employed during the early part of the year at the quarry 
on Bussey street, getting out stone for use on the drive- ways. The 
drive-way to the top of the open hill has been partially graded. 

Stones for granite gate-posts at the entrances to the drive- -way already 
built have been cut, and the posts at the South-street entrance have 
been built. 

Wire fences have been placed on the boundaries of the park where 
there were no fences previously. 
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FRANKLIN PARK. 


A small force was employed in the early part of the year in removing 
fruit and other unsightly trees. 

The ‘* Sewall house,” on Blue Hill avenue, having been leased for a 
Refectory, a water-pipe was laid for the introduction of city water, and 
a sanitary building for men was built. 

The ‘‘ Wiliiams house,” at the corner of Williams and Walnut streets, 
was fitted up for a Refectory and a waiting-room, and a sanitary build- 
ing for men was built near it. 

Two drinking-fountains were erected in the field in rear of the 
car-station on Blue Hill avenue, and about 1,400 lineal feet of pipe 
laid to connect them with the city pipes. 

In August work was begun on the erection of a retaining-wall to sup- 
port the ‘‘ Overlook,” near Walnut street and Glen road, the stone for 
this wall being obtained from the old fence walls in the vicinity and 
from the field in front of it. 

The boulders were removed from an area of about 20 acres, and the 
holes filled with loam. 

A small force has been kept constantly employed in the nursery and 
propagating-house since the completion of the latter, 

All the cellars where buildings have been removed have been filled 
and the grounds about them cleared up. 


CHARLES-RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


Work was commenced upon this improvement by the contractors 
about April 1, and continued at a rapid rate until about the middle 
of September, from which time until the closing of work for the 
winter its progress was somewhat slow, on account of the want of an 
additional appropriation to carry it on. 

About 1,800 lineal feet of pile foundation, 1,600 lineal feet of wall 
below coping, with the filling behind it, and 800 lineal feet of coping 
have been completed, comprising work to the value of about $112,000. 

To complete the work will require about 400 lineal feet of pile foun- 
dation, 650 lineal feet of wall, with filling back of it, and 1,450 lineal 
feet of coping. : 

As the contractors have considerable material on hand for the work, 
it can be rapidly carried to completion as soon as the weather permits 
in the spring. 


MARINE PARK, City POINT. 


In June the filling deposited during the previous year was levelled 
off and rolled. 

In August plans and specifications were prepared for a temporary 
wooden pier, to extend in a south-easterly direction from the foot of 
Fifth street, and on October 23 a contract was made with Benjamin 
Young for building the pier for the sum of $10,960. This pier is to be 
30 feet wide and 1,166 feet long; the foundation for 364 feet at the 
shore end is to be of spruce piles, and for the balance of oak piles, the 
whole to be thoroughly braced. The floor is to be of hard pine planed ; 
there is to be a railing on both sides and across the outer end, and seats 
are to be built along the railing. The elevation of the floor will be 
about ten feet above mean high water. , 

The storm of November 25 damaged the old bulkheads which 
protect the shore, and this damage has been repaired. All of these 
structures are in a decayed condition, and will need continual repairs 
for their maintenance. 
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Woop ISLAND PARK. 


The contract with John F. Barry for filling the parkway was closed 
on January 24, 1885, and under that contract 6,685,% squares of filling 
deposited, at $3.35 per square. 

This did not complete the filling to the full width of the parkway, 
the appropriation for this park having been exhausted. 

Under an agreement with the Boston & Maine R.R. Co., filling was 
commenced on October 23 by that company. ‘The parkway was 
graded to its full width, and the work completed on December 3. 
The total amount of filling deposited under this latter agreement was 
1,842 squares, at $3.35 per square. 

After the completion of the filling, trenches five feet in width and two 
feet thrée inches in depth were dug on the curb-line for the whole 
length of both sides of the parkway. These trenches were filled with 
two feet of loam underlaid by six inches of clay. 

The ground is ready for the planting of trees in the spring. 

The total amount of loam delivered was 1,268 cubic yards, at $1.00 
per yard. 

The clay was found upon the ground. 


The table giving the number of vessels passing through 
the drawbridges controlled by the City of Boston during the 
year 1884 will be found in Appendix A. 

The table giving the number of vessels passing through 
the drawbridges controlled by the City of Boston during the 
years 1881, 1882, 1883, 1884, and 1885, will be found in 
Appendix B. 

The table showing the widths of draw-openings in the 
bridges over tide-water in this city is given in Appendix C. 
The openings have all been remeasured for this report. 


It is a painful duty to have to record, in this report, the 
death of my predecessor, Mr. Henry M. Wightman, who 
died, after a short illness, on April 3, 1885. The following 
page exhibits briefly his official connection with the city. 
By his death the city lost a most efficient and valuable official 
and a public-spirited citizen. With his former subordinates, 
and those who knew him socially or professionally, there will 
always remain the memory of his genial manliness, his 
honesty, and his disinterested devotion to the city he served. 
The works which he executed will serve as monuments testify- 
ing to his professional ability.

STREETS. 


There are employed in sweeping and cleaning the streets 
197 men, 34 carts, 10 sweeping-machines, and ve water-carts 5 
of this number, 75 men are sweepers. ‘The principal streets 
are cleaned daily, and others twice a week. During the 
winter months the teams are employed in moving house-dirt, 
and the sweepers in cleaning crossings and removing snow 
from public squares and buildings. The number of miles of 
streets cleaned, 185 per week; the cost of labor for doing 
this work for the year, $92,943.63. 
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HousE—OFFAL. 


There are employed in removing house-offal 99 men and 
45 wagons. The offal is removed from dw elling-houses three 
times a week during the summer months, and ‘twice a week 
during the winter; from hotels, markets, and restaurants it 
is removed daily. ‘There are 45 districts, and each team is 
assigned a route. The men employed in collecting offil are 
required to enter the premises, collect the offal and empty 
the same in wagons; when filled, to drive to one of the offal- 
depots owned by the city ; it is there sold to farmers of ad- 
joining towns within a radius of 20 miles. 


The cost of labor for this work for the year, $69,821.06. 


HovusE—DIRT AND ASHES. 


There are employed in removing house-dirt and ashes 162 
men, with two men to each team. This material is removed 
from hotels, tenement-houses, and stores twice in each week, 
and from dwellings once a week. ‘There are 74 routes, one 
team being assigned each route. 

The ordinance requires that house-dirt and ashes shall be 
kept in some convenient place for collection. ‘The men are 
required to enter the premises and place such vessels as con- 
tain the ashes upon the sidewalk, or in passage-ways in 


the rear; the teams follow, and are loaded; the empty ves- 


sels are returned by the men to their original position. 
Bills for the sale of ashes are forwarded to the Collector. 
The cost of labor for doing this work for the year, $129,- 
298.49. 


There are employed in cleaning cesspools 47 men and 16 
wagons. They are cleaned as often as required, and their 
contents conveyed to a dump and immediately covered with 
ashes. There are about 5,000 cesspools.

I would most respectfully call your attention to the sweep- 
ing and cleaning of the streets, and their condition during 
the day, which is not satisfactory to me, and for the follow- 
ing reasons : — 


That the several horse-railroads are distributing gravel 
daily upon their tracks. 

The drivers of dump-carts are in the habit of overloading 
their teams, consequently a portion of their loads is dis- 
tributed on the streets. 
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The sweeping of store-dirt and paper into the gutters adds 
much to the unfavorable condition of our streets. 

Paper, rag, and coal pickers pull rubbish from the ash- 
barrels on the sidewalks, and in so doing throw much into 
the streets and upon the walks. 

The distribution of shop-cards and notices (as an adver- 
tisement) has become a growing evil, and daily the side- 
walks of our principal thoroughfares are covered with such 
material.

REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS 


ON 


SUFFOLK COUNTY COURT-HOUSE. 


To the City Council: — 


In compliance with the order of the City Council, ap- 
proved by His Honor the Mayor, February 3, 1886, the 
Commissioners on the new Court-House for Suffolk County 
beg leave to make the following 


Ty te Cry es 


In the reports already submitted by the Commissioners 
on August 3 last, and the first day of this month, they re- 
ported to the City Council the amount and location of the 
land taken, the settlement made with the several owners, 
the steps taken for procuring plans, the selection of the 
plan, and the employment of the architect. Since their last 
report another estate has-been settled for, and negotiations 
are pending with several other owners looking to settlements 
with them. 

The Commissioners have also advertised for bids for the 
old materials for a portion of the estates (excepting the 
brick and granite, which are proposed to be used in the new 
structure), and also proposals for cleaning the brick. The 
time for awarding the said contracts has been fixed for 
February 15, instant. 

In this connection the Commissioners desire to state that 
the plans, as at present drawn, contemplate sixteen court- 
rooms in the new building. The old Court-House contains 
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but six regular court-rooms, not counting the room now used 
by the Supreme Judicial Court for an equity session. 

The Commissioners are advised that the Supreme Judicial 
Court requires two court-rooms, the Superior Court six, and 
the Municipal Court four court-rooms. In addition there 
should be rooms for the consultations of the justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court, a room for the hearing of motions 
by the justices of said court, an equity room for the 
Superior Court, a large room for the grand jury, and rooms 
for witnesses of both sexes attending the grand jury. This 
would leave four court-rooms to accommodate the future 
growth of the business of the several courts. 

The Superior Court now has four civil sessions and one 
criminal session daily, and the Chief-Justice of that court 
states, that if there were sufficient accommodations, another 
criminal session would be held at once. The Commissioners 
also believe that a fifth civil session for said court will be 
required before long. 

The Municipal Court now bas only two court-rooms. 
Two civil sessions are held daily, and sometimes two, and 
even three, judges are engaged in criminal sessions. This 
court also needs rooms for the trial of juvenile offenders, 
and for holding inquests. 

In addition, a large space is required for the Social Law 
Library ; witness-rooms for both sexes, and consultation 
rooms, both to connect or adjoin the several court-rooms ; 
and at least sixteen jury-rooms; while space is also required 
for the accommodation of the various clerks of the courts 
and their assistants; lobbies and retiring-rooms for the 
Judges ; rooms for the District Attorney, and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorneys, Sheriffs, Reporter of Decisions; rooms for 
the detentions of prisoners awaiting trial; rooms for storing 
the records of the various courts; and ample space must be 
provided for corridors. 

In providing for these increased accommodations it is 
found that the actual area of the land covered by the build- 
ing becomes large, and not alone is this area increased by 
the needed accommodations, but by an additional area re- 
quired for light and air for said increase of land covered. 

In conferring with the judges of the various courts, the 
clerks of the courts, the committee of the Bar Association, 
and with leading members of the bar, the Commissioners are 
advised that the proposed accommodations are none too great 
for the present and future business of the courts ; and the 
accepted plans meet with the hearty approval of all the be- 
fore-mentioned personages. 

It is proposed, if the weather permits, to begin the demoli- 
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tion of a portion of the estates taken, on the first day of March 
next, and the working plans for the laying of the foundations 
are sufficiently advanced to warrant the assertion that the 
work can be prosecuted without delay. 

The plans, though not completed in detail, can be seen 
and examined at any time by the members of the City Coun- 
cil at the office of the Commissioners in Pemberton square.

Ordered, That on and after February 22, 1886, the run-

Chapter 4 of the Revised Standing Regula- 
tions of the Board of Aldermen is hereby amended by 
adding thereto the following, to be Section 12 of said 
chapter, namely : — 


“Section 12. No car shall stop in front of any depot 
except to receive and discharge passengers. On Washington 
and Tremont streets, between Cornhill and Boylston street, 
cars shall not wait for passengers, but stop only for those 
passengers who may be ready to enter the car as soon as 
stopped. Drivers of horse-cars shall trot their horses when- 
ever practicable.”

SHTTLEMENT OF CLAIMS. 


In the Year One Thousand Light Hundred and Highty-six. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER FIFTEEN OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1885. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordinances of 
1885. is hereby amended by adding the following section 
thereto, to be section thirteen of said chapter, namely :— 

“Section 13. All claims against the city, arising from the 
act or neglect of any department, shall be settled by such 
department, provided the settlement is recommended by a 
vote of the Committee on Claims, approved: by the Mayor, 
and can be effected for the sum of five hundred dollars, or less. 

“The City Solicitor shall take such steps and incur such 
expense as he deems expedient for the prosecution and 
-defence of suits, and may, when recommended by a vote of 
the Committee on Claims, approved by the Mayor, settle any 
suit against the city. Every amount paid in settlement of a 
claim or suit, and every judgment or execution paid by the 
City Treasurer, shall be ch: arged against the appropriation of 
the department whose act or “neglect caused the claim, and 
shall be reckoned as an expenditure made by such depart- 
ment in all its accounts, balances, and reports. The expense 
of prosecuting and defending suits shall be paid from the 
appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed as preventing 
any person from petitioning the City Council for a settle- 
ment of his claim.”

To the Honorable the City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I respectfully submit herewith, fon your 
consideration, a communication from Samuel D. Warren, 
Jr., enclosing petitions from various steam-ship and railroad 
lines, in relation to the importation of foreign rags and the 
course pursued by the Board of Health. It is claimed that 
the present method of regulating the business interferes with 
our trade, is disastrous to our manufacturing interests with- 
out any corresponding benefit. It has, in fact, driven the 
importation of rags to other cities whose rules are not so 
strict as to inspection and fumigation, and is a serious incon- 
venience and loss to our manufacturers. If it is deemed 
necessary the parties aggrieved would like to be heard on the 
matter.

Dear Sir, —I now hand you on behalf of the parties in- 
terested the following papers : — 

1. Petition of representatives of the Warren, Leyland, 
and other lines of steam-ships, doing a carrying business to 
this port, in regard to Boston quarantine regulations against 
rags. 

2. Petition of the representatives of the Boston and 
Albany, New York and New England, and Fitchburg Rail- 
roads, doing a carrying business from this port to the inte- 
rior of the State, relating to the same subject. 

3. Petition signed by nearly all the paper manufactur- 
ers and the rag importers doing business in this State, 
relating to the same subject-matter; to all of which I ask 
your careful attention. 

By a reference to the statistics of importation, obtainable 
at the Boston Custom House, it will be found that the 
importation of foreign rags, other than woollen, at this port 
has fallen from an average per month in the months of July, 
August, and September, 1884, of 3,977,919 Ibs., valued at 
$90,412, to an average per month during the same months in 
1885 of 687,369 Ibs., valued at $15,553. 

The average importation is probably less at the present 
time. 

Most of this falling off is due to the quarantine regulations 
in force at this port since June 1, A.D. 1885, which require 
all rags arriving here to be submitted to a patented process 
of disinfection, for which the charge is $5 per ton, with in- 
cidental expenses varying from twenty to seventy-five cents per 
ton additional, or, on the average importation for a single 
month, based on the months of July, August, and Septem- 
ber, 1884, the tax would have amounted to $10,740.60 
(reckoning the expense at $5.40 per ton), or at the rate of 
nearly 12 per cent. ad valorem. 

As this is the only port in the country (so far as I am 
aware) where rags are not admitted, either without disinfec- 
tion (when there is no cause to suspect them of infection) or 
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on a certain certificate of foreign disinfection, the commerce 
of the port in rags has departed elsewhere, largely to New 
York. 

There are four large interests of this State injuriously 
affected by this tax on rags, and many incidental ones injured 
by diverting commerce elsewhere : — 

1. The carrying trade, particularly the steam-ship lines, 
to this port, who are not only affected directly, but incident- 
ally, as rags are very valuable dunnage to work in with 
other cargo, and have always been sought after by steam- 
ship lines on this account. 

2. The Massachusetts railroads, particularly those carry- 
ing to the central and western portions of the State, whose 
work in transporting rags for the paper mills of Holyoke 
and elsewhere is taken by foreign roads. 

38. The paper manufacturers’ interest. The relatively 
large interests of the State in paper-making need no com- 
ment. 

4, The rag importers, who are sometimes manufacturers, 
and sometimes not. 

The only parties benefited are those interested in the 
profits of the “ Boston Disinfecting Company,” carrying on 
business on Water and Chamber streets in the Charlestown 
District, because 

1. Foreign rags, either not disinfected at all or disin- 
fected by the foreign process, come to the State and to the 
city via other ports. The public health, therefore, gets no 
protection. 

2. Because the disinfection of foreign rags is unnec- 
essary, as shown by a vast preponderance of testimony of 
scientific and medical men. 

3. Because this particular patented process, the only 
known process satisfactory to the Board of Health, is worth- 
less as a disinfecting process, and does not do what is claimed 
for it. 


All the above statements of facts I am ready to prove to 
your satisfaction.

Sir, — We, the undersigned, representing foreign steam- 
ship companies plying between Boston and E uropean ports, 
respectfully represent that the large business heretofore done 
by us, in the conveyance of foreign rags to this port, has 
very largely fallen off and been transferred to New York 
and other ports, in consequence of the regulations enforced 
at, Boston by our local Board of Health, requiring the disin- 
fection of all rags on arrival here, whether they have been 
disinfected before shipment or not; whilst rags arriving at 
New York, accompanied by a eeHineHee certifying to pre- 
vious disinfection, are allowed to be landed without further 
trouble. You will thus see that rags which are not allowed 
to be landed here without disinfection can be imported at 
New York, and brought on here by local routes, showing the 
inconsistency of the present regulations in force at this port. 

Rags being a very important item of our import trade, 
it is evident that the interests of Boston as a commercial 
port are injured in an unnecessary manner, and that the 
steam-ship lines running to this port at present labor under 
a very serious disadvantage compared with those running to 


New York.

To His Honor the Mayor, and the Members of the Board of 
Flealth, of the City of Boston: — 


We, the undersigned, being either manufacturers of paper, 
or importers of foreign rags and dealers in the same, respect- 
fully represent, that on June 1, 1885, the Board of Health 
of the City of Boston issued the following order : — 

“That, on and after this date, all rags arriving at this port 
from any foreign port, shall, before being discharged, be dis- 
infected under the supervision of an officer of this Board, 
and in a manner satisfactory to this Board.” 
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This order applies indiscriminately to all rags, whether 
supposed infected or not, and from whatever part of the 
world imported, and is the harshest quarantine regulation ever 
passed against this important article of commerce. 

The only practicable method of disinfection satisfactory to 
the Board is understood to be that by a patented process, 
which imposes upon importers large expense, long delays, 
and possible injury to the goods themselves. 

While more than equally interested with the rest of the 
public in preventing the introduction into this country of 
any disease, by means of rags, and with a full sense of the 
responsibility we take by our present action, we respect- 
fully protest against this sweeping order, because we believe 
that it is unnecessary for the protection of the public against 
disease, as shown by the country’s experience of over half 
a century in the importation of foreign rags. 

Old rags, for use in paper- -making, have been for many 
years imported, i in large quantities, from nearly all the prin- 
cipal ports and countries of Europe, Asia, and Africa, and 
we, individually and respectively, have always used, and are 
now using, large quantities of foreign rags collected in va- 
rious parts of the old world in the manufacture of paper at 
our respective mills. These rags are carefully assorted at 
the mills into various grades before use, almost every rag 
being separately handled in this process, and a large number 
of our operatives coming in direct contact with them ; yet, 
notwithstanding this, we are able to state that, in the course 
of our experience as manufacturers, we have never known 
of any case of disease at our respective mills which could 
be traced to, or was believed to have been caused by, foreign 
rags; that no case of cholera has ever been caused by rags, 
domestic or foreign, and that only very rarely have cases of 
small-pox occurred at our mills, and these were, in every 
instance, traced to domestic rags. 

We submit, therefore, that the plain facts of the case do 
not warrant such harsh regulations aguinst rags alone of all 
articles of commerce. 

While our experience does not permit us to share the fears 
about rags as carriers of disease, we do not ask the State or 
city to take even the slightest risk, and are hence quite ready 
to acquiesce in the disinfection, or even the exclusion of all 
rags from infected ports and districts, as an extreme precau- 
tion. 

We pray, however, that you will take such action as may 
come within your respective functions for the modification 
of the present order, which is proving injurious to paper- 
making, — an industry in which Massachusetts has a special 
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interest, as well as to the commercial interests of the port of 
Boston, the order working, as it largely does, as a practical 


embargo on the importation of rags.

COMMITTEE ON HARBORS. 


PETITION OF THE BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


The Board of Park Commissioners of the City of Boston 
respectfully represent that Chapter 92 of the Acts of the 
Year 1881, authorizing the construction of the Charles-river. 
Embankment, so called, on flats of the Commonwealth in the 
Charles-river Basin, provided that the work shall be com- 
pleted within five years from the passage of said act (March 
16, 1881), that sufficient appropriations have been made by 
the City Council of said city to practically complete the same ; 
that a large amount of work has been done, but it is now 
found impracticable to finish the Embankment within said 
five years; that, furthermore, it seems to this Board desirable 
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that a part of the line of said Embankment should be changed 
in order to provide for further extension in the future, and 
that such extension should be provided for by an enactment 
reserving the flats of the Charles-river Basin from encroach- 
ment other than for park purposes. The Board, therefore, 
respectfully prays that an act be passed extending the time 
within which the Embankment may be built, for one year ; 
also providing that the line thereof may be changed so that 
the second line mentioned in said act shall run direct to 
West Boston Bridge; also providing for future extension 
thereof along said Charles-river Basin to Cottage Farm 
Bridge. 

The Board of Park Commissioners in the City of Boston 
respectfully petitions Your Honorable Body for the passage 
of an act permitting this Board to make such excavations 
and filling, and erect and maintain such structures in and 
over the area of tide-water at or near Dorchester Point, in 
South Boston, which lies north of the northerly line of East 
First street, extended easterly to Castle Island, and east of 
the westerly line of Q street, extended northerly to the line 
of the proposed reserved channel north of South Boston, 
when established, as the said Board may deem necessary or 
desirable for the purposes of a public park, in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 185 of the Acts of the Year 
1875; also subject to the provisions of Chapter 19 of the 
Public Statutes, excepting so much of Section 16 of said 
chapter as requires the payment into the treasury of compen- 
sation for the rights and privileges granted in land of the 
Commonwealth.

The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to investigate certain charges preferred against Bar- 
tholomew M. Young, the appointee -for the position of 
Superintendent of Bridges, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing 


REPORT: 


When a person prefers charges against another in a public 
manner it is to be presumed that he has some evidence at 
hand to sustain the charges; but if the evidence is not pro- 
duced his action should be regarded with suspicion, and as 
the result of malice or personal feeling, and the persons 
against whom such charges are made is not in any way 
affected thereby. 

In the case before your committee it appears that Mr. 
Young has been employed as a foreman in the Paving De- 
partment, and the charges that were made against him 
emanated from a subordinate in the same department, by the 
name of John Meehan. The charges in themselves were of 
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a serious character, and Meehan was afforded an opportunity 
of appearing before the committee to substantiate them if 
possible. In this he utterly failed, and his appearance before 
the committee was such as to convince them of his unrelia- 
bility, and that his attack upon Mr. Young at this time was 
entirely unwarranted and actuated by malice alone: and, 
under the circumstances, it cannot be too severely con- 
demned. 

On the other hand, the committee desire to state, in the 
most emphatic manner, that nothing has been shown affect- 
ing in the slightest degree the integrity of Mr. Young; and 
they are of the opinion that he is fully exonerated from the 
charges preferred against him, and accordingly recommend 
that the charges be dismissed.

The proceedings were opened by the Chairman, who read the 
charges as follows:— , 


I present to you the following charges against Bartholomew M. Young, 
who is now nominated for Superintendent of Bridges : — 

First: That Mr. Young paid several men for work who have been sus- 
pended, and had the same charged to the Paving Department. Second: The 
said Mr.-Young paid to one William Hardy $25.50 for blowing out the lamps 
on the bridge, and charged the same to the Paving Department. Third: 
That the same Mr. Young employed and did keep one Charles Merritt at 
work for the city of Boston after securing a situation in the post-office, and 
the said Young paid him, the said Merritt, thus drawing pay from the city and 
the United States Government at the same time. Fourth: That the said 
Young hired laborers to do mechanics’ work, and paid them the same rate,

Now, then, Mr. Meehan, what have you to say in regard to the 
first charge,— that Mr. Young paid several men for work who 
had been suspended, and charged the same to. the Paving Depart- 
ment? 

Mr. Mernan.—In the first place, before you can go any 
further, I want the books produced, all Mr. Morton’s books. 
And I want Mr. Morton here before we go any further. Can I 
ask you a few questions, Mr. Maguire? 

The CHarrman.— We are not here to answer questions. We 
want to find out what you know about the first charge. 

Mr. Meenan.— You produce Mr. Morton and the books, and 
then I will tell you. 

Alderman Bromwicu.— Do I understand that you call for Mr. 
Morton’s books? 

Mr. Meruan. — Yes. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — What motive have you? what do you 
expect to prove by the books in regard to your charges? 

Mr. Mrernan. — My motive is, that these men’s names are on 
the books, and Mr. Morton, he knows the number of men; and 
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they are on the pay-roll—and these men that had work without 
being on the books. 

Alderman Bromwicn. — Have you seen the books? 

Mr. Meenan. — No, sir. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — Can’t you give the names of those men 
without referring to the books? 

Mr. Mrrenan. — I would rather have the books. 

Alderman Bromwicu.— Do you want the books? 

Mr. Mrernan. — Yes; and I want to see Mr. Morton. 

Alderman Bromwicu. —I want to know what you know about 
these charges. I don’t care about Mr. Morton or his books. I 
want to know what the charges are. 

The CuHarrman. — You have made certain charges against Mr. 
Young, and you say you have some knowledge of the facts. The 
committee will reserve the right to say whether or not, if they con- 
sider your case is made, they will look at the books. 

Mr. Mrenan. —I should like to have Mr. Morton here, and you 
will know the charges when he comes. I want to ask some ques- 
tions before I proceed. I want to ask — 

The Cuairman. — Do you know anything of your own personal 
knowledge about the first charge? 

Mr. Mrrenan. — Yes; of course I do. 

The CuarrMan. — State what it is. 

Mr. Mrerenan. —I will when Mr. Morton comes. 

The CuairMan. — You state what you know first. 

Mr. Mrenan. — Will you allow me to ask you a question, Mr. 
Maguire? é 

The CuarrmMan. — We are not here to answer questions. If you 
have any evidence to offer on the subject, let us have it; and if 
you don’t know anything about it, let us know. Do you know 
anything? 

Mr. Meruan. — Oh, yes; I know something. 

The Cuarrman. — The first charge is that several men who have 
been suspended for some time have received money after being 
suspended: can you tell us anything about that? 

Mr. Mrenan. — Do you want me to give the men’s names who 
received the money? 

The CHarrMAn. — Yes. 

Mr. Mrrenan. — We were suspended some time ago, and I hap- 
pened to be one of the number; but there were eight men kept at 
carpentering work; then the rest were suspended. Well, Mr. 
Young paid on the last pay-day, and the pay-day before, three or 
four men —well, from one to two days’ pay each,— that never 
worked during that time they were suspended. Now, if you want 
the names of the men, I’ll give them. 

Alderman Bromwicu. —I should like to know how you know — 
what evidence you have. 

Mr. Mrrnan. — The names were down on the books, and he 
called them out. One of Mr. Young’s witnesses told me. 

Mr. Garvin (For Mr. Young). — We don’t want what anybody 
told you. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — Tell us what you know yourself. 
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Mr. Meenan. — Their names were called out, and I saw what 
was marked against them on the books. 

Alderman Bromwicu. —I want you to tell what you know your- 
self. 

Mr. Meenan. — Their names were called out, and I saw what 
was marked against them on the books. 

Alderman Bromwicu.— We should like to know the names of 
these men. 

Mr. Meruan. — One is a man named Crowley. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — Thomas Crowley ? 

Mr. Merenan. — No; I believe his name is Crowley ; he is here ; 
Daniel Crowley, that’s the name. The other one’s name is 
Bowley, and the other is Mernan, of Charlestown. That’s about 
as far as I can go now on this question. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — We understand, then, that you know 
these men received pay for work they did not perform? 

Mr. Merenan. — They received their wages, so they told me. 

Alderman Bromwicu. —I want to know what you yourself 
know. 

Mr. Mrernan. — I know their names were called out on the pay- 
roll. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — And they received the money? 

Mr. Mreenan. — They told me so. 

The Crrarrman. — How do you know this man Crowley received 
the money ? 

Mr. Mrenan. — He told meso; his name is on the pay-roll. 
I was down there when his name was called. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — Did you see these men get the money ? 

Mr. Meenan. — Sometimes I did. We didn’t always wait, not 
all the time. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — But did you see them get the money 
yourself? 

Mr. Merenan. —I did not. 

@. Do you know how much money Mr. Daniel Crowley received 
more than he worked for? 

A. One day’s pay, the pay before last, and the next pay he re- 
ceived two days’ pay. 

@. You know that he received that? 

A. Yes. 

@. Can you tell how much money Mr. Bowley received ? 

A. The same. 

@). He received the same on both pay-rolls? 

A, The same amount — one day the first time, and two days the 


@. How much did Mr. Mernan receive? 

A. The same. 

@. Did you see these parties’ names in the books? 

A. DidI? No. Mr. Young objected to a man standing up 
and looking over the books. 

Q. How did you know about these men’s names being on the 
books, then? 

A. I saw it on the books. 
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@. Then you are in the habit of breaking the rule made by Mr. 
Young? 

A. When I sign my name, of course I cast my eye over the 
page a little. 

(). My experience has been that a man has quite enough to do 
to sign his name without looking at anything else. Is not that 
so? 

A. People are jealous of one another, you know, and they like 
to see what others are earning, and they generally take a little 
longer than is required when signing their names. 

Q. You say you have seen these men’s names on the books. 

A. On tlte pay-roll. 

The CHatrmMan. — Have you anything further to say about the 
first charge? 

A. Yes; I can go further. As long as I commenced I might 
as wellgo on. ‘The real fact of the matter is that we all got more 
money than really belonged to us. 

@. Did you get more? 

A. IJ did, sir, until it was all figured up, because I was beat 
out of a few days’ work. But I didn’t say anything about it. 

(). Ain’t you charitable enough to think that that was the case 
with the others? 

A. I didn’t think anything at all about it. I know it happened 
in other cases. You will find that some men got full time all the 
time and others did not. 

@. Did some men get full time all the while? 

A. Pretty near. You will find out by looking at the pay-roll. 

Alderman Bromwicu.— Did you ever receive any money for 
work that you did not perform ? 

A: Yes, sir. 

@. Why didn’t you complain of it before — that there was dis- 
honesty going on? 

A. Well, Dll tell you: because I thought it might hurt me, 
and I thought I might lose work. 

@. Why do you complain now then? | 

A. I will tell you, sir. I didn’t think that Mr. Young was 
a fit man for the place: he was not a mechanic, knew nothing 
about the business ; and I had a little prejudice—a little mite. I 
tried to get on to work, and he tried to have me not go on. I 
told him then if ever he went for anything I should try to stop 
him. 

@. Then you allowed ‘your superior to rob the city of Boston all 
this time, and then when he comes forward for another position, for 
revenge you talk about it? 

A. I‘hadn’t a chance any other time. If I had made the 
charges before I thought I might get the worst of it. 

@. Do you do this for revenge? 

A. Well, no; not altogether that sir. I did it because Mr. 
Young put men that is not mechanics over men that is mechanics ; 
men that know nothing about their business. Mr. Young put 
them over men who did, and I felt bad for a man to go round and 


say do this and do that, and I knew didn’t know anything about 
it.

A. Dartmouth-street bridge, I believe; but I’m not sure, you 
know. 

@. Was there any one at work there at the time? 

A. Onthe bridge? Yes; some men at work right along there. 
At least they got time for being round. ‘There has not been much 
work done this winter. Some got full pay and some didn’t. 

@. Did Mr. Hardy put the lamps out at night? 

A. Not to my knowledge; but he did in the morning, and put 
them in the chest. is 

@. Who put the lamps out at night? 

A. The men that were working there. 

@. You think this was on Dartmouth-street bridge? 

A. I believe so, — to the best of my knowledge. 

The Cuarrman. — You know the mea at night put the lamps 
out?

Alderman Bromwicu. — When did this happen? 

A. I was told by — 

@. You don’t know yourself?

Alderman Donovan. — You know nothing about the charge 
yourself? 

A. No; but you can see it on the books. 

Q@. You know nothing other than what you were told? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Gatvin. — You can’t substantiate the charge at all, from 
your own knowledge?

— The fourth charge is that Mr. Young em- 
ployed laborers as mechanics and paid them as such: what have 
you got to say about that; anything?

@. Have you not done carpentering work on the bridges? 

A. -I have, sir. 

(). Isit not a fact that these men are supposed to do any work 
which they are required to do —either carpentering or painting, 
or anything else? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You say you have done carpentering work ? 

A. Yes; I was suspended, as there was no work for painters, 
so I worked as a carpenter. I worked as a ship fastener in the 
Navy-Yard some years ago, and I knew how to handle a hammer, 
swing a maul, and drive a spike; so I think I was just as good a 
carpenter as the rest of them, and so I procured a situation. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — You went yourself to a trade that you 
acknowledge you didn’t know anything about? 

A. I didn’t acknowledge anything of the kind. 

@. You say you know how to drive a spike, and because in a 
branch of business that you know there was shortness of work you 
went into another, so as not to be suspended.

@. Ithink you said just now that he was not your superior 
officer. 

A. I did not. : 

@. Why didn’t you go to Mr. Young himself?

Q. What did he have to do with it? 

A. I was acquainted with him, and he used his influence to get 
me work there. 

@. You know now that Mr. Morton s the Acting Superinten- 
dent of Streets? 

A. I suppose I do. 
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@. Then why did you not prefer a charge against Mr. Young 
that he had paid vou tor work you had not performed ? 

A. I didn’t think it was time, and there was no hurry about it. 

@. You say you worked in the Navy-Yard at carpentering? 

A. J worked at ship fastening. 

Q. When was that? 

A. It was in ’68, ’69, and I believe a part of ’70. 

The CuHarrmMan. — That is all you have to say in reference to 
these charges? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Have you worked in any other department of the city ?

@. Did you tell any one about these charges coming up? 


A. No, sir. 

Mr. Garvin. — How old are you? 

A. I don’t know that that has anything to do with the case. 
Alderman Donovan. — When Mr. Young was absent did he 


leave any one in charge of the work? 


A. Yes, he did. 

@. In charge of the work? 

A. Yes; he left a carpenter over painters. 

@. Did that man ever give you any orders about your work? 

A. Yes. 

(). Did you go about it? 

A. I did not; I went when [ got ready. 

@. Why not? 

A. Because I didn’t consider the man capable of telling me what 
to do. 

@. In other words, you considered you were your own boss? 

A. Occasionally I was. 

@. And because you couldn’t be your own boss any longer you 


have brought these charges? 

A. Aman who couldn’t give me proper instructions wasn’t fit 
to be left in charge. 

Q. In your estimation? 

A. I can prove it. 

Mr. Garvin. — How old are you, Mr. Meehan? 

A. I don’t know that that is a proper question for me to 
answer. 

@. Will you please answer that question ? 

A. Well, I might be 40. 

@. But how old are you? You might be 400, you know, for all 
I know. 
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IT might be about 40 or so. 
That’s as near as you can come to it? 
Yes. : 
Where have you lived? 

I have lived in Boston. 
Whereabouts in Boston? 

At the North End. 

What street. 

Commercial street. 

When was that? 

Twelve or thirteen years ago. 
How long did you live there? 
Several years. 

Then where did you go? 


To Endicott street. But I’m getting ahead of my story. 


was in Endicott street first. 
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How long were you there? 

A few years. 

And then you went down on Commercial street ?

It was because a man wouldn’t renew his 
bail bond for me. 
Q. You jumped your bail, didn’t you? 
A. No; aman went my bonds, and he wouldn’t renew them, so 
T went to New York. The case didn’t amount to anything: I was 
acquitted. 
@. You jumped your bail? 
A. No; I didn’t jump it, because the man refused to renew his 
bond. 
Were you not under bail at the time you went to New York? 
Yes. No; I don’t know that I was. 
You took leg bail? 
Yes. 
When did you come back from New York? 
IT came back several times. 
How long did you stay at that time? 
When I came back? 
No; when you went to New York. 
About a year or so. 
Did you ever go back to New York again? 
Yes. 
When did you go back the last time? 
Last summer. 
That was on a visit? 
I went there to work. 
When you got back, after ’78, did you work in the Fire De- 
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partment? 
A. I guess I did after I came from California. 
Q. That was about what time — what year? 
A. I can’t give you the date. 
@. About when? 
A. I don’t know. You can go up there and look at the books. 
Q. Do you remember the first time you were fined by the Board 


of Fire Commissioners ? 
A. Inever was fined. You are laboring under a great mistake. 
Q. If that is so, itis not true that on Jan. 30, 1875, you were 
fined five days’ pay. Is that true? 
A. No, sir. . 
Q. And if the books say so it is not true? 
A. I don’t care about the books. I never was fined. 
Q. On Feb. 27, 1875, you were dismissed from the Fire De- 
partment. That’s true, isn’t it? 
I guess so. 
No question about it? 
Sure. 
Do you know what you were dismissed for? 
I do, sir. 
What was it? 
I went into a saloon and asked a man to take a drink with 
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me. He says to me: ‘‘ Meehan, if you are not God damn careful 
you will be up before the Commissioners again.” 

@. Then you had been up before the Commissioners once, had 
rou? 

: A. Yes; but I never said I wasn’t. Isaid I wasn’t fined five 
days’ pay. 

Q. Go on. 

A. This man said I had better be careful. I asked him what 
I had done to him. We came out of the saloon, and had a little 
set-to, and I gave him acouple of black eyes. He was on patrol, 
and I had twenty- -four hours’ leave of absence. We both took our 
oaths not to say anything about the fight, but before I knew where 
I was I was bounced. 

@. After you were bounced from the Fire Department where 
did you go to work next? 

Let me see, I went to work in the Navy-Yard. 

How long were you there? 

A few months. 

Did you leave there of your own accord? 

No; I did not. 

Why, then? 

Because work ran out. 

Did you go back there to work afterwards? 

No; I guess I didn’t. I went to New York afterwards. 
You say you left the Navy-Yard because the work run out? 
Yes. 

And then went to New York? 

Yes. 

How long did you stay there? 

Five or six years. 

And then you came back to Boston? 

I did. 

Where did you go to work then? 

Aldermen Bromwrcn. — Mr. Chairman, I move that we have 
heard enough regarding the charges, and with all due respect to 
the counsel, I think we should close that part of the examination. 

Mr. Garvin. —I’m sure I don’t wish to go on. I think he has 
shown by his examination just what he is. 

The CyHatrMan. —I, too, think this line of examination has 
gone far enough, and it would be as well to hear some of the 
witnesses. ° 

Mr. Mrrnan. — Any one can see that this is a put-up com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Bromwicu. —I wish? to draw the attention of the 
committee to the sentiment just expressed by Mr. Meehan — that 
this committee is a put-up one. I think it is most unjust to me, 
and unjust also to the other members of the committee. 

The Cuarrman. — It is a reflection on the Chairman of the Board 
of Aldermen, who appointed the committee. It is an insult to 
him. 

Mr. Hueues was then called and sworn. 

He said: I will speak the facts, as I’m in a hurry. I havea 
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very indelible impression that Mr. Young acts always according 
to his own conscience. I think he has got a conscience. Some 
men have no conscience of their own; but he has; and I think that 
is quite an encomium for Mr. Young. I think when he sees a thing 
is wrong he — 

The CHarmman. — We have other witnesses to examine. Tell 
us what you know about his ability in carrying out the work under 
his charge. ; 

A. It was very often below my estimate— in many cases $500 
or $600. 

@. Do you know anything about these charges? 

A. No sir. What charges? 

Mr. Hughes then left the room in a very hurried manner. 


BaRTHOLOMEW M. Younc. — Sworn. 


Mr. Gatvin.— You know this gentleman on your left (Mr. 
Meehan) ? 

A. I know him well. 

@. And has he been employed in the Department of Streets, on 
the bridges? 

A. Yes, — working as a painter and a carpenter. 

@. Now, coming right to the question, the first charge is that 
you paid several men who had been suspended for work which 
they never did; is there any truth in it? 

A. No, sir; it is a most stupid, malicious falsehood. 

@. Is Mr. Crowley here? 

A. He is. 

@. Has he ever received any money for work which he has not 
done? 

A. Never. 

@. Mr. Bowley and Mr. Mernan — have they ever been paid 
money by you without working for it? | 

A. None of them. Every one of them has worked their full 
time for every cent. 

@. Mr. Meehan says he has received money for work that he 
has not done: is that true, to your knowledge? 

A. It is not, sir. Nearly every time he was paid he found fault, 
saying he had not received what he had earned. Mr. Dever and 
the paymaster can testify to those facts. His charges are false in 
every particular, because I am always very particular and correct 
in keeping the men’s time. 

@. Then his claim has been that he was under-paid ? 

A. Yes. 

@. Now as to your having paid Mr. Hardy $25.50 for blowing 
out the lamps. 

A. That is equally false, and not a shadow of truth in it. 

@. Who is Hardy? 

A. He is a man whom I left in charge when I was away. 

@. How about Charles Merritt, who secured a situation in the 
Post-Office, drawing pay from the city at the same time? 

A. That is, in the main, false. I may state here that Mr. Mer- 
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ritt worked two half-days after he got the position in the Post- 
Office. I think the first was on the 20th and the second on the 
28th. At that time I did not know he was in the Post-Office, but 
when I was informed of it, as there were so many men in greater 
need of work, I sent for Mr. Merritt and told him I could not keep 
him any longer, although he was a good man. He received no 
more than two half-days’ work. 

@. The fact is that he never worked for the city after you be- 
came acquainted with the fact that he had a situation in the Post- 
Office ? 

A. Not a minute. 

@. The fourth charge is that laborers were employed by you to 
do mechanics’ work and paid atthe same rate as mechanics: what 
is there in that? 

A. Well, the men sent me all did their work fairly well. Of 
course, you know, at times there are men forced on foremen that 
might not be up to the standard. I had but very little to say as 
to who should be put on the work. They were sent to me, and I 
had to put them on; they did their work well and faithfully, with 
the exception of this Meehan. 

Q. What is the character of this man? 

A. Very, very bad, tosay the least. He is a very quarrelsome, 
mischievous, disagreeable man to get along with. He wouldn’t 
work, and you couldn’t make him. The only way to get him to 
work is to put a gang of men at his back and force him. 

@. Was he suspended? 

A, He was. 

@. And did he ever make a complaint against you until then? 

A. No, sir; he never did. 

Alderman Bromwicu.— Did you give Mr. Meehan as fair a 
chance to work as the other men? 

A. I gave him a fairer chance. I favored him in many ways, 
giving him the best places to work on. If you put him underneath 
a bridge, where it was dirty and smutty, he wouldn’t work. He 
would say he would be damned if he would; he was sent there to 
have a soft time, and he was going to have it. That was about 
the way he talked about it. These things are very galling to me, 
and I talked to the Acting Superintendent of Streets about it at 
the time; and he knows something about it, perhaps. Meehan is 
a most quarrelsome man; and you can see his disposition in his 
face. 

@. Is he on the pay-roll now? 

A. Yes; but he has been off part of this week. I saw him in 
the Hall last Monday, and, in reply to a question from me, he said 
he was a little late in the morning, and that was the reason he 
hadn’t been to work. 

Alderman Donovan. — Do you have the power to discharge 
men? 

A. Yes; I suppose I have; although when you discharge a man 
you have to use considerable discretion, as he may be sent back 
again the next day. 

@. But as far as you are concerned, you have the power? 
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A. Yes. 

Q. How is it, then, since Meehan was such a bad man, that you 
didn’t discharge him? 

A. He pleaded poverty, said he had a wife and two or three 
children. I really pitied the family more than I did the man. 

Mr. Meruan. — When did I tell you I had a wife and three 
children? 

A. You told me during the time you were suspended, and again 
when you came back the last time. You were discharged from the 
departmeut one time. 

Q. When? 

A. In June or July. Mr. William Simmons preferred the 
charge. 

@. Did I not discharge myself in April — didn’t I leave? 

A. You left many times, and would come back again. 

Q@. Did I ever ask to come back? 

A. Yes; you did: 

After some totally irrelevant questions had been put by Mr. 
Meehan, he asked Mr. Young: 

@. In regard to wages — how many days did I work the pay 
before last? 

A. Do you mean the 1st of February or the last in January ? 

@. You received six and a balf days. 

Alderman Bromwicu. — How much did he receive? 

A. $12.50. 

Mr. Meenan. — Did you ever tell Mr. Dillon you would give me 
full time and not have me work? 

. No; I did not. 
Have you got any wages down for Mr. Haley this month? 
- LI have. 
How many days? 
. He had four days in February. 
How much have you got down for him last week? 
Four days in all, from the first of the month. 
How many days did Mr. Dillon work last week? 
. Mr. Dillon has four days. 
And at the last pay-day? 
The last pay-day it was five days. 
And the pay before that? 
He received six days’ the pay before that. 
How many days did he work? 
Six days, of course.

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OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMON AND 
PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


Boston, January 20, 1886. 
To His Honor the Mayor: — 


Dear Sir, —In conformity with the revised ordinances 
I herewith present my report of the Department of Common 
and Public Grounds from January 1, 1885, to January 1, 
1886, together with a résumé of the management of the 
department since my appointment as superintendent, April 
1, 1878, embracing a period of nearly eight years. 

In noting the progress which the department has made 
during that time, esthetically as well as economically, it 
will be necessary for me to make comparisons of the condi-_ 
tion of the department, together with its financial expendi- 
tures, tor a period of eight years prior to my term of office. 
It should be borne in mind, too, that for several years pre- 
ceding my time the laborers of the department received but 
$1.75 and $1.50 per day, whereas they have received $2.00 
per day for the past four years, and $1.75 for the two pre- 
ceding years. Beside the low standard of wages, teaming 
and every species of material used by the department were 
on the same depressed basis ; that is, double teams cost $4.00 
per day, single teams $2.50 per day, red gravel $1.15 per 
cubic yard, loam 75 cents per cubic yard, sods 13 cents per 
foot, etc., while, in the past five years, the labor and material 
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have advanced from 33 per cent. to 100 per cent., and, to my 
mind, are nearer to the just and Christian standard of “live 
and let live.” 

It should also be borne in mind that a considerable per- 
centage of our appropriations, during the past eight years, 
was spent in undoing and redoing work for which large sums 
of money had been appropriated, the expenditure of which, 
for all practical purposes, was a dead loss to the city and its 
tax-payers. 

As an illustration of this permit me to call attention to the 
condition of East and West Chester park, where it has been 
deemed necessary, within the past year, to expend nearly 
twenty-five thousand dollars in excavating the ash and gravel 
deposits and refilling with suitable material for the growth 
of trees and healthy grass. It is not alone the loss to the 
tax-payers of the $25,000 which should be considered in 
this matter, but the disappointment and injury to property- 
holders, who invested their money in anticipation of an 
enhancement of value from what they supposed would be, 
in a reasonable time, a handsome park. It is a well-known 
fact that property in that locality has been depreciating in 
value for several years, one of the influences producing 
which, it is thought, may have been the poorly-made parks 
and the miasmatic condition of the so-called Roxbury Canal 
lund. It may be added, in this connection, that, out of 
12,000 cubie yards of refuse and other material excavated 
from these parks there were not obtained over 500 cubic 
yards of loam. 

The details of the improvements made by this department 
on Chester park and square may be thus briefly stated: On 
October 4, 1884, in response to the urgent appeals of the 
property-holders on West Chester park, the City Govern- 
ment voted $10,000 to remedy the long complaint of nui- 
sance ; and, by the authority of the Committee on Common and 
Public Grounds, the section between Columbus avenue and 
Chester square was excavated to an average depth of five 
feet, and the space filled in with one foot of boxing-clay as a 
subsoil basis, and four feet of good virgin soil, and has been 
successfully planted with trees and grass. The result proved 
so satisfactory to the property-holders of the vicinity that 
the City Government, on December 5, 1885, granted, in 
reply to the frequent solicitations of Alderman Allen, an 
additional appropriation of $15,000 to place the sections 
between Chester square and Albany street in a similar 
condition. This work was accomplished within two weeks, 
actual working days, at acost of $11,238.25, leaving a balance 
on hand of $3,761.75. 
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Of this balance it will probably require $1,761.75 for the 
planting of trees, temporary fencing, resetting curb-stones, 
manure, grass-seed, etc., leaving on hand a balance of 
$2,000. 

I would strongly recommend the transfer of this balance 
of $2,000 to the use of the so-called Roxbury Canal Improve- 
ment for the purpose of painting the storehouse and the fence 
that surrounds the whole area of 22 acres, as well as for 
other needful improvements for that newly acquired territory, 
of which I will treat more fully hereafter. 

As a further example of how parks were made in the past, 
permit me to quote from my report on Commonwealth ave- 
nue, November 3, 1879, City Document No. 116: — 


Upon assuming the office of Superintendent of Common and Public 
Grounds, [ immediately called the attention of the committee to the un- 
cultivated and impoverished condition of both trees and grass upon the 
five lower sections of Commonwealth avenue. 

A sub-committee, consisting of Messrs. Sibley and Wolcott were 
appointed to examine and report upon the condition of the trees and 
soil upon that avenue. I quote from their report as follows: — 

‘« First, in the five squares or sections located between Dartmouth 
street and West Chester park, they find the trees, with a very few ex- 
ceptions, all poor, and at least seventy-five per cent. thoroughly worth- 
Jess, and wholly unfit to be placed in any public grounds. They have 
no hesitation in saying that a wise financial economy even would require 
the whole planting in these sections to be done over again. Your com- 
mittee believe that some radical change in the condition of the soil, 
similar to that which they propose, is necessary in order to have, in 
that imposing avenue, rows of trees worthy of it. They consider the 
estimated cost, $600, a mere bagatelle compared with the importance 
of doing wisely and well a work like this, which will be either a disgrace 
ora glory to the city one hundred years ‘from now.” 

With all due respect for the opinion and recommendation of the com- 
mittee, I am compelled to say that $600 would indeed be a mere trifle, if 
the object sought for could be obtained by such an expenditure. But, 
to my mind, after a very careful examination of the condition of the 
soil, or gravel-banks, of the section mentioned, it would cost at least 
$12,000 to complete the work as it ought to be done; and I consider 
any sum a matter of little consideration compared with the impor- 
tance of placing this avenue in a condition in keeping with the taste 
and dignity of Boston. 

Upon a very careful examination of the sections mentioned, we find 
them to be mere gravel-beds, with a skimming of loam not over three 
inches in depth, and without the least trace of clay or any other sub- 
stance to retain the moisture necessary for the growth and develop- 
ment of trees. 

From the foregoing facts it will appear to your committee that it re- 
quires no great amount of arboricultural experience to solve the prob- 
lem of the failure of the trees on Commonwealth avenue and its 
remedy. 


I would also call attention to my recommendation in re- 
gard to this avenue, January 20, 1881, City Document No. 
117: — 
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Since the formation of this avenue all the sections between Dartmouth 
street and Chester park have been in a condition that has called forth 
the severe condemnation of many citizens. Most of the trees were ina 
dead or dying condition. To improve and replant the whole of these 
sections was a work of considerable magnitude, and for which the city 
had made no appropriation. So much, however, was said in public 
about the matter that the Committee on Common resolved to make a 
commencement of the work, and devoted $3,000 of the $5,000 appropri- 
ated specially for street trees for this purpose. Accordingly all the 
old and worthless trees have been removed. ‘Three hundred holes have 
been excavated and filled, first with a layer of two loads of clay, to re- 
tain moisture, and 125 cubie feet of good loam in each hole. 

This will be sufficient to give the trees a good start, and enable the 
committee of the present year to plant up all the sections ; bat zt will be 
incumbent on whoever may be in charge of the public grounds in two or 
three years hence to largely increase the body of loam around each tree, or, 
still better, to remove the gravel and replace with good loam the whole of 
the sections to a depth of eighteen inches, in accordance with the recom- 
mendations in my report to the committee on this subject, Nov. 3, 1879. 


From these quotations from my reports, made respectively 
nearly seven and five years ago, it is quite evident that the 
condition of Commonwealth avenue was on a par with that of 
East and West Chester park; and,if itis desirable to have 
the young trees maintain the same vigorous growth in the 
future that they have during the past few years in their cir- 
cumscribed quarters, I would deem it economy on the part of 
the city to vote a sufficient sum of money to carry out the 
foregoing recommendations before it is too late. This de- 
ceitful system of park-making has been carried on wherever 
parks had to be made by artificial means in the city. Hence 
it is that we have, on our public parks, stunted trees and im- 
poverished grass that appeal to our sympathies for that aid 
which we cannot render short of very considerable outlays of 
the people’s money. 


THe New Ciry GREENHOUSES. 


The improvement of the so-called Roxbury Canal land for 
the use of the department for greenhouses, storage, and nur- 
sery purposes was one of the things which the city and this 
department greatly needed, as my recommendation made 
January 20, 1881, City Document No. 23, will fully show. 
I then said : — 


The arent increase of materials belonging to the department has 
rendered a yard for its special use a very great necessity, and also 
permanent sheds for their protection. The plank walks are left scattered 
during summer on vacant lots. The department has no place for the 
storage and protection of vases, carts, wheelbarrows, sashes, frames, 
soils, manures, etc., for the making of hot-beds or the construction of 
plant-houses, temporary or permanent. 
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Again, March 20, 1882, City Document No. 109, I made 


the following recommendation : — 


The demand for tasteful and profuse displays of plants and flowers 
on the public grounds increases annually. Hence the necessity of pro- 
viding each year a larger, newer, and more suitable collection of plants 
to satisfy the manifest desires of an appreciative public. 

In 1878 we used, in all, about 40,000 plants. In 1879 alterations in 
the landscape of the Public Garden called for 64,000 plants. This year, 
by enumerating bulbs, pansies, plants, and annuals, the number will 
amount to fully 500,000. Yet the public grounds can be improved in 
this respect as much in the future as in the past few years, provided the 
department is furnished with suitable facilities. In this connection I 
desire to urge upon the City Council the necessity of making timely 
provision for the care and propagation of the city’s plants during the 
coming winter. I believe it would be for the interest of the city to 
own its greenhouses. My greenhouses are inadequate to meet the large 
and increasing demands of the department for suitable plants. J am 
therefore compelled, every spring, to place hot-beds or cold frames on 
the Public Garden, and for three months a portion of the garden is dis- 
figured by these unsightly structures. 


These suggestions tend to show that for-some years the 
development of the department had been circumscribed, and 
to a degree crippled for want of suitable quarters for its 
natural growth. We were compelled to pay for the tempo- 
rary use of greenhouses from $1,200 to $1,400 per year, and 
for the partial storage of settees, tools, etc., $720 per year, 
besides being obliged to mar one of the most sightly and 
interesting portions of the Common by the storage of 
hundreds of thousands of plants that were indispensable for 
the ornamentation of the public grounds. 

As a measure of relief the City Government, in response to 
the frequent appeals of Alderman Allen and Councilman 
Hathorne, voted us 22 acres of land known as the Roxbury 
Canal land, and also $2,500 for its improvement. With 
this amount the committee have had built a substantial and 
ample storehouse, 246 x 30 ft., for the sum of $1,441.50, and 
have also surrounded the whole area with a matched board 
pine fence, 1,496 ft. long by 8 ft. high, for $920. Thus it 
will be seen that the rent of a partial storage for two years 
covered the cost of the new building. It may also be proper 
to state that the highest estimate for the work of the building 
and fence was $4,921, —a difference of $2,559.50 between the 
highest and lowest bids. 

And here permit me to call attention to the continuous 
demand for plants, and their rapid increase within the past 
eight years. In 1877, the year previous to my appointment, 
there were planted in the public grounds 34,000 plants, at 
a cost of $¢,665.85. During the coming season there will 
be planted in the public grounds nearly 1,000,000 of pansies, 
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daisies, etc., for the spring display of flowers, and it is safe 
to say that, in order to continue the display of flowering 
plants throughout the summer and autumn, a number fully 
equal to the above will be required, — or 2,000,000 flowering 
plants in all. Now, if we had to purchase these millions of 
plants at the same relative price as the 34,000 plants of 1877 
cost, it would call for an expenditure that the department 
could not stand and the city would not tolerate. But, inas- 
much as the two millions of plants have not cost on an aver- 
age over $5,000 per year for the past eight years, I am 
emboldened to urge upon the Committee on Common and 
Public Grounds the economy and absolute necessity of the 
erection of suitable but inexpensive greenhouses upon the 
newly acquired land, which I trust will be hereafter desig- 
nated as the “ City Nursery of Common and Public Grounds.” 
I herewith present a diagram of the buildings that I would 
recommend. 

They will afford ample room for years to come, and will 
remain in good condition for a period of not less than 25 
years, if properly constructed. There will be 13 houses - 
arranged as follows : — 

In the centre will be built the largest house, 95 ft. x 30 ft. 
x 17 ft. and this house will have large rolling doors Opening 
into the storehouse or workshop. It will be used for large 
tropical and subtropical plants. 

There will be four small houses, 90 ft. X 11 ft. x 8 ft. on 
each side of the large house, designed for growing small or bed- 
ding plants, and also for growing plants of intermediate size 
for vases, etu. At the end of each of these two sets of houses 
there will be two smaller houses 40 ft. x15 ft. for stove or 
forcing houses. We propose to have the whole number of 
houses heated by steam from one boiler. 

This $10,000, in addition to the $2,500 granted and used 
for buildmg the storehouse and fence, and also the balance 
of $2,000 remaining from the appropriation for the Chester 
square and park improvement (which I hope will be trans- 
ferred), will make a total of $14,500, the interest of which, at 
4 per cent., were that sum borrowed, would be but $580 per 
year, whereas we have been expending yearly $1,400 for 
rent of greenhouses and $720 for storage, which sums, with 
interest at the above rate, would amount to $2,204.80, or 
$1,624.80 per year more than the interest on the amount 
suggested, which would insure the department ample accom- 
modations where formerly they were very inadequate. 

It is proper to mention here that the material recently 
excavated from Chester square and park was used, as 
far as it would go, in making a solid substratum in the 
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quagmire bottom of the Roxbury Canal land; and, through 
the courtesy of Supt. Forristall, it is now being filled up to 
grade, and when completed, I would say, as a sanitary 
measure alone, that the $10,000 would be well spent; and I 
am satisfied that, if the city wished to dispose of the land 
to-day, it would bring, in its improved condition, $20,000 to 
$30,000 more than it would have brought in its former 
unfilled and unhealthy state. 


THE SHADE-TREES ON THE PUBLIC STREETS. 


There has been no matter connected with the department 
under my administration that has called forth such general 
and just condemnation as the mismanagement of our street 
trees during the past four years. Such a condition of things 
is to be deplored ; but, under the then existing circumstances, 
I fail to see at whose door blame can be laid. The statutes 
relating to the ownership, care, and management of the trees, 
were so contradictory, and their interpretation so inconsist- 
ent, that, while the trees were allowed to suffer, as usual in 
such cases, “nobody was to blame.” To give a better idea 
of the management and mismanagement of the street trees 
during the past eight years, I cannot do better than to copy 
a review of the street-tree problem by the “ Boston Herald” 
of November 15, 1885: — 


The shade-trees of the public streets of Boston, the Common, and 
Public Garden number about 24,000, though, as this includes large 
numbers of dead and decaying trees, the number may be consid- 
erably less. For many years the statute law, as interpreted by the late 
Corporation Counsel, Hon. John P. Healy, left the whole subject of 
their custody, care, treatment, and the power to deal with them in a 
somewhat nebulous state. When the present superintendent took 
charge of the department of Common and Public Grounds, in 1878, the 
trees on the public streets were placed in his charge, and he proceeded 
to treat them as best he could with the limited means at his disposal. 
In his report, dated Nov. 3, 1879, he gave the number of trees on the 
public grounds in good condition, damaged, and dead, and said that, in 
his judgment, the care, planting, and pruning of trees throughout the 
department should, for the next five years, at least, be made a specialty, 
as, owing to the neglect which they had suffered in past years, time, 
money, and careful training would be required to place them in a satis- 
factory condition. 

For the four years that these trees were in his charge, it is fair to say, 
he did all that the extent of his appropriation would enable him to do to 
improve their culture and appearance. By the interpretation of the law 
under Mr. Healy’s. administration as Corporation Counsel, the custody 
of the trees was vested in the hands of the Board of Aldermen, as county 
commissioners, having control of highways, etc. After the demise of 
Mr. Healy, however, his successor, Mr. Nettleton, the present Corpora- 
tion Counsel, being called upon to further interpret the law, gave it as 
his opinion that the care of trees standing on streets of which the city 
does not own the fee, unless such trees were set out under the authority 
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given by the Public Statutes (chap. 54, sect. 9) belongs to the abutters. 
They may trim or prune such trees at pleasure. If an abutter desires 
to remove or cut down a tree, notice of intention to do so must be given 
to the Mayor or Board of Aldermen. Ifthe Board desires to retain the 
tree they must give notice of such desire within ten days, and the owner 
will be entitled to recover compensation for any damages caused by re- 
taining such tree. The Board of Aldermen acting as surveyors of high- 
ways, are authorized to cut down or lop off trees and bushes, except 
such as are needed for shade-trees, if the adjacent land-owners neglect to 
cut down and remove such trees and bushes after thirty days’ notice in 
writing. 

In case of immediate danger, however, it is the duty of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets at once to trim or remove a tree which obstructs or 
imperils public travel. Trees standing on streets of which the city owns 
the fee are under the control of the City Council, excepting that the 
Board of Aldermen may remove any such tree as obstructs public travel. 
Petitions for pruning, trimming, or removing such trees must be made 
to the City Council. Trees planted by the authority of the Public 
Statutes (chap. 54, sect. 9) are under the sole control of the Board of 
Aldermen, and cannot be trimmed, pruned or removed without consent 
of the Board. Trees planted by individuals, by permission of the Board 
of Aldermen, are the private property of the planters whether on a street 
of which the city owns the fee, or on a street of which the abutter owns 
the fee. 

The care of such trees belongs to the owners. The Board of Alder- 
men may, however, order such a tree to be removed if the public 
necessity seems to require it. 

This opinion was given under date of Sept. 25, 1882, and took the 
control of the street trees at once out of the hands of the City Forester, 
aud placed it in those of the Superintendent of Streets. During the 
time the former had charge he planted about one thousand two hundred 
poune trees a year on the streets, and was getting them pretty well in 

and. When, however, their care was given in charge of the Superin- 
tendeut of Streets, there was no one in that department who knew how 
to properly treat them, and, as a result, there was a rapid deterioration, 
so that in 1883 when the City Forester caused a census to be taken of them, 
there were, out of a total 23,807 on the Common, Public Garden, and 
streets of the city, 449 dead trees, 243 decaying, and 10,741 that needed 
pruning, the latter being on the streets. The following table will show 
the distribution of these trees and their condition in each section, includ- 
ing trees on Common and Public Garden : —

Previous to the time the care of the trees on the streets was taken 
out of his hands, the present superintendent made a practice every year, 
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when the summer work was done up, — this was in August, — to dis- 
tribute his men in gangs, each gang in charge of a competent foreman, 
in various sections of the city, and cause them to overhaul the trees, lop 
off dead branches, trim them where trimming was needed, and in other 
Ways improve their condition and surroundings. But under the 
administration of the street department little was done to improve 
the trees, while a great deal was done —- not of course intentionally — 
to injure them. In cities, as a rule, shade trees have many 
unfavorable conditions to contend. with, and the mortality among 
them is consequently very great. In setting curb-stones in new 
streets, the street department must cut off roots and otherwise 
mar the nutritive apparatus of trees. Then in laying sidewalks the 
bricks are usually placed close up around the tree, not only covering its 
roots and depriving them of a proper share of moisture, but keeping 
the equally necessary air and sunlight from them. Then there is the 
poisoning of the tree by coal gas which more or less permeates the 
ground, especially on the streets where the gas-pipes are old and leaky. 
Take Charles street as an example of the persistence of these unfavor- 
able conditions of tree existence, and it is a fact that at the present time 
about seven-eighths of the trees on that street are so much injured or de- 
cayed that they should be removed, while quite a number of them are 
dangerous. On Broadway, South Boston, there are 19 dead trees that 
should be removed at once. There are many dangerous trees on Wash- 
ington street, Tremont street, and other streets, while the street trees in 
East Boston are said to be in a very bad condition. Throughout the 
city there are many trees so badly gnawed by horses that they are liable 
to break off during a high wind. However, for the better protection of 
trees a new and simple statute was framed by City Solicitor Bailey and 
passed by the Legislature of last year, and the Revised Ordinances of 
1885 has placed the care of the trees again in the hands of the Superin- 
tendent of Common and Public Grounds as the following quotation will 
show :— 

‘¢Chap. 42, Sect. 2. The said superintendent shall have the care and 
superintendence of the Common, Public Garden, and all the public 
squares and enclosures belonging to the city, and also of the trees in the 
streets of the city, which are inthe charge of the City Council. He shall 
cause all statutes and ordinances, made for the protection of trees, 
shrubs, and flowers in the public grounds and streets of the city, to be 
strictly enforced, and shall institute legal proceedings against all per- 
sons violating such statutes or ordinances. He shall also perform all 
duties in regard to trees which may be assigned him by the Board of 
Aldermen.” 

Having had charge of the street trees for the past six months, I have 
learned enough of their condition and treatment by the various superin- 
dents of streets to know that they gave them a destructive rather than 
a protective care. Not very long ago I had occasion to call attention to 
an act of official vandalism which was outrageous to say the least. 
One of the finest and healthiest trees on Washington street, at the corner 
of Worcester square, was cut down, for what good and sufficient reason 
no man can tell. It was alleged that the tree was rotten and danger- 
ous; but it was not. Since the trees reverted to my care I have been 
at work as well as my limited means would allow, and have used the 
money out of my general appropriation for the purpose of removing 
dead or dangerous trees from the streets, cutting off dead or dangerous 
limbs from living trees, etc. Since May last I have acted upon 103 
petitions for the removal of trees, which involved the removal of about 
300 trees, and have on hand 94 petitions for the removal of nearly 
as many more. The mere cutting down a tree and taking up its roots 
are not all the expense involved: the hole has to be filled up and the 
sidewalk repaired; teams are required to cart away the débris made, 
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so that altogether the average cost to the city for the removal of a 
dead tree is $15.00. I have received hundreds of letters of complaints 
in regard to dangerous trees on highways, but I have not had the 
means of attending to them. In this connection I recommend stren- 
uously that the sum of at least $5,000 be specially appropriated for 
the complete renovation of the trees in charge of this department. 

With this sum at my disposal | would commence at once with Wash- 
ington, Tremont, and several other principal streets and avenues which 
are most travelled, and make thorough work on them. I would re- 
move all the dead and decaying trees, all the dead limbs and dangerous 
branches of others. Of the living trees, the careful pruning out of 
superfluous branches for the admission of light and air is needed; and 
I would also bestow proper treatment on the roots of many that are 
badly smothered, and require water, air, and light to assist them to 
continue their existence. There are, it is said, sections of some streets 
where the exigencies of business require that the trees should be re- 
moved, but where residences are likely to be maintained they are de- 
sired and needed. When once set out and in successful growth, they 
are a fixture and a landmark for years. The plants we cultivate are 
usually only for a season, yet we would not dispense with them; but 
trees are for a lifetime, for generations, and deserve our first care to 
start them rightly, guard them carefully, and bestow upon them the best 
care that a city can afford to these remnants of our aboriginal forests. 


What I said to the “ Herald” reporter, as above recorded, 
I here beg to repeat officially to Your Honor. 

All that is required to put the above recommendations 
into effect is the moderate sum of $5,000. 


THE CoMMON. 


During the early spring after the plank walks are taken 
up, and in the early fall before they are laid down, after each 
of the continually recurring rain-storms which are so frequent 
during these seasons, the gravel walks are in a soft, muddy, 
and uncomfortable condition. This is particularly so at the 
West-street gate, which is the principal point of entrance and 
exit to and from the Common. The flagging on the Railroad 
Walk (so called) is completely worn out, and so badly dished 
that after each rain-storm the walk is almost impassable. 
Besides, the flagging has always been too narrow for the 
immense concourse of people that passes to and from the 
southern section of the city. To relay this walk with flag- 
ging of a suitable width would cost at least 40 cents per 
square foot, or, in round figures, $5,050. The whole of this 
walk can be laid with concrete from gutter to gutter, average 
width 19} feet, for 80 cents (or perhaps less) per square yard, 
or $2,500. It will rest with the committee to decide whether 
it will be economy or not to recommend the concreting of all 
the principal walks. 

With regard to sports on the Common, I beg herewith to 
submit the following communication, which fully expresses 
my views on the subject : — 
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Boston, Jan. 22, 1886. 
Wma. Power WItson, Esq: — 

DEAR Sir, — Permit me to call your attention to the enclosed para- 
graph from this morning’s ‘‘ Herald.” ‘To my mind, it seems criminal to 
allow overgrown boys and men to use double-runner sleds on such 
frequented thoroughfares as those leading from West-street gate. In 
the first place, they are dangerous to those who speed them as well as to 
pedestrians and the idle lookers-on who congregate there to witness 
and gloat over just such scenes as befel Rev. John Cordner and others. 
Besides they drive away all the smaller boys and girls with their harm- 
less sleds from the coast that was intended solely for their use and 
amusement. This, I believe, was your proposition and recommenda- 
tion to His Honor the Mayor and to the Police Commissioners. The 
policemen, however, assigned to that duty paid no attention whatsoever 
to your orders or mine, and hence the disgraceful running down of so 
eminent a citizen as the Rev. Dr. Cordner. To my mind it is question- 
able wisdom that allows these lightening hurricanes of destruction to 
sweep into an unthinking multitude who are compelled daily to make the 
West-street gate their principal mode of ingress and egress to and 
from their place of business and unless this wanton disregard of life 
and limb be stopped at once, the public will have just reason to believe 
that the Common and Public Garden have grown too small as a public 
play-ground for our population of overgrown boys and men. 

Deeming it my duty to lay this serious matter before His Honor the 
Mayor,

The paragraph inclosed in the above communication is as 
follows, omitting the head lines : — 


The coasting carnival upon the Common, is now at its height and the 
rain of Tuesday night, instead of interfering with the sport, has‘added 
a sheet of ice to its surface, and filled up the worn spots. As a result 
of the sport, accidents are numerous. 

About 6 o’clock Patrolmen Malcom and Abbott of the Railroad squad 
carried to the 4th station, Rev. John Cordner, about sixty-five years of 
age, residing at 55 Chestnut street, who had been struck by a double- 
runner and knocked insensible. Dr. Bush was called, and, the old 
gentleman regaining consciousness, it was found he was not seriously 
injured, and was taken home, etc. 


The same objections as the above may, in a measure, be 
justly applied to all other games and sports on the Common. 

I will add that the safety and well-being of the public 
demand a special force of police, to be designated Special, 
Dept. of Common, etc. This is particularly desirable as the 
Police Commissioners strongly recommend the appointment 
of such a force. 


CATERPILLARS. 


The caterpillars on the trees on the Common and else- 
where in the department have decreased within the past two 
years to a wonderful extent. This, I believe, is owing, ina 
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great measure, to the extreme cold and moist. weather during 
the year 1854, together with what little aid we could render 
in exterminating them. 


THe Puspiic GARDEN. 


The nuisance on the Public Garden pond, which caused so 
much unfavorable comment a few years ago, is nearly if not 
quite abated. It would be wholly so if it could have a cov- 
ering of fine broken stone rolled into the boxing clay that 
now forms its principal bottom. 

The bridge on the Public Garden has become so rotten and 
unsafe as to render it necessary to place stanchions under- 
neath it to prevent accident. A new bridge is one of the 
necessary things that must be provided. 


PLANK WALKS. 


The gradual and steady increase in the number and extent 
of the plank walks on the Common, Public Garden, and various 
other parks and’ squares, included in the charge of this de- 
partment, is a noticeable feature and must be apparent to 
those who have occasion to travel across them daily. In the 
winter of 1878-79 there were on the Common plank walks 
on the Tremont-street mall, the Railroad Walk (so called) 
from Park square to West-street gate, the walk from Park 
street and Tremont-street gate across to Spruce street, and 
on the walk up to and around the soldiers’ monument. 

On the Public Garden there was a plank walk across from 
Arlington, opposite Commonwealth avenue, to Charles street 
at the centre of the garden, another from the same point on 
Arlington street to the gate at the corner of Charles and 
Beacon streets, and also one to the “sanitary” thereon. At 
the present time the Common appears to be a complete net- 
work of plank walks, while the Public Garden has nearly all 
its main avenues covered with them. There are now on the 
Common —

In all there are on the Common 18,195 feet in length, 
having a superficial area of over 76,000 square feet 
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On the Public Garden there are 5,145 feet of plank walk 
ranging from 2 to 4 feet in width, having a total area of 
18,275 square feet. 

Blackstone square has 996 feet of 3} and 4 feet walks, 
having an area of 3,628 square feet. 

Franklin square has 1,071 feet of 384 and 4 feet walks, 
having an area of 3,880 square feet. 

Commonwealth avenue has 500 feet of 3 and 4 feet walks 
— area, 1,900 square feet. 

Orchard park has 1,167 feet of 3 and 4 feet walks — 
area, 3,801 square feet. 

Madison park has 501 feet of 3 feet walk — area, 1,503 
square feet. 

Independence square has 500 feet of 4 feet walk — area, 
2,000 square feet. 

Washington park has 570 feet of 22 feet walk,— area 
1,520 square feet. 

The total length of plank walk laid down is 28,645 feet, 
having a superficial area of 112,507 square feet. The board 
measure of the planks and other materials composing the 
plank walks is estimated at 245,763 square feet. 

The average cost to the city of these walks, including 
Jumber and construction, is about $40 per 1,000 square feet. 
Between hauling, storage, laying, repairing, and adding 
from year to year, this service costs the department about 
$3,000 per year. 


Iron FENCES. 


The iron fence surrounding Independence square has been 
in a dilapidated condition for years, and will require at least 
$2,000, if not more, to place it in a safe and presentable 
condition. In 1882 I made a recommendation in regard to 
iron fences throughout the department, which still harmo- 
nizes with my present views. I advised, and do advise, the 
removal of iron fences throughout the department as a 
matter of good taste and economy, more especially where it 
will cause a large outlay to put them in proper repair.
